ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

1989  closes  out  a  decade  of  problems,  promise,  and 
progress  for  Boston.  As  we  move  toward  the  final  decade 


for  the  millenium.  we  are  left,  not  with  "new"  tasks,  but 
with  "old"  tasks  to  finish  up. 

We  entered  the  decade  of  the  eighties  with  abandoned 
buildings  dotting  the  city,  and  some  parts  of  our  city 
nearly  abandoned  as  will,  it  was  this  body  that  urged  that 
those  abandoned  buildings  be  stockpiled  rather  than  de- 
stroyed. The  plea  fell  on  deaf  ears  and  fine  old  structures 
that  could  be  housing  Boston  families  were  torn  down. 
This  body  was  throughout  this  period  generous  with 
those  "unpopular"  neighborhoods.  We  voted  funds  for 
new  health  centers,  for  street  lighting,  street  repairs, 
school  construction  and  reconstruction.  We  weren't,  his- 
tory proves,  sending  good  money  after  bad  —  we  sent 
good  money  to  good  neighbors,  and  helped  those  neigh- 
borhoods over  tough  times.  The  repopulation  of  these 
parts  of  Boston  is  evidence  of  the  Council's  well-placed 
faith. 

Boston's  linkage  program  —  the  Neighborhood 
Housing  Trust  —  these  concepts  were  born  here  in  the 
City  Council,  not  across  the  hall,  not  on  Beacon  Hill,  not 
in  the  Hall  of  Congress ,  but  here  in  the  Council ,  the  voice 
of  Boston  neighborhoods. 

In  this  year,  we  must  continue  efforts  to  produce  more 
housing  —  housing  that  real  people  can  afford.  In  addi- 
tion to  new  opportunities  for  ownership,  and  construc- 
tion of  rental  units,  I  hope  we  can  take  action  to  preserve, 
and  expand,  the  supply  of  single-room  occupancies 
throughout  the  city.  Too  many  lodging  houses  and  room- 
ing houses  have  been  lost  to  speculators. 

In  the  eighties,  this  Council  adopted  significant,  fair 
housing  and  human  rights  ordinances,  underlining  our 
commitment  to  the  principle  that  Boston's  very  essence 
is,  historically  and  today,  its  diversity.  I  think  we  can 
report  progress  here  also,  but  this  is  another  task  not  fin- 
ished. There  is  still  unjust  discrimination  in  our  city  — 
we  can't  call  the  jobs  done  while  any  vestige  of  hate  re- 
mains. 

Of  late,  Boston's  historic  commitment  to  eduction  has 
faltered.  When  the  history  of  education  in  America  is 
recited,  the  name  "Boston"  resounds  repeatedly.  The 
first  public  school  in  America  —  Boston;  the  first  High 
School  in  America  —  Boston;  the  first  tax  supported  li- 
brary in  America  —  Boston;  the  first  school  for  the  deaf 
in  America  —  Boston;  the  first  municipal  college  for 
teachers  in  America  —  Boston. 

Thanks  to  the  Boston  Compact,  every  graduate  of  the 
Boston  Schools  is  guaranteed  a  job,  or  admission  to 
higher  education.  That  is  another  Boston  first. 

Boston  spends  one-third  of  its  financial  resources  to 
support  public  education .  In  this  five-year  cycle ,  the  City 
Council  has  provided  another  $50  million  in  capital 
funds  for  school  buildings.  This  brings  our  capital  ex- 
penses for  schools  in  recent  years  to  the  half  billion  dollar 
mark.  Our  "per  pupil"  cost  for  education  is  twice  the 
national  average.  Despite  this  tremendous  investment  of 
public  funds,  many  thousands  of  Boston  parents  have 
turned  away  from  the  school  system.  They  have  so  little 
faith  in  Boston  schools,  they  abandon  our  city  for  the 
suburbs,  or,  invade  their  budgets  to  pay  for  private  edu- 
cation. This  is  a  sorry  truth  that  tarnishes  Boston. 

Now  that  they  have  gotten  the  courts  out  of  the  class- 
room, the  School  Committee  must  act  to  get  our  tax 
money  out  of  Court  Street  and  into  the  classroom. 

In  this  year,  and  in  the  next  decade,  major  portions  of 
our  downtown  transportation  system  will  be  reconfi- 
gured. City  Square  is  already  emerging  from  under  hun- 
dreds of  tons  of  steel  and  concrete  highways.  The  third 
harbor  tunnel  promises  that  East  boston  neighborhood 
streets  will  no  longer  be  highways  for  airport  travelers. 
The  Central  artery  —  which  never  should  have  been  al- 
lowed to  divide  our  neighborhoods,  isolate  our  har- 
borfront  and  blight  our  skyline  —  will  disappear  below 
ground  to  yield  up  acres  of  land  for  parks  and  develop- 
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ment.  As  needed  as  these  projects  may  be,  they  cannot  be 
done  without  effect  on  Boston  neighborhoods  and  busi- 
nesses. It  will  be  the  job  of  this  Council  to  advocate  for 
those  affected  —  to  ensure  that  no  neighborhood,  no 
business,  is  unnecessarily  disrupted. 

Unfairly,  it  has  been  left  to  Boston  and  the  water- 
takers  of  nearby  towns  to  pay  the  lion's  share  of  the  long- 
delayed  cleanup  of  Boston  harbor.  The  harbor  is  filthy 
due  to  nearly  three  hundred  and  seventy  years  of  state 
inaction  —  and  state  action.  When  the  city  controlled 
our  sewerage  system,  we  did  so  with  only  minor  impact 
on  the  harbor.  The  state  forced  us  to  join,  pay  for,  but 
have  no  vote  on.  the  M.D.C.  The  M.D.C.  became  the 
largest  polluter  in  the  Commonwealth.  Bostonians  used 
to  summer  on  our  islands  —  not  since  the  state  began  to 
use  it  as  a  cesspool.  Almost  two  decades  ago,  this 
body  —  the  City  Council  —  demanded  that  the  M.D.C. 
develop  a  plan  to  cure  the  pollution  of  the  harbor  The 
state  refused  to  act  until  forced  by  the  courts.  Now,  we 
are  being  asked  to  pay  to  remove  the  filth  placed  by  a 
state  agency  —  placed  over  our  objections.  Boston  fairly 
demands  that  the  state  acknowledge  its  role  in  this  prob- 
lem and  offer  its  support  to  restore  the  damage  done  by  it. 
We  cannot  accept  burdening  our  ratepayers  with  these 
costs. 

Our  tasks  for  1989  are  not  easy,  but  I  am  confident  that 
the  council,  selected  by  our  citizens  as  their  eyes,  ears 
and  voices,  is  ready  to  give  Boston  the  full  effort  these 
tasks  demand. 

The  members  of  the  Council  rose  and  applauded.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
December  7,  1988,  which  would  require  labeling  and 
proper  wrapping  of  infectious  or  hazardous  medical 
waste  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  proposed  regulations 
of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  which 
address  the  same  subject  are  currently  under  review.  I 
have  attached  a  copy  for  your  information.  These  draft 
regulations  will  insure  a  uniform  standard  for  the  safe 
storage  and  disposal  of  infectious  and  physically  danger- 
ous medical  waste.  Moreover,  they  clearly  define  these 
terms  and  the  procedures  required  of  physicians  and 
other  professionals  who  dispose  of  medical  waste. 

The  state  will  conduct  public  hearings  in  February 
which  will  provide  city  health  officials  and  Council 
members  an  opportunity  to  comment  on  the  proposed 
regulations.  It  is  expected  that  following  the  hearings 


these  regulations  will  be  approved  by  the  Public  Health 
Council  and  implemented  and  enforced  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  before  Memorial  Day.  The  hearings 
will  be  an  opportunity  to  educate  doctors,  veterinarians, 
laboratory  workers  and  persons  whose  illnesses  result  in 
the  production  of  medical  waste  in  their  homes  about  the 
safe  and  proper  disposal  of  such  waste.  The  timely  im- 
plementation of  these  regulations  is  critical  to  public 
health  and  the  safety  of  the  city's  sanitation  workers.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  untitled  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  December  7,  1988,  Docket  Number  1093, 
which  would  direct  the  Building  Commissioner  to  take 
certain  action  with  respect  to  monitoring  ground-water 
levels. 

The  reason  for  my  disapproval  is  that  the  city  does  not 
presently  have  a  legal  duty  to  identify  or  to  determine  the 
remedy  for  general  ground-water  problems.  This  is  a 
highly  complex  technical  area.  Litigation  is  currently  in 
progress  and  experts  are  not  yet  in  accord  on  the  precise 
nature  or  extent  of  ground-water  problems  nor  what  the 
correct  remedies  are.  The  ordinance,  however,  contem- 
plates that  the  city  assume  new  responsibilities  and  that 
the  Building  Commissioner  (now  the  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices Commissioner)  be  required  to  accurately  identify 
the  causes  of  low  ground-water  and  correctly  recom- 
mend actions  to  raise  the  ground-water  table.  The  City 
activities  stated  in  the  ordinance  will  likely  create  new 
and  substantial  legal  exposure  for  the  City. 

The  ordinance  would  also  provide  for  the  Building 
Commissioner  examining  observation  wells  in  order  to 
determine  ground-water  levels.  While  I  am  not  signing 
the  ordinance,  this  particular  proposal  is  a  good  idea  and 
I  shall  instruct  the  Inspectional  Services  Commissioner 
to  immediately  undertake  such  examinations.

In  response  to  the  Boston  City  Council  ordinance  re- 
questing crime  statistics  the  attached  has  been  provided 
for  your  review.  The  attached  materials  have  been  sub- 
mitted in  lieu  of  materials  specifically  requested  for 
which  the  department  does  not  have  the  current  capacity 
to  provide.  Due  to  the  complexity  of  the  programming 
which  is  required,  we  are  still  in  the  process  of  develop- 
ing a  format  to  meet  your  needs.  In  the  interim,  the  de- 
partment is  submitting  to  you  the  following  monthly  sta- 
tistics that  we  currently  prepare  for  federal  reporting 
requirements: 

•  Uniform  Crime  Report  statistics  which  reflect  Part 
One  crimes  by  type  and  by  District  for  the  month  of 
October  and  for  this  year  to  date  (January  through 
October). 

•  A  trend  chart  which  reflects  Part  One  crime  levels 
over  a  two-year  period. 

•  Citywide  drug  arrests  broken  down  by  month  and 
by  Area. 

•  A  bar  chart  which  illustrates  the  number  of  city- 
wide  drug  arrests  reported  during  the  January 
through  October  time  periods  for  the  years  of  1985 
through  1988. 

•  A  table  which  details  the  dramatic  increases  in 
cases  cleared  pursuant  to  investigation.  It  should  be 
noted  that  cases  cleared  are  those  cases  "solved" 
pursuant  to  the  arrest  or  positive  identification  of  a 
felon  responsible  for  a  number  of  crimes. 

•  Statistics  which  measure  crime  within  high  crime 
areas  (Impacted  Reporting  Areas)  across  the  city 
which  have  been  targeted  with  directed,  preventa- 
tive patrols.* 

•  A  personnel  chart  which  reflects  the  sworn  com- 
plements assigned  to  each  of  the  Command  Areas 
as  of  July,  1988. 

*Because  there  have  been  new  Reporting  Areas  reflected 
for  impacting  beginning  in  October,  1988,  trend  charts 
will  not  be  available  until  the  November  monthly  statis- 
tics have  been  completed. 

A  review  of  these  statistics  will  reveal  several  develop- 
ments. Area  B,  while  the  focus  of  a  great  deal  of  negative 
publicity,  reports  a  year  to  date  decrease  in  Part  One 
crimes  of  1  percent.  Area  D  reports  the  largest  year  to 
date  decrease  of  4  percent.  Area  A  also  reports  a  de- 
crease of  2  percent.  Area  C  reports  a  5  percent  increase 
while  Area  E  reports  an  increase  of  2  percent.  Overall, 
Part  One  crime  in  the  City  of  Boston  has  decreased  by  1 
percent;  there  have  been  close  to  400  fewer  Part  One 
crimes  committed  this  year  through  October  compared 
to  last  year  through  October. 

Citywide  drug  arrests  increased  27  percent  during  the 
January  through  October  time  period.  During  the  first 
nine  months  of  the  year,  Part  One  arrests  increased  5 
percent  (our  arrest  statistics  run  one  month  behind)  while 
case  clearances  have  increased  70  percent  for  the  time 
period  of  January  through  October.  It  should  be  noted 
that  an  arrest  results  in  the  clearance  of  one  or  more 
crimes;  frequently  one  arrest  of  a  felon  results  in  the 
clearance  of  numerous  crimes.  As  indicated  by  the  statis- 
tics, improved  investigative  procedures  have  resulted  in 
an  improved  clearance  rate.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  De- 
cember 14,  1988,  Docket  1280,  which  would  direct  each 
department,  through  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services,  to  report  certain  data  on  a  quarterly  basis  to  the 
City  Council.  The  data,  specifically,  pertains  to  affirma- 
tive action  goals  and  compliance  with  the  Minority  and 
Women-Owned  Business  Enterprise  Ordinance 
(M/WBE  Ordinance)  and  Executive  Order  (M/WBE  Ex- 
ecutive Order). 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  several.  First,  the  City 
Charter  prohibits  the  City  Council  from  directly  or  indi- 
rectly taking  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or  ad- 
ministrative business  of  the  city.  See  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s. 
17G,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1.  Moreover, 
the  Council's  order  requires  the  city  to  report  informa- 
tion which  the  city  does  not  have.  The  city  does  not  have 
numerical  quotas  for  minority  hiring  —  nor  does  the  city 
"allocate"  contract  amounts  for  minority  or  women- 


owned  businesses.  Therefore,  the  city  does  not  have,  nor 
is  it  required  to  have,  the  information  which  the  Council 
seeks. 

Although  the  Charter  requires  that  I  disapprove  this 
order,  the  city  does  compile  much  of  the  information 
sought  by  the  Council.  I  am  instructing  the  city  M/WBE 
coordinator  to  furnish  to  the  City  Council  quarterly  and 
annual  performance  reports  specifying  the  following  in- 
formation: total  contract  dollars  awarded  to  minority  and 
women-owned  businesses;  percentage  of  total  contract 
dollars  awarded  to  minority  and  women-owned  busi- 
nesses; annual  departmental  goals  for  the  award  of  con- 
tract dollars  to  minority  and  women-owned  businesses 
prior  to  the  start  of  the  next  fiscal  year.  I  am  further  in- 
structing the  city  Affirmative  Action  Director  to  furnish 
to  the  City  Council  quarterly  affirmative  action  reports 
on  a  departmental  basis  which  detail  the  number  of  new 
hires,  terminations,  and  promotions  of  minority  and 
women  employees.

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is  my  belief,  and  that  of  the  Commission,  that  these  pro- 
jects will  indeed  "ornament  the  city's  streets,  ways, 
squares,  and  parks"  as  Mr.  Browne  directed  in  his  will  in 
the  year  1892.

Ordered.  That  the  sum  of  $1 ,685,000  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  is,  appropriated  from  the  income  of  the  Edward  I. 
Browne  Fund,  pursuant  to  a  vote  of  the  Edward  I. 
Browne  Fund  Commission  and  further  that  the  said  sum 
be  expended  as  follows: 

For  the  Hernandez  School  in  Roxbury ,  to  supplement 
a  previous  $100,000  appropriation  for  a  total  project  cost 
of  $550,000,  for  the  creation  of  a  multi-use  neighbor- 
hood park  to  include  new  fencing,  brick  paving,  ben- 
ches, trees,  lighting,  wooden  play  structures,  landscap- 
ing, an  artistic  mural  and  an  amphitheater  —  $250,000. 

For  Adams  Park,  to  fund  Phase  II  of  the  restoration  of 
this  park  located  in  Roslindale  Square.  This  project  will 
include  concrete  pathways  with  brick  edging,  the  re- 
placement of  bollards,  lighting  repairs  and  improve- 
ments to  various  memorials  located  within  the  park,  as 
well  as  a  grant  of  $7,500  for  the  development  of  a  neigh- 
borhood art-piece  —  $200,000. 

To  the  Hyde  Park  Board  of  Trade  for  design  and  art 
fees  to  develop  a  plan  for  ornamental  and  artistic  site 
improvements  in  the  Cleary  Square  business  district  — 
$15,000. 

To  the  Mattapan  Board  of  Trade  for  design  and  art  fees 
to  develop  a  plan  for  ornamental  and  artistic  site  im- 
provements in  the  Mattapan  Square  business  district  — 
$30,000. 

To  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  in  association 
with  the  Mattapan  Messinger  Street  Neighborhood  As- 
sociation for  design  fees  to  develop  a  landscape  program 
for  the  passive  areas  of  Almont  Park  in  Mattapan  — 
$15,000. 

For  Union  Park  in  the  South  End,  toward  a  total  proj- 
ect cost  of  $225,000,  for  the  restoration  of  this  historic 
passive  park.  The  project  would  include  landscaping, 
fence  repair  and  restoration,  lighting  improvements  and 
the  repair  of  other  19th  century  ornamental  elements  — 
$100,000. 

For  Richard  Cardinal  Cushing  Park  at  Bowdoin 
Square  in  the  West  End,  toward  a  total  project  estimated 
at  $1,500,000,  for  the  reconstruction  of  this  park.  The 
reconstructed  park  would  be  brought  up  to  street  grade 
and  would  include  extensive  brick  and  granite  paving, 
new  trees,  shrubs,  sod,  a  water  fountain,  decorative 
lighting  and  art  pieces  representative  of  the  Cardinal's 
life -$300,000. 

For  the  Arlington  Street  Church  in  the  Back  Bay,  to- 
ward a  total  project  cost  of  $169,000  for  improvements 
to  the  public  area  surrounding  this  National  Historic  Site. 
This  funding  will  be  limited  to  the  installation  of  wrought 
iron  fencing  and  improvements  to  the  concrete  wall 
which  abuts  the  public  way  —  $50,000. 

For  Harbor  Village  Square  at  the  Mary  Ellen  McCor- 
mack  Housing  Development  in  South  Boston,  toward  a 
total  project  cost  of  $750,000  for  Phase  II  costs  associ- 
ated with  the  reconstruction  of  this  square  into  a  multi- 
use  community  park.  This  funding  will  include  extensive 
brick  and  granite  paving,  new  trees,  fencing,  lighting 
fixtures,  a  tot  lot,  three  separate  art  elements  and  the  cre- 
ation of  a  central  raised  podium  for  community  events 
and  functions  —  $350,000. 

For  the  Commonwealth  Avenue  Mall  in  the  Back  Bay 
for  improvements  to  the  area  abutting  the  Sarmiento 
Statue,  this  would  include  the  enlargement  of  the  con- 


crete pathway,  granite  edging  and  landscaping  — 
$25,000. 

For  capital  improvements  and  repairs  on  an  as-needed 
basis  for  various  Browne  Fund  Sites  as  required  by  Mr. 
Browne's  Will -$75,000. 

For  the  establishment  of  a  special  Contingency  Fund, 
monies  from  this  fund  would  be  used  to,  fund  unexpected 
cost  escalations  at  currently  funded  Browne  Fund  sites 
planned  for  construction  in  calendar  year  1989.  These 
are  Thompson  and  Hayes  Squares  in  Charlestown,  Oak 
Square  in  Brighton,  Lincoln  Square  in  South  Boston,  and 
Westland  Ave.  in  the  Fenway  —  $275,000.

PERMANENT  RULES  OF  CITY  COUNCIL 
FOR  YEAR  1989 
Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

Order,  That  the  accompanying  rules  be  adopted  as  the 
Permanent  Rules  of  the  City  Council  for  the  year  1989. 
Meeting  Time  and  Date 

Rule  1 .  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to 
time,  and  except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
City  Council  shall  be  held  on  every  Wednesday  at  one 
o'clock  p.m.  in  the  Council  chamber,  City  Hall,  1  City 
Hall  Square,  Boston.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
the  president  at  his  discretion,  provided,  however,  that 
no  special  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  called,  except 
in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  and  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members,  upon  less  than  forty-eight 
hours  from  the  time  the  notices  are  mailed  or  dispatched 
by  special  messenger. 
Quorum 

Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  City  Council  shall  consist 
of  seven  members.  If  at  any  time  any  meeting  is  called  to 
order,  or  if  during  a  meeting  a  roll  call  shows  less  than  a 
quorum  present,  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  a  re- 
cess of  not  more  than  ten  minutes,  after  which  time,  if  a 
quorum  is  not  present,  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned; 
provided,  that  any  member  may  call  for  a  roll  call  on  the 
question  of  the  presence  of  a  quorum. 
Presiding  Officer 

Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  Council  shall  assume 
the  chair  at  the  hour  set  by  the  previous  adjournment; 
shall  call  the  members  to  order  and  after  a  roll  call  show- 
ing a  quorum  present,  shall  proceed  with  the  regular  or- 
der of  business.  If  no  president  has  been  chosen,  the  sen- 
ior member  by  age  present  shall  preside  as  temporary 
president  until  a  presiding  officer  is  chosen. 

Rule  4.  The  presiding  officer  may  speak  to  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  from  the  deci- 
sion of  the  chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be  considered  unless 
properly  seconded.  No  other  business  except  a  motion  to 
adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  in  order  until  the 
question  on  appeal  has  been  decided.  The  question  shall 
be  put  as  follows: 

'  'Shall  the  dicision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by  a  roll  call,  and 
it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative  unless  a  major- 
ity of  the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

Rule  5.  The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time,  dur- 
ing debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not  more 
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than  ten  minutes,  and  such  action  shall  not  be  subject  to 
appeal,  nor  shall  any  motions  apply  thereto. 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  propound  all 
motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  unless  the 
subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous  in  its  nature,  pro- 
vided that  in  anming  sums  and  fixing  times  the  largest 
sum  and  the  longest  time  shall  be  put  first. 

Rule  7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  the 
presiding  officer  shall,  without  debate,  decide  all  ques- 
tions relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  upon. 

Rule  8.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  at  the  request 
of  any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when  the 
sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  9.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all 
votes;  but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  the  president 
shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken  and,  when  two  mem- 
bers so  request,  shall  cause  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  a  roll 
call. 

Rule  10.  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  desire  to 
vacate  the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it  but  the 
president  or  the  president  pro  tempore,  as  the  case  may 
be,  may  resume  the  chair  at  will. 

Rule  10A.  The  president  of  the  City  Council,  in  the 
case  of  his  absence,  shall  appoint  a  president  pro  tempore 
who  will  conduct  meetings  and  assume  all  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  president  of  the  City  Council  during 
said  absence. 
Agenda 

Rule  11.  The  original  and  sixteen  copies  of  any  mes- 
sage, ordinance,  resolution,  vote  or  other  measure  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor  shall  be  delivered  to  the  office  of  the 
City  Clerk  before  one  p.m.  on  the  regular  work  day  pre- 
ceding any  meeting  of  the  Council  as  a  prerequisite  to  its 
consideration  at  such  meetings;  the  original  and  two  cop- 
ies of  any  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or  committee  re- 
port submitted  by  a  Councillor  (excepting  reports  of  the 
committee  of  the  whole  voted  during  a  recess  of  a  Coun- 
cil meeting)  shall  also  be  delivered  before  such  time  to 
such  place  as  a  prerequisite  to  its  consideration  at  such 
meeting.  Upon  his  receipt  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  city  messenger  to  promptly  deliver  a  copy  of  any 
such  message,  report  or  other  document  to  each  Council 
member. 

Rule  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk,  acting 
as  the  clerk  of  the  Council,  to  prepare  and  cause  to  be 
printed  for  each  meeting  a  list  in  detail  of  matters  submit- 
ted for  consideration  to  the  Council  in  accordance  with 
Rule  1 1  and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  agenda,  which  shall 
be  divided  into  two  sections,  the  latter  of  which  shall  be 
known  as  the  consent  agenda. 

Said  agenda  shall  include  unfinished  business  of  pre- 
ceding meetings,  matters  on  the  table,  assignment,  and 
thirty-day  and  sixty-day  orders  not  acted  upon  in  pre- 
vious meetings.  Said  matters  shall  be  listed  in  accordance 
with  the  order  of  business  as  described  in  Rule  13. 

Rule  12A.  In  the  event  that  resolutions  of  the  same 
subject  matter  are  filed  with  the  city  clerk  for  consider- 
ation by  the  Council ,  the  clerk  shall  cause  to  have  entered 
on  the  agenda  only  that  resolution  which  was  first  filed 
and  the  name  of  the  sponsor(s)  to  the  similar  resolution 
shall  be  added  as  a  sponsoring  member  to  the  resolution 
which  is  placed  on  the  agenda.  Such  action,  however, 
shall  not  preclude  any  member  from  offering  an  amend- 
ment to  said  resolution. 

Resolutions  of  condolences  and  congratulations  shall 
be  listed  upon  the  consent  agenda;  provided,  however, 
that  upon  the  objection  of  any  member  to  the  clerk  of  the 
City  Council,  prior  to  the  scheduled  start  of  said  meet- 
ing, the  matter  being  objected  to  by  said  member  shall  be 
removed  from  the  consent  agenda  and  placed  on  the 
agenda  of  regular  Council  business.  No  such  resolution 


shall  bear  the  name  of  any  Councillor  not  indicating  con- 
sent to  sponsorship. 

All  matters  contained  on  the  consent  shall  be  ready  as 
one  and  the  question  of  adoption  or  passage  of  all  said 
matters  shall  be  by  a  single  motion.  The  question  shall  be 
put  as  follows: 

"The  question  now  comes  on  approval  of  the  vari- 
ous matters  contained  within  the  consent  agenda. ' ' 

Said  agenda  shall  be  delivered  to  each  member  of  the 
Council  by  four  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  regular  work  day 
preceding  the  scheduled  meeting. 
Order  of  Business  and  Debate 

Rule  13.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Council 
the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Communications  from  the  mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials,  and  re- 

monstrances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers  and  others. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5 .  Reports  of  committees . 

6.  Orders  and  resolutions. 

7.  Consent  agenda. 

Rule  14.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  fol- 
lowing motions  only  shall  be  entertained  and  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 
Motions  and  Orders 

Rule  15.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost 
shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a  motion  to  stike  out 
and  insert. 

Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any 
time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition  or  pending  a  ver- 
ification of  a  vote;  and  that  motion,  the  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the  table,  and  the  mo- 
tion for  the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  17.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  dif- 
ferent from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted 
under  color  of  an  amendment. 

Any  motion,  order,  or  resolution  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a  direct  bearing  on 
the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be  referred  without 
debate  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  shall  not  be 
further  considered  by  the  Council  except  upon  report  by 
that  committee.  There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  deci- 
sion of  the  chair  hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be 
subject  to  suspension.  No  motion  shall  apply,  nor  shall 
unanimous  consent  to  speak  on  the  matter  so  referred  be 
in  order. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  may  report  that  any  mo- 
tion, order,  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is  out  of  order 
because  of  not  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  business  of 
the  Council,  and  its  report  shall  be  a  final  disposition  of 
the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal  which  shall  be  governed 
by  the  same  provisions  as  those  governing  appeals  from 
rulings  of  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  18.  Any  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote,  or 
other  measure  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  rejected 
without  prejudice,  unless  when  it  is  filed  with  the  city 
clerk,  it  bears  the  certificate  of  the  corporation  counsel 
that,  if  adopted  or  passed  in  the  form  submitted  by  the 
mayor,  it  will  be  in  accordance  with  law. 

Rule  19.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the  presid- 
ing officer  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except  by  unanimous 
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consent  and  every  motion  to  amend  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  copies  of  it  given  to  the  members. 
Committee  Assignment  and  Action 

Rule  20.  When  a  petition,  order,  or  resolution  re- 
lates to  a  subject  which  may  properly  be  examined  and 
reported  upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the  Council, 
such  order  or  resolution  shall,  upon  presentation,  be  re- 
ferred to  such  committee.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  re- 
fer any  subject,  and  different  committees  are  proposed, 
the  motions  shall  be  put  in  the  following  order: 

1 .  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  Council . 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  Council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order,  or  resolution 
which  is  referred  to  a  committee  may  be  given  a  hearing 
on  the  same  by  the  committee  before  a  report  is  made 
thereon  if  he  so  requests  at  the  time  of  offering  the  same 
or  before  final  action  thereon  by  the  committee. 

If,  within  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members  is  not 
reported  upon,  it  may  be  called  by  a  majority  vote  of  all 
members. 

If,  after  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members  is  not 
reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled  by  a  standing  vote  of 
four  members  of  the  Council. 

If,  after  forty-two  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee is  not  reported  upon,  any  member  may  recall  such 
matter  from  the  committee,  and  such  matter  shall  not 
again  be  committed  to  any  committee  other  than  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole.  A  majority  of  any  committee  may 
refer  all  or  part  of  any  matter  referred  to  it  to  another 
committee  of  the  Council. 

After  the  last' regular  meeting  of  the  year,  any  matter 
which  has  been  in  committee  longer  than  forty-two  days 
and  not  reported  on,  shall  be  placed  on  file  by  the  city 
clerk. 
Voting 

Rule  21.  In  all  votes,  the  form  of  expression  shall  be 
"Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of  command,  and  the 
form  shall  be  "Resoved"  for  everything  expressing 
opinions,  principles,  facts,  or  purposes. 

Rule  22.  Upon  the  request  for  a  call  of  the  ayes  and 
nays,  the  president  shall  hold  the  calling  open  for  a  per- 
iod no  longer  than  five  minutes,  during  which  time  the 
city  messenger  shall  summon  all  members  who  are  ab- 
sent from  the  chamber.  The  clerk  shall  then  call  the 
names  of  the  members  in  alphabetical  order  without  in- 
terruption. Each  member  shall  respond  to  his  name  as  it 
is  called  by  the  clerk.  No  member  shall  be  recorded  after 
the  name  of  the  next  member  has  been  called  in  the  pre- 
scribed manner,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  the 
members  present. 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when 
a  question  is  put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by  interest,  shall 
give  his  vote  in  the  affirmative  or  negative  or  shall  re- 
spond "present"  unless  the  Council  for  special  reason 
shall  excuse  that  member  from  voting. 

Rule  24.  In  the  event  that  the  sponsoring  member  of 
any  order,  resolution,  or  other  matter,  excepting  those 
contained  upon  the  consent  agenda,  is  not  present  when 
the  clerk  reads  said  matter,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
instruct  the  clerk  to  withdraw  said  matter  from  consider- 
ation at  the  meeting. 
Reconsideration 

Rule  25.  When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any  member 
may  move  reconsideration  thereof  only  at  the  same  meet- 
ing. Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to 
thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than 
five  minutes,  but  on  a  vote  upon  any  subsidiary  or  inci- 
dental question  debate  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes, 
and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  two  minutes. 

Rule  25A  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been  de- 
cided that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no 


question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless  it  has  been 
amended  after  the  reconsideration;  nor  shall  any  recon- 
sideration be  had  upon  the  following  motions: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  The  previous  question. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table  or 
postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such  action  in 
either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion  to  reconsider. 
Readings 

Rule  26.  Except  for  matters  listed  on  the  consent 
agenda,  every  ordinance,  order  and  resolution,  unless 
reported  upon  by  a  committee  or  rejected,  shall  have  two 
separate  readings,  both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the 
same  session  unless  objection  is  made;  provided  that  all 
orders  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys,  unless  reported 
upon  by  a  committee  of  the  Council,  shall  lie  over  for  one 
week  before  final  action  thereon.  Whenever  the  second 
reading  immediately  follows  the  first  reading,  the  docu- 
ment may  be  read  on  the  second  occasion  by  its  title  only. 
All  orders  releasing  rights  or  easements  in  or  restrictions 
on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land,  all  appropriations 
for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  all  loans  voted  by  the  Coun- 
cil shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate 
readings  and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said 
readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
after  the  first,  except  in  cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is 
authorized  by  law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order  for  any 
of  the  foregoing  purposes  shall  require  the  same  number 
of  readings  and  of  votes  as  was  required  for  the  passage 
of  the  original  order. 

Rule    26A.     No  ordinance  may  be  adopted  at  the 
meeting  at  which  it  is  submitted. 
Committee  Structure 

Rule  27.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall  be 
called  upon  less  tha  forty -eight  hours  from  the  time  the 
Council  staff  shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched 
them  by  special  messenger;  provided  that  meetings  of  the 
committee  of  the  whole  may  be  held  upon  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Council ,  at  the  completion  of  regular  Council 
business  and  prior  to  the  final  adjournment  of  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  without  such  notice. 

At  the  start  of  any  committee  hearing  or  meeting  the 
committee  chairman  shall  state  the  procedure  by  which 
the  hearing  shall  be  governed.  Unless  changed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  committee  members,  the  chairman's  proce- 
dure shall  govern.  The  chairman  and  members  of  any 
committee  shall  speak  and  question  witnesses  for  not 
more  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time;  provided  that  the  spon- 
sor or  sponsors  of  the  various  committee  proposals  shall 
be  given  the  opportunity  to  make  the  initial  presentation. 

No  committee  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the 
Council  shall  incur  any  expense,  including,  but  not  lim- 
ited to  advertising  and  stenographic  costs.  No  committee 
meeting,  except  the  committee  of  the  whole,  shall  be 
conducted  on  the  day  of  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil. The  chairman  of  each  committee,  prior  to  scheduling 
a  committee  hearing,  shall  consult  with  each  member  of 
the  committee,  and  before  reporting  on  any  matter  pend- 
ing before  said  committee  shall  obtain  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  committee  in  favor  of  the  said  report. 

The  staff  director  shall,  upon  the  scheduling  of  a  com- 
mittee meeting  or  hearing,  promptly  post  a  record  of 
time,  place,  and  subject  matter  of  such  meeting  or  hear- 
ing and  the  time  at  which  such  meeting  or  hearings  is 
scheduled  and  shall  cause  a  written  notice  thereof  to  be 
delivered  to  all  Councillors. 
Committees 

Rule  28:  The  president  of  the  City  Council  shall  ap- 
point all  standing  committees,  all  special  committees. 
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shall  fill  any  committee  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank 
of  the  members  of  each  committee  unless  specifically  di- 
rected otherwise  by  a  majority  of  the  Council.  All  stand- 
ing committees  shall  consist  of  five  members,  provided, 
however,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  consist 
of  all  Council  members  and  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance  shall  consist  of  seven  members.  All  special 
committees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  unless  other- 
wise directed  by  the  president. 

The  role  of  the  City  Council's  committees  shall  be  to 
provide  members  a  structure  for  in-depth  review  and 
analysis  of  all  city  departments,  agencies,  and  boards 
and  a  forum  for  corrective  measures  through  legislative 
leadership.  Committees  are  designed  to  focus  on  two 
broad  areas  of  study;  (1)  Public  Policy  and  (2)  Budget 
Oversight.  In  order  to  adequately  address  these  two  is- 
sues, it  will  be  necessary  for  the  committee  to  identify  the 
mission  of  the  city  office  or  program,  evaluate  the  of- 
fice's performance  of  that  mission  or  success  of  the  pro- 
gram and  make  legislative  corrections,  deletions,  or 
clarifications  as  necessary.  Each  committee  shall  per- 
form three  basic  functions  (a)  data  collection;  (b)  analy- 
sis and  evaluation  of  programs;  projects  and  budgets; 
and  (c)  legislative  oversight. 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees: 

Committee  of  the  Whole  —  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  any  litigation  involving  the  Council  and  all  other 
matters  referred  to  it. 

Committee  on  Arts  and  Humanities  —  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  encouragement  of  the  arts  and  humanities 
within  the  city,  including  cultural  development,  muse- 
ums, music,  performing  arts,  public  art,  art  education, 
the  support  and  funding  of  private  art  and  cultural  ameni- 
ties within  Boston,  protection  of  artists'  work  and  living 
space,  and  locations  and  opportunities  to  display  and/or 
present  art  works.  The  committee  shall  exercise  budget- 
ary review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Art  Com- 
mission, the  Boston  Arts  Lottery  Council,  the  Commis- 
sion on  Arts  and  Humanities  and  the  Office  of  Business 
and  Cultural  Development. 

Committee  on  City  and  Neighborhood  Services  —  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  delivery  of  municipal  serv- 
ices to  the  residents  and  neighborhoods  of  Boston,  espe- 
cially as  they  impact  on  youth,  the  disabled  and  infirm, 
veterans,  and  jobless  persons.  The  said  committee  shall 
maintain  policy  oversight  with  respect  to  vocational 
training,  adult  literacy,  public  health,  cable  television 
and  the  MBTA.  The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary 
review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Handicapped 
and  Boston  Employment  Commissions;  the  Health  and 
Hospitals,  Veterans'  Graves,  Veterans'  Services,  Parks 
and  Recreation,  Library,  Constituent  Services  and  Com- 
munity Participation  departments;  the  Cable  Television 
Office,  and  the  White  and  Browne  funds. 
Committee  on  Commerce  and  Consumer  Concerns  — 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  various  inspectional, 
regulatory  and  licensing  activities  of  the  city  (including 
Council-issued  licenses  and  permits);  and,  commerce, 
trade  and  consumer  concerns  including  the  promotion  of 
fair  practices,  equal  access,  consumer  education  and 
protection.  The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  re- 
view and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Licensing  Board, 
Board  of  Appeals,  the  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and 
Licensing,  Zoning  Commission,  Transportation  and  In- 
spectional Services  departments  and,  the  Parking  Clerk. 
Committee  on  Council  Rules  and  Administration  — 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  City  Council  rules, 
budget,  facilities,  equipment,  staff,  and  supplies. 
Committee  on  Public  Education  —  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  cost  and  quality  of  the  Boston  Public 
Schools,  including  structure  of  the  School  Department. 
The  committee  shall  monitor  educational  policy  espe- 


cially as  regards  English  language  fluency,  special  edu- 
cation, and  the  need  to  link  technical  education  to  em- 
ployment availabilities.  The  committee  shall  work  to 
strengthen  cooperation  among  the  city,  private  enter- 
prise, and  institutions  of  higher  learning.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  School  Department,  Community  School 
Commission,  and  loans  for  school  purposes. 
Committee  the  Environment  and  Public  Works  —  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  natural  and  historic  re- 
sources and  landmarks  of  the  city,  including  wetlands, 
the  harbor,  and  the  harbor  islands.  The  committee  shall 
have  oversight  with  respect  to  the  care,  management, 
custody  and  use  of  public  lands  and  buildings,  except 
park  land.  The  committee  shall  involve  itself  in  the  pro- 
motion of  tourism;  the  relationship  between  the  city  and 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  the  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission,  and,  the  Massachusetts  Water  Re- 
sources Authority;  the  problems  of  pollution,  conserva- 
tion, and  energy.  The  committee  shall  exercise  budget- 
ary review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Real 
Property,  Public  Works  and  Environment  Departments. 
Committee  on  Government  Finance  —  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  city,  city  debt,  the 
operating  budget,  revenue  projections,  and  which  shall 
have  referred  to  it  the  annual  appropriation  and  tax  or- 
ders, supplementary  appropriations,  the  capital  budget, 
and  all  loan  orders  of  a  general  nature.  Prior  to  making  its 
report  on  the  budget  to  the  Council,  the  said  committee 
shall  solicit  and  receive  the  comments  of  each  other  com- 
mittee as  those  portions  of  the  budget  as  concern  the 
work  of  each  such  committee.  The  committee  shall  exer- 
cise budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
entire  budget,  and  particularly  with  respect  to  the  Col- 
lecting, Treasury,  and  Assessing  Departments, 
N.D.E.A.,  and  the  Finance  Commission. 
Committee  on  Government  Operations  —  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  organization  of  and  structure  of 
city  government,  including  departmental  fees  and 
charges.  The  committee  is  charged  with  analysis  and 
evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  or  the  city's  organization 
as  it  relates  to  the  delivery  of  services.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  Administrative  Services,  Election  and  Law 
Departments,  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  except  those  com- 
ponents assigned  to  other  committees,  City  Clerk,  Regis- 
trar and  Records,  Group  Insurance,  Executions  of 
Courts,  Workers'  Compensation,  Retirement  Board, 
and  pension  liabilities. 

Committee  on  Housing  —  which  shall  concern  itself  with 
public  policy  involving  the  preservation,  creation,  and 
rehabilitation  of  housing  in  the  city,  including  public 
housing  programs.  The  committee  is  charged  with  evalu- 
ation of  policies  and  programs  of  the  city  to  insure  an 
adequate  supply  of  affordable  housing;  to  insure  fair 
practices  and  consumer  protection  in  residential  hous- 
ing; to  encourage  the  maintenance  of  existing  housing; 
and,  to  advocate  toward  the  goal  of  safe,  decent  and  af- 
fordable housing  for  all  Bostonians.  The  committee  shall 
exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing,  and  the  Institutional  Expansion  and  Rent  Eq- 
uity Boards. 

Committee  on  Planning  and  Development  —  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  physical  and  economic  preserva- 
tion and  development  of  the  city;  transportation  policy; 
the  relationship  of  the  city  to  the  Metropolitan  Area  Plan- 
ning Council,  and  to  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works;  the  planning  of  public  buildings;  and,  the  ad- 
verse impact  of  development  on  the  peoples  and  neigh- 
borhoods of  the  city,  with  special  regard  to  the  1-93  Con- 
nector, Orange  Line  replacement,  proposed  third  harbor 
tunnel  and  the  central  artery  depression,  the  harbor 
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cleanup,  jail  construction,  and  large-scale  private  devel- 
opment. The  committee  shall  attempt  mitigation  of  ad- 
verse impact  by  coordinating  scheduling,  seeking  com- 
promise in  matters  of  noise  abatement,  trucking  of 
construction  materials  and  debris,  safeguarding  access  to 
homes  and  businesses  during  construction,  avoidance  of 
water  table  disturbance,  damage  due  to  blasting,  and  the 
like.  The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and 
oversight  with  respect  to  the  Industrial  Development  Fi- 
nance and  Boston  Redevelopment  Authorities,  the  Pub- 
lic Improvement,  Public  Facilities,  and  Economic  De- 
velopment and  Industrial  Commissions. 
Committee  on  Post  Audit  and  Oversight  —  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  evaluating  the  efficiency  of  city  oper- 
ations, the  effectiveness  of  city  programs,  and,  adminis- 
tration compliance  with  the  intent  of  legislation,  includ- 
ing administrative  regulations  of  departments,  agencies, 
and  programs.  The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary 
review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Auditing  De- 
partment, the  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
Program  and  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act. 
Committee  on  Public  Safety  —  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  all  public  efforts  to  protect  the  citizens  of  Boston 
from  crime  and  fire.  It  shall  ensure  the  delivery  of  fire 
and  police  protection  to  all  neighborhoods  of  Boston. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and 
oversight  with  respect  to  the  Police,  Fire,  and  Penal  In- 
stitutions Departments,  the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  anti- 
crime  efforts  financed  by  the  state  and  federal  govern- 
ments, and,  county  matters. 

Committee  on  Substance  Abuse  and  Neighborhood 
Crime  Prevention  —  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the 
causes  and  effects  of  substance  abuse;  programs  availa- 
ble to  discourage  abuse,  treat  substance  abusers,  and 
support  and  assist  those  impacted  by  another's  substance 
abuse;  and,  encourage,  develop,  evaluate  and  facilitate 
community-based  and  public  educational  programs  re- 
lated to  substance  abuse.  The  committee  shall  also  study 
citizen  driven  neighborhood  programs  to  prevent  crime, 
including  arson,  vandalism  and  youth  crime,  assault, 
housebreak,  and  crime  committed  as  a  vehicle  of  preju- 
dice. It  shall  be  concerned  with  those  impacted  by  crime, 
and,  encourage,  develop,  evaluate  and  facilitate 
community-based  and  public  educational  programs  re- 
lated to  crime  prevention,  including  neighborhood  crime 
watch  programs,  physical  measures  to  make  homes  and 
businesses  more  safe  from  crime,  and,  awareness  of  the 
social,  economic  and  personal  costs  of  crime.  The  com- 
mittee shall  be  cognizant  of  the  inexorable  interplay  of 
crime  and  substance  abuse. 

Special  Committee  on  Equity  —  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  promoting  equal  and  fair  access  to  public  and 
private  services  and  facilities  for  all  Bostonians,  includ- 
ing males,  females,  minorities,  veterans,  and  those  of 
any  religious  persuasion ,  race  or  ethnicity ,  to  the  end  that 
within  our  city,  the  rights  and  privileges  espoused  as  the 
American  ideal  are  not  denied.  The  committee  shall  ex- 
ercise budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Women's,  Comparable  Worth,  Fair  Housing  and  Hu- 
man Rights  Commissions. 

Special  Committee  on  the  Elderly  —  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  provision  of  services  to  elderly  persons 
and  the  special  problems  of  aging,  including  personal 
safety,  access  to  health  care,  the  promotion  of  indepen- 
dent living,  home  health  services,  nutrition,  and  trans- 
portation. The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  re- 
view and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Commission  on 
the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly. 

Special  Committee  on  the  Hungry  and  the  Homeless  — 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  problems  of  hunger 
and  of  homeless  persons  within  the  city,  including  coor- 
dination of  public  and  private  efforts  to  alleviate  such 


problems.  The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  re- 
view and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Commission  on 
the  Homeless  and  the  Emergency  Shelter  Commission. 
Special  Committee  on  University-Community  Relations 
—  which  shall  concern  itself  with  developing  an  inpro- 
ved  relationship  between  our  neighborhoods  and  aca- 
demic institutions  impacting  them,  including  the  encour- 
agement of  construction  of  undergraduate  student 
housing,  university  master  plans  which  respect  neigh- 
borhood concerns,  equitable  agreements  for  services  and 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes,  effective  programs  to  curtail 
student  misbehavior,  and,  mutually  beneficial  programs 
allowing  university  students  to  gain  practical  experience 
while  assisting  Boston  schoolchildren,  Boston  residents 
and  our  neighborhoods. 

Special  Committee  on  Waste  Management  —  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  resource  recovery,  protection 
from  improper  storage,  transportation  and  disposal  of 
hazardous  liquids  and  substances,  reclamation  of  dump 
lands,  and  the  means  and  costs  of  disposition  of  waste 
products  by  the  city,  and  from  businessness  within  the 
city. 

Conduct  in  City  Council 
Members: 

Rule  29.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak  shall 
rise,  address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is  recognized. 
No  member  shall  be  recognized  when  seated  or  when 
away  from  his  desk.  In  speaking  he  shall  refrain  from 
mentioning  any  other  member  by  name,  shall  confine 
himself  to  the  question,  shall  not  use  unbecoming,  abu- 
sive, or  unparliamentary  language  and  shall  avoid  per- 
sonalities. Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise,  in- 
dulges in  personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon 
the  character  of  another  member,  shall  make  an  apology 
in  open  sesseion  at  the  meeting  at  which  offense  is  com- 
mitted or  at  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  and, 
failing  to  do  so,  shall  be  named  by  the  president  or  held  in 
contempt  and  suspended  from  further  participation  in  de- 
bate until  said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  30.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on 
a  question  when  another  member  who  has  not  spoken 
claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speaking  shall,  without 
his  consent,  be  interrupted  by  another,  except  upon  a 
point  of  order. 

A  member  may  speak  upon  a  matter  for  no  more  than 
ten  minutes  at  a  time.  A  member  who  has  not  spoken  on  a 
matter  shall  have  priority  and  recognition  by  the  chair 
whenever  said  member  shall  rise.  The  assistant  city  clerk 
acting  as  assistant  clerk  of  the  Council  shall  inform  the 
president  whenever  a  member  has  spoken  longer  than  ten 
minutes. 

Rule  31 .  No  member  shall  engage  in  any  business  or 
transaction  or  shall  have  a  financial  or  other  private  inter- 
est, direct  or  indirect,  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  official  duties.  A  member  who  has  a 
direct  or  indirect  financial  or  other  private  interest,  dis- 
tinct from  the  public  interest,  in  any  proposed  legislation 
shall  publicly  disclose,  on  the  official  record  of  the 
Council,  the  nature  and  extent  of  such  interest,  and  upon 
doing  so  shall  be  excused  from  voting  on  said  question. 
Guests; 

Rule  32.  No  person  except  a  member  of  the  Council 
shall  at  any  time  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  seat  in  the 
Council  chamber  of  any  member  of  the  Council.  The  city 
messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  33.  No  person  excepting  officials  connected 
with  the  Council  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anterooms  or 
upon  the  floor  of  the  Council  chamber,  except  upon  invi- 
tation of  the  presiding  officer.  Seats  reserved  for  the 
press,  both  electronic  and  print  media,  shall  be  reserved 
solely  for  accredited  members  of  the  press,  or  upon  the 
direction  of  a  Councillor,  a  member  of  his  or  her  staff 
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when  seats  are  available.  Members  of  the  press  in  attend- 
ance shall  refrain  from  discussion  within  the  Council 
chamber  and  with  Council  members  during  a  Council 
meeting. 

Guests  will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  Council 
chamber  when  the  Council  is  in  session,  but  no  one  will 
be  admitted  to  said  gallery  after  all  the  seats  are  occu- 
pied. No  demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval 
from  guests  shall  be  permitted,  and  if  such  demonstra- 
tions are  made  the  gallery  will  be  cleared.  The  city  mes- 
senger shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  34.  No  person,  who  for  compensation  or  re- 
ward acts  to  promote,  oppose,  or  influence  a  matter 
pending  before  the  City  Council  shall  be  admitted  at  any 
time  to  the  Council  chamber  or  anterooms  thereof  unless 
said  person  has  registered  with  the  city  clerk  stating  the 
nature  of  his  business. 
Further  Rules,  Amendment,  and  Suspension 

Rule  35.  Unless  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of 
these  rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Rule  36.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended,  or  repealed  at  any  time,  except  by 
the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the  Council. 
Provided,  however,  that  Rule  1 1  may  be  suspended  only 
in  the  case  of  an  order,  ordinance,  vote,  committee  re- 
port, or  other  measure  submitted  by  the  mayor  of  by  a 
Councillor  calling  for  action  by  the  Council,  that  is  of  an 
emergency  nature,  namely  that  which  involves  the 
peace,  health,  safety  or  convenience  of  the  people  or 
their  property.  In  which  case  a  preamble,  which  de- 
scribes said  emergency  in  clear  and  specific  terms  must 
be  read  and  offered  as  part  of  the  motion  to  suspend  said 
rule  and  provided  further,  that  Rule  26A  may  be  sus- 
pended only  by  a  unanimous  roll  call  vote  of  all  those 
present. 

Coun.  MENINO  moved  to  amend  the  foregoing  order 
as  follows: 

Strike  the  paragraph  titled  "Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance"  and  substitute  the  following: 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  which  shall  exercise 
general  oversight  over  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  other 
component  units  that  compromise  the  "governmental  re- 
porting entity"  as  defined  by  National  Council  of  Gov- 
ernmental Accounting  (NCGA)  Statement  3.  The  com- 
mittee, which  shall  consist  of  nine  members,  shall  have 
referred  to  it  all  matters  concerning  appropriations,  the 
city  budget,  expenditures  and  loans;  and,  further,  no  ap- 
propriation, budget,  expenditure  or  loan  shall  be  voted 
out  of  committee  except  upon  a  majority  vote  of  mem- 
bers of  the  committee. 

Strike  from  all  other  committee  descriptions  the  words 
"budgetary  review  and." 

The  motion  was  carried  by  rising  vote. 

The  order,  as  amended,  was  passed. 


ORDINANCE     CONCERNING     SECURITY     IN 
ELDERLY/HANDICAPPED  HOUSING  DEVEL- 
OPMENTS 
Couns.  BOLLING  and  SALERNO  offered  the  follow- 
ing: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-nine. 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  Security  in  Elderly/Handi- 
capped Housing  Developments 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  9,  as 
amended  by  chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances  of  1981,  and  a 
further  amended  by  chapter  26  of  the  Ordinances  of  1 984 
and  chapter  39  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  is  hereby  fur- 
ther amended  in  the  following  respects,  by  adding  the 
following  sections  500  through  505. 


Section  500.  Definitions. 

For  the  purpose  of  sections  501  through  505  hereaf- 
ter, the  following  definition  shall  apply: 

(a)  "Alternative  security  plan,"  a  plan  for  provid- 
ing security  for  the  tenants  of  an  elderly/handicapped 
multi-family  housing  development  which  meets  the 
criteria  set  forth  in  section  502  and  which  has  been 
developed  according  to  the  process  set  for  in  section 
503. 

(b)  "Building  entrance,"  an  entrance  providing  ac- 
cess from  outside  the  building  or  from  an  entry  vesti- 
bule to  an  interior  corridor,  lobby,  or  stairway  which 
leads  to  an  individual  dwelling  unit. 

(c()  "Building  permit,  "a  permit  granted  by  the  In- 
spectional  Services  Department  for  the  construction  of 
any  building  or  for  any  substantial  alteration  or  addi- 
tion thereto,  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  143  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

(d)  "Dwelling  unit,"  the  part  of  a  building  that  is 
used  as  a  home,  residence,  or  sleeping  place  by  one  or 
more  persons  who  maintain  a  household. 

(e)  "Elderly  person,"  any  person  who  is  at  least 
sixty-two  years  of  age. 

(f)  "Handicapped  person,"  any  person  who  is 
physically  handicapped  as  defined  in  section  13A  of 
chapter  22  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  or  mentally  handicapped  as  defined 
by  29  U.S. C.  section  706(7)(b). 

(g)  "Elderly/handicapped  multi-family  housing  de- 
velopment," any  building,  structure,  development,  or 
complex  often  or  more  dwelling  units  under  common 
ownership,  rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  dwelling  pur- 
poses within  the  City  of  Boston,  which  is  specifically 
designed  or  designated  for  rental  by  elderly  or  handi- 
capped persons  or  in  which  at  least  75  percent  of  the 
units  in  such  complex  are  occupied  by  elderly  or  handi- 
capped tenants. 

(h)  "Landlord,"  the  individual  who  holds  title  to 
any  elderly/handicapped  multi-family  housing  devel- 
opment including,  without  limitation,  a  partnership, 
corporation,  or  trust.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance, 
the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder  shall  be 
the  obligation  of  anyone  who  manages,  controls,  or 
customarily  accepts  rent  on  behalf  of  the  landlord. 

(i)  "Safety  officer,"  a  police  officer  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  or  a  special  police  officer  appointed  pursuant 
to  applicable  law  to  protect  persons  or  property  in  pub- 
lic or  subsidized  housing,  or  a  person  employed  as  a 
guard  or  investigator  by  a  duly  licensed  watch,  guard, 
or  patrol  agency,  as  defined  in  section  22  of  chapter 
147  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

(j)"Tenant,"  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee, 
or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental 
housing  agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any 
dwelling  unit  in  an  elderly/handicapped  multi-family 
housing  development. 
Section  501.  Security  Requirements  for  Elderly/ 
Handicapped   Multi-Family   Housing   Develop- 
ments. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment shall  promulgate  regulations,  pursuant  to  his 
authority  under  section  127 A  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  consistent  with  the  requirements  of 
the  State  Sanitary  Code  and  sections  500  through  505. 
These  regulations  shall  take  effect  within  thirty  (30) 
days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall 
require  that  every  landlord  of  an  elderly/handicapped 
multi-family  housing  development,  within  sixty  (60) 
days  of  the  promulgation  of  the  regulations,  either 
elect  to 
(a)  provide  safety  officers  for  such  development  on  a 
twenty-four  hour  perday,  seven  day  per  week  basis. 
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The  safety  officers'  duties  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  the  monitoring  of  all  building  entrances 
in  such  elderly/handicapped  development;or 
(b)  provide  security  measures  as  identified  in  an  al- 
ternative security  plan  which  has  been  developed 
and  approved  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
sections  502  and  503. 
Thereafter,  once  a  landlord  has  elected  to  either  pro- 
vide safety  officers  as  provided  above  or  to  provide  an 
alternative  security  plan,  the  landlord  shall  have  the 
continuing  duty  to  provide  such  officers  or  to  provide 
the  security  measures  identified  in  the  alternative  secu- 
rity plan.  A  landlord  may  choose,  after  initially  elect- 
ing one  of  the  above  alternatives,  to  switch  to  the  other 
alternative  with  the  approval  of  the  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices Department,  but  must  continue  to  provide  safety 
officers  or  the  security  measures  mandated  by  the  al- 
ternative security  plan  pending  such  approval.  The 
landlord's  submission  seeking  approval  for  a  switch  in 
alternatives  must  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
sections  502  and  503.  Failure  to  continue  to  provide 
safety  officers  or  the  security  measures  mandated  by 
an  alternative  security  plan  shall  constitute  a  violation 
of  this  ordinance  and  shall  be  subject  to  enforcement 
under  section  505. 

If,  within  sexty  (60)  days  after  the  promulgation  of 
regulations  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
under  this  section,  or  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  first 
receipt  of  a  notice  of  non-compliance  under  section 
505  for  failure  to  provide  security  officers  or  have  an 
approved  alternative  security  plan,  a  landlord  has  re- 
quested a  crime  prevention  survey  by  the  Boston  Po- 
lice Department,  triggering  the  first  stage  in  the  provi- 
sion of  an  alternative  security  plan,  the  landlord  shall 
be  relieved  of  the  responsibility  of  providing  safety  of- 
ficers as  required  above  unless  and  until  an  alternative 
security  plan  has  been  approved. 
Section  502.  Criteria  for  an  Alternative  Security 
Plan. 

An  alternative  security  plan  shall  be  based  upon  a 
crime  prevention  survey  which  has  been  completed  by 
the  Boston  Police  Department,  and  shall  incorporate 
all  of  the  elements  recommended  by  the  crime  preven- 
tion survey  for  the  adequate  protection  of  the  tenants  of 
the  elderly /handicapped  development,  except  as  oth- 
erwise provided  in  section  503.  Each  crime  prevention 
survey  shall  include  both  findings  as  to  the  security 
needs  of  the  tenants  of  the  development  and  recom- 
mendations as  to  how  such  needs  shall  be  met  through 
existing  or  new  security  measures,  such  as  lighting, 
locks,  safety  officers,  security  stations,  security  sys- 
tems, or  other  equipment,  personnel,  or  programs. 
Each  survey  shall  also  include  a  one-page  summary, 
on  official  Police  Department  stationery,  itemizing  the 
elements  recommended.  A  new  crime  prevention  sur- 
vey must  be  performed  every  three  years.  If  a  building 
permit  is  required  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment for  structural  changes  in  the  elderly/handicapped 
development  before  the  expiration  of  the  three-year 
period  since  a  survey  was  last  performed,  a  new  crime 
prevention  survey  must  be  performed  upon  submis- 
sion of  the  building  permit  application. 

The  landlord  shall  be  responsible  for  arranging  for  a 
crime  prevention  survey  by  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment, and  shall  notify  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  in  writing  at  the  same  time 
that  he  requests  such  survey  from  the  Boston  Police 
Department.  No  fee  shall  be  assessed  to  the  landlord 
for  such  survey.  The  Boston  Police  Department  shall 
carry  out  such  crime  prevention  survey  and  provide  a 
copy  of  the  same  to  the  landlord  and  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt 
of  the  landlord's  written  request,  as  provided  for  in 
Ordinance  1 1 ,  chapter  I  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code  as 
amended. 


Section  503.  Process  for  Approval  of  Alternative 
Security  Plan. 

(a)  Approval  of  Security  Plan  Incorporating  Secu- 
rity Measures  Recommended  by  Crime  Prevention 
Survey. 

Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  crime 
prevention  survey,  the  landlord  shall  prepare  an  alter- 
native security  plan  for  approval  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department.  Sush  plan 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  full  compliance  with  this  ordi- 
nance provided  that:  (1)  the  alternative  security  plan 
mandates,  at  the  very  least,  the  provision  of  the  secu- 
rity measures  recommended  in  the  crime  prevention 
survey;  and  (2)  the  tenants  have  not  articulated  legiti- 
mate security  needs  which  are  not  adequately  ad- 
dressed by  the  survey  or  the  plan.  If  the  crime  preven- 
tion survey  indicates  that  no  security  measures  are 
needed  additional  to  those  already  in  effect  at  the  de- 
velopment, the  alternative  security  plan  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  sufficient  so  long  as  the  landlord,  in  such 
plan,  agrees  to  keep  in  effect  all  existing  security  mea- 
sures. In  all  cases,  the  plan  and  the  survey  or  a  sum- 
mary thereof  must  be  submitted  in  advance  to  the  ten- 
ants, as  provided  in  subsection  (c)  below,  and  tenants 
must  be  given  the  opportunity  to  present  their  views  to 
the  Inspectional  Services  Department  as  to  the  ade- 
quacy of  the  survey  and/or  the  plan  at  a  hearing  before 
the  plan  is  accepted. 

After  an  alternative  security  plan  incorporating  the 
security  measures  required  by  the  crime  prevention 
survey  has  been  submitted  to  the  tenants  for  review  as 
provided  in  subsection  (c)  below,  the  landlord  shall 
submit  the  plan  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  for  approval.  The  Com- 
missioner shall  notify  all  affected  parties,  including 
the  tenants  of  the  property,  of  the  date  of  the  hearing  on 
the  plan.  Such  hearing  shall  take  place  within  thirty 
(30)  days  of  the  Commissioner's  receipt  of  the  plan, 
and  notice  of  the  hearing  date.  At  the  hearing,  the  land- 
lord and  the  tenants  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  to  present  witnesses,  or  to  submit  documentary 
evidence,  as  to  why  the  alternative  security  plan 
should  be  approved  or  modified.  Following  the  hear- 
ing, the  Commissioner  shall  approve  or  modifying  the 
alternative  security  plan,  consistent  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  crime  prevention  plan,  consistent 
with  the  re  commendations  of  the  crime  prevention 
survey  and  the  security  needs  articulated  by  tenants. 
Such  approval  or  modification  shall  be  in  the  form  of 
written  decision,  and  shall  be  furnished  to  all  affected 
parties  within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  hearing  date. 

(b)  Approval  of  Plan  Which  Does  Not  Incorporate 
All  of  the  Security  Measures  Mandated  by  the  Crime 
Prevention  Survey. 

Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt  of  the  crime  pre- 
vention survey,  if  (i)  the  landlord  of  an  elderly/handi- 
capped multi-family  development  disputes  the  find- 
ings and  recommendations  of  the  crime  prevention 
survey;  or  if  (ii)  the  landlord  and/or  tenants  of  an 
elderly/handicapped  multi-family  deveopment  believe 
that  the  additional  security  measures  mandated  by  the 
crime  prevention  survey  are  such  as  to  be  cost- 
prohibitive,  given  the  economic  circumstances  of  the 
tenants  of  the  development  and  the  inability  of  the 
landlord  and/or  the  tenants  to  obtain  sufficient  fund- 
ing, equipment,  or  services  to  cover  the  costs  of  such 
additional  measures,  as  provided  for  in  section  504, 
then  the  landlord  and/or  the  tenants  can  petition  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department  for  permission  to 
submit  an  alternative  security  plan  which  does  not  en- 
compass all  of  the  security  measures  mandated  by  the 
crime  prevention  survey.  Such  petition  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  proposed  alternative  security  plan.  A 
landlord  may  only  claim  that  the  elements  mandated  by 
a  the  crime  prevention  survey  are  cost-prohibitive  if 
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the  increased  costs  must  be  passed  along  to  the  tenants 
of  the  development  and  absorbed  by  the  tenants  in  the 
tenants'  share  of  the  rent.  In  all  cases  under  this  sub- 
section, the  petition,  the  plan  and  the  survey  or  a  sum- 
mary thereof  must  be  submitted  in  advance  to  the  ten- 
ants, as  provided  in  subsection  (c)  below,  and  tenants 
must  be  given  the  opportunity  to  present  their  views  to 
the  Inspectional  Services  Department  as  to  the  ade- 
quacy of  the  petition,  the  survey  and/or  the  plan  at  a 
hearing  before  the  petition  and  alternative  plan  is  ac- 
cepted. 

After  an  alternative  security  plan  which  does  not  in- 
corporate all  of  the  security  measures  required  by  the 
crime  prevention  survey  has  been  submitted  to  the  ten- 
ants for  review  as  provided  in  subsection  (c)  below,  the 
landlord  shall  submit  the  plan  to  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Inspectional  Services  Department  for  approval. 
The  Commissioner  shall  notify  all  affected  parties,  in- 
cluding the  tenants  of  the  property,  of  the  date  of  the 
hearing  on  the  petition.  Such  hearing  shall  take  place 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  Commissioner's  receipt 
of  the  petition,  and  notice  of  the  hearing  date  shall  be 
given  to  all  parties  at  least  ten  (10)  days  in  advance  of 
the  hearing  date.  At  the  hearing,  the  landlord  and  the 
tenants  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  to 
present  witnesses,  or  to  submit  documentary  evidence, 
as  to  why  the  petition  should  be  approved  or  modified. 
The  burden  shall  be  on  the  party  submitting  such  a  peti- 
tion to  show  how  the  crime  prevention  survey's  find- 
ings and  recommendations  are  inaccurate  or  unjusti- 
fied or  how  the  costs  of  additional  security  measures 
will  impact  tenants  and  cannot  otherwise  be  covered. 
In  the  event  that  the  landlord  claims  that  the  costs  of  the 
additional  security  measures  are  cost-prohibitive,  the 
landlord  must  substantiate  his/her  current  and  pro- 
jected operating  expenses  and  revenues,  and  must 
show  what  efforts  he/she  has  made  to  seek  alternative 
means  to  cover  the  costs,  as  provided  in  section  504. 

Following  the  hearing,  if  the  Inspectional  Depart- 
ment finds  that  (i)  the  crime  prevention  survey's  find- 
ings and  recommendations  are  inaccurate  or  unjusti- 
fied; or  that  (ii)  the  costs  required  to  undertake  the 
improvements  mandated  by  the  crime-prevention  sur- 
vey are  such  as  to  make  an  alternative  security  plan 
cost-prohibitive,  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment shall  either  approve  the  proposed  plan  or  make 
such  modifications  to  the  plan  as  are  necessary  to  in- 
sure that  the  plan  is  not  cost-prohibitive  and  meets  the 
security  needs  of  the  development.  Where  a  majority 
of  the  tenants  of  the  development  have  asked  that  addi- 
tional security  measures  not  be  imposed  because  the 
costs  will  unavoidably  be  passed  through  to  tenants' 
rents  and  may  result  in  displacement  of  the  tenants,  the 
Commissioner  shall  not  approve  additional  security 
measures  that  will  have  such  a  displacement  effect,  but 
shall  determine  what  other  reasonable  alternatives 
may  exist  that  shall  not  have  such  a  displacement  ef- 
fect. Such  approval  or  modification  shall  be  in  the 
form  of  a  written  decision,  and  shall  be  furnished  to  all 
affected  parties  within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  hearing 
date, 
(c)  Tenant  Participation  Requirements  in  Conjunc- 
tion with  Submission  of  Alternative  Security  Plans. 
The  landlord  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  alternative 
security  plan  (or  a  summary)  to  all  tenants  of  the 
elderly /handicapped  development  at  least  ten  (10) 
days  prior  to  the  submission  of  the  alternative  security 
plan  to  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  under 
subsections  (a)  or  (b)  above.  This  plan  shall  be  accom- 
panied by: 

(i)  a  copy  of  the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the 
crime  prevention  survey  (or  the  official  Police  Depart- 
ment summary); 

(ii)  a  summary  of  the  landlord's  reasons  for  disputing 
the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the  crime  pre- 


vention survey  or  for  claiming  that  the  additional  secu- 
rity measures  mandated  by  the  crime  prevention  sur- 
vey are  cost-prohibitive,  including  a  summary  of  the 
financial  alternatives  that  s/he  has  explored  to  cover 
costs,  in  the  event  that  the  landlord  is  disputing  the 
findings  and  recommendations  of  the  crime  prevention 
survey  or  is  claiming  that  the  additional  security  mea- 
sures mandated  by  the  crime  prevention  survey  are 
cost-prohibitive; 

(iii)  a  notice  of  the  tenants'  individually  or  through 
their  tenants  organization,  to  support,  oppose  or  seek 
modificaiton  of  the  petition  or  plan  at  an  Inspectional 
Services  Department  hearing.  This  notice  shall  be  on  a 
form  developed  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment. 
These  documents  shall  be  provided  in  all  cases  and 
shall  be  provided  even  if  the  survey  and  the  plan  do 
not  recommend  additional  security  measures. 
In  developments  that  are  subject  to  tenant  participa- 
tion requirements  under  760  C.M.R.  s.  600,  24 
C.F.R.  s.  245,orotherapplicablelawand  where  there 
is  a  tenants  organization  which  is  active  or  in  the  proc- 
ess of  formation,  if  the  tenants  participating  in  the  or- 
ganization vote  that  there  are  deficiencies  in  the  alter- 
native security  plan,  the  landlord  shall  be  required  to 
meet  with  the  tenants  organization,  at  the  tenants  orga- 
nization's request,  to  discuss  the  tenants'  concerns  and 
attempt  in  good  faith  to  resolve  such  concerns.  The 
tenants  organization  shall  give  written  notice  to  the 
landlord,  within  the  ten  (10)  day  period  after  receipt  of 
the  plan  and  survey,  of  its  desire  to  have  such  a  meet- 
ing. The  landlord  shall  meet  with  the  tenants  organiza- 
tion within  two  (2)  weeks  of  receipt  of  the  tenants  orga- 
nization's notice.  To  the  extent  that  such  meetings  or 
discussions  delay  the  finalization  of  the  alternative  se- 
curity plan,  the  landlord  shall  be  permitted  to  submit 
the  alternative  security  plan  late,  but  in  no  event  later 
than  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  of  the  tenant  meet- 
ing. The  landlord  shall  give  notice  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  of  any 
requests  received  for  tenant  meetings.  The  Commis- 
sioner shall  not  schedule  any  hearing  on  the  alternative 
security  plan  until  after  such  tenant  meetings  have 
taken  place,  and  the  30-day  period  for  the  Commis- 
sioner to  hold  a  hearing  after  receipt  of  a  plan  shall  be 
extended  in  such  event.  Failure  of  the  tenants  or  the 
tenants  organization  to  request  a  meeting  with  their 
landlord  to  discuss  the  plan  shall  not  be  deemed  to  con- 
stitute a  waiver  of  the  tenants'  right  to  approve,  op- 
pose, or  seek  modifications  in  a  plan  or  petition  at  the 
hearing  before  the  Inspectional  Services  Department. 
Section  504.  Protection  from  Rent  Increases. 
Additional  costs  incurred  by  landlords  in  complying 
with  the  requirements  of  sections  500  to  505  and  im- 
plementing security  measures  additional  to  those  al- 
ready provided  or  required  in  such  developments 
shall,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  not  be  passed  on 
to  elderly  or  handicapped  tenants  of  elder/handicapped 
multi-family  housing  developments.  The  landlord  of 
an  elderly /handicapped  multi-family  housing  develop- 
ment shall  be  required  to  seek  and  accept  all  available 
public  and  private  funding,  grants,  or  donations  of 
funds,  equipment,  or  services,  as  an  alternative  to 
passing  on  costs.  The  costs  incurred  in  complying  with 
the  requirements  of  sections  500  to  505  and  imple- 
menting security  measures  additional  to  those  already 
provided  or  required  may  be  considered  to  be  reason- 
able or  necessary  operating  expenses  in  any  applica- 
tion for  additional  subsidy  or  financing  from  the 
United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof,  as  well 
as  under  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended. 
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Section  505.  Enforcement. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment shall  notify  the  landlord  of  an  elderly/handi- 
capped multi-family  housing  development  in  the  event 
the  development  is  found  to  be  in  noncompliance  with 
the  provisions  of  sections  500  through  504,  and  shall 
order  compliance.  Said  landlord  shall  have  thirty  (30) 
days  from  the  date  of  notification  in  which  to  achieve 
compliance  with  the  Commissioner's  order.  Upon  the 
expiration  of  the  thirty  (30)-day  period,  the  landlord  of 
a  housing  development  still  in  violation  of  the  order 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $150.  Each  day's  failure  to 
comply  with  the  order  thereafter  shall  constitute  a  sep- 
arate violation  of  the  Commissioner's  order.  Orders 
shall  be  enforced  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  provided 
for  enforcement  of  orders  under  Article  II  of  the  State 
Sanitary  Code.  Tenants  and/or  tenant  organizations  of 
elderly/handicapped  multi-family  housing  develop- 
ments shall  have  the  right  to  request  investigation  by 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment if  they  believe  that  their  landlords  have  failed  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  sections  500  through 
504  and  shall  have  the  right  to  request  a  hearing  from 
the  Commissioner  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  provided 
in  G.L.  c.  1 1 1  s.  127B  if  the  Commissioner  fails  to  re- 
spond to  a  request  for  investigation,  if  the  Commis- 
sioner fails  to  make  findings  of  non-compliance  fol- 
lowing an  investigation,  or  if  the  Commissioner  fails 
to  issue  orders  upon  a  finding  of  non-compliance. 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  II, 
chapter  1,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
adding  a  new  section  thereto,  which  shall  be  appropri- 
ately numbered  by  the  City  Clerk: 

The  police  commissioner  shall  designate  such  per- 
sonnel as  he  finds  appropriate  to  undertake  crime  pre- 
vention surveys  at  elderly /handicapped  multi-family 
housing  developments,  as  provided  for  in  sections  500 
through  505  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  9, 
as  amended.  Such  surveys  shall  be  undertaken  and 
completed  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  commission- 
er's receipt  of  a  landlord's  written  request  for  a  crime 
prevention  survey. 

Each  crime  prevention  survey  shall  be  on  a  form 
which  is  jointly  developed  by  the  police  commissioner 
and  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment. Each  completed  survey  shall  include  both 
findings  as  to  the  security  needs  of  the  tenants  of  the 
development  and  recommendations  as  to  how  such 
needs  shall  be  met  through  existing  or  new  security 
measures,  such  as  lighting,  locks,  safety  officers,  se- 
curity stations,  security  systems,  or  other  equipment, 
personnel,  or  programs.  Each  survey  shall  also  in- 
clude a  one-page  summary,  on  official  Police  Depart- 
ment stationary,  itemizing  the  elements  recom- 
mended. 

No  fee  shall  be  assessed  to  the  landlord  by  the  police 
commissioner  for  conducting  the  crime  prevention 
survey,  but  such  survey  shall  be  carried  out  as  a  public 
service  to  the  elderly/handicapped  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  Upon  completion  of  each  crime  pre- 
vention survey,  the  police  commissioner  shall  insure 
that  a  copy  of  the  same  is  provided  to  the  landlord  and 
to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt  of  the  land- 
lord's written  request. 

Section  3.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  severable  and  if  any  provision,  or  portion 
thereof,  should  be  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  other- 
wise invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such 
unconstitutionality  or  invalidity  shall  not  affect  the  re- 
maining provisions  which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect. 


Section  4.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  take 
effect  upon  passage.

Site  Cleanliness  Plan.  The  Commissioner  of  Inspec- 
tional Services  or  his  designee  shall  issue  site  cleanli- 
ness licenses.  No  restaurant  or  store,  including  but  not 
limited  to  fast  food,  take  out,  grocery,  convenience 
and  package  stores,  gasoline  service  stations,  automo- 
bile repair  and/or  parts  shops,  shall  sell  food  or  drink 
or  automotive  parts  for  consumption  or  use  off  the 
premises  without  first  obtaining  a  site  cleanliness  li- 
cense from  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices. Site  cleanliness  licenses  shall  be  required  for  the 
following: 

A.  Restaurants,  fast  food  establishments,  conven- 
ience stores,  grocery  or  package  stores  which  sell 
food  or  drink  for  consumption  off  the  premises. 

B.  Gasoline  service  stations  and  automotive  repair 
shops  or  parts  shops  that  sell  automotive  parts  for 
installation  off  the  premises. 

Annually  on  a  date  set  by  the  commissioner,  establish- 
ments designated  in  categories  A  and  B  above  shall 
file,  renew  or  amend  a  site  cleanliness  plan  containing 
the  following  information  in  writing  on  a  form  ap- 
proved by  the  Commissioner: 
Address  and  plan  of  the  site  on  which  the  establish- 
ment is  located. 

Name,  address,  telephone  number  of  the  property 
owner  of  the  site. 

Name,  address,  telephone  number  of  the  establish- 
ment and  manager  of  same. 
Name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  person 
or  company  responsible  for  activities  covered  by  the 
site  cleanliness  plan. 

Site  cleanliness  plan  which  states  a  weekly  schedule 
giving  the  days  and  times  of  the  week  for  cleaning 
and  maintaining  the  exterior  site  of  the  establish- 
ment and  adjacent  sidewalks  or  public  ways  free 
from  litter,  rubbish  or  refuse.  Said  plan  and  the  li- 
cense issued  pursuant  thereto  shall  be  posted  on  the 
premises  in  a  site  accessible  to  public  view.  If  there 
is  a  bulk  refuse  container  on  the  premises  said  bulk 
refuse  container  must  be  licensed  in  accordance  with 
CBC  Ordinances  Title  14,  section  264A.  Ifthereisa 
bulk  refuse  container  on  the  site  provisions  must  be 
made  for  screening  by  solid  fencing  or  vegetation 
the  bulk  refuse  container  from  view  from  public 
ways  and  sidewalks  at  all  sites  other  than  construc- 
tion sites,  unless  said  screening  would  eliminate  dis- 
posal access  to  the  bulk  refuse  container.  If  the  Com- 
missioner of  Inspectional  Services  reasonably 
determines  that  the  above  information  is  accurate 
and  that  the  site  maintenance  plan  submitted  is  ade- 
quate to  keep  the  site  free  from  litter,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Inspectional  Services  shall  issue  a  site 
cleanliness  license  for  the  site  upon  payment  of  a 
twenty-five  dollar  fee.  Performance  of  the  activities 
scheduled  in  the  site  cleanliness  plan  shall  be  a  con- 
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dition  of  the  license  and  nonperformance  of  the  ac- 
tivities scheduled  in  the  site  cleanliness  plan  shall  be 
a  violation  of  the  license  and  of  this  ordinance .  Each 
site  shall  be  licensed  separately  unless  adjacent  sites 
file  a  group  site  cleanliness  plan  where  cleaning  and 
maintenance  services  are  provided  by  a  single  entity 
and  said  plan  has  been  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sioner. The  term  of  a  license  shall  be  one  year.  If  a 
licensee  fails  to  abide  by  a  site  cleanliness  plan  and  is 
cited  by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  or  by 
another  city  agency ,  three  times  in  any  one  year,  this 
license  may  be  suspended  or  cancelled  by  the  Com- 
missioner. Notice  of  such  suspension  or  cancellation 
shall  be  served  on  the  owner  or  his  agent.  The  Com- 
missioner or  his  agent  may  order  the  establishment 
to  cease  its  normal  business  activities  until  compli- 
ance with  the  site  cleanliness  plan  is  achieved.  In  the 
event  of  suspension  or  cancellation  of  the  site  clean- 
liness license,  other  municipal  agencies  issuing  li- 
censes will  be  so  notified.

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  through  its  com- 
mittee structure  may  receive  and  investigate  complaints 
or  information  from  any  public  employee  or  private  indi- 
vidual concerning  the  possible  existence  of  any  munici- 
pal activity  constituting  fraud,  waste,  abuse,  non- 
performance or  malfeasance;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  interest  of  all  citizens  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  assured  that  their  testimony  before 
any  committee  of  the  City  Council,  on  any  matter  appro- 
priately before  that  body,  shall  not  subject  them  to  retali- 
ation from  any  individual  or  agent  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
be  it  therefore 

Ordained  by  the  Boston  City  Council  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  individual  em- 
ployed by,  under  contract  to,  or  any  agent  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  to  take  or  threaten  to 
take,  direct  others  to  take,  recommend,  or  approve  any 
personal  action  against  any  individual  or  employee  as 
reprisal  for  making  a  complaint,  testifying  before,  or  dis- 
closing information  to  a  committee  of  the  City  Council, 
unless  the  complaint  was  made  or  the  information  dis- 
closed or  testimony  given  with  willful  disregard  for  its 
truth  or  falsity. 

Section  2.  Upon  information  and  belief  that  retalitory 
action  was  unlawfully  taken  by  an  employee,  contractor, 
or  any  agent  of  the  City  of  Boston  against  an  individual 
who  makes  a  legitimate  complaint,  testifies  before,  or 
discloses  information  relative  to  the  activities  described 
hereinabove  to  a  committee  of  the  City  Council,  the  chair 
of  said  committee,  may  upon  information  and  belief  that 
the  complaint  is  bona-fide,  have  issued  a  summons  on 
said  employee,  contractor,  or  agent  of  the  city  and  shall 
convene  a  Committee  hearing  to  investigate  such  com- 
plaint further. 

Section  3.  Upon  a  finding  that  an  individual  employed 
by,  under  contractor  to,  or  an  agent  of  the  City  of  Boston 
has  engaged  in  reprisal  against  an  individual  who  makes 
a  complaint,  testifies  before,  or  discloses  information  to 
a  committee  of  the  City  Council,  the  chair  of  the  City 
Council  committee  shall  issue  a  finding  and  shall  report 
such  finding  to  the  full  City  Council,  a  copy  of  which 
shall  be  forward  to  the  Mayor  for  additional  disciplinary 
action  which  may  result  in  suspension  or  termination  of 
said  individual,  or  termination  of  said  individual's  con- 
tract with  the  city. 

Section  4.  For  purposes  of  defining  reprisal  activity, 
any  extraordinary  individual  or  municipal  activity 
against  an  individual  who  testifies  before  a  committee  of

An  Ordinance 

Requiring  Harmony  Clauses  in  Construction  Contracts 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  chapter  30, 

section  39M(c)  requires  that  "the  lowest  responsible  and 

eligible  bidder"  on  any  public  work  project  shall  also 

"certify  that  he  is  able  to  furnish  labor  that  can  work  in 

harmony  with  all  other  elements  of  labor  employed  or  to 

be  employed..."  on  new  construction,  rehabilitation, 

renovation  or  remodeling  work;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  interest  for  the  City  of 
Boston  to  minimize  delays  and  disruptions  caused  by  the 
inability  of  certain  contractors  and  subcontractors  to  fur- 
nish labor  in  compliance  with  state  law;  and 

Whereas,  Residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  suffer  when 
disruptions  occur  at  worksites  covered  by  contracts  en- 
tered into  by  the  City  of  Boston  with  contractors  and  sub- 
contractors who  are  unable  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
G.L.  c.  30,  s.39M(c),  inasmuch  as  there  are  delays 
which  are  costly  in  terms  of  lost  worker  hours  and  cost 
overruns;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
in  Modern  Continental  Construction  Co. ,  Inc.  v.  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority,  343  Mass.  362  (1976)  upheld 
the  language  and  legislative  intent  of  G.L.  c.30, 
s.39M(c);  now,  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  4,  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  new 
sections: 

Section  100.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
insure  that  all  city  departments,  authorities,  commis- 
sions and  agencies  serving  as  awarding  authorities  for 
contracts  for  new  construction,  rehabilitation,  renova- 
tion or  remodeling  work  require  the  contractor  and/or 
subcontractor  to  certify  in  writing  that  he  or  she  shall 
furnish  labor  who  can  and  will  work  in  harmony  with 
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all  other  labor  employed  in  any  work  or  at  the  worksite 
which  is  the  subject  of  the  written  contract.  No  city 
department,  authority,  commission,  agency  or  award- 
ing authority  shall  enter  into  any  contract  lor  new  con- 
struction, rehabilitation,  renovation  or  remodeling 
work  until  and  unless  the  contractor  and/or  subcon- 
tractor certifies  in  writing  that  he  or  she  shall  furnish 
labor  who  can  and  will  work  in  harmony  with  all  other 
labor  employed  in  any  work  or  at  the  worksite  which  is 
the  subject  of  the  written  contract. 

Section   101.  The  requirements  contained  herein 
shall  continue  in  effect  unless  specifically  repealed, 
notwithstanding  any  repeal  of  G.L.  c.30,  s.39M(c). 
Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pa- 
sage.

EMERGENCY  PREAMBLE 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Under  Rule  36  of  the  City  Council,  Rule  1 1  is  hereby 
suspended  and  the  following  17F  request  of  an  emer- 
gency nature  is  submitted. 

The  urgency  of  the  17F  is  evident  inasmuch  as  CDAG 
funds  are  currently  before  the  City  Council  for  expendi- 
ture for  low-income  housing.  These  funds  have  been  ear- 
marked exclusively  for  job-specific  housing  for  area  art- 
ists. The  17F  seeks  to  discover  who  makes  the  decision 
of  which  artists  may  participate?  How  are  these  units  to 
be  advertised?  Does  the  designated  developer  intend  to 
limit  participation  to  artists  who  paint  on  canvas?  Or  are 
the  units  open  to  poets  and/or  potential  authors?  Is  the 
artist  housing  limited  to  artists  who  belong  to  a  specific 
group?  And  if  so,  why?  And  lastly,  is  a  genuine  public 
purpose  being  served  in  the  City  Council  voting  on  an 
authorization  which  says,  in  effect,  that  artist  are  worth 
more  to  the  city  than,  say,  clerical  workers?  And  who 
makes  that  moral  determination?  With  the  growing  need 
for  single-room  occupancy  apartments  for  other  low- 
income  individuals,  is  it  fair  to  prohibit  them  from  hav- 
ing an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  a  low- 
income  housing  program,  simply  because  they  are  not 
artists? 

The  1 7F  is  an  attempt  to  discover  how  we  have  come  to 
view  artists  as  more  worthwhile,  say,  than  a  homeless 
mother,  or  low-income  cab  driver,  or  grocery  clerk.  The 
17F  is  the  first  step  in  discovering  whether  the  worth  of 
one's  contribution  to  society  can  be  based  on  whether 
one  is  an  artist  or  a  waitress. 

The  Emergency  Preamble  was  adopted.

(6)  The  amount  of  federal,  state  and  city/BRA  funds, 
loans,  grants  expended  for  other  job  title-specific  hous- 
ing. 

(7)  When  low-income  artist  housing  or  loft  space  has 
been  negotiated,  have  other  low-income  individuals  by 
job  title  or  profession  been  appraised  of  the  space  avail- 
ability? Or  has  the  space  been  provided  by  "negotia- 
tion" only  for  artists/tenants?

Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Government  Operations,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0308,  ordinance  requiring  har- 
mony clauses  in  construction  contracts  (referred  January 
25)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the 
following  new  draft: 


City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-nine. 
An  Ordinance  Requiring  Harmony  Clauses  in  Construc- 
tion Contracts. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  chapter  30. 
section  39M(c)  requires  that  "the  lowest  responsible  and 
eligible  bidder"  on  any  public  work  project  shall  also 
"certify  that  he  is  able  to  furnish  labor  that  can  work  in 
harmony  with  all  other  elements  of  labor  employed  or  to 
be  employed  ..."  on  new  construction,  rehabilitation, 
renovation  or  remodeling  work;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  interest  for  the  City  of 
Boston  to  minimize  delays  and  disruptions  caused  by  the 
inability  of  certain  contractors  and  subcontractors  to  fur- 
nish labor  in  compliance  with  state  law;  and 

Whereas,  Residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  suffer  when 
disruptions  occur  at  worksites  covered  by  contracts  en- 
tered into  by  the  City  of  Boston  with  contractors  and  sub- 
contractors who  are  unable  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
G.L.  c.  30,  s.39M(c).  inasmuch  as  there  are  delays 
which  are  costly  in  terms  of  lost  worker  hours  and  cost 
overruns;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
in  Modern  Continental  Construction  Co.  Inc.  v.  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority.  343  Mass.  362  (1976)  upheld 
the  language  and  legislative  intent  of  G.L.  c.  30, 
s.39M(c);  now,  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City 
Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  4,  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  new 
sections: 

Section  100.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
insure  that  all  city  departments,  authorities,  commis- 
sions and  agencies  serving  as  awarding  authorities  for 
contracts  for  new  construction,  rehabilitation,  renova- 
tion or  remodeling  work  require  the  contractor  and/or 
subcontractor  to  certify  in  writing  that  he  or  she  shall 
furnish  labor  who  can  and  will  work  in  harmony  with  all 
other  labor  employed  in  any  work  or  at  the  worksite 
which  is  the  subject  of  the  written  contract. 

Section  101.  The  requirements  contained  herein  shall 
continue  in  effect  unless  specifically  repealed,  notwith- 
standing any  repeal  of  G.L.  c.  30,  s.39M(c). 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

SUPPLEMENTAL  APPROPRIATION  OF 

$16,035,000  FOR  CERTAIN  DEPARTMENTAL 
EXPENDITURES

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  a  proposed  Supplemental  Appro- 
priation for  the  City  of  Boston,  passage  of  which  will 
cover  certain  departmental  expenditures  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  current  fiscal  year.  Revenue  to  support  these 
appropriations  will  be  drawn  from  available  funds. 
There  are,  however,  a  number  of  significant  facts  con- 
cerning this  request  that  deserve  mention. 

First,  the  proposed  Supplemental  Appropriation  for 
FY89  represents  the  smallest  request  when  compared  to 
supplemental  budgets  over  the  past  four  years,  even  in- 
cluding the  previously  approved  Supplemental  Appropri- 
ation for  the  School  Department.  This  Administration  re- 
mains committed  to  its  promise  of  maintaining  a 
balanced  budget.  At  the  same  time  though,  the  request 
will  also  insure  that  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  are 
provided  with  improved  levels  of  city  services,  a  commit- 
ment of  comparable  importance. 

Second,  passage  of  the  Supplemental  Appropriation 
will  signal  completion,  one  fiscal  year  ahead  of  schedule, 
of  the  requirement  of  c.  701  of  the  Acts  of  1986  which 
mandated  that  the  City  of  Boston  include  in  its  annual 
appropriation  a  Reserve  Fund,  set  at  2  V2  percent  of  the 
preceding  year's  appropriations  for  city  and  county  de- 
partments. The  addition  of  S3. 9  million  to  the  statutory 
Reserve  Fund  fulfills  the  requirements  of  c.  701 ,  and  sig- 
nifies the  commitment  of  this  Administration  to  main- 
taining fiscal  stability  and  long-term  financial  planning. 
It  is  also  important  to  note  that  adoption  of  the  Supple- 
mental Appropriation  means  that  over  24  percent  of  the 
money  is  earmarked  not  to  be  spent. 

The  largest  proposed  appropriation  is  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals,  and  is  designed  to  fund 
collective  bargaining  costs  associated  with  the  new  con- 
tract covering  wage  increases  for  the  city's  registered 
nurses.  There  is  also  a  significant  increase  in  the  amount 
of  money  in  the  budget  for  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  to  improve  AIDS  treatment,  plus  new  funds  to 
cover  costs  for  the  city's  homeless  program,  dollars 
which  had  originally  been  expected  to  be  paid  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 


The  proposed  appropriation  for  the  Police  Department 
is  to  cover  overtime  costs,  resulting  from  increased  Ad- 
ministration commitments  to  improve  public  safety 
within  the  City  of  Boston,  especially  in  Area  B,  as  well  as 
improved  efforts  to  control  drugs  and  drug-related 
crimes  throughout  the  city. 

The  proposed  new  spending  level  for  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  deals  with  the  unexpected  need  to 
assume  the  cost  of  the  previously  state-funded  rodent 
control  program,  as  the  state  has  terminated  funding  for 
this  important  service.  In  addition,  the  city  is  adding 
funds  in  order  to  permit  ISD  to  reinstitute  a  program  of 
inspecting  ground-water  levels  in  certain  sections  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  proposed  increment  for  the  Real  Property  Depart- 
ment improves  the  level  of  care  and  maintenance  of  city- 
owned  buildings,  and  in  particular  targets  funds  lor  me- 
chanical systems  repair. 

Finally,  the  proposed  Supplemental  Appropriation  for 
the  Transportation  Department  adequately  funds  the 
city's  effort  to  fully  develop  and  implement  an  arterial 
street-sweeping  program.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  SECU- 
RITY IN  ELDERLY/HANDICAPPED  HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENTS 
Coun.  SALERNO,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Committee 
on  the  Elderly,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0220,  ordinance  concerning  se- 
curity in  elderly/handicapped  housing  developments  (re- 
ferred January  1 1)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  following  new  draft: 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Security  in  Elderly/Handi- 
capped Housing  Developments 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 . 

The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  9,  as  amended  by 
chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances  of  1981,  and  as  further 
amended  by  chapter  26  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  and 
chapter  39  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  is  hereby  further 
amended  in  the  following  respects,  by  adding  the  follow- 
ing sections  500  through  505. 

Section  500.  Definitions. 

For  the  purpose  of  sections  501  through  505  hereafter, 
the  following  definitions  shall  apply: 

(a)  "Building  entrance,"  an  entrance  providing  access 
from  outside  the  building  or  from  an  entry  vestibule  to  an 
interior  corridor,  lobby,  or  stairway  which  leads  to  an 
individual  dwelling  unit. 

(b) '  'Building  permit, ' '  a  permit  granted  by  the  Inspec- 
tional  Services  Department  for  the  construction  of  any 
building  or  for  any  substantial  alteration  or  addition 
thereto,  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  143  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(c)"Dwelling  unit,"  the  part  of  a  building  that  is  used 
as  a  home,  residence,  or  sleeping  place  by  one  or  more 
persons  who  maintain  a  household. 

(d)  "Elderly  person, ' '  any  person  who  is  at  least  sixty- 
two  years  of  age. 

(e)  "Handicapped  person,"  any  person  who  is  physi- 
cally handicapped  as  defined  in  section  13  A  of  chapter  22 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts or  mentally  handicapped  as  defined  by  29  U.S.C. 
section  706(7)(b).  * 

(f)  "Elderly/handicapped  multi-family  housing  devel- 
opment, ' '  any  building,  structure,  development,  or  com- 
plex often  or  more  dwelling  units  under  common  owner- 
ship, rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  dwelling  purposes 
within  the  City  of  Boston,  which  is  specifically  designed 
or  designated  for  rental  by  elderly  or  handicapped  per- 
sons. 

(g)  "Landlord,"  the  individual  who  holds  title  to  any 
elderly /handicapped  multi-family  housing  development 
including,  without  limitation,  a  partnership,  corpora- 
tion, or  trust.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  rights 
and  duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder  shall  be  the  obliga- 
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tion  of  anyone  who  manages,  controls,  or  customarily 
accepts  rent  on  behalf  of  the  landlord. 

(h)  "Safety  officer,"  a  police  officer  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  or  a  special  police  officer  appointed  pursuant  to 
applicable  law  to  protect  persons  or  property  in  public  or 
subsidized  housing,  or  a  person  employed  as  a  guard  or 
investigator  by  a  duly  licensed  watch,  guard,  or  patrol 
agency,  as  defined  in  section  22  of  chapter  147  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(i)  "Security  plan,"  a  plan  for  providing  security  for 
the  tenants  of  an  elderly /handicapped  multi-family  hous- 
ing development,  based  upon  a  crime  prevention  survey, 
which  meets  the  criteria  set  forth  in  section  502  and 
which  has  been  developed  according  to  the  process  set 
forth  in  section  503 . 

(j)  "Tenant,"  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee, 
or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  hous- 
ing agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  dwelling 
unit  in  an  elderly/handicapped  multi-family  housing  de- 
velopment. 

Section  501.  Security  Requirements  for  Elderly /Han- 
dicapped Multi-Family  housing  Developments. 
The  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment shall  promulgate  regulations,  pursuant  to  his 
authority  under  section  1 27A  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  and  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Code  and  sections  500  through  505.  These 
regulations  shall  take  effect  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  require  that 
every  landlord  of  an  elderly/handicapped  multi-family 
housing  development,  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt 
of  notice  from  the  Commissioner,  either  elect  to 

(a)  provide  safety  officers  for  such  development  on  a 
twenty-four-hour  per  day ,  seven  day  per  week  basis . 
The  safety  officers'  duties  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  the  monitoring  of  all  building  entrances 
in  such  elderly /handicapped  development; 

(b)  provide  security  measures  as  identified  in  a  secu- 
rity plan  which  has  been  developed  and  approved  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  sections  502  and 
503. 

Thereafter,  once  a  landlord  has  elected  to  either  pro- 
vide safety  officers  as  provided  above  or  to  provide  a 
security  plan,  the  landlord  shall  have  the  continuing  duty 
to  provide  such  officers  or  to  provide  the  security  mea- 
sures identified  in  the  security  plan.  A  landlord  may 
choose,  after  initially  electing  one  of  the  above  alterna- 
tives, to  switch  to  the  other  with  the  approval  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department,  but  must  continue  to 
provide  safety  officers  or  the  security  measures  man- 
dated by  the  security  plan  pending  such  approval.  The 
landlord's  submission  seeking  approval  for  a  switch  in 
alternatives  must  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tions 502  and  503.  Failure  to  continue  to  provide  safety 
officers  or  the  security  measures  mandated  by  a  security 
plan  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  and 
shall  be  subject  to  enforcement  under  section  505. 

The  Commissioner  shall,  within  ninety  (90)  days  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  identify  all  elderly/ 
handicapped  developments  within  its  scope.  In  identify- 
ing these  developments,  the  Commissioner  shall  consult 
with  the  Commissioner  for  the  Elderly.  Thereafter,  the 
Commissioner  shall  notify  all  landlords  of  elderly /handi- 
capped developments  of  the  operation  of  this  ordinance, 
and  of  their  duty  to  elect  to  either  provide  safety  officers 
on  a  twenty-four-hour  basis,  or  to  request  a  crime  pre- 
vention survey.  Such  notices  shall  be  sent  out  on  a  phased 
basis  so  that,  within  a  twelve-month  period,  all 
elder/handicapped  developments  within  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  have  received  such  notices.  Copies  of  this 
ordinance  and  the  Commissioner's  regulations  shall  be 
provided  at  no  cost  whenever  an  applicant  seeks  a 
building  permit  for  an  elderly/handicapped  housing  de- 
velopment covered  by  this  ordinance. 


If,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  a  notice  under 
this  section  or  a  notice  of  non-compliance  under  section 
505  for  failure  to  provide  security  officers  or  have  an 
approved  security  plan,  a  landlord  has  requested  a  crime 
prevention  survey  by  the  Boston  Police  Department, 
triggering  the  first  stage  in  the  provision  of  a  security 
plan,  the  landlord  shall  be  relieved  of  the  responsibility 
of  providing  safety  officers  as  required  above  unless  and 
until  a  security  plan  has  been  approved. 

Section  502.  Criteria  for  a  Security  Plan. 

A  security  plan  shall  be  based  upon  a  crime  prevention 
survey  which  has  been  completed  by  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  and  shall  incorporate  all  of  the  elements 
recommended  by  the  crime  prevention  survey  for  the  ad- 
equate protection  of  the  tenants  of  the  elderly/handi- 
capped development,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
section  503.  Each  crime  prevention  survey  shall  include 
both  findings  as  to  the  security  needs  of  the  tenants  of  the 
development  and  recommendations  as  to  how  such  needs 
shall  be  met  through  existing  or  new  security  measures, 
such  as  lighting,  locks,  safety  officers,  security  stations, 
security  systems,  or  other  equipment,  personnel,  or  pro- 
grams. Each  survey  shall  also  include  a  one-page  sum- 
mary, on  official  Police  Department  stationery,  itemiz- 
ing the  elements  recommended. 

A  new  crime  prevention  survey  must  be  performed 
every  three  years.  If  a  building  permit  is  required  by  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department  for  substantial  struc- 
tural changes  in  the  building  entrances  to  an  elderly/han- 
dicapped development  before  the  expiration  of  the  three- 
year  period  since  a  survey  was  last  performed,  a  new 
crime  prevention  survey  must  be  performed  upon  sub- 
mission of  the  building  permit  application. 

The  landlord  shall  be  responsible  for  arranging  for  a 
crime  prevention  survey  by  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment, and  shall  notify  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  in  writing  at  the  same  time 
that  he  requests  such  survey  from  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment. No  fee  shall  be  assessed  to  the  landlord  for 
such  survey.  The  Boston  Police  Department  shall  carry 
out  such  crime  prevention  survey  and  provide  a  copy  of 
the  same  to  the  landlord  and  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  upon  completion,  as  provided  for  in  Ordi- 
nance 1 1 ,  chapter  1  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code  as 
amended.  Such  surveys  shall  be  carried  out  on  a  phased 
basis  parallel  to  that  of  the  notices  sent  under  section  501 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services.  Such  sur- 
veys shall  be  completed  within  thirty  days  of  receipt  of 
the  landlord's  request  for  a  crime  prevention  survey. 

Section  503.  Process  for  Approval  of  a  Security  Plan. 

(a)  Approval  of  Security  Plan  Incorporating  Security 
Measures  Recommended  by  Crime  Prevention  Survey. 

Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  crime  pre- 
vention survey,  the  landlord  shall  prepare  a  security  plan 
for  approval  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department.  Such  plan  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in 
full  compliance  with  this  ordinance  provided  that:  ( 1 )  the 
security  plan  mandates,  at  the  very  least,  the  provision  of 
the  security  measures  recommended  in  the  crime  preven- 
tion survey;  and  (2)  the  tenants  have  not  articulated  secu- 
rity needs  which  are  not  adequately  addressed  y  the  sur- 
vey or  the  plan.  If  the  crime  prevention  survey  indicates 
that  no  security  measures  are  needed  additional  to  those 
already  in  effect  at  the  development,  the  security  plan 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  sufficient  so  long  as  the  landlord,  in 
such  plan,  agrees  to  keep  in  effect  all  existing  security 
measures.  In  all  cases,  the  tenants  must  be  given  the  op- 
portunity to  present  their  views  to  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Inspectional  Services  Department  at  a  hearing  before 
the  plan  is  accepted. 

Following  the  posting  of  notice  to  tenants  as  provided 
in  subsection  (c)  below,  the  landlord  shall  submit  the  plan 
to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
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ment  for  approval.  The  Commissioner  shall  notify  all  af- 
fected parties  of  the  date  of  the  hearing  on  the  plan.  Such 
hearing  shall  take  place  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the 
Commissioner's  receipt  of  the  plan,  and  notice  of  the 
hearing  date  shall  be  given  to  all  parties  at  least  ten  (10) 
days  in  advance  of  the  hearing  date.  Notice  of  the  hearing 
date  shall  be  given  to  any  tenants  organization  which  ex- 
ists in  the  development  and  shall  be  posted  by  the  land- 
lord at  the  development  in  a  conspicuous  location.  At  the 
hearing,  the  landlord  and  the  tenants  shall  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard,  to  present  witnesses,  or  to  sub- 
mit documentary  evidence,  as  to  why  the  security  plan 
should  be  approved  or  modified. 

Following  the  hearing,  the  Commissioner  shall  ap- 
prove or  modify  the  security  plan,  consistent  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  crime  prevention  survey  and  the 
security  needs  articulated  by  tenants.  In  reviewing  the 
adequacy  of  the  plan  and  reachng  a  decision  thereon,  the 
Commissioner  shall  consult  with  a  certified  crime  pre- 
vention officer  from  the  Boston  Police  Department,  as 
provided  for  in  Ordinance  1 1 ,  chapter  1  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  as  amended.  The  Commissioner's  ap- 
proval or  modification  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  written 
decision,  and  shall  be  furnished  to  all  affected  parties 
within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  hearing  date. 

(b)  Petition  for  a  Modified  Security  Plan:  Approval 
Process. 

Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt  of  the  crime  preven- 
tion survey,  if  the  landlord  of  an  elderly/handicapped 
multi-family  development  disputes  the  need  for  any  of  the 
specific  security  measures  recommended  by  the  crime 
prevention  survey,  or  the  method  or  the  timetable  for  car- 
rying out  security  measures,  based  on  the  fiscal  or  con- 
tracting constraints  that  apply  to  the  particular  develop- 
ment, or  if  the  landlord  and/or  tenants  of  an  elderly/ 
handicapped  multi-family  development  believes  that  the 
additional  security  measures  mandated  by  the  crime  pre- 
vention survey  are  such  as  to  be  cost-prohibitive,  given 
the  economic  circumstances  of  the  tenants  of  the  develop- 
ment and  the  inability  of  the  landlord  and/or  the  tenants 
to  obtain  sufficient  funding,  equipment,  or  services  to 
cover  the  costs  of  such  additional  measures  despite  best 
efforts,  as  provided  for  in  section  504,  then  the  landlord 
and/or  tenants  can  petition  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional  Services  Department  for  permission  to  submit 
a  modified  security  plan  which  does  not  encompass  all  of 
the  security  measures  mandated  by  the  crime  prevention 
survey.  Such  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  proposed 
security  plan.  A  landlord  may  only  claim  that  the  ele- 
ments mandated  by  the  crime  prevention  survey  are  cost- 
prohibitive  if  the  increased  costs  must  be  passed  along  to 
the  tenants  of  the  development  and  absorbed  by  the  ten- 
ants in  the  tenants'  share  of  the  rent.  In  all  cases  under 
this  subsection,  the  tenants  must  be  given  the  opportunity 
to  present  their  views  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspec- 
tional  Services  Department  at  a  hearing  before  the  peti- 
tion and  plan  is  accepted. 

Following  the  posting  of  notice  as  provided  in  subsec- 
tion (C)  below,  the  landlord  shall  submit  the  petition  for  a 
modified  security  plan  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional  Services  Department  for  approval.  The  Com- 
missioner shall  notify  all  affected  parties  of  the  date  of  the 
hearing  on  the  petition.  Such  hearing  shall  take  place 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  Commissioner's  receipt  of 
the  petition,  and  notice  of  the  hearing  date  shall  be  given 
to  all  parties  at  least  ten  ( 10)  days  in  advance  of  the  hear- 
ing date.  Notice  of  the  hearing  date  shall  be  given  to  any 
tenants  organization  which  exists  in  the  development  and 
shall  be  posted  by  the  landlord  at  the  development  in  a 
conspicuous  location.  At  the  hearing,  the  landlord  and 
the  tenants  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  to 
present  witnesses,  or  to  submit  documentary  evidence, 
as  to  why  the  petition  should  be  approved  or  modified. 
If  a  landlord  submits  a  petition  for  a  modified  security 


plan,  the  landlord  shall  have  the  burden  to  show  how  any 
of  the  specific  security  measures  recommended  in  the 
crime  prevention  survey  are  unnecessary,  or  given  the 
fiscal  or  contracting  constraints  particular  to  the  develop- 
ment, how  changes  are  needed  in  the  method  or  timetable 
for  implementation  of  security  measures.  In  the  event 
that  a  party  claims  that  the  costs  of  the  additional  security 
measures  are  cost-prohibitive,  the  landlord  shall  state 
what  the  estimated  costs  of  the  security  measures  are.  In 
such  cases,  the  landlord  shall  also  substantiate  his/her 
current  and  projected  operating  expenses  and  revenues, 
and  shall  show  what  efforts  s/he  has  made  to  otherwise 
cover  the  costs,  as  provided  in  section  504. 

Following  the  hearing,  if  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional  Services  Department  finds  that: 

(i)  any  of  the  specific  security  measures  recom- 
mended in  the  crime  prevention  survey  are  unneces- 
sary to  meet  security  needs  at  the  particular  develop- 
ment; 

(ii)  Within  the  fiscal  or  contracting  constraints  that 
apply  to  the  particular  development,  the  landlord's 
proposed  plan  will  provide  a  reasonable  method  or 
timetable  for  meeting  security  needs;  or 
(iii)  the  costs  required  to  undertake  the  improve- 
ments mandated  by  the  crime  prevention  survey  are 
such  as  to  make  an  security  plan  cost-prohibitive, 
the  Commissioner  shall  either  approve  the  petition  for  a 
modified  security  plan  or  make  such  modifications  to  the 
plan  as  are  necessary. 

In  ruling  on  a  petition  where  it  is  claimed  that  a  security 
plan  is  cost-prohibitive,  the  Commissioner  shall  be 
guided  by  the  principle,  consistent  with  the  security  ob- 
jectives articulated  in  the  crime  prevention  survey,  that 
the  impact  on  tenants'  rents  should  be  minimized  so  that 
the  cost  of  additional  security  measures  will  not  have  the 
likely  effect  of  displacing  elderly/handicapped  tenants 
due  to  excessive  rent  increases.  In  such  cases,  the  Com- 
missioner shall  consider  reasonable  alternative  to  the  se- 
curity measures  called  for  by  the  crime  prevention  sur- 
vey. 

In  reviewing  the  adequacy  of  the  plan  and  reaching  a 
decision  thereon,  the  Commissioner  shall  consult  with  a 
certified  crime  prevention  officer  from  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  as  provided  for  in  Ordinance  1 1 ,  chapter  1 
of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  as  amended.  Such  approval 
or  modification  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  written  decision, 
and  shall  be  furnished  to  all  affected  parties  within  ten 
(10)  days  of  the  hearing  date, 
(c)  Tenant  Participation  Requirements  In  Conjunction 
with  Submission  of  Security  Plans. 
The  landlord  shall  post  a  notice  that  s/he  intends  to 
submit  a  security  plan  or  a  petition  for  a  modified  secu- 
rity plan  to  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  in  a 
conspicuous  location  within  the  development.  This  no- 
tice shall  be  in  a  form  established  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department.  Such  notice 
shall  inform  the  tenants  of  the  development  that  they  may 
review  and  obtain  copies  of  the  landlord's  security  plan 
upon  request,  as  well  as  the  materials  in  support  of  the 
plan,  and  shall  also  notify  them  of  their  right  to  partici- 
pate in  hearings  at  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
concerning  such  plan.  Such  notice  shall  first  be  posted  at 
least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  submission  of  the  security 
plan  or  petition  to  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
under  subsections  (a)  or  (b)  above.  Such  notice  shall  re- 
main posted  until  such  time  as  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  has  made  its  final  determination.  It  shall  be 
deemed  a  violation  of  this  ordinance,  enforceable  under 
section  505,  for  any  landlord  to  fail  to  post  such  a  notice 
in  a  conspicuous  location  or  to  intentionally  or  willfully 
cause  such  notice  to  be  defaced,  destroyed,  or  removed. 
If  such  a  notice  is  defaced,  destroyed,  or  removed  by  a 
third  party,  it  shall  be  the  landlord's  obligation  to  imme- 
diately post  a  copy  of  the  original  notice. 
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It  any  tenant  requests  a  copy  of  the  proposed  plan,  it 
shall  be  provided  by  the  landlord  to  the  tenant,  together 
with: 

(i)  a  copy  of  the  findings  and  recommendations  of 
the  crime  prevention  survey  (or  the  official  Police 
Department  summary); 

(ii)  if  applicable,  a  summary  of  the  landlord's  rea- 
sons for  disputing  the  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions of  the  crime  prevention  survey,  for  seeking  al- 
terations   in    the    method    or    timetable    for 
implementation  of  security  measures,  or  for  claim- 
ing that  the  additional  security  measures  mandated 
by  the  crime  prevention  survey  are  cost-prohibitive, 
including  a  summary  of  the  financial  alternatives 
that  s/he  has  explored  to  cover  costs. 
Such  notice  shall  be  required,  and  such  documents  shall 
be  available  upon  request,  even  if  the  survey  and  the  plan 
do  not  recommend  additional  security  measures. 

In  developments  that  are  subject  to  tenant  participation 
requirements  under  760  C.M.R.  s.  6.00,  24  C.F.R.  s. 
245,  or  other  applicable  law  and  where  there  is  a  tenants 
organization,  the  landlord  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  se- 
curity plan  or  petition  and  the  above  documents.to  such 
tenants  organization  at  least  ten  days  in  advance  of  the 
submission  of  the  plan  or  petition  to  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department.  If  the  tenants  participating  in  the 
organization  vote  that  there  are  deficiencies  in  the  secu- 
rity plan  or  petition,  the  landlord  shall  be  required  to 
meet  with  the  tenants  organization,  at  the  tenants  organi- 
zation's request,  to  discuss  the  tenants'  concerns  and  at- 
tempt in  good  faith  to  resolve  such  concerns.  The  tenants 
organization  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  landlord, 
within  the  ten  (10)  day  period  after  receipt  of  the  plan  and 
survey,  of  its  desire  to  have  such  a  meeting.  The  landlord 
shall  meet  with  the  tenants  organization  within  two  (2) 
weeks  of  receipt  of  the  tenants  organization's  notice.  To 
the  extent  that  such  meetings  or  discussions  delay  the 
finalization  of  the  security  plan,  the  landlord  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  submit  the  security  plan  late,  but  in  no  event 
later  than  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  of  the  tenant 
meeting.  The  landlord  shall  give  notice  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  of  any 
requests  received  for  tenant  meetings.  The  Commis- 
sioner shall  not  schedule  any  hearing  on  the  security  plan 
until  after  such  tenant  meetings  have  taken  place,  and  the 
thirty -day  period  for  the  Commissioner  to  hold  a  hearing 
after  receipt  of  a  plan  shall  be  extended  in  such  event. 
Failure  of  the  tenants  or  the  tenants  organization  to  re- 
quest a  meeting  with  their  landlord  to  discuss  the  plan 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  waiver  of  the  tenants' 
right  to  approve,  oppose,  or  seek  modifications  in  a  plan 
or  petition  at  the  hearing  before  the  Commissioner. 
Section  504.  Protection  from  Rent  Increases. 
Additional  costs  incurred  by  landlords  in  complying 
with  the  requirements  of  sections  500  to  505  and  imple- 
menting security  mesures  additional  to  those  alreacy  pro- 
vided or  required  in  such  developments  shall  not  be 
passed  on  to  elderly  or  handicapped  tenants  of  elderly/ 
handicapped  multi-family  housing  developments  unless 
the  landlords  has  exhausted  all  reasonable  alternatives  to 
the  passing  on  of  such  costs.  In  pursuing  such  alterna- 
tives, the  landlord  of  an  elderly/handicapped  multi- 
family  housing  development  shall  use  best  efforts  to  seek 
and  obtain  such  funding,  grants,  or  donations  of  funds, 
equipment,  or  services,  as  may  lessen  or  eliminate  such 
additional  costs.  Such  reasonable  alternatives  shall  also 
include  the  seeking  of  relief  from  cost-prohibitive  secu- 
rity measures  as  provided  for  under  section  503(b).  The 
costs  incurred  in  complying  with  the  requirements  of 
sections  500  to  505  and  implementing  security  measures 
additional  to  those  already  provided  or  required  may  be 
considered  to  be  reasonable  or  necessary  operating  or 
capital  expenses  in  any  application  for  additional  subsidy 


or  financing  trom  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  or  any  authority  created  under  the 
laws  thereof,  as  well  as  under  chapter  34  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1984,  as  amended. 

Section  505.  Enforcement. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment shall  notify  the  landlord  of  an  elderly/handi- 
capped multi-family  housing  development  in  the  event 
the  development  is  found  to  be  in  noncompliance  with  the 
provisions  of  sections  500  through  504,  and  shall  order 
compliance.  Said  landlord  shall  have  thirty  (30)  days 
from  the  date  of  notification  in  which  to  achieve  compli- 
ance with  the  Commissioner's  order.  Upon  the  expira- 
tion of  the  thirty  (30)-day  period,  the  landlord  of  a  hous- 
ing development  still  in  violation  of  the  order  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  $150.  Each  day's  failure  to  comply 
with  the  order  thereafter  shall  constitute  a  separate  viola- 
tion of  the  Commissioner's  order.  Orders  shall  be  en- 
forced in  a  manner  similar  to  that  provided  for  enforce- 
ment of  orders  under  Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code.  Tenants  and/or  tenant  organizations  of  elderly/ 
handicapped  multi-family  housing  developments  shall 
have  the  right  to  request  investigation  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  if  they 
believe  that  their  landlords  have  failed  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  secitons  500  through  504  and  shall  have  the 
right  to  request  a  hearing  from  the  Commissioner  in  a 
manner  similar  to  that  provided  in  G.L.  c.  1 1 1 ,  s.  127B  if 
the  Commissioner  fails  to  make  findings  of  non- 
compliance following  an  investigation,  or  if  the  Com- 
missioner fails  to  issue  orders  upon  a  finding  of  non- 
compliance. 
Section  2. 

The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  1 1 ,  chapter  1 ,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  a  new 
section  thereto,  which  shall  be  appropriately  numbered 
by  the  City  Clerk: 

The  police  commissioner  shall  designate  such  person- 
nel as  he  finds  appropriate  to  undertake  crime  prevention 
surveys  at  elderly /handicapped  multi-family  housing  de- 
velopments, as  provided  for  in  sections  500  through  505 
of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  9,  as  amended. 
Such  personnel  shall  be  certified  as  crime  prevention  of- 
ficers by  the  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council  or  any 
future  body  providing  similar  certification.  Such  surveys 
shall  be  carried  out  on  a  phased  basis  parallel  to  that  of 
the  notices  sent  under  section  501  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Inspectional  Services.  Such  surveys  shall  be  com- 
pleted within  thirty  days  of  receipt  of  the  landlord's  re- 
quest for  a  crime  prevention  survey. 

Each  crime  prevention  survey  shall  be  on  a  form  which 
is  jointly  developed  by  the  police  commissioner  and  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department. 
Each  completed  survey  shall  include  both  findings  as  to 
the  security  needs  of  the  tenants  of  the  development  and 
recommendations  as  to  how  such  needs  shall  be  met 
through  existing  stations,  security  systems,  or  other 
equipment,  personnel,  or  programs.  Each  survey  shall 
also  include  a  one-page  summary,  on  official  Police  De- 
partment stationery,  itemizing  the  elements  recom- 
mended. 

No  fee  shall  be  assessed  to  the  landlord  by  the  police 
commissioner  for  conducting  the  crime  prevention  sur- 
vey, but  such  survey  shall  be  carried  out  as  a  public  serv- 
ice to  the  elderly/handicapped  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Upon  completion  of  each  crime  prevention  sur- 
vey, the  police  commissioner  shall  insure  that  a  copy  of 
the  same  is  provided  to  the  landlord  and  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  within 
thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt  of  the  landlord's  written  re- 
quest. 

The  police  commissioner  shall  designate  one  or  more 
certified  crime  prevention  officer(s)  to  assist  the  Com- 
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missioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  in  the 
assessment  of  the  adequacy  of  security  plans,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  section  503  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordi- 
nance 9,  as  amended.  Such  personnel  shall  be  certified 
by  the  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council  or  a  similar 
body  as  being  properly  qualified  to  carry  out  crime  pre- 
vention surveys. 

Section  3.  Non-Liability  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed 
to  establish  any  duty  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Boston 
greater  than  the  city's  general  public  duty  to  protect  its 
citizens'  health,  safety,  security,  and  well-being.  No  de- 
termination by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department  or  the  Boston  Police  Department  as 
to  the  adequacy  of  a  landlord's  security  measures  shall  be 
construed  as  a  warranty  or  guarantee  of  such  security, 
and  the  sole  responsibility  for  insuring  that  security  mea- 
sures are  adequate  to  protect  tenants  from  foreseeable 
harm  or  risk  shall  rest  and  remain  with  the  owner  of  such 
property . 

Section 4.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  if 
any  provision,  or  portion  thereof,  should  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  such  unconstitutionality  or  inva- 
lidity shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions  which 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  5.  Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the  new 
draft  was  passed.

GRANTS  OF  $1,998,806.14  FROM  JOBS  LINK- 
AGE PAYMENTS  TO  NEIGHBORHOOD  HOUS- 
ING TRUST 

Coun.  KELLY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  City 
and  Neighborhood  Services,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0142,  message  of  the  Mayor 
and  order  to  approve  expenditure  of  grants  in  an  amount 
of  $1,998,806.14  from  jobs  linkage  payments  to  the 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  (referred  December  7, 
1988)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  order  in  the  fol- 
lowing new  draft: 

The  Committee  recommends  that  of  the 
$1,998,806.41,  the  following  items  be  approved: 

Chinatown  Services   $232,000 

Hispanic  Technical  Development $160,000 

Veterans  Benefits  Clearinghouse $  47,000 

Jewish  Vocational  Services    $  20,000 

International  Institute  of  Boston $  35,000 

Jackson/Mann  Community  School $  45,000 

Historic  Neighorhood  Foundation $  15,000 

Parents  United  For  Child  Care $  18,000 

Boston  Jobs  Academy $250,000 

Children's  Hospital $  28,593 

OJCS  monitoring  provisions $  55,000 

Conference  of  Boston  Teaching  Hospitals  .  .  .  $200,000 

The  above  expenditures  requested  by  the  Mayor  total 
$1,105,593.  That  amount  is  what  the  Committee  autho- 
rizes with  the  following  provisos: 

(1)  OJCS  shall  provide  detailed  quarterly  reports  of 
each  agency  receiving  funds,  listing  how  specific  job 
training  funds  will  be  used  in  each  agency.  These  reports 
shall  include  a  detailed  breakdown  on  salaries  paid  or  to 
be  paid  from  authorized  funds,  cost  of  supplies,  nature  of 
job  training  program,  etc.;  and 

(2)  Upon  notification,  OJCS  shall  arrange  for  the  chair 
of  the  Committee  or  other  interested  councillor  to  per- 
sonally visit  each  job  training  center  and  observe  specific 
job  training  programs  in  progress. 


The  Committee  notes  that  it  has  been  asked  to  autho- 
rize (and  has  authorized)  an  expenditure  of  $18,000  for 
Parents  United  for  Child  Care  whose  purpose  is  to  sup- 
port a  survey  of  parents  to  assess  their  needs  for  and  ac- 
cess to  school-aged  child  care.  Although  the  Committee 
recognizes  the  need  for  child  care,  it  does  not  see  how 
this  appropriation  is  related  to  job  training,  and  accord- 
ingly asks  OJCS  to  provide  a  detailed  explanation  of  the 
job  training  function  utilized  with  this  expenditure. 

The  additional  appropriations  requested  in  this  docket 
were  made  pending  further  review.  The  Committee, 
therefore,  shall  not  authorize  expenditure  of  these  funds 
for  those  programs  until  OJCS  provides  a  specific  re- 
quest for  a  specific  purpose,  consistent  with  the  require- 
ments outlined  hereinabove. 

The  funds  approved  above  are  not  transferable. 

Ordered,  That  the  Neighborhood^Jobs  Trust  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized,  in  accord- 
ance with  G.  L.  c.  44,  s.  53  A,  to  expend  $1 ,  105,593,  for 
the  purposes  and  amounts  set  forth  below:

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  RE  STATEMENTS  OF 
INTEREST  BY  CERTAIN  OFFICIALS  AND  EM- 
PLOYEES OF  THE  CITY 
Coun.  IANNELLA,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0122,  ordinance  re  statements 
of  interest  by  certain  officials  and  employees  of  the  city 
(referredJuly  13,  1988)  — recommending  the  following: 

1 .  Your  Committee  scheduled  a  public  hearing  on  this 
docket  for  January  20,  1989.  At  the  request  of  the 
principal  sponsor,  the  same  was  postponed  to  Janu- 
ary 27,  1989.  Notice  of  the  hearing  was  sent  to  the 
press  and  others. 

2.  No  one  appeared  in  favor  of  this  ordinance  at  the 
public  hearing.  Your  Committee  appreciates  the 
appearances  and  testimoney  of  a  representative  of 
the  State  Ethics  Commission.  This  witness,  and  the 
commission,  neither  favored  nor  opposed  the  ordi- 
nance. Several  representatives  of  public  labor  or- 
ganizations testified  in  opposition  to  the  proposal. 
Together,  these  witnesses  represent  the  great  ma- 
jority of  unionized  city  employees.  In  sum,  the  wit- 
nesses felt  that  city  employees  are  already  subject 
to  conflict  of  interest  laws  which  forbid  improper 
activity ;  that  city  employees  have  a  right  to  privacy 
with  respect  to  earnings  and  holdings  that  do  not 
relate  to  their  public  employment;  that  unilateral 
adoption  of  the  ordinance  would  constitute  an  un- 
fair, and  unlawful,  labor  practice. 

3.  Your  Committee  is  cognizant  of  the  multiplicity  of 
laws  which  already  protect  the  public  from  corrupt 
practices.  Boston  has  had  conflict  of  interest  provi- 
sions in  its  charter  for  over  one  hundred  years  —  it 
is  the  only  city  in  the  Commonwealth  to  have  spe- 
cial legislation  requiring  employee  and  officer  dis- 
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closure  of  potential  conflict  —  public  disclosure 
provisions  already  in  effect  are  stricter  than  those 
applying  to  the  state.  Our  current  financial  disclo- 
sure law  is  more  strict  than  the  proposed  ordinance 
in  that  it  requires  immediate  disclosure  of  potential 
conflict,  and,  provides  an  instant  requirement  of 
conflict-avoidance,  neither  of  which  are  provided 
in  the  proposed  ordinance.  Boston  municipal  em- 
ployees are  subject  to  federal  enactments  which 
forbid  partisan  activity;  which  extend  federal  juris- 
diction to  any  fraud  involving  the  mails  or  telecom- 
munication; which  make  a  federal  violation  any  de- 
nial of  equity  under  guise  or  color  of  official 
position.  In  addition,  all  Boston  employees  and  of- 
ficers, elected  and  appointed,  are  subject  to  chapter 
268A  of  the  General  Laws;  elected  officials  (and  to 
a  lesser  extent  employees)  are  bound  by  criminal 
sanctions  for  violation  of  the  provisions  of  chapter 
59  of  the  General  Laws;  all  officers  and  employees 
of  the  city  are  bound  by  rulings  of  the  State  Ethics 
Commission;  the  City  Council  and  its  employees 
have  an  additional  statutory  prohibition  of  conflict, 
and,  our  own  Rule  3 1  requires  public  disclosure  of 
possible  conflict.  Taken  together,  these  enactments 
appear  a  whole  cloth  which  the  proposed  ordinance 
would  merely  adorn. 
4.  Your  Committee  is  concerned  with  the  form  in 
which  the  ordinance  is  drafted.  By  nature,  any  ordi- 
nance is  inferior  to  the  United  States  Constitution, 
the  Massachusetts  Constitution,  the  General  Laws, 
and  that  body  of  laws  known  as  our  charter.  The 
proposal  before  your  Committee  appears  to  contra- 
dict every  one  of  these  superior  forms  of  law.  Early 
on,  the  proposal  offers  a  definition  of  "candidate" 
which  differs  materially  from  the  definition  in  our 
charter  and  differs  from  the  definition  offered  in 
chapter  59.  The  same  definition  makes  reference  to 
an  ordinance-making  power  in  the  Election  Com- 
mission, which,  of  course,  is  at  variance  with  our 
charter.  Also  in  conflict  with  the  charter  is  the  as- 
signment of  duties  to  the  City  Clerk,  an  action  for- 
bidden by  CBC  St.,  2,  s.752. 
Further  complicating  this  imposition  of  duties  on 
the  City  Clerk  is  the  section  2  requirement  that  re- 
quires the  Mayor  to  act  at  the  Clerk's  request.  This 
confounds  our  charter  as  it  provides  that  the  Mayor 
not  be  subject  to  the  Clark's  supervision.  Similarly, 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  requiring  School  Com- 
mittee Members,  school  employees,  the  City 
Clerk,  the  Licensing  Board,  the  Retirement  Board, 
the  Transportation  Department  and  the  Finance 
Commission  to  make  reports  are  void  as  forbidden 
by  the  charter. 
The  makeup  of  the  commission  is  twice  flawed  from 
point  of  view  of  our  charter.  First,  appointments  would 
require  confirmation  by  the  City  Council,  forbidden  by 
sections  8  and  9  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as 
amended.  Second,  commission  members  could  be  re- 
moved by  vote  of  the  City  Council,  violating  section  14 

of  that  act.  In  addition,  by  establishing  limited  grounds 
for  removal,  the  section  contradicts  the  statutory  power 
of  the  Mayor  under  the  act. 

Also  violative  of  the  charter  is  the  section  4  provision 
which  seemingly  allows  the  commission  to  spend  monies 
on  its  appropriation,  or  at  least,  without  an  appropria- 
tion. 

Our  charter  also  establishes  qualifications  for  munici- 
pal office.  These  qualifications  provide,  in  essence,  that 
any  citizen  who  qualifies  as  a  voter  may  be  a  condidate 
for  public  office  in  Boston,  upon  timely  filing  of  a  peti- 
tion. (The  only  exception  being  persons  convicted  of  cor- 
rupt practices.)  The  proposed  ordinance,  by  forbidding 
commission  members  from  becoming  candidates,  vio- 
lates the  charter. 


The  Geneal  Laws  are  no  less  abused  by  the  proposal. 
In  addition  to  the  violation  of  chapter  150E  noted  above, 
the  Freedom  of  Information  Act.  so-called,  would  be  vi- 
olated as  those  wishing  to  inspect  filings  would  have  to 
identify  themselves  which  the  law  does  not  allow.  The 
Open  Meeting  Law  comes  under  attack  from  five  differ- 
ent directions  in  that  the  notice  of  meeting  provisions  do 
not  meet  the  law;  the  commission  could  meet  in  the  ab- 
sence of  a  quorum;  the  commission  would  be  allowed  to 
hold  some  meetings  in  private;  and,  the  affected  em- 
ployee could  not  request  an  open  hearing  which  is  an 
employee's  right  under  law. 

An  added  violation  of  the  General  Laws  occurs  where 
certain  commission  actions  are  to  be  deliberated  upon, 
and  decided  in  secret,  and,  thereafter  to  be  kept  secret 
from  the  public.  Such  activities  are  violations  of  the 
Open  Meeting  Law. 

Certain  provisions  of  the  proposed  ordinance  are  con- 
trary to  the  Massachusetts  Constitution.  Article  2  of  the 
Amendments  greatly  enhanced  the  power  of  the  city  to 
make  law,  but,  not  to  the  extent  that  would  allow  adop- 
tion of  the  ordinance. 

The  proposed  ordinance  purports  to  allow  the  commis- 
sion to  impose  civil  penalties.  This  an  ordinance  may  not 
do.  There  is  a  specific  provision  of  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment  which  precludes  the  city  from  enacting, 
"private  or  civil  law  governing  civil  relationsships  ..." 
The  power  of  ordinance  is  by  nature  criminal,  and  penal- 
ties for  violation  must  be  assessed  by  a  court,  not  by  a 
city  board.  While  the  legislature  has  provided  us  an  alter- 
native "non-criminal  disposition"  system,  the  violation 
is  still  returnable  to  a  court,  and  the  penalty  for  a  specific 
violation  must  be  fixed.  As  the  relevant  section  of  the 
amendment  concludes,  "...  nor  shall  the  provisions  of 
this  article  .  .  .  diminish  the  powers  of  the  judicial ..." 
A  further  provision  of  the  Second  Article  of  Amend- 
ment provides  that  in  exercise  of  home  rule,  a  town  (or 
city)  must  limit  its  adoption  of  ordinances  to  such  as,  ".  . 
.  is  not  denied  ...  by  its  charter."  The  section  8  powers 
of  the  legislature  with  respect  to  ordinances  are  those 
provisions  which  apply  to  more  than  one  municipality. 
As  the  remedy  for  violation  of  ordinances  has  been  set  by 
the  legislature  for  all  cities  and  towns,  Boston  may  not  by 
ordinance,  specify  another. 

The  ordinance  before  us  seeks  to  impose  jurisdiction 
with  respect  to  acts  of  the  commission  on  the  Boston  Mu- 
nicipal Court.  Further,  the  ordinance  presumes  to  create 
a  cause  of  action  to  enforce  an  order  for  damages.  Juris- 
diction and  venue  are  province  of  the  General  Court  so 
elemental  to  the  separation  of  powers  doctrine,  that  the 
General  Court  could  not  delegate,  and  certainly  has  not 
delegated  the  power! 

The  ordinance  proposed  lacks  the  due  process  required 
by  the  United  States  Constitution.  Some,  but  not  all,  of 
this  conflict  would  be  obviated  had  the  city  an  adminis- 
trative procedure  established  by  law  as  has  been  done  at 
state  and  federal  levels.  In  the  absence  of  such  proce- 
dure, the  ordinance  presents  reminiscence  of  the  Star 
Chamber: 

No  prior  notice  to  an  alleged  offender  is  provided; 
No  transcription  of  proceedings  is  required;  No  pro- 
visions for  public  hearing  or  public  comment  on 
rules  of  procedure  is  provided;  Neither  the  alleged 
offender  nor  counsel  is  advised  as  to  application  of 
the  rules  of  law  or  rules  of  evidence;  Individual 
members  of  the  commission  may  receive  testimony; 
No  record  of  the  proceeding  must  be  maintained;  As 
noted  above,  evidence  may  be  taken  in  private  ses- 
sion, All  deliberations  of  the  commission  must  be 
held  in  closed  session,  secret  from  the  public. 

Your  Committee  is  concerned  that  the  restrictions  on 
the  commission  and  its  employees  violate  their  civil 
rights  and  liberties  almost  as  severely  as  those  who  must 
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tile  with  it.  The  ordinance  would  forbid  any  of  them  from 
becoming  a  candidate  for  municipal  office.  Beyond  the 
fact  that  this  violates  our  charter  by  restricting  ballot  ac- 
cess, the  provision  is  repugnant  to  the  Constitution. 
Where  is  the  logic  that  provides  that  a  commission  em- 
ployee can  contribute  to  the  Mayor's  campaign  for  Gov- 
ernor, while  contributing  to  the  Governor's  campaign  for 
Mayor  is  illegal?  How  does  it  offend  justice  if  a  commis- 
sion member  or  employee  chooses  to  stand  at  the  polls  for 
a  candidate  for  library  trustee  in  Norwood?  How  do  we 
solve  the  legal  conundrum  of  an  employee  being  forbid- 
den by  law  from  being  an  employee  as  section  4  (0  (4) 
provides?  Is  it  logical  to  allow  a  commission  member  to 
remain  a  member  while  a  candidate  for  any  of  the  thou- 
sands of  public  offices  in  the  state  at  the  same  time  forbid- 
ding the  member  from  running  for  three  offices?  Does  it 
serve  the  aim  of  the  proponents  that  a  commission  mem- 
ber would  be  legally  barred  from  belonging  to  a  political 
committee  that  espouses,  say,  honesty  in  government? 
5.  Beyond  these  technical  defects,  your  Committee 
has  examined  the  ordinance  from  a  practical  stand- 
ard: "Will  it  work?"  Concerns  have  been  expressed 
about  the  scope  of  the  reporting.  Under  the  Civil 
Service  scheme  of  government  organization,  every 
employee  of  the  city  reports  to  a  person  "who  holds 
a  major  policy-making  position  .  .  .",  and  thus, 
every  employee  of  the  city  who  qualifies  by  salary 
must  report.  In  addition,  employees  who  do  not 
qualify  by  salary  must  also  report  if  they  head  some 
"council,  department,  division,  (etc.),"  or  if  they 
exercise  "primary  executive  authority"  with  re- 
spect to  a  laundry  list  of  thirteen  functions,  which, 
taken  together,  describe  virtually  all  facets  of  mu- 
nicipal government.  Your  Committee  estimates  that 
a  filing  would  be  due  from  some  ten  thousand  or 
more  city  employees  annually. 
Filings  in  this  number  would  overwhelm  the  Clerk's 
ability  to  receive,  receipt  for,  copy,  record,  examine,  in- 
dex, access,  and  store  the  materials  for  the  six  years  re- 
quired by  section  2H .  The  sheer  number  of  filings  would 
tend  to  reduce  their  usefulness.  What  intrepid  reporter 
would  sift  through  these  ten  thousand  multi-paged  fil- 
ings? 

In  a  tradition  that  has  endured  for  the  nearly  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty  years  of  our  municipal  existence,  Boston  is 
enriched  by  citizens  who  give  of  their  time,  energies,  and 
expertise  to  sit,  unpaid,  on  our  many  boards,  councils 
and  commissions.  Our  library  and  hospitals  are  run  by 
these  boards.  Citizens  sit  without  compensation  on  the 
Landmarks  Commission,  the  Historic  and  Architectural 
District  Commissions,  on  commissions  for  the  home- 
less, the  aged,  the  handicapped,  on  our  Industrial  Fi- 
nance and  Economic  Development  Commissions  —  on  at 
least  three  dozen  bodies  that  contribute  to  the  service  of 
the  public.  Your  Committee  is  concerned  that  the  require- 
ment that  these  unpaid  citizens  must  disclose  their  finan- 
cial situation,  and  that  of  their  spouses,  will  discourage 
the  best  from  volunteering. 

Your  Committee  fails  to  find  a  logical  base  for  some  of 
the  items  to  be  included  or  excluded.  Why  is  it  important 
to  know  that  a  school  teacher  owns  municipal  bonds  from 
the  town  of  Abington?  Why  does  the  ordinance  exclude 
reporting,  by  the  Mayor  for  example,  of  bonds  of  the 
Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  the  Water  Resources  Au- 
thority, the  MBTA  all  of  which  at  least  arguably  raise 
potential  conflict? 

With  the  city  spending  well  over  a  billion  dollars  a  year, 
doing  business  with  thousands  of  vendors  from  every 
state  in  the  union  and  half  the  countries  of  the  world,  how 
would  an  employee  —  say  the  head  of  the  Bay  State  Road 
Architectural  Preservation  District  Commission,  for  ex- 
ample —  know  whether  or  not  a  particular  creditor  does 
business  with  the  city?  Is  it  fair  to  expose  such  an  em- 
ployee to  penalty,  public  notice,  and  media  attention  for 
guessing  wrong? 


Under  the  ordinance,  the  Mayor  would  compile  a  list  of 
those  required  to  report.  As  the  document  is  written, 
those  the  Mayor  listed  would  then  report  or  be  fined  for 
failure  to  report,  even  if  under  the  law  they  were  not  re- 
quired to  report!  If  the  Mayor  failed  to  list  an  individual, 
there  is  no  mechanism  to  require  that  person  to  report 
even  if  the  law  requires  it!  How  is  the  Mayor  to  know  the 
name  of  the  School  Department  employee  who  disposes 
of  old  textbooks  and  for  the  reason  must  file  a  report? 

Review  of  commission  activities  would,  as  the  docu- 
ment is  written,  be  had  in  the  Boston  Municipal  Court. 
Would  this  be  upon  the  record  or  ab  initio?  The  ordi- 
nance doesn't  say.  Why  would  the  draftsman  choose  the 
Boston  Muncipal  Court  which  has  only  limited  equity 
jurisdiction?  Our  statutes  provide  that  enforcement  of 
summonses  and  subpoenas  be  done  in  the  Superior 
Court.  Why  would  the  action  be  split?  To  which  court 
would  an  employee  present  an  action  to  quash  a  sub- 
poena? 

How  is  justice  served  by  requiring  an  employee  to  dis- 
close that  he  or  she  is  serving  as  a  Scoutmaster  with  the 
local  Scout  Troop,  as  section  3  (d)  (1)  provides,  but  is  not 
required  to  disclose  a  bribe  of  many  thousand  dollars? 

How  can  an  employee  fairly  judge  whether  the  source 
of  a  reimbursement  is  a  legislative  agent  when  agents  are 
not  required  to  be  registered.  Why  should  an  employee 
have  to  report  a  reimbursement  of  expenses  from  certain 
sources  when  gifts  from  the  same  source  are  not  report- 
able? 

Is  there  logic  in  a  situation  where  an  employee  who 
receives  a  $200  honorarium  from  a  lobbyist  must  report 
it  and  an  employee  who  receives  a  $500  honorarium  from 
the  same  lobbyist's  boss  does  not  have  to  report? 

Why  should  an  employee  be  required  to  report  the 
ownership  of  a  house  in  the  city  (which  the  city  already 
has  record  of  in  the  Assessing  Department,)  and  not  re- 
port property  holdings  outside  the  city  (where  the  city  has 
no  such  record?) 

6.  Your  Committee  is  concerned  that  the  proponents 
have  confused  form  with  substance.  As  noted,  conflict  of 
interest  is  already  prohibited,  Conflict  in  its  most  severe 
form  —  bribery  —  is  not  affected  by  the  ordinance.  Is 
there  a  sense  of  Pollyanna  in  the  notion  that  a  miscreant 
who  is  abusing  the  public  trust  will  be  deterred  not  by  the 
lengthy  prison  term  now  provided  in  the  law,  but  instead 
by  a  $200  fine? 

Michael  Josephson,  Director  of  the  Government  Eth- 
ics Center  in  California  recently  wrote  for  The  Nation:  " . 
.  .  most  ethical  lapses  in  the  political  realm  would  not 
have  been  prevented  by  more  laws  —  because,  in  many 
instances,  the  conduct  violated  existing  laws,  for  ethi- 
cally committed  persons,  laws  simply  establish  baseline 
standards  of  impropriety.  Ultimately,  ethically  commit- 
ted people  seek  to  do  what  is  right  in  terms  of  universal 
moral  principles,  such  as  honesty,  integrity,  promise- 
keeping,  loyalty,  fairness,  caring  and  respect  for  others, 
law  abidingness,  pursuit  of  excellence,  accountability 
and  protection  of  the  public  trust.  Laws  cannot  coerce 
these  virtues." 

Professor  Josephson  finds  fault  with  enactments  such 
as  the  proposal  before  us  for  several  reasons.  Among 
these  are:  (1)  ". .  .  the  rules  focus  on  financial  conflict  of 
interests,  a  narrow  part  of  the  spectrum  of  ethical  issues  . 
.  ."  (2)  Such  a  law  "...  encourages  a  legalistic  approach 
to  ethics  that  includes  people  to  use  narrow  technical 
rules  as  the  moral  criteria  of  conduct  .  .  .  One  can  be 
dishonest,  unprincipled,  unfair  and  uncaring  without 
breaking  the  law."  (3)  Such  a  law  "...  seems  to  endorse 
clearly  inappropriate  transactions  so  long  as  they  are  re- 
ported . .  .  (they  invite)  deliberately  constructing  transac- 
tions in  ways  that  avoid  .  .  .  reporting  .  .  .  (they)  add  a 
substantial  record-keeping  burden  to  an  already  over- 
bureaucratized  government."  (4)  They  "trivialize  ethics. 
Ethics  is  about  right  and  wrong  and  how  an  honorable 
person  should  behave  . . .  (Such)  rules  reduce  the  concept 
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to  onerous  financial  disclosures  and  small  and  petty  pro- 
hibitions." (5)  Reporting  laws  are  "patchwork  statutes 
with  unjustifiable  exceptions,  intentional  ambiguities 
and  gaping  loopholes."  (6)  "...  most  laws  focus  on  po- 
tentially corrupting  conduct  rather  than  concrete  acts  of 
corruption." 

7.  Given  the  objections  of  the  municipal  unions,  and 
the  objections  as  to  form  noted  above,  your  Committee 
was  pleased  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  principal  pro- 
ponent that  the  Committee  delay  its  report  from  February 
first  until  this  day. 

Your  Committee  would  note  that  any  hesitation  shown 
this  draft  cannot  be  determined  a  strategy  to  avoid  provid- 
ing the  public  with  full  information  on  financial  matters. 
In  1988,  at  request  of  media  representatives,  the  Mayor 
and  virtually  all  members  of  the  City  Council  voluntarily 
provided  disclosure  of  the  same  information  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  would  require.  Your  Committee  en- 
dorses such  disclosure  and  suggests  that  candidates  for 
municipal  office,  and  current  holders  of  such  offices, 
make  report  of  financial  interest  prior  to  August  1,  1989 
(for  calendar  year  1988),  in  order  that  there  is  sufficient 
time  before  the  Preliminary  Election  for  the  public  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  information  provided.  Your 
Committee  recognizes  that  some  candidates  may  fail  to 
offer  the  information,  but,  public  opprobrium  may  well 
be  more  persuasive  than  a  small  fine. 

8.  In  light  of  the  foregoing,  your  Committee  respect- 
fully recommends:-  Docket  No.  890122  —  OUGHT 
NOT  TO  PASS.

article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Section  1  of  chapter  174  of  the  Acts  of  1978 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence  as 
amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  560  of  the  Acts  of  1979 
and  by  chapter  277  of  the  Acts  of  1984,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  sentence:  Notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  any 
person  who  has  completed  not  less  than  two  years  of  serv- 
ice as  a  police  cadet  in  the  Police  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  or  a  person  who  has  completed  any  such  serv- 
ice as  a  cadet;  provided,  however,  that  such  person  has 
also  competed  at  least  two  years  of  service  as  a  civilian 
employee  of  said  department  performing  the  same  or 
similar  function  as  performed  while  a  cadet  in  the  Police 
Department  of  said  city  under  the  provisions  of  section 
21A  of  chapter  147  of  the  General  Laws,  or  any  em- 
ployee who  has  completed  two  years  of  service  as  a  civil- 
ian within  said  department;  provided,  further,  that  he  is 
performing  duties  similar  to  those  of  police  cadets  and 
providing  also  that  he,  while  of  eligible  age  was  unable  to 
obtain  appointment  during  the  period  from  1973  to  1979, 
when  the  cadet  program  was  discontinued,  may,  subject 
to  a  program  established  by  a  police  commissioner  of 
said  city  and  approved  by  the  personnel  administrator  of 
the  State  Division  of  Personnel  Administration  and  the 
Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council,  be  ap- 
pointed to  fill  a  vacancy  in  a  position  in  the  lowest  grade 
in  the  police  force  of  said  city  without  certification  from 
an  eligible  list  prepared  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 


31  ot  the  General  Laws;  and  provided,  further,  that  such 
person  either  is  on  a  police  entrance  eligible  list  prepared 
under  said  chapter  3  or  passes  a  qualifying  examination 
to  be  given  by  said  personnel  administrator. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

An  Ordinance  to  Regulate  the  Sale  and  Possession  of  As- 
sault Weapons. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Incidents  of  the  use  of  semi-automatic  and 
automatic  assault  weapons  being  used  to  kill  school  chil- 
dren and  others  have  occurred;  and 

Whereas,  The  National  Association  of  Police  Organi- 
zations has  passed  a  resolution  dated  January  31,  1989, 
calling  upon  the  United  States  Congress  to  ban  such 
weapons  as  the  AK-47  and  other  assault  weapons;  and 

Whereas,  No  national  or  state  legislation  now  exists  to 
protect  residents  from  the  proliferation  of  assault  weap- 
ons, the  sales  of  which  have  rapidly  increased;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Los  Angeles  has  passed  a  ban  on 
such  weapons  as  a  result  of  its  concern  for  the  safety  of 
the  public;  and 

Whereas,  AK-47s,  AR-15s,  UZIs,  MAC  10s  and  semi- 
automatic weapons  easily  converted  to  automatic  weap- 
ons have  only  the  purpose  of  killing  people;  and 

Whereas,  Action  taken  by  the  Boston  City  Council 
might  both  offer  some  protection  to  the  residents  of 
Boston  and  in  combination  with  other  cities  create  a  cli-

Ordered: 

Section  1 .  Legislative  Intent. 

By  the  adoption  hereof,  the  Boston  City  Council  makes 
a  legislative  judgment  that  certain  semi-automatic  and 
automatic  assault  weapons  have  no  legitimate  place  or 
purpose  within  the  City  of  Boston  and  constitute  an  im- 
mediate danger  to  the  life  and  liberties  of  the  residents  of 
the  city  and  therefore  declares  the  same  to  be  a  public 
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nuisance  and  forbids  the  possession,  sale,  or  use  thereof 
within  the  city  as  provided  below. 
Section  2.  Definitions. 

(a)  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  "assault 
weapon"  shall  mean: 

(1)  All  semi-automatic  action,  centerfire  rifles  that 
accept  detachable  magazines  with  a  capacity  of  ten 
rounds  or  more; 

(2)  All  semi-automatic  shotguns  with  a  barrel  of  less 
than  1 9  inches  and  a  folding  stock  or  a  magazine  capac- 
ity of  more  than  six  rounds; 

(3)  All  semi-automatic  pistols  which  are  modifica- 
tions of  rifles  described  in  (1),  that  is,  having  the  same 
make,  caliber  and  action  design  but  a  shorter  barrel  or 
rear  stock  or  are  semi-automatic  weapons  originally 
designed  to  accept  magazines  with  a  capacity  of  ten 
rounds  or  more; 

(4)  Any  firearm  which  may  be  readily  restored  to  an 
operable  assault  weapon;  and 

(5)  Any  part  or  combination  of  parts,  designed  or 
intended  to  convert  a  firearm  into  an  assault  weapon  or 
any  combination  of  parts  from  which  an  assault 
weapon  may  be  readily  assembled  if  those  parts  are  in 
the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  the  same  person. 

(b)  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  "shotgun"  means  a 
weapon  which  is  designed  or  redesigned,  made  or  re- 
made, to  fire  a  shotgun  shell. 

(c)  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  "rifle"  means  a  weapon 
intended  to  be  fired  from  the  shoulder  that  is  designed  or 
redesigned,  made  or  remade,  to  fire  a  fixed  cartridge. 

(d)  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  "semi-automatic" 
means  a  weapon  which  fires  a  single  projectile  for  each 
single  pull  of  the  trigger  and  which  employs  a  magazine. 

(e)  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  "assault  weapon"  does 
not  include: 

(1)  All  weapons  which  do  not  use  fixed  ammunition, 
all  weapons  which  were  in  production  prior  to  1898,  all 
manually  operated  bolt-action  weapons,  all  slide 
action  weapons,  all  single-shot  weapons,  all  multiple 
barrel  weapons,  all  revolving  cylinder  weapons,  all 
semi-automatic  weapons  with  a  fixed  magazine  capac- 
ity of  ten  rounds  or  less,  all  semi-automatic  weapons 
which  use  exclusively  mannlicher-style  clips,  all  semi- 
automatic weapons  in  production  prior  to  1954,  and  all 
rimfire  weapons  that  employ  a  tubular  magazine; 

(2)  Any  antique  or  relic  firearm,  movie  prop  or  other 
weapon  not  functionally  capable  of  firing  a  projectile 
and  not  intended  for  use  as  a  functional  weapon  and 
which  cannot  be  readily  converted  through  a  combina- 
tion of  available  parts  into  an  operable  assault  weapon; 

(3)  Any  firearm  that  uses  .22-caliber  rimfire  ammu- 
nition; 

(4)  any  firearm  that  is  declared  to  be  a  legitimate 
sports  or  recreational  firearm  by  the  Commissioner; 
and 

(5)  Any  assault  weapon  which  has  been  modified  ei- 
ther to  render  it  permanently  inoperable  or  to  perma- 
nently make  it  a  device  no  longer  defined  as  an  assault 
weapon. 

(f)  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  "Commissioner"  shall 
mean  the  Police  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  3 .  Restrictions  on  Assault  Weapons. 

(a)  The  possession,  sale,  purchase,  barter,  display,  or 
transfer  of  an  assault  weapon  is  forbidden  within  the  City 
of  Boston.  Any  assault  weapon  which  may  be  evidence  of 
a  violation  hereof  shall  be  seized  and  held  as  evidence  by 
a  police  officer. 

(b)  Each  item  possessed,  sold,  purchased,  bartered, 
displayed  or  transferred  in  violation  hereof,  and  every 
day  or  part  thereof  of  such  violation  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense;  and  not  only  the  person  so  doing,  but 
also  his  or  her  employer,  partner,  agent  or  servant  in- 
volved in  so  doing  shall  be  held  to  have  violated  this  ordi- 
nance. Each  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 


(c)  The  transport  of  an  assault  weapon  from  without  the 
city  through  the  city  to  a  place  without  the  city  shall  not 
be  deemed  a  violation  hereof  provided  prior  notice  is 
given  the  commissioner  and  the  same  is  kept  or  packaged 
in  accordance  with  any  regulation  the  commissioner  may 
make. 

(d)  The  commissioner  may  promulgate  such  regula- 
tions not  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance  to  effectuate  its 
purpose. 

(e)  The  commissioner  may  revoke  licenses  granted  un- 
der chapter  140,  section  122  of  the  General  Laws  for 
violations  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  4.  Severability. 

If  any  section  or  subsection  or  part  thereof  shall  be  held 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  remaining  sections,  subsec- 
tions or  parts  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

Section  5 .  Transition  Period. 

Any  person  who  on  the  effective  date  hereof  has  within 
the  city  any  assault  weapon  shall  within  ten  days  register 
that  fact  with  the  commissioner  in  such  form  as  the  com- 
missioner may  prescribe  and  within  six  months  of  the 
effective  date  shall  remove  the  same  from  the  city  and 
give  notice  of  such  removal  to  the  commissioner.  The 
simple  act  of  possession  during  such  six-month  shall  not 
be  deemed  a  violation  of  this  ordinance.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  fashioned  executive 
orders  and  ordinances  based  upon  legislative  findings 
which  have  not  been  substantiated,  and  this  practice  has 
been  declared  as  an  invalid  measure  of  actual  discrimina-

Irrespective  of  the  Mayor's  veto  message  of  October 
1988,  CBC,  Ordinances,  chapter  11-1,  section  11-1.1 
(revised  edition)  already  requires  that  the  police  commis- 
sioner shall  provide  the  City  Council  with  weekly  up- 
dates, and  since  it  is  unseemly  for  the  police  commis- 
sioner to  be  in  flagrant  violation  of  the  law  he  is  sworn  to 
uphold,  and  since  the  City  Council  must  act  annually  on 
the  Police  Department  budget,  and  part  of  that  budget 
review  process  necessitates  an  informed  understanding 
of  police  operations  throughout  the  city,  and  since  the 
police  commissioner  is  in  a  unique  position  to  provide 
that  accounting  in  a  timely  manner,  and  the  assimilation 
of  such  information  is  critical  to  the  public  safety,  health 
and  well-being  of  all  residents,  and  the  absence  of  that 
information  impedes  the  operation  of  the  City  Council's 
continuing  oversight  responsibility  under  the  City  Char- 
ter, the  following  order  is  appropriately  introduced  under 
the  preceding  rule.

Crime  codes  are  listed  in  numerical  order  by  district. 
To  the  left  of  the  crime  code  is  the  number  of  incidents 
reported  for  that  crime  code,  in  that  district,  during  the 
time  period.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  crime  codes  listed 
on  the  printed  on  any  given  occasion  may  not  include  all 
of  the  codes  listed  above;  this  simply  means  that  such  a 
crime  did  not  occur  during  that  time  period  in  that  area. 
The  districts  are  also  listed  in  numerical  order.  District 
One  covers  Downtown,  Chinatown,  the  waterfront  and 
Beacon  Hill  areas.  District  Two  covers  Roxbury  and 
parts  of  Dorchester.  District  Three  covers  Mattapan, 
District  Four  covers  the  South  End,  Back  Bay,  and  the 
Fenway.  District  Five  encompasses  the  Hyde  Park,  West 
Roxbury  and  Roslindale  areas.  District  Six  is  South 
Boston,  District  Seven  is  East  Boston.  District  Eleven 
covers  Dorchester  and  District  Thirteen  covers  Jamaica 
Plain.  District  Fourteen  encompasses  Brighton,  Allston 
and  Kenmore.  District  Fifteen  is  Charlestown. 

The  printouts  provided  are  the  same  type  of  printouts 
which  the  Boston  Police  Department  Research  and  Anal- 
ysis Unit  uses  to  compile  statistics  for  the  Boston  Police 
Command  Staff  and  in  response  to  extradepartmental  in- 
quiries. It  should  be  noted  that  these  statistics  provide  "a 
snap  shot  of  crime"  in  Boston  in  that  week;  these  statis- 
tics may  change  pursuant  to  further  investigation.  In 
some  cases,  several  of  these  incidents  may  be  further  in- 
vestigated and  determined  to  be  unfounded  claims.  Thus, 
these  statistics,  when  compiled  for  a  one-month  period  or 
for  a  year  long  period,  will  differ,  to  some  degree,  from 
final  Uniform  Crime  Report  tallies  which  take  into  ac- 
count such  unfounded  or  reclassified  cases. 

We  are  still  in  the  process  of  finalizing  a  format  that 
will  capture  the  information  relative  to  the  deployment  of 
sworn  police  officers  to  each  district  by  shift.  The  gather- 
ing of  this  information,  as  requested,  is  a  very  time  con- 
suming task.  The  new  form  is  being  developed  in  a  man- 
ner that  will  expedite  the  data  gathering  process  and, 
therefore  will  not  require  that  police  officers  be  kept  be- 
hind desks  preparing  reports.  The  new  format  should  be 
finalized  within  the  next  few  weeks  and  will  address  the 
information  requested. 

In  the  interim  I  am  forwarding  currently  available  per- 
sonnel statistics  by  area.  These  statistics  reflect  the  total 
number  of  police  officers  from  all  bureaus  assigned  to 
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each  Command  Area  during  the  last  quarter  of  calendar 
year  1988.  I've  also  reflected  the  number  of  overtime 
hours  worked  by  police  officers  in  the  Bureau  of  Field 
Services  in  each  area  for  January  1989.

I  have  attached  for  your  review,  a  revised  format  for 
providing  you  with  the  required  crime  data  by  shift  and 
by  police  district  in  the  City  of  Boston.  This  report  is  a 
summary  of  the  information  provided  to  you  in  previous 
weeks  by  computer  printout.  I  understand  that  you  and 
other  members  of  the  City  Council  were  displeased  with 
the  computer  generated  reports. 

Please  understand  that  the  reports  were  submitted  to 
you  in  a  computer  printout  because  it  was  the  fastest  way 
to  provide  you  with  the  necessary  information.  I  apolo- 
gize for  any  inconvenience  that  the  format  may  have 
caused  you  and  I  hope  that  you  will  find  the  revised  for- 
mat acceptable. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  statistics  provide  "a  snap 
shot  of  crime"  in  Boston  for  the  reporting  week.  In  some 
cases,  several  of  these  incidents  may  be  further  investi- 
gated and  determined  to  be  unfound  claims.  Thus,  these 
statistics,  when  compiled  for  a  one  month  period  or  for  a 
year  long  period  will  differ,  to'some  degree,  from  the 
Uniform  Crime  Report  tallies  that  take  into  account  such 
unfounded  or  reclassified  cases. 

We  have  almost  finalized  the  format  that  will  capture 
the  information  relative  to  the  department  of  sworn  po- 
lice officers  to  each  district  by  shift.  In  the  interim,  I  am 
forwarding  currently  available  personnel  statistics  by 
area.  These  statistics  reflect  the  total  number  of  police 
officers  from  all  bureaus  assigned  to  each  Command 
Area  during  the  last  quarter  of  calender  year  1 988  and  the 
number  of  overtime  hours  worked  by  officers  in  the  Bu- 
reau of  Field  Services  in  each  area  for  February  1989.

MENT EXAMINE  TERMS  OF  EXISTING  AM- 
NESTY PROGRAM

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved and  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  Febru- 
ary 8,  1989.  Docket  No.  0361,  that  would  require  the 
Police  Department  to  examine  the  terms  of  the  existing 
Amnesty  Program  in  order  to  facilitate  the  surrender  and 
transfer  of  firearms.  The  order  would  also  require  the 
Police  Department  to  publicize  that  it  will  not  institute 
criminal  action  for  the  illegal  possession  of  a  firearm. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  relates  to  the  language  of 
the  order.  The  order  directs  the  Police  Department  to 
examine  the  terms  of  the  Amnesty  Program.  My  admin- 
istration from  time  to  time  reviews  existing  programs, 
and  the  Amnesty  Program  is  no  exception.  However,  the 
order  goes  further.  It  appears  to  suggest  that  any  such 
examination  shall  lead  to  the  elimination  of  having  a  duty 
officer  pick  up  the  firearm  and  the  requirement  that  the 
person  in  possession  of  the  firearm  give  his  or  her  name, 
address  and  social  security  number.  To  change  the  Am- 
nesty Program  as  suggested  would  violate  the  letter  and 
the  spirit  of  state  law,  specifically  G.L.  c.  140,  s.  129C 
and  G.L.  c.  269,  s.  10.  While  we  will  re-examine  the 
program,  I  do  not  wish  to  mislead  the  Council  into  think- 
ing that  any  such  examination  will  result  in  the  stated 
changes. 

The  order  also  requires  the  Police  Department  to  pub- 
licize the  fact  that  the  Police  Department  will  not  institute 
a  criminal  action  for  the  illegal  possession  of  a  firearm 
surrendered  or  transferred  under  the  program.  My  ad- 
ministration is  proud  to  have  implemented  the  Amnesty 
Program  in  1987.  We  have  publicized  and  will  continue 
to  publicize  the  Program  and  the  details  thereof. 

While  some  of  the  terms  of  the  order  are  unobjectible 
and  are,  in  fact,  already  being  followed,  I  am  constrained 
to  veto  the  order  to  eliminate  any  confusion  there  might 
be  that  the  City  will  take  actions  contradictory  to  state 
law.

In  response  to  your  request  for  the  total  number  of  offi- 
cers transferred  throughout  the  Boston  Police  Command 
Areas  during  FY86,  FY87,  FY88  and  FY89,  the  Depart- 
ment is  unable  to  provide  statistics  in  summary  form. 
Boston  Police  Department  does  track  each  and  every 
transfer  with  the  issuance  of  a  personnel  order  stating 
officers'  original  and  new  assignments,  this  information 
is  not  computerized  nor  summarized.  Personnel  orders 
reflect  all  appointments,  transfers,  terminations,  retire- 
ments and  disciplinary  actions  for  both  civilian  and 
sworn  personnel.  Personnel  orders  number  300  to  400 
each  year  and  often  contain  multiple  personnel  status 
changes  per  order. 

Because  the  assignment  of  patrol  officers  to  plain- 
clothes duty  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Area  Com- 
mander, the  Boston  Police  Department  will  have  varying 
numbers  of  officers  assigned  to  plainclothes  duty 
throughout  the  fiscal  year.  An  Area  Commander  has  the 
flexibility  to  assign  officers  to  plainclothes  as  needed. 
Thus,  the  number  of  officers  assigned  to  plainclothes 
duty  varies  widely,  according  to  the  availability  of  offi- 
cers and  the  Area  Commander's  determination  of  need. 
Because  this  number  varies  so  widely  and  said  assign- 
ments are  of  an  informal,  often  temporary  nature,  the 
Department  has  not  maintained  records  of  such  assign- 
ments. 

The  Boston  Police  Department  can,  however,  provide 
the  number  of  officers  promoted  to  detective  at  your  re- 
quest. All  officers  assigned  to  plainclothes  duty  for  365 
days  currently  receive  the  rating  of  detective  at  the  con- 
clusion of  that  period.  That  practice  will  be  discontinued 
with  the  implementation  of  the  detectives'  examination 
now  under  development.  You  will  find  that  in  an  over- 
whelming majority  of  cases  plainclothes  assignments  of 
Field  Services  officers  are  intermittent  and  temporary 
and  do  not  result  in  detective  rating. 

The  practice  of  "detailing  out"  officers  from  the 
Boston  Police  Department's  Bureau  of  Field  Offices  had 
been  discontinued  several  years  ago  and  therefor  statis- 
tics reflecting  such  assignments  do  not  exist.  Any  other 
type  changes  in  an  officer's  assignment  or  status  are  cap- 
tured on  a  personnel  order.  Again,  personnel  orders  re- 
flect all  sworn  and  civilian  appointments,  transfers,  ter- 
minations, retirements  and  disciplinary  actions.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  ASSAULT  WEAPONS  IN  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered:  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  ( 1 )  of  Section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachsetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  following  provi- 
sions pertaining  to  assault  weapons  shall  be  in  effect  in 
the  City  of  Boston: 

Section  1 .  Definitions, 
a.  "Assault  weapon" 

(1)  Shall  mean  all  rifles  and  shotguns  designated  as 
assault  weapons  in  this  paragraph  and  all  other  semi- 
automatic rifles  and  shotguns  which  are  determined  by 
the  Assault  Weapon  Roster  Board,  as  established  by 
this  Act,  to  be  assault  weapons.  Such  term  shall  in- 
clude, in  addition  to  any  other  rifles  and  shotguns  iden- 
tified by  the  Board,  all  versions  of  the  following,  in- 
cluding rifles  and  shotguns  sold  under  the  designation 
provided  in  this  subsection  and  rifles  and  shotguns 
which  are  substantially  identical  thereto  sold  under  any 
designation: 

(a)       Avtomat  Kalishnikov,  also  known  as  AK-47 
semi-automatic  rifles; 
Uzi  semi-automatic  rifles;

SKS  semi-automatic  rifles; 
shotguns  with  revolving  cylinders  known  as 
the  Street  Sweeper  and  the  Striker  12; 
any  other  semi-automatic  rifle  with  a  fixed 
magazine  capacity  exceeding  ten  rounds; 
any  other  shotgun  with  a  fixed  magazine,  cy- 
lider,  drum  or  tube  capacity  exceeding  six 
rounds;  and

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(j)  any  semi-automatic  firearm  which  is  a  modi- 
fication of  a  ritle  or  shotgun  described  in  this 
subsection;  that  is,  having  the  same  make, 
caliber,  and  action  design  but  a  shorter  barrel 
or  no  rear  stock. 
(2)  "Assault  weapon"  shall  not  include  a  rifle  or 
shotgun  which: 

(a)  does  not  employ  fixed  ammunition; 

(b)  was  manufactured  prior  to  1898; 

(c)  operates  by  manual  bolt  action; 

(d)  operates  by  lever  action; 

(e)  operates  by  slide  action; 
( 0       is  a  single  shot  weapon; 

(g)       is  a  multiple  barrel  weapon; 

(h)       is  a  revolving  cylinder  weapon  other  than  a 

shotgun; 
(i)      employs  a  fixed  magazine  with  a  capacity  of 

ten  rounds  or  less; 
(j)       is  a  rimfire  weapon  that  employes  a  tubular 
magazine  capacity  of  six  rounds  or  less; 

(k)  cannot  employ  a  detachable  magazine  or  am- 
munition belt  with  a  capacity  greater  than  ten 
rounds; 
(1)  has  been  modified  so  as  to  render  it  perma- 
nently inoperable  or  so  as  to  make  it  perma- 
nently a  device  which  may  not  appropriately 
be  designated  as  an  assault  weapon;  or 

(m)  is  an  antique  or  relic  firearm,  movie  prop  or 
other  weapon  not  capable  of  firing  a  projectile 
and  not  intended  for  use  as  a  functional 
weapon  and  which  cannot  be  readily  con- 
verted through  a  combination  of  available 
parts  into  an  operable  assault  weapon. 

b  "Firearm"  shall  mean  a  firearm  as  defined  in  G.L. 
c.  140,  §121. 

c.  "Large  capacity  ammunition  belt"  shall  mean  a 
belt  or  strip  which  holds  more  than  ten  rounds  of  am- 
munition to  be  fed  continuously  into  a  semi-automatic 
firearm  or  an  ammunition  belt  which  can  be  readily 
converted  into  a  large  capacity  ammunition  belt. 

d.  "Large  capacity  magazine"  shall  mean  a  box, 
drum,  or  other  container  which  holds  more  than  ten 
rounds  of  ammunition  to  be  fed  continuously  into  a 
semi-automatic  firearm  or  a  magazine  which  can  be 
readily  converted  into  a  large  capacity  magazine. 

e.  "Rifle"  shall  mean  a  firearm  of  which  the  length 
of  barrel  is  sixteen  inches  or  more,  that  is  designed  or 
has  been  redesigned,  made  or  has  been  remade  to  fire  a 
fixed  cartridge. 

f.  "Semi-automatic"  shall  mean  a  firearm  capable 
of  firing  a  shot  with  each  depression  of  the  trigger  with- 
out additional  slide,  bolt  or  other  manual  action. 

g.  "Shotgun"  shall  mean  a  firearm  of  which  the 
length  of  barrel  is  eighteen  inches  or  more  which  is 
designed  or  has  been  redesigned,  made  or  has  been  re- 
made to  fire  a  shotgun  shell. 

Section  2.  Restrictions  on  Assault  Weapons 

a.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell, 
rent,  lease,  possess,  purchase,  barter,  display,  or  trans- 
fer an  assault  weapon. 

b.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell, 
possess,  purchase,  barter,  display,  or  transfer  a  large 
capacity  magazine  or  a  large  capacity  ammunition  belt. 

c.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell, 
rent,  lease,  possess,  purchase,  barter,  display,  or  trans- 
fer any  part  or  combination  of  parts,  designed  or  in- 
tended to  convert  a  rifle  or  shotgun  into  an  assault 
weapon,  or  any  combination  of  parts  from  which  an 
assault  weapon  may  be  readily  assembled  if  these  parts 
are  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  the  same 
person. 

Section  3.  Exceptions. 

a.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  as- 
sault weapons,  large  capacity  magazines,  large  capac- 


ity magazine  belts,  or  other  types  ot  magazines  or  am- 
munition belts  by  officers,  agents,  or  employees  of  this 
or  any  other  state  or  of  the  United  States,  members  of 
the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  or  the  organized 
militia  of  this  or  any  other  state,  and  law  enforcement 
officers,  to  the  extent  that  any  such  person  is  authorized 
by  competent  authority  to  acquire,  possess  or  carry  an 
assault  weapon  and  is  acting  within  the  scope  of  his 
duties. 

b.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  assault 
weapons,  large  capacity  magazines,  large  capacity 
magazine  belts,  or  other  types  of  magazines  or  maga- 
zine belts  by  dealers  licensed  under  G.L.  c.  140,  §122 
to  those  persons  described  in  Section  3a  herein. 

c.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  as- 
sault weapons,  other  than  those  specifically  named 
herein  or  listed  on  the  Board's  Roster,  by  persons  who 
are  licensed  to  carry  firearms  under  G.L.  c.  140,  §131, 
while  on  the  property  of  a  lawfully  incorporated  sport- 
ing or  shooting  club. 

d.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  as- 
sault weapons  by  persons  in  the  City  of  Boston  or  trav- 
elling through  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  part  in  a  competition  or  attending  a  meeting  or 
exhibition  of  any  organized  group  of  firearms  collec- 
tors; provided,  however,  that  any  such  person  is  a  resi- 
dent of  the  United  States  and  has  a  permit  or  license  to 
carry  or  possess  firearms  issued  under  the  laws  of  any 
state,  district  or  territory  which  has  requirements 
which  prohibit  the  issuance  of  permits  or  licenses  to 
persons  who  have  been  convicted  of  a  felony  or  who 
have  been  convicted  of  the  unlawful  use,  possession  or 
sale  of  narcotic  or  harmful  drugs;  and  provided  further, 
that  any  assault  weapon,  while  in  transit,  shall  be  un- 
loaded and  packaged. 

e.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  as- 
sault weapons  by  persons  travelling  through  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  purpose  of  hunting;  provided,  however, 
that  any  such  person  is  a  resident  of  the  United  States 
and  has  a  permit  or  license  to  carry  firearms  issued  un- 
der the  laws  of  any  state,  district  or  territory  which  has 
requirements  which  prohibit  the  issuance  of  permits  or 
licenses  to  persons  who  have  been  convicted  of  a  felony 
or  who  have  been  convicted  of  the  unlawful  use,  pos- 
session or  sale  of  narcotic  or  harmful  drugs;  provided, 
further,  that  any  such  person  has  on  his  person  a  hunt- 
ing or  sporting  license  issued  by  the  commonwealth  or 
by  the  state  of  his  destination;  and  provided  further,  that 
any  assault  weapon,  while  in  transit,  shall  be  unloaded 
and  packaged. 

f.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  as- 
sault weapons,  large  capacity  magazines,  large  capac- 
ity magazine  belts,  or  other  types  of  magazines  or  am- 
munition belts  by  persons  specifically  authorized  to 
acquire,  have,  possess  or  carry  an  assault  weapon  pur- 
suant to  federal  law. 

Section  4.  Penalties. 

Any  person  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
as  to  an  assault  weapon  shall  for  a  first  offense  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  for 
any  subsequent  offense  by  a  sentence  of  no  greater 
than  two  and  one-half  years. 

Any  person  who  violates  the  provision  of  this  Act 
as  to  magazines  or  magazine  belts  shall  for  a  first 
offense  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars 
and  for  any  subsequent  offense  by  a  fine  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Section  5.  Board. 

a.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  an  Assault 
Weapon  Roster  Board,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
Board,  which  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  each 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  each  of  whom  shall  serve  for 
a  term  of  four  years.  The  members  of  the  board  shall 
be: 
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(1)  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  ex  officio,  or  his  designee,  who  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  Board; 

(2)  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  ex  officio,  or  his  designee; 

(3)  a  member  of  the  National  Rifle  Association, 
from  the  Massachusetts  chapter; 

(4)  an  employee  of  a  Massachusetts  firm  which 
manufactures  firearms;  and 

(5)  three  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  member  of  a  recognized  gun 
control  organization. 

b.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  the  request  of  the  chair- 
man or  by  the  request  of  a  majority  of  its  members. 

c.  There  shall  be  an  Assault  Weapon  Roster,  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  Roster,  which  the  Board 
shall  compile  and  initially  publish  in  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  Boston  by  July  1 ,  1989. 

d.  In  determining  whether  any  weapon  shall  be 
placed  on  the  Roster,  the  Board  shall  consider  each  of 
the  following  characteristics,  without  placing  any  un- 
due weight  on  any  one  characteristic: 

( 1 )  Ballistic  accuracy 

(2)  Quality  of  materials 

(3)  Quality  of  manufacture 

(4)  Reliability  as  to  safety 

(5)  Utility  for  legitimate  sporting  activities. 

e.  The  Board  shall  at  least  semi-annually  publish 
the  Roster  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
Boston,  and  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  all  dealers 
licensed  in  Boston  under  G.L.  c.  140,  §122. 

f.  The  Board  may  modify  the  Roster  upon  the 
Board's  own  initiative.  A  person  may  petition  the 
Board  to  place  a  weapon  on  the  Roster,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  subsection.  A  person  who  so  peti- 
tions shall  give  the  reasons  why  the  weapon  should  be 
placed  on  the  Roster. 

g.  A  petition  to  place  a  weapon  on  the  Roster  shall 
be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  and  shall  be  in 
the  form  and  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board.  Upon 
receipt  of  the  petition  to  place  a  weapon  on  the  Roster, 
the  Board  shall,  within  45  days  of  receipt  of  the  peti- 
tion, either  notify  the  petitioner  by  certified  mail  that 
the  petition  is  denied,  or  it  shall  place  the  weapon  on 
the  Roster.  The  prohibition  of  a  weapon  shall  be  ef- 
fective on  the  date  it  is  included  in  the  next  publica- 
tion of  the  Roster  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion in  Boston. 

h.  The  Board  shall  be  authorized  to  promulgate 
regulations  concerning  the  appeal  of  a  decision  to 
place  or  to  deny  to  place  a  weapon  on  the  Roster  and 
any  other  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act  to 
effectuate  its  purpose. 

Section  6.  Registration. 

Within  ninety  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  Act, 
any  person  lawfully  in  possession  of  an  assault 
weapon  must  apply  for  a  License  to  Carry  that  assault 
weapon  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  140,  §131,  regardless  of 
whether  such  person  is  currently  in  possession  of  a 
valid  License  to  Carry.  Any  person  denied  a  License 
to  Carry  pursuant  to  this  Act  shall,  within  ninety  days 
of  such  denial,  dispose  of  the  assault  weapon  in  such  a 
way  as  to  not  be  in  violation  of  this  Act.  Any  person 
who  obtains  an  assault  weapon  registered  under  this 
Act  by  bequest  or  intestate  succession  shall,  within 
ninety  days  of  so  obtaining ,  either  apply  for  a  License 
to  Carry  that  assault  weapon  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  140, 
§131  or  dispose  of  the  assault  weapon  in  such  a  way 
as  to  not  be  in  violation  of  this  Act. 

Section  7.  Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

a.  A  police  officer  shall  be  authorized  to  seize  any 
assault  weapon  which  may  be  evidence  of  a  violation 
of  this  Act.  The  assault  weapon  shall  be  held  as  evi- 
dence by  the  police  and  may  be  disposed  of  in  accord- 
ance with  G.L.  c.  140,  §  129D. 


b.  The  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  authorized  to  promulgate  such  regulations 
not  inconsistent  with  this  Act  to  effectuate  its  pur- 
pose. 

c.  The  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  authorized  to  revoke  licenses  granted  under 
G.L.  c.  140,  §§122,  129(c)  and  131  for  violation  of 
this  Act. 

d.  The  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  authorized  to  issue  an  emergency  order  at 
any  time  to  immediately  and  temporarily  place  a 
weapon  on  the  Roster  and  shall  be  further  authorized 
to  publish  the  Roster  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circu- 
lation in  the  City  of  Boston  without  the  approval  of 
the  Board;  provided,  however,  that  he  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  within  thirty  days  so  that  the 
Board  can  review  the  order  and  either  permanently 
place  the  weapon  on  the  Roster  or  remove  it  there- 
from. 

Section  8.  Severability. 

If  any  section  or  subsection  or  part  thereof  of  this 
Act  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  in- 
valid by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  re- 
maining sections,  subsections  or  parts  shall  not  be 
affected  thereby.

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council,  acting  responsi- 
bly, recognized  that  the  Police  Department  is  authorized 
to  issue  permits  for  various  types  of  firearms  and  firearm 
uses;  and 

Whereas,  Current  law  makes  the  unlicensed  posses- 
sion of  an  automatic  firearm  any  kind  punishable  by  life 
in  prison,  and  makes  alteration  of  a  semi-automatic  fire- 
arm to  fully  automatic  punishable  with  the  same  penalty 
—  life  in  prison;  and 

Whereas,  Current  law  makes  possession  of  any  fire- 
arm by  a  person  with  a  felony  conviction  punishable  by 
five  years  in  prison;  and 

Whereas,  Current  law  prohibits  the  use  of  a  firearm  to 
assault  another  human  being,  making  such  assault  a  fel- 
ony under  Massachusetts  Laws,  punishable  by  a  jail  term 
or  life  in  prison;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  recognizes  that  li- 
censed law-abiding  citizens  who  own  firearms,  possess 
such  firearms  for  a  myriad  of  legitimate  uses  such  as 
hunting,  collection,  target  practice,  self  defense  and  lo- 
cal, national  and  international  competition;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  wants  to  clearly 
distinguish  between  lawful  uses  and  unlawful  uses,  and 
by  this  recognition  acknowledges  the  outstanding  public 
safety  record  of  licensed  gun  owners  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  civilian  adaptation  of  military-style  fire- 
arms is  part  of  a  long,  historic  tradition  in  this  country, 
dating  back  to  the  founding  of  our  nation,  and  that  civil- 
ian adapted  military  firearms  are  used  throughout  the 
world  in  competition  because  of  their  precision,  safety, 
accuracy  and  inherent  value  to  collectors  and  legitimate 
gun  enthusiasts;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  wants  to  make  a 
clear  and  unequivocal  statement  about  the  unlawful  use 
of  these  firearms  for  illegitimate  purposes;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  is  expressly 
against  the  use  of  any  firearm  for  assault  purposes,  and 
will  exert  every  reasonable  influence  to  see  meaningful 
legislation  passed  punishing  those  who  commit  felonies 
or  drug-related  offenses  with  firearms  used  for  assault 
purposes;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  supports 
longer  sentences  for  those  who  use  firearms  as  assault 
weapons  in  the  commission  of  felonies  or  drug-related 
offenses,  and  in  this  regard  urges  the  mayor,  police  com- 
missioner, district  attorney  and  federal  authorities,  to 
pursue  every  avenue  to  have  the  laws  governing  illegal 
use  of  firearms  enforced  against  those  who  commit

Whereas,  It  was  publicly  reported  in  a  newspaper  ar- 
ticle on  March  20,  1989  that  seventy-two  percent  of  the 
warrants  issued  by  the  Boston  Housing  Court  are  ignored 
by  negligent  property  owners;  and 

Whereas,  The  article  further  stated  there  were  several 
reasons  why  such  a  high  percentage  of  court  cases  were 
unresolved,  the  most  critical  being  that  neither  the  Hous- 
ing Court  nor  the  City  of  Boston  has  an  accurate  record  of 
the  home  addresses  of  non  owner-occupying  property 
owners,  thereby  making  it  sometimes  impossible  to  in- 
form property  owners  of  serious  health,  safety,  building, 
housing  and  code  violations;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  learned  during 
their  efforts  to  have  vacant  lots  cleaned,  and  abandoned 
property  secured,  that  the  city  does  not  require  owners  of 
property  within  the  city  to  list  their  principal  address;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  conducted  public 
hearings  on  this  matter  and  discovered  that  the  city's 
building  inspectors  often  experienced  difficulty  citing 
negligent  property  owners,  due  in  large  part  to  the  fact 
that  the  records  used  were  often  inaccurate,  making  it 
impossible  to  contact  non  owner-occupants;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Neighborhood  Serv- 
ices oftentimes  cannot  locate  owners  for  the  same  rea- 
sons, and  further,  the  Assessing  Department  has,  over 
the  years,  spent  countless  thousands  of  dollars  mailing 
property  tax  bills  to  vacant  lots  and  abandoned  proper- 
ties, only  to  have  those  tax  bills  returned  to  sender;  and 

Whereas,  In  June  of  1986  the  Boston  City  Council 
unanimously  passed  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  As- 
sessing Department  to  end  this  major  problem  by  adopt- 
ing a  modified  registration  system  that  would  require  all 
property  owners  to  list  their  principal  address  with  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  That  ordinance  was  disapproved  by  the 
mayor  for  what  he  said  were  "technical"  reasons;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  council,  in  a  spirit  of  cooperation, 
worked  with  attorneys  from  the  Assessing  Department 
and  Treasury,  substituting  a  modified  ordinance  with  new 
language  which  was  unanimously  passed  again  by  the 
City  Council  in  December  of  1986;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  suggested  by  the  city's  Law  Depart- 
ment that,  perhaps  legislation  should  be  put  in  the  form  of 
a  Home  Rule  Petition,  and  the  City  Council  complied, 
passing  the  Home  Rule  Petition,  resulting  in  the  Petition 
being  forwarded  by  the  Mayor's  Office  to  the  Assessing 
Commissioner  for  his  review;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  spring  and  early  summer  of 
1987,  several  meetings  were  held  with  the  Commissioner 
of  Assessing  to  implement  an  effective  and  workable  pol- 
icy. (Unfortunately,  these  meetings  were  unproductive 
and,  to  date,  the  Commissioner  refuses  to  support  the 
thrust  of  the  Home  Rule  Petition,  by  adopting  depart- 
mental regulations  which  would  accomplish  the  objec- 
tives of  that  Petition;  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  City  and  Neighbor- 
hood Services  conduct  a  public  hearing  on  this  matter, 
and  that  Commissioner  Ted  Jankowski  (Assessing),

Thus,  these 
statistics,  when  compiled  for  a  one  month  period  or  for  a 
year  long  period  will  differ,  to  some  degree,  from  the 
Uniform  Crime  Report  tallies  that  take  into  account  such 
unfounded  or  reclassified  cases. 

District  One  covers  Downtown,  Chinatown,  the  wa- 
terfront and  Beacon  Hill  areas.  District  Two  covers 
Roxbury  and  parts  of  Dorchester.  District  three  covers 
Mattapan,  District  Four  covers  the  South  End,  Back 
Bay,  and  the  Fenway.  District  Five  encompasses  the 
Hyde  Park,  West  Roxbury  and  Roslindale  area.  District 
Six  is  South  Boston,  District  Seven  is  East  Boston,  dis- 
trict Eleven  covers  Dorchester  and  District  Thirteen  cov- 
ers Jamaica  Plain .  District  Fourteen  encompasses  brigh- 
ton,  Allston  and  Kenmore.  District  Fifteen  is 
Charlestown.

Attached,  please  find  crime  statistics  prepared  by  the 
Boston  Police  Department's  Bureau  of  Administrative 
Services  for  the  week  ending  March  1 1 ,  1989. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  statistics  provide  "a  snap 
shot  of  crime"  in  Boston  for  the  reporting  week.  In  some 
cases,  several  of  these  incidents  may  be  further  investi- 
gated and  determined  to  be  unfound  claims.  Thus,  these 
statistics,  when  compiled  for  a  one  month  period  or  for  a 
year  long  period  will  differ,  to  some  degree,  from  the 
Uniform  Crime  Report  tallies  that  take  into  account  such 
unfounded  or  reclassified  cases. 

District  One  covers  Downtown,  Chinatown,  the  wa- 
terfront and  Beacon  Hill  areas.  District  Two  covers 
Roxbury  and  parts  of  Dorchester.  District  three  covers 
Mattapan,  District  Four  covers  the  South  End,  Back 
Bay,  and  the  Fenway.  District  Five  encompasses  the 
Hyde  Park,  West  Roxbury  and  Roslindale  area.  District 
Six  is  South  Boston,  District  Seven  is  East  Boston,  dis- 
trict Eleven  covers  Dorchester  and  District  Thirteen  cov- 
ers Jamaica  Plain.  District  Fourteen  encompasses  brigh- 
ton,  Allston  and  Kenmore.  District  Fifteen  is 
Charlestown. 

As  I  mentioned  in  last  week's  report,  we  have  almost 
finalized  the  format  that  will  capture  the  information  rel- 
ative to  the  department  of  sworn  police  officers  to  each 
district  by  shift.  In  the  interm,  I  am  forwarding  currently 
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available  personnel  statistics  by  area.  These  statistics  re- 
flect the  total  number  of  police  officers  from  all  bureaus 
assigned  to  each  Command  Area  during  the  last  quarter 
of  calendar  year  1988  and  the  number  of  overtime  hours 
worked  by  officers  in  the  Bureau  of  Field  Services  in 
each  area  for  February  1989.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL 
LAW  GOVERNING  ASSAULT  WEAPONS  IN 
CITY 

Coun.  O'NEIL,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0503,  order  for  petition  for  spe- 
cial law  governing  assault  weapons  in  the  city  (referred 
March  22)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  order  in  the 
following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  ( 1 )  of  section  eight 
of  article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  following  provi- 
sions pertaining  to  assault  weapons  shall  be  in  effect  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  2:  Definitions. 

(A)  Assault  weapons  shall  mean  rifles  and  shotguns 
designated  as  assault  weapons  in  the  Act. 


(1)  The  Avtomat  Kalishnikov  semi-automatic  rifle, 
sometimes  called  the  AK-47; 

(2)  UZI  semi-automatic  rifles; 

(3)  FN-FAL  and  FN-FNC  semi-automatic  rifles; 

(4)  Steyr  A.U.G.  semi-automatic  rifles 

(5)  Street  sweeper  semi-automatic  rifles 

(6)  Striker  12  semi-automatic  shotgun; 

(7)  Any  other  semi-automatic  rifle  with  a  fixed  maga- 
zine capacity  exceeding  ten  rounds; 

(8)  Any  semi-automatic  shotgun  with  a  fixed  drum, 
cylinder,  or  tube  magazine  capacity  exceeding  eight 
rounds; 

(9)  Any  semi-automatic  firearm  which  is  a  modifica- 
tion of  a  rifle  or  shotgun  described  in  this  section  having 
the  same  make,  caliber  and  action  design,  but  a  barrel  of 
less  than  sixteen  inches  if  it  is  rifled,  or  eighteen  inches  if 
it  is  smooth  bore  and  has  an  overall  length  of  less  than 
twenty-six  inches. 

(B)  Assault  weapon  shall  not  mean  a  rifle  or  shotgun 
which: 

(1)  does  not  employ  fixed  ammunition; 

(2)  was  manufactures  prior  to  1898; 

(3)  operates  on  a  manual  bolt,  lever  or  slide  action; 

(4)  is  a  single  shot  weapon; 


(5)  is  a  multi-barrel  weapon; 

(6)  is  a  revolving  cylinder  weapon  other  than  a  shot- 
gun; 

(7)  employs  a  fixed  magazine  with  a  capacity  of  ten 
rounds  of  less; 

(8)  is  fitted  with  a  detachable  large  capacity  magazine 
or  large  capacity  ammunition  belt; 

(9)  any  weapon  that  uses  .22  caliber  rim  fire  ammuni- 
tion or  obsolete  ammunition  which  is  not  readily  availa- 
ble; 

(10)  any  semi-automatic  weapons  that  were  in  pro- 
duction prior  to  1954; 

(11)  any  semi-automatic  weapon  that  has  been  modi- 
fied so  as  to  render  it  permanently  inoperable  or  so  as  to 
make  it  a  device  which  may  not  appropriately  be  desig- 
nated as  an  assault  weapon; 

(12)  any  semi-automatic  that  is  an  antique,  relic  or  cu- 
rio as  defined  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco 
and  Firearms,  movie  prop  or  other  weapon  intended  for 
use  as  a  functional  assault  weapon. 

(C)  The  words  firearm,  rifle,  shotgun,  sawed  off  shot- 
gun and  machine  gun,  shall  be  as  defined  in  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws,  ch  140,  sec.  121  et  seq. 

(D)  Large  capacity  magazine  shall  mean  a  detachable 
box,  drum  or  other  container  which  holds  more  than 
twenty  cartridges  used  as  ammunition  to  be  continuously 
fed  into  a  semi-automatic  rifle,  or  more  than  eight  shells 
used  as  ammunition  to  be  continuously  fed  into  a  semi- 
automatic shotgun. 

(E)  Semi-automatic  shall  mean  a  pistol,  rifle  or  shot- 
gun which  chambers  each  round  after  the  first  by  opera- 
tion of  expanding  gas  without  additional  manual  action, 
but  which  is  designed  to  fire  only  once  with  each  opera- 
tion of  the  trigger. 

Section  3.  Restrictions  on  Assault  Weapons. 

In  the  City  of  Boston  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  rent, 
lease,  purchase  or  barter  an  assault  weapon.  It  shall  also 
be  unlawful  to  possess  on  any  public  way  or  in  any  place 
to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access  a  loaded  or 
charged  large  capacity  magazine.  It  shall  also  be  unlaw- 
ful to  possess  a  loaded  assault  weapon  in  any  place  to 
which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access. 

Section  4.  Exceptions. 

(A)  Police,  Government,  military  personnel. 

This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  officers,  agents  or  employ- 
ees of  the  United  States  or  persons  authorized  by  the 
United  States  under  domestic  or  international  law,  or  of 
this  state  or  any  other  state  of  the  United  States  or  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States  or  the  organized  militia 
of  each  state  or  law  enforcement  officers  while  in  the 
performance  of  their  lawful  duties; 

(B)  Licensed  dealers. 

This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  purchase  by  or  sale  of 
assault  weapons  or  large  capacity  magazines  by  dealers 
licensed  under  the  applicable  federal  and  state  laws  to 
persons  described  in  4  (A)  (E)  and  (F)  of  this  section; 

(C)  Sporting  Clubs  or  during  club  use,  gunsmiths  etc. 
This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  assault 

weapons  or  large  capacity  magazines  to  persons  who 
have  satisfied  the  requirements  as  to  the  possession  of 
rifles  of  shotguns  under  ch  140  of  the  General  Laws 
while  said  persons  are  on  the  property  of  a  recognized 
sporting  club  or  firing  range.  Nor  shall  this  Act  apply  to 
possession  and  transportation  of  assault  weapons  by 
those  traveling  through  or  in  the  City  of  Boston  who  are 
transporting  said  weapons  or  large  capacity  magazines  to 
take  part  in  competition  or  target  practice  at  a  range  facil- 
ity, or  to  those  participating  in  any  bona-fide  meeting  of 
fun  collectors,  or  as  part  of  a  historical  association  or 
similar  educational  or  institutional  activity,  nor  shall  this 
Act  apply  to  those  obtaining  gunsmith  or  laboratory  test- 
ing services,  provided  however,  that  any  assault  weapon 
being  transported  for  any  of  the  above  reasons  shall  be 
transported  with  the  magazine  detached  and  unloaded, 
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and  the  ritle,  shotgun  or  firearm  similarly  unloaded. 

(D)  Hunting. 

This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  those  travelling  through  or 
in  the  City  of  Boston  with  such  weapon  or  weapons  for 
the  purposes  of  hunting,  and  who  are  in  possession  of  a 
valid  hunting  or  sporting  license  issued  under  state  law. 

(E)  Others. 

This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  those  specifically  autho- 
rized to  acquire,  have,  possess  or  carry  a  semi-automatic 
weapon  pursuant  to  federal  law. 

(F)  Ceremonies  and  Veterans  groups. 

This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  veterans  groups  participat- 
ing in  parades  or  while  discharging  their  duties  in  cere- 
monies. Nor  shall  this  Act  be  interpreted  to  prohibit  the 
display  or  storage  of  such  weapons  inside  a  museum  or 
other  veterans  or  collectors  hall  where  these  weapons 
may  be  displayed  in  a  historic  context. 

Section  5.  Penalties. 

Any  person  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as 
to  an  assault  weapon  shall  for  the  first  offense  by  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and 
for  any  subsequent  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars  and/or  confinement  for  no  more  than 
one  year  in  the  house  of  corrections. 

Reporting. 

The  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
report  annually  in  March  to  the  mayor  and  city  council 
the  number  of  violent  crimes  committed  by  persons  uti- 
lizing an  assault  rifle  or  shotgun  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  Commissioner  shall  also  report  in  the  same  period 
the  number  of  violent  crimes  committed  buy  licensed 
gun  owners  using  assault  weapons  in  the  commission  of 
violent  crimes. 

Severability. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  are  severable,  and  if  any  one 
part  or  section  shall  be  deemed  unconstitutional  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  remaining  parts  of 
this  Act  shall  not  be  affected. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  BOLLING  moved  that  the  following  order  be 
substituted  for  the  order  in  the  new  draft: 

e.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  assault 
weapons  by  persons  while  in  transit  through  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  purpose  of  going  or  coming  from  hunting; 
provided,  however,  that  any  such  person  has  on  his  per- 
son a  firearm  identification  card  for  the  assault  weapons 
issued  pursuant  toG.L.  c.  140,'  1 2 19B  or  is  a  resident  of 
the  United  States  and  has  on  his  person  a  permit  or  li- 
cense to  carry  firearms,  including  said  assault  weapons, 
issued  under  the  laws  of  any  state,  district  or  territory 
which  has  requirements  which  prohibit  the  issuance  of 
permits  or  licenses  to  persons  who  have  been  convicted 
of  a  felony  or  who  have  been  convicted  of  the  unlawful 
use,  possession  or  sale  of  narcotic  or  harmful  drugs;  pro- 
vided further,  that  any  such  person  who  is  a  resident  of 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  also  have  on  his  person  a  License 
to  Possess  the  assault  weapons  issued  pursuant  to  this 
Act;  provided  further,  that  any  such  person  has  on  his 
person  a  currently  valid  hunting  or  sporting  license  is- 
sued by  the  commonwealth  or  by  the  state  of  his  destina- 
tion; and  provided  further,  that  any  assault  weapon, 
while  in  transit,  shall  be  unloaded  and  packaged. 

f.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  assault 
weapons,  large  capacity  magazines,  large  capacity  mag- 
azine belts,  or  other  types  of  magazines  or  ammunition 
belts  by  persons  specifically  authorized  to  acquire,  have, 
possess  or  carry  an  assault  weapon  pursuant  to  federal 
law. 

Section  4.  Penalties. 

Any  person  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as 
to  an  assault  weapon  shall  for  a  first  offense  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  for  any  subsequent 
offense  by  a  sentence  of  no  greater  than  two  and  one-half 
years. 


Any  person  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as 
to  a  magazine  or  an  ammunition  belt  shall  for  a  first  of- 
fense be  punished  by  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
for  any  subsequent  offense  by  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

Section  5.  Board. 

a.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  an  Assault 
Weapon  Roster  Board,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
Board,  which  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  each  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  each  of  whom  shall  serve  for  a 
term  of  four  years.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  be: 

(1)  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,  ex 
officio,  or  his  designee,  who  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Board; 

(2)  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston,  ex 
officio,  or  his  designee; 

(3)  a  member  of  the  National  Ritle  Association,  from 
the  Massachusetts  chapter; 

(4)  an  employee  of  a  Massachusetts  firm  which  manu- 
factures firearms;  and 

(5)  three  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  a  member  of  a  recognized  gun  control  or- 
ganization. 

b.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  the  request  of  the  chairman 
or  by  the  request  of  a  majority  of  its  members. 

c.  There  shall  be  an  Assault  Weapon  Roster,  hereinaf- 
ter referred  to  as  the  Roster,  which  the  Board  shall  com- 
pile and  initially  publish  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circu- 
lation in  Boston  by  July  1.  1989. 

d.  In  determining  whether  any  weapon  shall  be  placed 
on  the  Roster,  the  Board  shall  consider  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing characteristics,  without  placing  any  undue 
weight  on  any  one  characteristic: 

(1)  Ballistic  accuracy 

(2)  Quality  of  materials 

(3)  Quality  of  manufacture 

(4)  Reliability  as  to  safety 

(5)  Utility  for  legitimate  sporting  activities. 

e.  The  Board  shall  at  least  semi-annually  publish  the 
Roster  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  Boston, 
and  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  all  dealers  licensed  in 
Boston  under  G.L.  c.  140,  '122. 

f.  The  Board  may  modify  the  Roster  upon  the  Board's 
own  initiative.  A  person  may  petition  the  Board  to  place  a 
weapon  on  the  Roster,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  A  person  who  so  petitions  shall  give  the  reasons 
why  the  weapon  should  be  placed  on  the  Roster. 

g.  A  petition  to  place  a  weapon  on  the  Roster  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  and  shall  be  in  the  form 
and  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board.  Upon  receipt  of  the 
petition  to  place  a  weapon  on  the  Roster,  the  Board  shall, 
within  forty-five  days  of  receipt  of  the  petition,  either 
notify  the  petitioner  by  certified  mail  that  the  petition  is 
denied,  or  it  shall  place  the  weapon  on  the  Roster.  The 
.prohibition  of  a  weapon  shall  be  effective  on  the  date  it  is 
included  in  the  next  publication  of  the  Roster  in  a  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  in  Boston. 

h.  The  Board  shall  be  authorized  to  promulgate  regu- 
lations concerning  the  appeal  of  a  decision  to  place  or  to 
deny  to  place  a  weapon  on  the  Roster  and  any  other  regu- 
lations not  inconsistent  with  this  Act  to  effectuate  its  pur- 
pose. 

Section  6.  Regulation. 

Within  ninety  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  Act,  any 
person  lawfully  in  possession  of  an  assault  weapon  and  a 
firearm  identification  card  for  that  assault  weapon  issued 
pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  140,  *  129B  must  apply  to  the  Police 
Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  his  designee,  for 
a  License  to  Possess  that  assault  weapon.  In  determining 
whether  to  issue  a  License  to  Possess,  the  Police  Com- 
missioner of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  guided  by  the 
criteria  stated  in  G.L.  c.  140.  '131.  and  the  procedures 
fur  judicial  review  of  a  denial  of  a  License  to  Possess 
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shall  be  the  same  as  those  stated  for  the  denial  of  a  license 
in  said  •  131.  A  License  to  Possess  shall  allow  the  li- 
censee to  keep  an  assault  weapon  in  his  residence.  Any 
person  denied  a  License  to  Possess  pursuant  to  this  Act 
shall,  within  ninety  days  of  such  denial,  dispose  of  the 
assault  weapon  in  such  a  way  as  to  not  be  in  violation  of 
this  Act.  Any  person  who  obtains  an  assault  weapon  reg- 
istered under  this  Act  by  bequest  or  intestate  succession 
shall,  within  ninety  days  of  so  obtaining,  either  apply  for 
a  License  to  Possess  that  assault  weapon  pursuant  to  this 
section  or  dispose  of  the  assault  weapon  in  such  a  way  as 
to  not  be  in  violation  of  this  Act. 

The  same  requirements  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  an 
assault  weapon  included  in  the  Roster,  with  the  ninety 
days  to  begin  on  the  date  the  Roster  is  published  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  Boston  with  such  as- 
sault weapon  included  in  the  Roster. 

Section  7.  Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

a.  A  police  officer  shall  be  authorized  to  seize  any  as- 
sault weapon  which  may  be  evidence  of  a  violation  of  this 
Act.  The  assault  weapon  shall  be  held  as  evidence  by  the 
police  and  may  be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  G.L.  c. 
140.'129D, 

b.  The  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  authorized  to  promulgate  such  regulations  not 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  to  effectuate  its  purpose. 

c.  The  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  authorized  to  revoke  licenses  granted  under  G.L. 
c.  140,  ••  122  and  131  for  violation  of  this  Act. 

d.  The  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  authorized  to  issue  an  emergency  order  at  any 
time  to  immediately  and  temporarily  place  a  weapon  on 
the  Roster  and  shall  be  further  authorized  to  publish  the 
roster  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of 
Boston  without  the  approval  of  the  Board;  provided, 
however,  that  he  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  within 
thirty  days  of  the  issuance  of  the  order  so  that  the  Board 
can  review  the  order  and  either  permanently  place  the 
weapon  on  the  Roster  or  remove  it  therefrom. 

Section  8.  Severability. 

If  any  section  or  subsection  or  part  thereof  of  this  Act 
shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  remaining  sections, 
subsections  or  parts  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  ( 1 )  of  section  eight 
of  article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general 
or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  following  provisions 
pertaining  to  assault  weapons  shall  be  in  effect  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Section  I.  Definitions. 

a.  "Assault  weapon" 

(1)  Shall  mean  all  rifles  and  shotguns  designated  as 
assault  weapons  in  this  paragraph  and  all  other  semi- 
automatic rifles  and  shotguns  which  are  determined  by 


the  Assault  Weapon  Roster  Board,  as  established  by  this 
Act,  to  be  assault  weapons.  Such  term  shall  include,  in 
addition  to  any  other  rifles  and  shotguns  identified  by  the 
Board,  all  versions  of  the  following,  including  rifles  and 
shotguns  sold  under  the  designation  provided  in  this  sub- 
section and  rifles  and  shotguns  which  are  substantially 
identical  thereto  sold  under  any  designation: 

(a)  Avtomat  Kalishnikov,  also  known  as  AK-47 
semi-automatic  rifles; 

(b)  Uzi  semi-automatic  rifles; 

(c)  AR- 1 5  semi-automatic  rifles; 

(d)  FN-FAL  and  FN-FNC  semi-automatic  rifles; 

(e)  Steyr  Aug  semi-automatic  rifles; 

(f)  SKS  semi-automatic  rifles; 

(g)  shotguns  with  revolving  cylinders  known  as 
the  Street  Sweeper  and  the  Striker  12; 

(h)  any  other  semi-automatic  rifle  with  a  fixed 
magazine  capacity  exceeding  ten  rounds; 

(i)  any  other  shotgun  with  a  fixed  magazine,  cyl- 
inder, drum  or  tube  capacity  exceeding  six 
rounds;  and 

(j)  any  semi-automatic  firearm  which  is  a  modi- 
fication of  a  rifle  or  shotgun  described  in  this 
subsection:  that  is,  having  the  same  make, 
caliber,  and  action  design  but  a  shorter  barrel 
or  no  rear  stock. 
(2)  "Assault  weapon"  shall  not  include: 

(a)  a  rifle  or  shotgun  which  does  not  employ 
fixed  ammunition' 

(b)  a  rifle  or  shotgun  which  was  manufactured 
prior  to  1898; 

(c)  a  rifle  or  shotgun  which  operates  by  manual 
bolt  action; 

(d)  a  rifle  or  shotgun  which  operates  by  lever 
action; 

(e)  a  rifle  or  shotgun  which  operates  by  slide 
action; 

(0  a  rifle  or  shotgun  which  is  a  single  shot 
weapon; 

(g)  a  rifle  or  shotgun  which  is  a  multiple  barrel 
weapon; 

(h)      a  rifle  which  is  a  revolving  cylinder  weapon; 

(i)  a  rifle  which  employs  a  fixed  magazine  with  a 
capacity  often  rounds  or  less; 

(j)  a  shotgun  which  is  a  rimfire  weapon  that  em- 
ploys a  tubular  magazine  with  a  magazine  ca- 
pacity of  six  rounds  or  less; 

(k)  a  rifle  or  shotgun  which  cannot  employ  a  de- 
tachable magazine  or  ammunition  belt  with  a 
capacity  greater  than  ten  rounds; 

(I)  a  rifle  or  shotgun  which  has  been  modified  so 
as  to  render  it  permanently  inoperable  or  so 
as  to  make  it  permanently  a  device  which  may 
not  appropriately  be  designated  as  an  assault 
weapon;  or 
(m)  a  rifle  or  shotgun  which  is  an  antique  or  relic 
firearm,  movie  prop  or  other  weapon  not  ca- 
pable of  firing  a  projectile  and  not  intended 
for  use  as  a  functional  weapon  and  which  can- 
not be  readily  converted  through  a  combina- 
tion of  available  parts  into  an  operable  assault 
weapon. 

b.  "Large  capacity  ammunition  belt"  shall  mean  a  belt 
or  strip  which  holds  more  than  ten  rounds  of  ammunition 
to  be  fed  continuously  into  a  semi-automatic  rifle  or  shot- 
gun or  an  ammunition  belt  which  can  be  readily  con- 
verted into  a  large  capacity  ammunition  belt. 

c.  "Large  capacity  magazine"  shall  mean  a  box, 
drum,  or  other  container  which  holds  more  than  ten 
rounds  of  ammunition  to  be  fed  continuously  into  a  semi- 
automatic rifle  or  shotgun  or  a  magazine  which  can  be 
readily  converted  into  a  large  capacity  magazine. 

d.  "Rifle"  shall  mean  a  firearm  of  which  the  length  of 
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barrel  is  sixteen  inches  or  more,  that  is  designed  or  has 
been  redesigned,  made  or  has  been  remade  to  fire  a  fixed 
cartridge. 

e.  •"Semi-automatic"  shall  mean  capable  of  firing  a 
shot  with  each  depression  of  the  trigger  without  addi- 
tional slide,  bolt  or  other  manual  action. 

f  "Shotgun"  shall  mean  a  firearm  of  which  the  length 
of  barrel  is  eighteen  inches  or  more  which  is  designed  or 
has  been  redesigned,  made  or  has  been  remade  to  fire  a 
shotgun  shell. 

Section  2:  Restrictions  on  Assault  Weapons 

a.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell, 
rent,  lease,  possess,  purchase,  barter,  display,  or  trans- 
fer an  assault  weapon. 

b.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell, 
rent,  lease,  possess,  purchase,  barter,  display,  or  trans- 
fer a  large  capacity  magazine  or  a  large  capacity  ammu- 
nition belt. 

c.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell. 
rent,  lease,  possess,  purchase,  barter,  display,  or  trans- 
fer any  part  or  combination  of  parts,  designed  or  in- 
tended to  convert  a  rifle  or  shotgun  into  an  assault 
weapon,  or  any  combination  of  parts  from  which  an  as- 
sault weapon  may  be  readily  assembled  if  these  parts  are 
in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  the  same  person . 

Section  3.  Exceptions. 

a.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  assault 
weapons,  large  capacity  magazines,  large  capacity  am- 
munition belts,  or  other  types  of  magazines  or  ammuni- 
tion belts  by  officers,  agents,  or  employees  of  this  or  any 
other  state  or  of  the  United  States,  members  of  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States  or  the  organized  militia  of  this 
or  any  other  state,  and  law  enforcement  officers,  to  the 
extent  that  any  such  person  is  authorized  by  competent 
authority  to  acquire,  possess  or  carry  an  assault  weapon 
and  is  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  duties. 

b.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  assault  weap- 
ons, large  capacity  magazines,  large  capacity  ammuni- 
tion belts,  or  other  types  of  magazines  or  magazine  belts 
by  dealers  licensed  under  G.L.  c.  140,  '  122  to  those 
persons  described  in  Section  3a  herein. . 

c.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  assault 
weapons  by  persons  on  the  property  of  a  lawfully  incor- 
porated sporting  or  shooting  club  who  are  licensed  to 
carry  firearms  under  G.L.  c.  140, '  131 . 

d.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  assault 
weapons,  large  capacity  magazines  or  large  capacity  am- 
munition belts  by  persons  taking  part  in  a  competition  or 
attending  a  meeting  or  exhibition  of  any  organized  group 
of  firearms  collectors  or  travelling  to  or  from  such  com- 
petition, meeting  or  exhibition;  provided,  however,  that 
any  such  person  has  on  his  person  a  firearm  identification 
card  for  the  assault  weapons  issued  pursuant  to  G.L.  c. 
140,  '  129B  or  is  a  resident  of  the  United  States  and  has 
on  his  person  a  permit  or  license  to  carry  or  possess  fire- 
arms, including  said  assault  weapons,  issued  under  the 
laws  of  any  state,  district  or  territory  which  has  require- 
ments which  prohibit  the  issuance  of  permits  or  licenses 
to  persons  who  have  been  convicted  of  a  felony  or  who 
have  been  convicted  of  the  unlawful  use,  possession  or 
sale  of  narcotic  or  harmful  drugs;  provided  further,  that 
any  such  person  who  is  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  also  have  on  his  person  a  License  to  Possess  the 
assault  weapons  issued  pursuant  to  this  Act;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  any  assault  weapon,  while  in  transit  or 
when  at  a  location  other  than  the  competition,  meeting, 
exhibition  or  owner's  residence,  shall  be  unloaded  and 
packaged.

RESOLUTION  RE  HOME  RULE  PETITION 
GOVERNING  ASSAULT  WEAPONS 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  On  March  28,  1989  the  Boston  City  Council 
passed  a  Home  Rule  Petition  believing  that  the  legislation 
was  reasonable  and  would  only  affect  weapons  clearly 
defined  as  "assault  weapons;"  and 

Whereas,  The  city  council  did  not  intend  to  pass  a  pu- 
nitive or  deceptive  Home  Rule  Petition  directed  against 
licensed  gun  owners  in  the  city,  nor  did  the  city  council 
intend  to  define  certain  legitimate  target  and/or  hunting 
weapons  as  "assault  weapons",  nor  does  the  city  council 
wish  to  see  innocent  gun  owners  confused  as  to  the  status 
of  their  weapons;  and 

Whereas,  In  reviewing  the  language  of  the  Home  Rule 
Petition  it  was  discovered  that  the  Petition  imposes  an 
inflexible  fine  for  a  first  offense  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
instead  of  the  more  reasonable  language  up  to  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  thus  removing  discretion  from  the  courts, 
imposing,  instead,  a  stiff  penalty,  even  for  a  technical 
violation  in  the  absence  of  a  threat  to  society;  and 

Whereas,  In  reviewing  the  Home  Rule  Petition  further 
it  was  discovered  that  an  assault  weapon  is  defined  as 
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"any  semi-automatic  rifle  with  a  fixed  magazine  capac- 
ity exceeding  ten  rounds  .  .  ."  and  it  was  subsequently 
learned  that  virtually  all  .22  caliber  target  and  hunting 
rifles  have  fixed  magazine  over  ten  rounds,  and  many 
accept  detachable  magazines  over  ten  rounds,  and  none 
of  these  can  seriously  be  considered  assault  weapons;  and 

Whereas,  In  reviewing  the  Home  Rule  Petition  further 
it  was  discovered  that  an  assault  weapon  was  defined  as  a 
rifle  which  can  accept  a  detachable  magazine  over  ten 
rounds.  The  problem  being  that  most  semi-automatic  ri- 
fles in  use  today  have  slots  capable  of  accepting  a  detach- 
able magazine  of  any  capacity  under  and  over  ten  rounds, 
thus  bringing  virtually  all  semi-automatic  sporting  and 
hunting  rifles  inadvertently  under  the  law,  ensuring  there 
will  be  considerable  confusion  about  the  entire  issue, 
while  imposing  and  inflexible  fine;  and 

Whereas,  the  Home  Rule  Petition  directs  those  previ- 
ously (lawfully)  licensed,  but  denied  a  new  permit  for 
such  a  rifle,  to  dispose  of  their  weapon,  while  prohibiting 
its  sale  or  transfer,  meaning  that  a  lawfully  licensed  gun 
owner  denied  a  new  permit,  who  lawfully  purchased  his 
or  her  rifle  prior  to  the  Act,  will  be  required  to  destroy 
such  weapon  without  just  compensation  upon  passage,

Accordingly,  if 
the  Home  Rule  Petition  is  passed  in  its  present  form  it 
would  affect  virtually  all  lawful  semi-automatic  sporting 
and  hunting  rifles,  including  .22  cal.  target  and  hunting 
rifles,  defining  them  as  assault  weapons,  creating  untold 
confusion  for  the  thousands  of  law  abiding  licensed  gun 
owners  in  this  city;  and 

Whereas,  Language  in  the  home  rule  petition  is  con- 
fusing, resulting  in  lawful  gun  owners  expressing  grave 
reservations  about  the  city  council's  "written"  versus 
"stated"  intent;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  herein  assem- 
bled acknowledges  certain  factual  technical  errors  in  the 
Home  Rule  Petition  relative  to  assault  weapons  and  di- 
rects the  city  clerk  to  forward  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  to 
the  appropriate  committee  of  the  state  legislature,  asking 
that  the  Home  Rule  Petition  passed  by  the  city  council  on 
March  28,  1989  and  subsequently  signed  by  the  mayor, 
be  considered  anew  in  view  of  this  new  information;  and

ORDINANCE  TO  EXPAND  LIMITED  EQUITY 
COOPERATIVES

An  Ordinance  to  Expand  Limited  Equity  Cooperatives 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Definitions. 

a)  "Administrator"  —  Administrator  of  the  Rent  Eq- 
uity Board. 

b)  "Commissioner"  —  commissioner  of  the  Asssess- 
ing  Department. 

c)  "Director"  —  Directorof  the  Department  of  Public 
Facilities. 

d)  "limited  equity  cooperative"  —  as  defined  in 
Chapter  157A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

e)  "low-  or  moderate-income"  —  as  defined  in  Chap- 
ter 34  of  1984,  as  amended,  Section  1  (q)  of  the  Boston 
City  Code. 

Section  2. 

Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  as  amended  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  adding  the  following  section 
to  the  Ordinance  which  shall  be  assianged  an  appropriate 
section  by  the  City  Clerk. 

The  Administrator  of  the  Rent  Equity  Board  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Facil- 
ities, shall  issue  information,  in  the  form  of  a  printed 
brochure  and  other  means  deemed  appropriate  by  the 
Administrator  or  Director,  concerning  the  rights  of  ten- 
ants as  stated  in  the  Removal  Permit  Ordinance  and  the 
procedures  to  purchase  their  buildings  as  a  limited  equity 
cooperative. 

The  Administrator  of  the  Rent  Equity  Board  shall  mail 
the  brochure  to  all  tenants  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Rent  Equity  Board  on  a  bi-annual  basis  and  shall  make 
such  information  available  upon  request  to  any  Boston 
resident. 

The  brochure  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the 
following  information: 

a)  tenants  rights  of  first  refusal 

b)  descriptions  of  conditions  for  removal  of  units,  as 
defined  under  Chapter  34 

c)  definition  of  a  limited  equity  cooperative 

d)  steps  to  be  followed  when  forming  a  limited  equity 
cooperative 

e)  advantages  of  a  limited  equity  cooperative  to  low- 
and  moderate-income  tenants 

0  the  availability  of  technical  assistance  from  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Facilities  as  defined  in  Section  Two  of 
this  Ordinance. 
Section  3. 

Chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966  the  Boston  City  Code 
establishing  the  Department  of  Public  Facilities  is  hereby 
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amended  by  adding  the  following  section  to  the  Ordi- 
nance which  shall  be  assigned  an  appropriate  section  by 
the  City  Clerk. 

The  Director  of  Public  Facilities  shall  create  a  program 
entitled  the,  Cooperative  Technical  Assistance  Fund. 
This  program  shall  distribute  funds,  on  a  contractual  ba- 
sis through  the  Department  of  Public  Facilities,  to  non- 
profit organizations  with  expertise  and  experience  in  de- 
veloping limited  equity  cooperatives  as  deemed 
appropriate  by  the  Director. 

The  Director  shall  establish  an  application  procedure 
for  non-profit  organizations  wishing  to  apply  for  monies 
from  the  Cooperative  Technical  Assistance  Fund. 

The  Director  shall  distribute  monies  from  the  Cooper- 
ative Technical  Assistance  Fund  to  non-profit  organiza- 
tions after  they  have  (a)  developed  an  agreement  to  pro- 
vide technical  assistance  with  a  tenants  group  where  at 
least  one-half  of  the  residents  are  low-  or  moderate- 
income  and  (b)  been  approved  by  the  Director  as  capable 
of  providing  technical  assistance. 

Technical  assistance  provided  by  the  non-profit  organi- 
zations shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following: 

a)  assisting  tenants  decide  whether  to  form  a  limited 
equity  cooperative  and  what  it  involves, 

b)  assisting  tenants  to  form  a  limited  equity  coopera- 
tive corporation  and  establishing  by-laws  and  other  pro- 
cedures, 

c)  assisting  tenants  to  negotiate  the  purchase  of  the 
building  from  the  owner, 

d)  assisting  tenants  to  acquire  financing  for  the  mort- 
gage and  for  any  necessary  rehabilitation. 

e)  educating  tenants  about  the  day-to-day  operating 
and  management  of  the  cooperative. 

Section  4. 

Chapter  448,  as  amended,  of  the  Boston  City  Code  es- 
tablishing the  Assessing  Department  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  the  following  section  to  the  Ordinance  which 
shall  be  assigned  an  appropriate  section  by  the  City 
Clerk. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Assessing  Department  shall 
establish  a  standard  mechanism  for  assessing  limited  eq- 
uity cooperatives  that  reflects  their  below  market  value. 
Section  5.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  if 
any  provision,  or  portion  thereof,  should  be  held  to  be 
unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  or 
competent  jurisdiction,  such  unconstitutionality  or  inva- 
lidity shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions  which 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  ESTAB- 
LISHING NEIGHBORHOOD  COUNCILS 

Couns.  SALERNO,  BOLLING,  HENNIGAN  CA- 
SEY, SCONDRAS,  and  YANCEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  eight 
of  article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  I .  There  may  be  created  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 
neighborhood  council  in  each  neighborhood  designated 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section.  The 
term  neighborhood  as  it  is  used  in  this  act  shall  mean  a 
discrete  geographic  area  within  the  city  of  Boston  duly 
designated  under  this  section. 

The  initial  division  of  the  city  into  neighborhoods  shall 
be  determined  by  the  divider.  The  divider  shall  hold  pub- 


lic hearings  across  the  city  to  receive  testimony  from 
community  leaders  and  other  residents.  The  divider  shall 
particularly  solicit  opinions  on  the  neighorhood  area- 
maps  used  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  for 
urban  renewal  purposes.  Prior  to  formulating  its  pro- 
posal, the  divider  shall  identify  those  boundaries  that  are 
the  subject  of  disagreement  among  the  residents  who 
have  given  their  opinions  at  said  hearings.  For  each  such 
controversial  boundary,  the  divider  shall  immediately 
notify  all  persons  and  community  organizations  request- 
ing notification  that  it  will  accept  proposals  fro  resolution 
of  the  controversy  within  forty-five  days  of  such  notice. 
After  the  last  of  such  periods  for  accepting  proposals  has 
expired,  the  divider  shall  formulate  its  proposal  solution 
to  the  controversy;  provided,  that  for  every  controversial 
boundary  or  part  thereof  that  is  the  subject  of  one  and 
only  one  proposal  from  the  community,  the  divider  shall 
be  bound  by  said  proposal.  Multiple  submissions  shall 
constitute  a  single  proposal  for  all  portions  of  a  boundary 
regarding  which  the  submissions  are  materially  identi- 
cal.. 

The  divider  shall  formulate  its  proposal  with  an  em- 
phasis on  following  physical  boundaries,  maximizing 
contiguity,  preserving  historic  identity,  and  grouping 
similar  buidling  characteristics  and  similar  community 
interests.  No  neighborhoods  shall  contain  fewer  than  five 
thousand  or  more  than  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  as  de- 
termined from  the  latest  available  federal  decennial  cen- 
sus of  the  population.  After  holding  additional  public 
hearings  on  its  proposal,  the  divider  shall  make  its  final 
designations  of  neighorhoods  following  the  aforemen- 
tioned criteria  and  shall  publish  its  final  report  containing 
a  map,  a  description  using  known  streets  and  ways  or 
other  well-defined  limits  and  the  name  of  each  neighbor- 
hood. In  the  event  of  a  discrepancy  between  the  two,  the 
description  shall  supercede  the  map.  The  divider  shall 
include  every  part  of  the  city  of  Boston  in  one  and  only 
one  neighborhood.  The  neighborhoods  mapped,  de- 
scribed and  named  in  said  final  report  shall  constitute 
those  neighborhoods  in  which  neighborhood  councils 
may  be  created,  until  changed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

The  boundaries  of  neighborhoods  may  be  changed  af- 
ter the  publication  of  the  divider's  final  report  only  by  a 
referendum  of  the  residents  of  the  affected  area.  The  af- 
fected area  subject  to  the  referendum  must  contain  two 
thousand  or  more  inhabitants,  and  the  change  must  not 
disregard  the  criteria  for  neighborhood  designation  set 
forth  in  the  previous  paragraph.  The  changing  of  a 
boundary  between  neighborhoods;  the  creation  of  a  new 
neighborhood  and  of  a  neighborhood  council  therefor, 
the  selection  of  a  method  of  electing  said  council  and  the 
election  of  a  districting  commission  therefor;  or  the  con- 
solidation of  existing  neighborhoods,  the  creation  of  a 
neighborhood  council  therefor,  the  selection  of  a  method 
of  electing  said  council  and  the  election  of  a  districting 
commission  therefor  shall  be  initiated  by  filing  with  the 
election  commission  a  petition  signed  by  eligible  voters 
of  said  neighborhood  numbering  at  least  five  percent  of 
the  number  of  registered  voters  residing  in  the  affected 
area  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  petition.  Such  petition 
may  consist  of  a  number  of  separate  sheets,  but  each 
sheet  shall  be  in  substantially  the  following  form: 

Each  of  the  undersigned  requests  that  (if  the  petition  is 
to  change  existing  boundaries  between  neighborhoods, 
insert:-  the  question  of  transferring  the  affected  area  from 
the  jurisdiction  of  (the  neighorhood  currently  containing 
the  area)  neighborhood  council  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
(the  neighborhood  to  which  the  area  is  to  be  transferred) 
neighborhood  council:  if  the  petition  is  to  create  a  new 
neighborhood,  insert:-  the  questions  of  1)  creating  the 
new  neighborhood  of  (the  name  of  the  proposed  area)  in 
the  affected  area  and  creating  a  neighborhood  council  in 
the  new  neighborhood,  2)  selecting  the  method  of  elect- 
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ing  said  council,  and  3)  electing  a  districting  commission 
for  the  new  neighborhood:  or  if  the  petition  is  to  consoli- 
date two  or  more  neighborhoods,  insert:  the  questions  of 

1)  consolidating  the  neighborhoods  of  (the  names  of  the 
affected  neighborhoods)  into  the  neighborhood  of  (the 
name  of  the  consolidated  neighborhood)  and  creating  a 
neighborhood  council  in  the  consolidated  neighborhood, 

2)  selecting  the  method  of  electing  said  council,  and  3) 
electing  a  districting  commission  for  the  consolidated 
neighborhood)  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  affected 
area. 

Each  of  the  undersigned  certifies  that  he  or  she  is  an 
eligible  voter  of  the  affected  area,  whose  address  at  the 
time  this  petition  is  filed  is  as  shown  below,  and  that  he  or 
she  has  not  signed  this  petition  more  than  once. 

The  affected  area  consists  of  (a  description  of  the  af- 
fected area  using  the  names  of  neighborhoods  or  using 
known  streets  and  ways  or  other  well-defined  bounda- 
ries).

*The  written  signature  of  the  eligible  voter  is  to  be  sup- 
plied; provided  that  an  eligible  voter  prevented  from  writ- 
ing by  physical  disability  may  authorize  another  person 
to  write  her  or  his  signature  and  address.

*The  written  signature  of  the  eligible  voter  is  to  be  sup- 
plied; provided  that  an  eligible  voter  prevented  from  writ- 
ing by  physical  disability  may  authorize  another  person 
to  write  her  or  his  signature  and  address. 

**If  an  eligible  voter  will  have  a  different  address  when 
this  petition  is  filed,  the  address  on  such  later  date  shall 
be  used. 

The  election  commission  shall  furnish  forms  for  such 
petition  within  five  days  to  any  eligible  voter  of  the  neigh- 
borhood requesting  them.  No  petition  shall  contain  or  be 
accompanied  by  any  indication  of  party  or  political  affili- 
ation of  any  eligible  voter.  Within  ten  days  after  the  filing 
of  the  petition,  the  election  commission  shall  check  each 
name  to  be  certified  by  it  on  the  petition  and  shall  certify 
thereon  the  number  of  signatures  so  checked  which  are 
names  of  eligible  voters  in  the  neighborhood  listed  in  the 
petition.  The  election  commission  need  not  certify  more 
than  one  hundred  and  forty  percent  of  the  number  of 
names  required  to  certify  a  petition,  and  names  not  certi- 
fied in  the  first  instance  shall  not  thereafter  be  certified  on 
the  same  petition.  All  petitions  that  do  not  bear  the  re- 
quired number  of  certifiable  names  shall  be  invalid. 

Objections  to  the  sufficiency  and  validity  of  the  signa- 
tures on  any  such  petition  as  certified  by  the  election 
commission  shall  be  made  within  four  days  of  such  certi- 
fication in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  section  57A 
of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  for  objec- 
tions to  nominations  for  other  city  offices.

The  questions  of  1 )  the  creation  of  a  new  neighborhood 
council  specified  in  the  petition,  2)  the  selection  of  the 
method  of  election  of  the  neighborhood  council,  and  3) 
the  election  of  a  districting  commission  for  the  neighbor- 
hood council  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  neigh- 
borhood specified  in  the  petition  at  the  first  regular  city 
or  state  election  held  on  or  after  the  sixtieth  day  following 
the  certification  of  the  petition.  Districting  commission 
members  shall  be  nominated  in  accordance  with  section 
three  of  this  act. 

The  questions  of  1)  the  creation  of  a  neighborhood 
council  and  2)  the  selection  of  the  method  of  election  of 
the  neighborhood  council  shall  be  placed  on  a  written  or 
printed  ballot,  which  along  with  ballot  labels  where  vot- 
ing machines  are  used  shall  be  prepared  and  paid  for  by 
the  election  commission.  A  copy  of  the  ballot  questions 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  following  instructions 
shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  no  later  than  the  thirty- 
fifth  day  prior  to  the  election: 

Shall  a  neighborhood  council  be 
created  for  the  neighborhood  of  (the 
name  of  the  appropriate  jurisdic- 
tion), as  bounded  by  (a  summary  of 
the  bounds  of  said  jurisdiction  using 
street  names,  etc.)? 


Shall  the  neighborhood  council- 
lors be  elected  by  ballot  or  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  neighborhood  of  (the 
name  of  the  appropriate  jurisdic- 
tion)? 


Section  3.  The  signatures  of  fifty  eligible  voters  of  the 
neighborhood  in  neighborhoods  having  twenty  thousand 
or  more  inhabitants  or  of  twenty-five  eligible  voters  of  the 
neighborhood  in  neighborhoods  having  less  than  twenty 
thousand  inhabitants  shall  be  required  to  nominate  dis- 
tricting commission  members.  The  information  con- 
tained in  nomination  papers  and  the  manner  of  signing 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  452  of  the 
acts  of  1948,  as  amended.  The  last  day  for  filing  any 
portion  of  a  nomination  petition  shall  be  the  thirty -eighth 
day  prior  to  said  election  date.  The  manner  of  certifying 
the  same  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  said  chap- 
ter 452.  The  election  commission  shall  check  the  signa- 
tures on  nominating  petitions  within  ten  days  of  receipt 
thereof.  The  last  day  for  filing  certified  nomination  pa- 
pers with  the  city  clerk  for  members  of  a  districting  com- 
mission shall  be  the  twenty-eighth  day  preceding  the  date 
for  their  election. 

Objections  to  the  sufficiency  and  validity  of  the  signa- 
tures on  any  such  petition  as  certified  by  the  election 
commission  shall  be  made  within  four  days  of  such  certi- 
fication in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  section  57A 
of  said  chapter  452  for  objections  to  nominations  for 
other  city  offices. 

The  neighborhood  districting  commission  shall  consist 
of  nine  eligible  voters  of  the  neighborhood  elected  at 
large  and  by  official  ballot,  without  indication  of  the 
party  or  political  affiliation  of  any  candidate  on  such  bal- 
lot, at  an  election  held  in  accordance  with  this  act.  The 
names  of  the  candidates  nominated  in  accordance  with 
this  section  shall  be  placed  on  such  ballot  either  1 )  after 
the  questions  of  creation  of  the  neighborhood  council  and 
the  method  of  its  election,  as  set  forth  in  section  two  of 
this  act  or  2)  after  the  questions  in  either  of  clauses  b)  or 
c)  of  section  one  of  this  act,  in  alphabetical  order,  pre- 
ceded by  an  instruction  that  a  voter  may  vote  for  no  more 
than  nine  persons  as  districting  commission  members, 
regardless  of  how  he  or  she  votes  on  the  preceding  ques- 
tions. 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  first  question 
presented  to  the  voters  under  caluses  (b)  or  (c)  of  section 
one  of  this  act  or  upon  the  question  of  creating  a  neigh- 
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borhood  council  under  section  two  of  this  act  is  in  the 
affirmative,  the  nine  candidates  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected  to  the  district- 
ing commission  for  the  neighborhood.  In  the  event  of  a 
tie  among  candidates  for  districting  commission  receiv- 
ing the  lowest  number  of  votes,  which,  but  for  said  tie 
vote,  would  entitle  a  person  receiving  the  same  to  be 
deemed  to  have  been  elected,  all  persons  participating  in 
said  tie  vote  shall  be  deemed  to  have  not  been  elected. 
Any  vacancies  created  by  such  failure  to  elect  shall  be 
filled  by  the  duly  elected  members  of  the  districting  com- 
mission at  its  first  meeting  by  electing  an  eligible  voter  of 
the  neighborhood  by  majority  vote. 

A  duly  elected  districting  commission  shall  organize 
within  forty-five  days  by  electing  from  among  its  mem- 
bers a  chairperson,  a  vice-chairperson  and  a  clerk  and  by 
filing  notice  of  such  organization  with  the  city  clerk.  If 
such  notice  is  not  filed,  the  city  clerk  shall  immediately 
call  a  meeting  of  the  commission  for  this  purpose.  In  the 
event  of  any  vacancy  due  to  death,  resignation  or  change 
of  residence  outside  the  neighborhood,  unsuccessful  can- 
didates in  the  districting  commission  in  order  of  votes 
received  beginning  with  the  candidate  receiving  the  high- 
est vote  total  shall  have  the  opportunity  to  serve  for  the 
duration  of  the  districting  commission's  existence.  If  no 
such  candidate  accepts  the  office,  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  districting  commission  shall  fill  the  office  by 
electing  an  eligible  voter  of  the  neighborhood  by  majority 
vote.  Districting  commissioners  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation, but  shall  be  reimbursed  from  the  commis- 
sion's account  for  expenses  lawfully  incurred  by  them  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties. 

The  city  shall  provide  each  districting  commission, 
free  of  charge,  with  clerical  assistance  and  reasonable 
access  to  facilities  for  holding  public  hearings.  Each 
commission  may  consult  with  and  obtain  advice  and  in- 
formation from  city  officers  and  employees  during  ordi- 
nary working  hours.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  election 
of  a  districting  commission,  the  city  treasurer  shall  credit 
to  the  account  of  the  districting  commission,  without  ap- 
propriation, the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.  The  city 
may  appropriate  additional  funds  for  any  districting  com- 
mission in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 

The  districting  commission  shall  have  the  power  to  de- 
termine the  number  of  members  who  shall  serve  on  the 
newly  created  neighborhood  council.  Each  neighbor- 
hood council  shall  consist  of  at  least  twenty-one  but  no 
more  than  twenty-four  members.  Up  to  six  members  of 
each  neighborhood  council  may  be  elected  at  large  from 
the  neighborhood,  with  the  remainder  elected  from  dis- 
tricts electing  no  more  than  six  neighborhood  councillors 
each.  The  districting  commission  shall  have  drawn  the 
boundaries  of  such  districts,  which  shall,  where  possible, 
follow  the  center  lines  of  known  streets  and  ways  or  other 
well-defined  boundaries.  The  districting  commission 
shall  establish  districts  within  the  neighborhood  that  do 
not  dilute  the  representation  on  the  neighborhood  council 
of  the  race  and  national-origin  minorities  consisting  of 
persons  black,  latino,  asian  or  native-american.  The 
number  of  inhabitants  per  neighborhood  councillor  in 
each  district  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  ten  percent  of 
the  number  of  inhabitants  per  neighborhood.  The  num- 
ber of  inhabitants  in  each  district  shall  be  determined 
from  the  latest  available  federal  decennial  census  of  the 
population.  The  districting  commission  shall  cause  such 
districts  to  be  depicted  on  maps. 

Each  districting  commission  may  adopt  rules  govern- 
ing the  conduct  of  its  meetings  and  proceedings.  Each 
districting  commission  shall  hold  its  public  hearings  in 
its  neighborhood  at  a  time  and  place  advertised  in  city 
and  neighborhood  newspapers  and  posted  in  municipal 
buildings  in  the  neighborhood  at  least  ten  days  in  advance 
of  the  hearing  date. 

Prior  to  preparing  any  proposal  concerning  the  neigh- 
borhood council  for  the  neighborhood,  the  districting 


commission  shall  hold  at  least  one  public  hearing.  Within 
five  months  of  its  election,  the  districting  commission 
shall  prepare  a  preliminary  report  in'cluding'the  proposed 
structure  of  the  neighborhood  council,  a  map  of  the  pro- 
posed districts  which  are  to  elect  neighborhood  council- 
lors, and,  where  appropriate,  the  date,  time,  place,  con- 
vener, by-laws  and  agenda  of  the  first  neighborhood 
meeting  to  elect  neighborhood  councillors.  The  district- 
ing commission  shall  cause  such  report  to  be  published 
and  distributed  within  the  neighborhood.  Within  four 
weeks  after  such  publication,  the  districting  commission 
shall  hold  the  first  of  one  or  more  public  hearings  on  the 
report.  Within  seven  months  of  its  election,  the  district- 
ing commission  shall  submit  its  final  report  to  the  elec- 
tion commission,  in  which  the  districting  commission 
shall  set  forth  the  structure  of  the  neighborhood  council, 
a  map  of  the  districts  from  which  neighborhood  council 
members  are  elected,  the  number  of  members  elected 
from  each  district,  which  members  shall  be  elected  in 
which  election  year,  and,  where  appropriate,  the  date, 
time,  place,  convener,  by-laws  and  agenda  of  the  first 
neighborhood  meeting  to  elect  neighborhood  council- 
lors. 

The  election  commission  shall  within  thirty  days  check 
the  districting  commission's  report  for  conformity  with 
this  act  and,  upon  a  finding  of  conformity,  shall  certify 
the  report  and  provide  for  the  election  of  a  neighborhood 
council  at  the  next  city  or  state  election  or  at  the  desig- 
nated neighborhood  meeting;  provided,  however,  that  the 
election  commission  shall  not  otherwise  withold  its  ap- 
proval of  the  report.  If  the  election  commission  finds  that 
any  part  of  the  report  conflicts  with  this  act,  the  election 
commission  shall  return  it  to  the  districting  commission 
for  its  revision  and  resubmission  to  the  election  commis- 
sion in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Only  the  neighborhood  council  may  redraw  the  dis- 
tricts created  by  the  districting  commission.  The  neigh- 
borhood council  shall  redraw  the  districts  by  January 
first  of  the  second  year  commencing  after  the  date  of  the 
federal  decennial  census  of  the  population  using  the  crite- 
ria applicable  to  the  initial  drawing  of  districts  by  the 
districting  commission.  No  redrawing  of  the  districts 
shall  take  effect  until  the  election  commission  certifies 
that  no  district  contains  a  greater  number  of  inhabitants 
than  is  allowed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Original  jurisdiction  is  hereby  vested  in  the  supreme 
judicial  court  upon  petition  of  an  eligible  voter  of  the 
neighborhood  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  court  for  judi- 
cial review  of  the  drawing  of  the  districts  by  the  district- 
ing commission  or  the  neighborhood  councils,  as  the 
case  may  be,  where  the  petition  alleges  that  the  drawing 
of  the  districts  is  not  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section. 

Section  4.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  the  method  by  which  neighborhood  councillors 
are  to  be  elected  is  in  favor  of  BALLOT,  the  members  of 
the  neighborhood  council  in  that  neighborhood  shall  be 
elected  by  official  ballot  at  the  next  regular  city  or  state 
election  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Any  person  qualified  under  section  nine  of  this  act  to 
be  nominated  for  election  to  the  neighborhood  council  in 
her  or  his  neighborhood  may  seek  such  nomination  by 
obtaining,  signing  and  filing  a  petition  for  such  nomina- 
tion as  provided  in  this  section. 

A  nomination  petition  shall  be  issued  only  to  a  person 
subscribing  after  the  tenth  Tuesday  and  before  the  sixth 
Tuesday  preceding  the  election  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose  by  the  election  commission,  a  statement  of  can- 
didacy in  substantially  the  following  form:

borhood Councillor-at-Large)  for  said  Neighborhood; 
and  that  I  request  that  my  name  be  printed  as  such  candi- 
date on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  the  (municipal  or 
state)  election  to  be  held  on  Tuesday,  ,  19  ,  for  the 

purpose  of  electing  candidates  to  such  office. 

Signature  of  Candidate 

A  nomination  petition  shall  be  issued  by  the  election 
commission  not  later  than  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  the 
fifth  day  after  the  subscription  of  candidacy,  except  that 
no  such  petition  shall  be  issued  before  the  ninth  Tuesday 
preceding  the  election.  A  nomination  petition  shall  not 
relate  to  more  than  one  candidate  nor  to  more  than  one 
office. 

A  nomination  petition  may  consist  of  one  or  more 
sheets,  but  each  sheet  shall  be  in  the  form  specified  for 
nomination  petitions  for  other  municipal  offices  in  sec- 
tion 55A  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of  1948,  as  amended, 
except  that  the  first  three  paragraphs  shall  be  replaced 
with  the  following  two  paragraphs:

risdiction less  one)  other  nomination  petitions  for  said 
office:  if  the  petition  relates  to  the  office  of  neighborhood 
councillor  from  a  district  electing  one  councillor,  here 
insert:  -  any  other  nomination  petition  for  said  office:  if 
the  petition  relates  to  the  office  of  neighborhood  council- 
lor from  a  district  electing  two  or  more  councillors,  here 
insert:  more  than  (the  number  of  district  neighborhood 
councillors  from  the  district  less  one)  other  petition(s)  for 
said  office). 

No  nomination  petition  sheet  shall  be  received  or  be 
valid  unless  prepared  and  issued  by  the  election  commis- 
sion; nor  shall  any  such  sheet  be  received  or  be  valid 
unless  the  written  acceptance  of  the  candidate  thereby 
nominated  is  endorsed  thereon,  notwithstanding  any  pro- 
vision of  section  3  A  of  chapter  50  of  the  General  Laws  to 
the  contrary. 

The  nomination  petition  shall  be  signed,  in  the  case  of  a 
candidate  for  neighborhood  councillor  from  a  district,  by 
at  least  twenty-five  residents  of  the  district  qualified  to 
vote  for  such  candidate  or,  in  the  case  of  a  neighborhood 
councillor-at-large,  by  at  least  one  hundred  residents  of 
the  neighborhood  qualified  to  vote  for  such  candidate. 
The  signing  and  filing  of  nomination  petitions  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  section  56  of  said  chapter 
452,  as  amended.  The  election  commission  shall  certify 
the  nomination  petitions  in  accordance  with  section  57  of 
said  chapter  452,  except  that  qualification  of  subscribers 
shall  be  determined  by  the  provisions  of  section  nine  of 
this  act. 


Objections  to  the  sufficiency  and  validity  of  the  signa- 
tures on  any  such  petition  as  certified  by  the  election 
commission  shall  be  made  within  four  days  of  such  certi- 
fication in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  section  57A 
of  said  chapter  452  for  objections  to  nominations  in  pre- 
liminary elections  for  other  city  officers. 

On  the  first  day  other  than  a  legal  holiday  or  Saturday 
or  Sunday  following  the  final  disposition  of  any  objec- 
tions filed,  the  election  commission  shall  post  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  the  city  hall  and  in  at  least  one  public 
building  in  the  neighborhood  the  names,  residences  and 
neighborhood  districts  of  candidates  for  neighborhood 
councillor.  As  soon  as  possible  thereafter,  the  election 
commission  shall  prepare  the  ballots  in  accordance  with 
section  58  of  said  chapter  452,  except  that  they  shall  list 
only  each  candidates 's  name,  address  and  neighborhood 
district,  if  any.  At  every  election,  each  voter  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  vote  for  not  more  than  the  number  of  candidates 
for  neighborhood  councillor-at-large  as  may  be  elected 
to  such  office  in  that  neighborhood,  and  in  no  case  more 
than  six,  and  for  not  more  than  the  number  of  candidates 
for  district  neighborhood  councillor  as  may  be  elected  in 
the  voter's  district,  and  in  no  case  more  than  six.  On  the 
ballots  and  voting  machine  ballot  labels  for  use  at  each  of 
said  elections,  there  shall,  as  a  direction  to  the  voter,  be 
printed  in  capital  letters,  near  the  title  of  each  office  to  be 
voted  for,  the  words  "VOTE  FOR  (here  insert  in  words 
the  number  of  candidates  specified  in  this  section  with 
respect  to  such  office)".  The  election  commission  shall 
determine  the  order  of  names  on  the  ballot  for  each  office 
in  the  manner  described  in  section  59  of  said  chapter  452 , 
as  amended.  The  provisions  of  sections  63  and  64  of  said 
chapter  452,  as  amended,  shall  apply  to  the  ballots  used 
in  neighborhood  council  elections. 

The  election  commission  shall  determine  the  results  of 
the  election  in  accordance  with  section  60  ofsaid  chapter 
452,  as  amended. 

Section  5.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  the  method  by  which  neighborhood  councillors 
are  to  be  elected  is  in  favor  of  MEETING,  the  neighbor- 
hood council  shall  be  elected  by  official  ballot  at  a  meet- 
ing of  eligible  voters  of  the  neighborhood  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  section.  A  neighborhood  coun- 
cil may  pass  by-laws  and  adopt  a  parliamentary  author- 
ity, subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  regulation 
of  the  proceedings  at  neighborhood  meetings.  Such  by- 
laws shall  be  approved  and  published  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  section  32  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws. 
Where  the  neighborhood  council  has  not  adopted  such 
by-laws,  the  relevant  provisions  of  the  final  report  of  the 
districting  commission  shall  govern  the  proceedings  at 
neighborhood  meetings  to  elect  neighborhood  council- 
lors. 

Every  neighborhood  meeting  shall  be  called  pursuant 
to  a  warrant  under  the  hands  of  the  neighborhood  council 
or,  where  no  neighborhood  council  has  yet  been  consti- 
tuted, under  the  hands  of  the  districting  commission.  The 
warrant  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  the  neighborhood 
meeting,  the  orders  of  business  and  a  description  of  the 
neighborhood  council  election  to  be  held  at  such  meet- 
ing. Notice  of  the  warrant  shall  be  given  in  the  manner 
described  in  section  eight  of  this  act. 

A  neighborhood  meeting  may  be  held  in  September, 
October  or  November,  unless  the  neighborhood  council 
determines  otherwise  by  by-law,  and  shall  be  held  on  a 
weekend  day.  The  neighborhood  meeting  may  be  held  at 
more  than  one  place;  provided,  that  if  it  is  held  at  more 
than  one  place,  the  places  are  connected  by  means  of  a 
public  address  system  and  loudspeakers  so  that  the  pro- 
ceedings in  all  such  places  may  be  heard  and  participated 
in  by  all  the  eligible  voters  present  therein.  Whenever  the 
moderator  determines  that  eligible  voters  are  being  ex- 
cluded from  the  town  meeting  because  there  is  no  room 
for  them  in  the  places  provided  or  that  eligible  voters  in 
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attendance  are  being  deprived  of  the  opportunity  to  par- 
ticipate therein  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  he  or  she  shall 
adjourn  the  meeting  to  another  date  not  later  than  four- 
teen days  following  the  date  of  said  meeting,  when  places 
and  facilities  sufficient  to  accommodate  all  eligible  vot- 
ers attending  and  to  enable  them  to  participate  therein 
shall  be  available. 

At  the  first  neighborhood  meeting  after  the  vote  in  fa- 
vor of  the  creation  of  a  neighborhood  council,  the  con- 
vener selected  by  the  districting  commission,  and  at  all 
subsequent  meetings,  the  moderator  elected  at  the  pre- 
vious regular  neighborhood  meeting  shall  convene  and 
preside  over  the  meeting  until  the  election  of  her  or  his 
successor.  If  the  elected  moderator  is  absent,  the  chair- 
person of  the  neighborhood  council  or,  where  the  neigh- 
borhood council  has  not  yet  been  elected,  the  chairperson 
of  the  districting  commission,  shall  convene  the  neigh- 
borhood meeting  and  preside  over  the  election  of  a  mod- 
erator. The  moderator  shall  have  the  powers  and  duties 
assigned  to  moderators  of  town  meetings  under  the  first 
paragraph  of  section  15  and  section  17  of  chapter  39  of 
the  General  Laws. 

The  clerk  of  the  neighborhood  council  or,  where  the 
neighborhood  council  has  not  yet  chosen  a  clerk,  a  per- 
son appointed  by  the  moderator  or  convener,  shall  record 
the  proceedings  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  66  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  orders  of  business  for  the  neighborhood  meeting 
shall  be  as  follows: 

1)  Call  to  Order 

2)  Election  of  Moderator 

3)  Election  of  Neighborhood  Councillors 

4)  Adjournment 

The  neighborhood  meeting  shall  not  entertain  other  or- 
ders of  business  except  as  may  specially  be  necessary  to 
consideration  of  these  orders  of  business. 

Only  persons  presenting  either  1 )  personal  identifica- 
tion and  the  proof  of  eligibility  to  vote  for  candidates  for 
neighborhood  councillor  required  by  section  nine  of  this 
act  or  2)  identification  as  a  media  representative  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  neighborhood  meeting  and  be  permitted 
to  vote  thereat.  The  moderator  shall  receive  the  vote  of 
every  person  so  qualified  on  any  question  on  which  that 
person  has  the  right  to  vote  under  this  act. 

Section  6.  Any  neighborhood  councillor  may  be  re- 
called after  the  first  six  months  of  the  term  for  which  the 
councillor  is  elected  by  petition  filed  with  the  election 
commission.  A  petition  for  recall  of  a  neighborhood 
councillor  shall  be  signed  by  eligible  voters  of  the  neigh- 
borhood, in  the  case  of  neighborhood  councillors-at- 
large,  or  of  the  district,  in  the  case  of  district  neighbor- 
hood councillors,  equal  to  at  least  twenty-five  percent  of 
the  vote  cast  in  the  last  election  for  the  office  of  the  coun- 
cillor being  recalled. 

An  eligible  voter  of  the  neighborhood  or  district,  as  the 
case  may  be,  may  initiate  a  recall  petition  by  registering 
with  the  election  commission  her  or  his  intent  to  circulate 
such  petition  against  the  specified  neighborhood  council- 
lor. Within  five  days  of  such  registration,  the  election 
commission  shall  determine  the  number  of  signatures  re- 
quired for  the  petition  and  shall  furnish  forms  for  the 
petition  to  the  petitioner  or  her  or  his  dsignee.  The  elec- 
tion commission  shall  check  each  name  on  each  sheet  of 
the  petition  filed  with  the  election  commission  within 
sixty  days  of  said  registration  and  shall  certify  thereon 
the  number  of  signatures  which  are  names  of  eligible  vot- 
ers as  defined  in  section  9  of  this  act  in  the  neighborhood 
or  district,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  election  commission 
need  not  certify  more  than  one  hundred  and  forty  percent 
of  the  number  of  names  required  to  certify  a  petition,  and 
names  not  certified  in  the  first  instance  shall  not  thereaf- 
ter be  certified  on  the  same  petition.  All  recall  petitions 
that  do  not  bear  the  required  number  of  certifiable  names 
shall  be  invalid. 


Objections  to  the  sufficiency  and  validity  of  the  signa- 
tures on  any  such  petition  as  certified  by  the  election 
commission  shall  be  made  within  four  days  of  such  certi- 
fication in  the  manner  as  provided  by  section  57  A  of  said 
chapter  452,  for  objections  to  nominations  for  other  city 
offices. 

The  election  of  said  office  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  the  neighborhood  or  district  from  which  the  re- 
called councillor  was  elected  at  a  special  election  on  the 
sixth  Tuesday  following  certification  of  the  petition  or,  if 
said  Tuesday  is  a  legal  holiday,  the  first  day  after  said 
Tuesday  that  is  not  a  legal  holiday.  Nomination  petitions 
may  be  issued  after  the  certification  of  the  petition  and 
must  be  filed  by  the  third  Tuesday  after  said  certification. 
The  provisions  of  this  act  governing  the  nomination  and 
election  of  neighborhood  councillors  shall  apply  to  recall 
elections  where  not  inconsistent  with  this  section.  The 
candidate  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  the 
recall  election  shall  serve  out  the  remainder  of  the  term. 
A  neighborhood  councillor  may  be  the  subject  of  only 
one  recall  election  during  each  term  of  office. 

Section  7.  The  dissolution  of  a  neighborhood  council 
under  this  act  shall  be  initiated  by  filing  with  the  election 
commission  a  petition  signed  by  at  least  two  hundred  eli- 
gible voters  of  the  neighborhood  in  neighborhoods  hav- 
ing twenty  thousand  or  more  inhabitants  or  by  at  least  one 
hundred  eligible  voters  of  the  neighborhood  in  neighbor- 
hoods having  less  than  twenty  thousand  inhabitants.  Such 
petition  may  consist  of  a  number  of  separate  sheets,  but 
each  sheet  shall  set  forth  the  following  paragraph  at  the 
top  of  each  page: 

Each  of  the  undersigned  requests  that  the  question  of 
the  dissolution  of  the  neighborhood  council  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  (the  name  of  the  neighborhood)  be  submitted 
to  the  voters  of  (the  name  of  the  neighborhood).  Each  of 
the  undersigned  certifies  that  he  or  she  is  an  eligible  voter 
of  said  neighborhood,  whose  address  at  the  time  this  peti- 
tion is  filed  is  as  shown  below,  and  that  he  or  she  has  not 
signed  this  petition  more  than  once. 

All  petitions  shall  require  the  following  information  to 
be  furnished  by  each  subscriber  in  accordance  with  the 
following  instructions  which  shall  be  printed  on  each 
page:

Instructions: 

*The  written  signature  of  the  eligible  voter  is  to  be  sup- 
plied; provided  that  an  eligible  voter  prevented  from  writ- 
ing by  physical  disability  may  authorize  another  person 
to  write  her  or  his  signature  and  address. 

**If  the  eligible  voter  will  have  a  different  address 
when  this  petition  is  filed,  the  address  on  such  later  date 
shall  be  used. 

The  election  commission  shall  furnish  forms  for  such 
petition  within  five  days  to  any  eligible  voter  of  the  neigh- 
borhood requesting  the  same.  No  petition  shall  contain  or 
be  accompanied  by  any  indication  of  party  or  political 
affiliation  of  any  eligible  voter.  Within  ten  days  after  the 
filing  of  the  petition,  the  election  commission  shall  check 
each  name  to  be  certified  by  it  on  the  petition  and  shall 
certify  thereon  the  number  of  signatures  so  checked 
which  are  names  of  eligible  voters  as  defined  by  section  9 
of  this  act,  in  the  neighborhood  listed  in  the  petition.  The 
election  commission  need  not  certify  more  than  one  hun- 
dred and  forty  percent  of  the  number  of  names  required  to 
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Yes 

No 

certify  a  petition,  and  names  not  certified  in  the  first  in- 
stance shall  not  thereafter  be  certified  on  the  same  peti- 
tion. All  referendum  petitions  that  do  not  bear  the  re- 
quired number  of  certifiable  names  shall  be  invalid. 

Objections  to  the  sufficiency  and  validity  of  the  signa- 
tures on  any  such  petition  as  certified  by  the  election 
commission  shall  be  made  within  four  days  of  such  certi- 
fication in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  section  57A 
of  chapter  452  for  objections  to  nominations  for  other 
city  offices. 

The  question  of  the  dissolution  of  the  neighborhood 
council  in  the  neighborhood  specified  in  the  petition  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  neighborhood  at  the  first 
regular  city  or  state  election  held  on  or  after  the  sixtieth 
day  following  the  certification  of  the  petition. 

The  question  of  dissolving  a  neighborhood  council 
shall  be  placed  on  a  written  or  printed  ballot ,  which  along 
with  ballot  labels  where  voting  machines  are  used  shall 
be  prepared  and  paid  for  by  the  election  commission.  A 
copy  of  the  ballot  question  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  following  instructions  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk 
no  later  than  the  thirty-fifth  day  prior  to  the  election: 


Shall  the  neighborhood  council 
for  the  neighborhood  of  (insert  the 
name  of  the  appropriate  jurisdic- 
tion) be  dissolved? 


If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  dis- 
solving a  neighborhood  council  is  in  the  affirmative,  the 
neighborhood  council  shall  be  dissolved  as  of  the  follow- 
ing January  first.  All  monies  remaining  in  the  account  of 
the  neighborhood  council  shall  revert  to  the  general  fund 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  Every  matter  pending  before  the 
neighborhood  council  requiring  its  approval  shall  be  re- 
ferred for  disposition  as  of  said  January  first  to  the  mu- 
nicipal agency  or  authority  having  jurisdiction  over  the 
matter  in  those  neighborhoods  in  which  there  is  no  neigh- 
borhood council  created  in  accordance  with  this  act. 

Section  8.  The  election  commission  shall  publicize  the 
availability  of  nomination  petitions  for  elections  under 
this  act  by  advertising  in  community  newspapers,  posting 
notices  in  municipal  buildings  in  the  neighborhood  and 
on  its  official  bulletin  board,  and  by  undertaking  aggres- 
sive outreach  to  encourage  prospective  candidates  from 
race  and  national-origin  minorities  consisting  of  persons 
black,  latino,  asian  and  native-american. 

In  each  neighborhood  prior  to  each  election  or  neigh- 
borhood meeting,  the  election  commission  shall  hold 
public  forums  for  all  certified  candidates  at  the  district 
and  at-large  levels  and  shall  publish  an  election  newslet- 
ter, distribute  it  to  the  neighborhood  and  give  each  candi- 
date equal  opportunity  to  have  a  statement  published  in  it. 

Whether  the  election  is  by  ballot  or  at  a  neighborhood 
meeting,  the  number  of  persons  who  may  be  elected  to 
the  office  of  neighborhood  councillor-at-large  or,  in  each 
district  to  the  office  of  district  neighborhood  councillor, 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed 
elected  to  said  office.  If  the  election  for  neighborhood 
councillor-at-large  or  for  district  neighborhood  council- 
lor in  any  district  results  in  a  tie  vote  among  candidates 
receiving  the  lowest  number  of  votes,  which,  but  for  said 
tie  vote,  would  entitle  a  person  receiving  the  same  to  be 
deemed  elected,  all  persons  participating  in  said  tie  vote 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  not  been  elected  to  said  office. 
Any  vacancies  created  by  such  failure  to  elect  shall  be 
filled  by  the  duly  elected  members  of  the  neighborhood 
council  by  electing  a  person  eligible  under  section  9  of 
this  act  to  such  office  by  majority  vote. 

Section  9.  Any  resident  of  Boston  18  years  of  age  or 
older  may  be  nominated  for  election  to  a  neighborhood 
council  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  ex- 
cept for  the  officers,  appointed  or  otherwise,  and  em- 


ployees of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the 
following  city  employees  and  officials:  1)  all  policy- 
making and  managerial  employees,  and  2)  all  employees 
and  officials  of  the  Office  of  the  Mayor,  the  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services,  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment, the  Real  Property  Department,  the  Zoning  Com- 
mission, the  Board  of  Appeals  and  the  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices Department. 

Any  resident  of  the  neighborhood,  district  or  affected 
area,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  sign  a  petition  for  a  refer- 
endum or  of  nomination  for  office;  provided,  that  such 
residency  is  evidenced  in  the  list  of  residents  or,  if  there  is 
no  address  for  the  person  on  the  list  of  residents,  in  the 
list  of  registered  voters.  The  provisions  of  section  56  of 
said  chapter  452  concerning  multiple  instances  of  the 
same  name  on  a  petition  and  concerning  the  appearance 
of  the  name  of  any  person  on  more  petitions  for  a  given 
office  than  the  number  of  persons  who  may  be  elected  to 
such  office  shall  apply  to  any  petitions  filed  with  the  elec- 
tion commission  under  this  act. 

Only  persons  18  years  of  age  or  older  who  are  resi- 
dents, as  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  be  eligible  to  vote  on  questions  of  changing 
neighborhood  boundaries  and  of  creating  or  consolidat- 
ing neighborhoods  where  her  or  his  residence  is  located 
within  the  affected  area.  Only  persons  18  years  of  age  or 
older  who  are  residents,  as  determined  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  eligible  to  vote  on 
questions  of  creating  or  dissolving  a  neighborhood  coun- 
cil in  her  or  his  neighborhood,  of  selecting  a  means  of 
electing  a  neighborhood  council  in  her  or  his  neighbor- 
hood, on  the  election  of  a  districting  commission  for  her 
or  his  neighborhood,  on  the  election  of  neighborhood 
councillors-at-large  in  her  or  his  neighborhood,  on  the 
election  of  the  neighborhood  councillor  or  councillors 
from  her  or  his  district,  and  on  all  orders  of  business 
arising  at  a  meeting  of  eligible  voters  of  her  or  his  neigh- 
borhood. The  election  commission  shall  require  identifi- 
cation and  proof  of  residency  of  each  voter  at  the  poll  or 
entrance  to  the  neighborhood  meeting.  The  strongest 
proof  of  residency  shall  be  the  residents  list  for  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  voter.  Where  the  residents  list  bears  no 
address  for  the  voter,  then  the  voter  may  present  any  of 
the  following  documents  bearing  her  or  his  name  and  ad- 
dress as  proof  of  residence:  1)  a  bill  from  the  sanitation, 
energy  or  telecommunications  utility  serving  the  ad- 
dress, 2)  a  driver's  license,  3)  a  residential  lease,  4)  a 
United  States  Passport,  5)  a  resident-alien  work  permit, 
or  6)  a  paycheck  or  paycheck-stub;  provided,  that  where 
applicable  said  document  shall  be  dated  within  the  six 
months  preceding  the  election  date.  In  the  absence  of  all 
of  the  aforementioned  proof  of  residency,  the  voter  may 
submit  a  letter  bearing  her  or  his  name  and  address  as 
recipient  and  the  postmark  of  the  United  States  Postal 
Service,  dated  within  the  six  months  preceding  the  elec- 
tion date;  provided,  that  the  ballot  of  a  voter  whose  resi- 
dency is  evidenced  solely  by  such  a  letter  shall  automati- 
cally be  considered  and  treated  as  a  contested  ballot,  and 
provided,  further,  that  such  voter  shall  give  an  oath  that 
he  or  she  attests  under  the  penalty  of  perjury  that  said 
address  is  true  and  correct. 

Any  eligible  voter  of  the  neighborhood  may  challenge 
the  eligibility  of  any  voter  at  the  poll  or  the  entrance  to  the 
neighborhood  meeting.  The  election  commission  shall 
administer  an  oath  to  the  challenger  that  the  challenger 
attests  under  penalty  of  perjury  to  the  validity  of  her  or 
his  evidence  against  the  voter.  The  election  commission 
shall  then  determine  the  eligibility  of  the  voter  upon  a 
preponderance  of  the  evidence.  The  ballot  of  each  voter 
whose  residency  in  the  neighborhood  or  district  is  judged 
to  be  in  doubt  shall  be  enclosed  in  an  envelope  bearing  the 
name  and  address  of  the  voter  and  the  challenger  and  held 
by  the  election  commission  until  such  time  as  uncon- 
tested ballots  have  been  counted.  At  that  time,  the  elec- 
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tion  commission  shall  determine  whether  any  voter  voted 
more  than  once  in  the  neighborhood  by  checking  con- 
tested ballots  against  the  names  of  those  who  voted  and 
shall  not  count  any  contested  ballot  of  any  voter  who 
voted  more  than  once.  The  election  commission  shall 
then  determine  whether  the  number  of  remaining  con- 
tested ballots  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  margin  of 
decision  on  any  question  or  election  voted  on.  If  this  de- 
termination is  in  the  affirmative,  the  election  commission 
shall  check  the  address  given  for  each  contested  ballot  in 
accordance  with  section  1 1  of  chapter  29  of  the  acts  of  1 7 , 
place  the  name  of  verified  residents  on  the  residents  list, 
and  count  into  the  vote  totals  those  ballots  cast  by  such 
verified  residents  of  the  neighborhood  and  district. 

Section  10.  Duly  elected  neighborhood  councillors 
shall  take  office  on  the  first  day  of  January  following  their 
election  and  shall  serve  for  a  two-year  term.  No  person 
may  serve  as  district  neighborhood  councillor  or  as 
neighborhood  councillor-at-large  for  more  than  two  con- 
secutive terms. 

At  a  public  hearing,  the  neighborhood  council  shall  fill 
vacancies  among  its  membership  by  electing  by  majority 
vote  any  candidate  eligible  for  such  office  under  the  pre- 
vious section;  provided,  that  at  least  four  weeks  prior  to 
the  election  the  council  shall  notify  the  public  and  all 
candidates  unsuccessful  in  the  previous  election  for  such 
office. 

Section  1 1 .  Except  where  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  all  special  acts  governing  elections  for  other  mu- 
nicipal offices  in  the  city  of  Boston  shall  apply  to  any 
election  held  pursuant  to  this  act.  Except  where  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  all  special  acts  governing 
elections  for  other  municipal  offices  in  the  city  of  Boston , 
chapters  50  through  57,  inclusive,  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  apply  to  any  election  held  pursuant  to  this  act,  ex- 
cept that  section  1 8  of  chapter  55  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  not  apply  in  any  given  year  to  candidates,  as  defined 
in  section  1  of  said  chapter  55,  who  incur  expenditures 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  that  year. 
Any  violation  of  the  election  provisions  of  sections  1 
through  10,  inclusive,  of  this  act  shall  constitute  a  viola- 
tion of  the  special  acts  governing  elections  for  other  mu- 
nicipal offices  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Section  12.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  the  special 
acts  amended  thereby,  the  neighborhood  council  having 
jurisdiction  shall  mean  any  neighborhood  council  in 
whose  neighborhood  the  property  subject  to  said  acts,  or 
any  part  thereof,  is  physically  located. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  the  special  acts 
amended  thereby,  a  public  benefit  project  shall  include 
but  not  be  limited  to  group  care  residences,  lodging  and 
boarding  houses,  elementary  and  secondary  schools,  day 
care  centers,  nursery  schools,  kindergartens,  convales- 
cent, nursing  and  rest  homes,  homes  for  the  aged, 
orphanges,  funeral  homes,  cemeteries,  crematoria,  pri- 
vate grounds  for  games  and  sports  not  conducted  for 
profit,  adult  education  centers,  community  centers,  set- 
tlement houses,  and  outpatient  clinics,  and  a  public  capi- 
tal project  shall  be  any  city  project  for  a  municipal  pur- 
pose, which  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to  streets, 
roads,  alleys,  throughways,  fire  stations,  police  stations, 
jails,  penal  or  correctional  insittutions,  sewage  and  toxic 
waste  facilities,  telephone  exchanges  and  facilities, 
pumping  stations,  public  parks  and  playgrounds,  and  ad- 
ministration buildings;  or  any  similar  project  undertaken 
by  the  Boston  School  Committee. 

Section  13.  Section  2  of  chapter  665  of  the  acts  of  1956, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  77  of 
the  acts  of  1958,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  two  paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  paragraphs: 

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  health,  safety,  con- 
venience, morals  or  welfare  of  its  inhabitants,  the  city  of 
Boston  may,  by  a  zoning  regulation  adopted  by  its  zoning 


commission  or  one  of  its  neighborhood  councils,  as  the 
case  may  be,  regulate  and  restrict  the  height,  number  of 
stories,  and  size  of  buildings  and  structures,  the  size  and 
width  of  lots,  the  percentage  of  lot  that  may  be  occupied, 
the  size  of  yards,  courts  and  other  open  spaces,  the  den- 
sity of  population,  and  the  location  and  use  of  buildings, 
structures  and  land  for  trade,  industry,  agriculture,  resi- 
dence or  other  purposes;  provided,  that  use  of  land  for  a 
municipal  purpose  shall  not  be  permitted  in  any  district  in 
which  dwellings  are  permitted  except  that  where,  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  a  zoning  regulation  or  amendment 
permitting  dwelllings  in  a  district,  a  particular  parcel  of 
land  in  such  district  is  used  for  a  particular  muncipal  pur- 
pose, use  of  such  land  for  such  purpose  may  be  allowed  to 
continue,  and  except,  further,  that  use  of  a  particular  par- 
cel of  land  for  a  municipal  purpose  in  a  district  where 
dwellings  are  permitted  may  be  allowed  by  special  order 
of  the  zoning  commission  adopted  after  like  report,  no- 
tice and  hearing,  and  in  like  manner  and  with  like  ap- 
proval as  a  zoning  regulation  or  amendment  if  notice  of 
the  hearing  thereon  is  also  sent  by  mail,  postage  prepaid, 
to  the  owners  of  all  abutting  property  and  also  to  the  own- 
ers of  such  other  property  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  zon- 
ing commission  to  be  especially  affected  by  such  order, 
as  they  appear  on  the  then  most  recent  local  tax  list. 

For  any  or  all  such  purposes,  the  neighborhood  council 
having  jurisdiction  or,  where  no  neighborhood  council 
has  jurisdiction,  the  zoning  commission  may  enact  zon- 
ing regulations  that  divide  the  city  into  zoning  districts  of 
such  number,  shape  and  area  as  it  may  deem  best  suited  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act.  The  zoning  commis- 
sion shall  adopt  regulations  classifying  the  types  of  zon- 
ing districts  with  which  the  city  may  be  divided  and,  for 
each  type  of  zoning  district,  may  regulate  and  restrict  the 
erection,  construction,  reconstruction,  alteration  or  use 
of  buildings  and  structures,  or  use  of  land,  and  may  pro- 
hibit noxious  trades  within  any  or  all  classes  of  zoning 
districts. 

The  neighborhood  council  having  jurisdiction  or, 
where  no  neighborhood  council  has  jurisdiction,  the  zon- 
ing commission  may  also  enact  zoning  regulations  that 
establish  overlay  districts  of  such  number,  shape  and  area 
as  may  be  deemed  best  suited  to  carry  out  any  planning  or 
other  special  purpose.  Each  neighborhood  council  or  the 
zoning  commission,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  regulate 
and  restrict  within  overlay  districts  in  its  jurisdiction  any 
of  those  types  of  activities  that  may  be  regulated  and  re- 
stricted within  zoning  districts;  provided,  that  the  neigh- 
borhood councils  may  not  adopt  any  such  regulations  that 
are  contrary  to  zoning  regulations  classifying  an  overlay 
district  previously  adopted  by  the  zoning  commission. 
The  zoning  commission  or  any  neighborhood  council 
may  adopt  zoning  regulations,  in  a  form  specified  by  the 
zoning  commission,  classifying  types  of  overlay  districts 
that  may  be  established;  provided,  that  any  overlay  dis- 
trict classified  by  a  neighborhood  council  shall  apply 
only  to  the  neighborhood  of  that  neighborhood  council 
which  classified  it,  unless  the  zoning  commission  has 
subsequently  adopted  the  classification  for  city-wide  ap- 
plication, in  which  case  uV  zoning  commission  shall 
have  sole  authority  to  amend  such  classification;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  classifications  by  the  zoning  commis- 
sion shall  not  restrict  the  sole  authority  of  a  neighborhood 
council  having  jurisdiction  to  regulate  and  restrict  activi- 
ties in  overlay  districts  within  its  neighborhood,  whether 
by  creating  special  zoning  designations,  requiring  per- 
mits, allowing  exceptions,  adopting  or  enforcing  plans  or 
such  other  means  as  is  necessary  to  the  regulation  and 
restriction.  Where  its  provisions  conflict  with  those  of  a 
zoning  district,  the  provisions  of  the  overlay  district  shall 
govern,  except  that  no  provision  of  any  zoning  regulation 
applicable  to  an  overlay  district,  but  not  approved  by  the 
zoning  commission,  shall  change  the  provisions  of  the 
underlying  zoning  district  regarding  uses  for  public  ben- 
efit and  capital  projects. 
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For  all  districts  by  whomsoever  classified  and  regu- 
lated, the  regulations  and  restrictions  shall  be  uniform 
for  each  class  or  kind  of  use,  throughout  the  district,  but 
the  regulations  and  restrictions  in  one  district  may  differ 
from  those  in  other  districts.  Due  regard  shall  be  paid  to 
the  characteristics  of  the  different  parts  of  the  city,  and  the 
regulations  and  restrictions  shall  be  the  same  for  zones, 
districts  or  streets  having  substantially  the  same  charac- 
ter. 

Section  14.  Said  chapter  665  is  further  amended  by 
striking  section  3,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  1 
of  chapter  193  of  the  acts  of  1966,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  3.  A  zoning  regulation  may  be  adopted  and 
from  time  to  time  amended  by  alteration,  addition  or  re- 
peal, but  only  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  No 
zoning  regulation  originally  establishing  the  boundaries 
of  a  district  or  the  regulations  and  restrictions  to  be  en- 
forced therein,  and  no  such  regulation  amending  the 
same  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  adopted  until  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  shall  have  submitted  a  report 
with  recommendations  concerning  such  regulation  or 
amendment  or  allowed  twenty  days  to  elapse  after  receipt 
from  the  zoning  commission  or  neighborhood  council,  as 
the  case  may  be,  of  a  request  for  such  a  report  without 
making  such  a  report,  nor  until  after  the  zoning  commis- 
sion or  neighborhood  council,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
have  given  notice  and  held  a  public  hearing  with  respect 
to  such  regulation  or  amendment.  Such  notice  shall  be 
published  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  such  hearing  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  shall  (a)  refer  to  this  act,  (b)  give  the  time  and 
place  of  the  public  hearing,  and  (c)  either  state  the  ex- 
press terms  of  the  proposed  regulation  or  amendment,  or 
state  the  general  subject  thereof  and  the  times  when  and 
the  place  where  a  copy  of  the  express  terms  thereof  may 
be  obtained.  Such  notice  shall  also  be  sent  by  mail,  post- 
age prepaid,  to  any  person  filing  written  request  for  no- 
tice of  hearings,  such  request  to  be  renewed  yearly  in 
December.  Such  public  hearing  by  the  zoning  commis- 
sion, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  the  attended  by  not  less 
than  six  of  the  members  of  the  zoning  commission;  and  if 
less  than  six  members  are  present  at  any  public  hearing, 
the  members  actually  present  may  adjourn  the  same  by 
proclamation  to  such  time  and  place  as  they  deem  advisa- 
ble, and  further  notice  thereof  shall  not  be  necessary. 
Such  public  hearing  by  a  neighborhood  council,  as  the 
case  may  be,  if  attended  by  less  than  a  majority  of  council 
members,  may  be  adjourned  by  the  members  actually 
present  by  proclamation  to  such  time  and  place  as  they 
deem  advisable,  and  further  notice  thereof  shall  not  be 
necessary.  After  such  notice  and  hearing  the  zoning  com- 
mission, as  the  case  may  be,  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  not 
less  than  seven  of  its  members,  may  adopt  or  reject  the 
proposed  regulation  or  amendment,  or  may  adopt  a  regu- 
lation or  amendment  in  substantial  accord  with  the  pro- 
posed regulation  or  amendment.  Votes  of  the  zoning 
commission  adopting  a  zoning  regulation  or  amendment 
thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  provisions  of  law  in 
respect  to  approval  by  the  mayor  as  orders  or  votes  of  the 
city  council  of  the  city,  except  that  the  concurrent  vote  of 
not  less  than  nine  members  of  the  zoning  commission 
shall  be  necessary  to  pass  such  a  regulation  or  amend- 
ment over  the  veto  of  the  mayor.  After  such  notice  and 
hearing  a  neighborhood  council,  as  the  case  may  be,  by 
the  concurrent  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  may 
adopt  or  reject  the  propsed  regulation  or  amendment,  or 
may  adopt  a  regulation  or  amendment  in  substantial  ac- 
cord with  the  proposed  regulation  or  amendment.  Votes 
of  a  neighborhood  council  adopting  a  zoning  regulation 
or  amendment  thereof  shall  not  be  subject  to  approval  by 
the  mayor. 

Any  owner  of  property  may  petition  the  zoning  com- 
mission or  neighborhood  council  having  jurisdiction,  as 


the  case  may  be,  to  adopt  an  amendment  of  a  zoning  regu- 
lation which  would  affect  her  or  his  property,  but  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  have  her  or  his  proposed  amendment 
considered  by  the  commission  or  council  unless  he  or  she 
pays  the  city  such  sum,  if  any,  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  established  by  the  zoning  regulation  as  the  estimated 
average  cost  to  the  city  of  a  hearing  on  a  proposed  amend- 
ment of  the  zoning  regulation. 

Section  15.  Section  5  of  said  chapter  665  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "commission",  in 
line  4,  the  words:  or  neighborhood  council. 

Section  16.  Section  8  of  said  chapter  665  is  further 
amended  by  striking  the  second  paragraph,  as  appearing 
in  section  66  of  chapter  802  of  the  acts  of  1972,  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

Any  board  of  officer  of  the  city  or  any  person  aggrieved 
by  reason  of  being  refused  a  permit  by  any  administrative 
official  under  the  provisions  of  the  state  building  code  or 
by  reason  of  any  order  or  decision  of  the  building  com- 
missioner or  other  administrative  official  in  violation  of 
any  provision  of  the  state  building  code  may  appeal  to 
said  board  of  appeals.  Any  board  or  officer  of  the  city  or 
any  person  aggrieved  by  reason  of  any  order  or  decision 
of  the  building  commissioner  or  other  administrative  of- 
ficial in  violation  of  any  provision  of  the  zoning  regula- 
tions or  amendment  thereof  under  the  state  building  code 
may  appeal  to  the  neighborhood  council  having  jurisdic- 
tion; provided,  that  where  no  neighborhood  council  has 
jurisdiction,  or  where  the  appeal  is  from  an  order  or  deci- 
sion that  was  not  based  on  zoning  regulations  governing 
any  of  use,  height,  or  floor-area  ratio,  or  where  the  ap- 
peal concerns  a  public  benefit  or  public  capital  project, 
said  appeal  shall  be  to  the  board  of  appeal.  Any  such 
appeal  must  be  filed  with  the  board  or  officer  from  whose 
refusal,  order,  or  decision  the  appeal  is  taken  within 
forty-five  days  after  the  respective  refusal,  order,  or  deci- 
sion as  a  notice  of  appeal  specifying  the  grounds  thereof 
along  with  payment  to  the  building  commissioner  of  a  fee 
of  such  sum  as  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe.  Such  board  or 
officer  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  said  board  of  appeal  or 
neighborhood  council,  as  such  board  or  officer  shall  de- 
termine in  conformity  with  this  act,  such  notice  of  appeal 
and  all  documents  and  papers  consituting  the  record  of 
the  case  in  which  the  appeal  is  taken. 

Section  1 7 .  Said  section  8 ,  as  amended  by  section  66  of 
said  chapter  802,  is  further  amended  by  striking  the  third 
paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
paragraph  :- 

Said  board  of  appeal  or  neighborhood  council,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time  for  the  hearing  of 
any  appeal  and  give  public  notice  thereof  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  in  the  city,  and  also  send  notice  by 
mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appellant  and  to  the  owners 
of  all  property  deemed  by  said  board  of  appeal  or  neigh- 
borhood council  to  be  affected  thereby,  as  they  appear  on 
the  then  most  recent  local  tax  list  and  to  any  person  filing 
written  request  for  notice  of  hearings,  such  request  to  be 
renewed  yearly  in  December,  to  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and,  in  the  case  of  hearings  before  the 
board  of  appeals,  to  the  neighborhood  council,  if  any,  in 
which  the  property  that  is  the  subject  of  the  appeal  is 
located.  At  the  hearing  any  party  whether  entitled  to  no- 
tice thereof  or  not  may  appear  in  person  or  by  agent  or 
attorney.  No  such  hearing  shall  be  held  on  any  day  on 
which  a  state  or  municipal  election,  preliminary  election 
or  primary  is  held  in  said  city. 

Section  18.  said  section  8  is  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing the  fourth  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  paragraph: 

In  acting  upon  such  appeal,  said  board  of  appeal  or 
neighborhood  council  having  jurisdiction,  as  the  case 
may  be,  may,'  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  reverse,  affirm  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  may  modify, 
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any  order  or  decision,  and  may  make  such  order  or  deci- 
sion as  ought  to  be  made,  and  to  that  end  shall  have  all  the 
powers  of  the  board  or  officer  from  whom  the  appeal  is 
taken  and  may  direct  the  issue  of  a  permit.  The  concur- 
ring vote  of  four-fifths  of  all  the  members  of  said  board  of 
appeal  or  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  said  neighbor- 
hood council,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  necessary  to 
reverse  any  order  or  decision  of  any  administrative  offi- 
cial under  this  act,  or  to  decide  in  favor  of  the  applicant  on 
any  matter  upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass  under  any 
zoning  regulation  or  amendment  thereof,  or  to  effect  any 
variance  in,  or  exception  to,  the  application  of  any  such 
regulation  or  amendment. 

Section  19.  Said  section  8  is  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing the  fifth  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  paragraph: 

Said  board  of  appeal  and  neighborhood  councils  shall 
cause  to  be  made  a  detailed  record  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings, which  record  shall  set  forth  the  reasons  for  their 
decisions,  the  vote  of  each  member  participating  therein, 
and  the  absence  of  a  member  or  her  or  his  failure  to  vote. 
Such  record,  immediately  following  the  board's  or  coun- 
cil's final  decision,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  build- 
ing commissioner  of  the  city  and  shall  be  open  to  public 
inspection,  and  notice  of  such  decision  shall  be  mailed 
forthwith  to  each  party  in  interest  as  aforesaid,  to  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  to  every  person 
present  at  the  hearing  who  requests  that  notice  be  sent  to 
her  or  him  and  states  the  address  to  which  such  notice  is 
to  be  sent  and,  in  the  case  of  hearings  before  the  board  of 
appeal,  to  the  neighborhood  council,  if  any,  in  which  the 
property  that  is  the  subject  of  the  appeal  is  located. 

Section  20.  Said  chapter  665  is  further  amended  by 
stricking  section  9  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing section: 

Section  9.  Upon  an  appeal  from  the  refusal  of  the  build- 
ing commissioner  or  other  administrative  official  to  issue 
a  permit  under  this  act  or  under  a  zoning  regulation  as 
adopted  and  amended  under  this  act,  the  neighborhood 
council  having  jurisdiction  or,  where  no  neighborhood 
council  has  jurisdiction,  or  where  the  appeal  does  not 
seek  a  variance  in  regulations  governing  any  of  use, 
height  or  floor-area  ratio,  or  where  the  appeal  requests  a 
variance  for  a  public  benefit  or  public  capital  project, 
said  board  of  appeal  may  authorize  with  respect  to  a  par- 
ticular parcel  of  land  or  to  an  existing  building  thereon  a 
variance  from  the  terms  of  such  zoning  regulation  where, 
owing  to  conditions  especially  affecting  such  parcel  or 
such  buidling,  but  not  affecting  generally  the  district  in 
which  it  is  located,  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
of  such  zoning  regulation  would  involve  substantial  hard- 
ship to  the  appellant,  and  where  desirable  relief  may  be 
granted  without  substantial  detriment  to  the  public  good 
and  without  nullifying  or  substantially  derogating  from 
the  intent  and  purpose  of  such  zoning  regulation,  but  not 
otherwise;  provided,  that  where  there  is  a  neighborhood 
council  in  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  property  that  is 
the  subject  of  the  appeal  is  located,  and  the  appeal  does 
not  seek  a  variance  from  any  regulation  governing  any  of 
use,  height,  or  floor-area  ratio,  said  board  in  its  order  on 
such  appeal  may  not  grant  a  variance  from  any  regulation 
governing  any  of  use,  height  or  floor-area  ratio;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  where  there  is  a  neighborhood  coun- 
cil in  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  property  that  is  the 
subject  or  the  appeal  is  located,  and  the  appeal  requests  a 
variance  from  a  public  benefit  or  public  capital  project, 
said  board  in  its  order  on  such  appeal  shall  condition  any 
grant  of  a  variance  upon  the  actual  use  of  the  parcel  for 
the  public  benefit  or  public  capital  project  specified  in  the 
appeal.  In  authorizing  such  variance,  said  neighborhood 
council  or  board  may  impose  limitations  both  of  time  and 
of  user,  and  a  continuation  of  the  use  permitted  may  be 
conditioned  upon  compliance  with  regulations  to  be 
made  and  amended  from  time  to  time  thereafter. 


Section  21.  Section  10  of  said  chapter  665  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  the  third  sentence  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  sentence:-  If  exceptions  are  so 
provided  for,  the  neighborhood  council  having  jurisdic- 
tion or,  where  no  neighborhood  council  has  jurisdiction, 
or  where  the  appeal  does  not  seek  an  exception  to  regula- 
tions governing  any  of  use,  height,  or  floor-area  ratio,  or 
where  the  appeal  requests  an  exception  for  a  public  bene- 
fit or  public  capital  project,  said  board  of  appeal  may, 
subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards,  allow 
such  an  exception  upon  an  appeal  from  the  refusal  of  the 
building  commissioner  or  other  administrative  official  to 
issue  a  permit  under  this  act  or  under  a  zoning  regulation 
or  amendment  thereof  adopted  under  this  act;  provided, 
that  where  there  is  a  neighborhood  council  in  the  neigh- 
borhood in  which  the  property  that  is  the  subject  of  the 
appeal  is  located,  and  the  appeal  does  not  seek  an  excep- 
tion to  any  regulation  governing  any  of  us,  height,  or 
floor-area  ratio,  said  board  in  its  order  on  such  appeal 
may  not  grant  an  exception  to  any  regulation  governing 
any  of  use,  height,  or  floor-area  ratio;  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  where  there  is  a  neighborhood  council  in  the 
neighborhood  in  which  the  property  that  is  the  subject  of 
the  appeal  is  located,  and  the  appeal  requests  an  excep- 
tion for  a  public  beneift  or  public  condition  any  grant  of 
any  exception  upon  the  actual  use  of  the  parcel  for  the 
public  benefit  or  public  capital  project  specified  in  the 
appeal. 

Section  22.  Section  1 1  of  said  chapter  665,  as  amended 
by  section  1  of  chapter  669  of  the  acts  of  1974,  is  further 
amended  by  striking  the  first  and  second  paragraphs  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraphs:- 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  said  board  of 
appeal  or  by  a  decision  of  a  neighborhood  council  on  an 
appeal,  whether  or  not  previously  a  party  to  the  proceed- 
ings, or  any  municipal  board  or  officer,  may  appeal  to  the 
superior  court  sitting  in  equity  for  the  county  of  Suffolk 
or,  in  the  event  that  said  decision  is  concerned  with  any 
building  or  place  used,  or  intended  or  permitted  for  use, 
as  a  place  of  human  habitation,  to  the  housing  court  of  the 
city  of  Boston;  provided  that  such  appeal  is  filed  in  either 
of  said  courts  within  fifteen  days  after  such  decision  is 
recorded.  Every  person  so  appealing  shall  file  a  bond 
with  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  for 
such  a  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  court,  to  indemnify 
and  save  harmless  the  person  or  persons  in  whose  favor 
the  decision  was  rendered  from  all  damages  and  costs 
which  the  person  or  persons  may  sustain  in  case  the  deci- 
sion of  said  board  or  council  is  affirmed.  Upon  an  appeal 
under  this  section,  the  court  shall  hear  all  pertinent  evi- 
dence and  determine  the  facts,  and,  upon  the  facts  as  so 
determined,  annul  such  decision  if  found  to  exceed  the 
authority  of  such  board  or  council,  or  make  such  other 
decree  as  justice  and  equity  may  require.  The  foregoing 
remedy  shall  be  exclusive;  but  the  parties  shall  have  all 
rights  of  appeal  and  exception  as  in  other  equity  cases. 

Costs  shall  not  be  allowed  against  said  board  of  appeal 
or  neighborhood  council  unless  it  shall  appear  to  the 
court  that  the  board  or  council  in  making  the  decision 
appealed  from  acted  with  gross  negligence,  in  bad  faith 
or  with  malice;  and  costs  shall  not  be  allowed  against  the 
party  appealing  from  the  decision  of  the  board  or  council 
unless  it  shall  appear  to  the  court  that  said  party  acted  in 
bad  faith  or  with  malice  in  appealing  to  the  court. 

Section  23.  Where  a  neighborhood  council  has  juris- 
diction, the  provisions  of  the  ninth  paragraph  of  section 
13  of  chapter  652  of  the  acts  of  1960,  as  amended,  and, 
except  as  applied  to  public  benefit  and  public  capital  proj- 
ects, the  provisions  of  paragraph  E  of  section  4  of  chapter 
642  of  the  acts  of  1966  shall  be  without  force  and  effect. 

Section  24.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  12  of  chapter 
652  of  the  acts  of  1960  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  at 
the  end  of  the  first  sentence  the  words:  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  the  authority  shall  give  the  neighborhood  coun- 
cil having  jurisdiction  thirty  days  notice,  or  such  other 
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notice  to  which  the  council  consents,  prior  to  approval  of 
a  project  or  any  approval  action  under  said  sections  7,  1 1 . 
15,  16,  18B,  18D,  during  which  time  the  authority  may 
not  take  such  action  under  said  sections,  unless  the  coun- 
cil makes  its  recommendations  for  the  authority  to  con- 
sider in  its  decision;  and  provided,  further,  that  approval 
by  the  authority  of  any  changes  in  an  approved  project 
under  said  sections  1 1  or  1 8B  or  of  the  holding  of  a  proj- 
ect free  from  all  restrictions  and  limitations  imposed  by  a 
said  chapter  121 A  and  without  any  of  the  powers,  rights, 
privileges,  benefits  and  exemptions  thereby  conferred, 
pursuant  to  section  16A  said  chapter  121A,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  approval  by  the  neighborhood  council  having  ju- 
risdiction. 

Section  25.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  13  of  said 
chapter  652,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  859  of 
the  acts  of  1965,  is  further  amended  by  striking  the  first 
sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  sentence:-  Per- 
sons intending  to  associate  themselves  by  written  agree- 
ment of  association  with  intent  to  form  a  corporation  un- 
der chapter  1 2 1 A  of  the  General  Laws  for  the  purpose  of 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  under  said  chapter  a  project 
in  Boston  before  so  associating  themselves,  or  an  insur- 
ance company,  savings  bank  or  group  of  savings  banks 
intending  to  carry  out  under  said  chapter  a  project  in 
Boston,  or  individuals,  or  associations  of  individuals  in 
the  form  of  joint  ventures,  partnerships,  limited  partner- 
ships or  trusts  intending  to  undertake  under  said  chapter  a 
project  in  Boston,  before  undertaking  such  project,  shall 
submit  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the 
neighborhood  council  having  jurisdiction  an  application 
for  their  approval  of  such  project  and  for  the  consent  of 
the  authority  to  the  formation  of  such  corporation,  if  any. 

Section  26.  The  second  paragraph  of  said  section  13,  as 
so  appearing,  is  further  amended  by  striking  the  word 
"it",  in  line  5,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing words:  and  whenever  a  neighborhood  council  is 
asked  to  approve  an  application  for  a  project  or  for  for- 
mation of  a  corporation,  the  authority  or  council. 

Section  27.  The  third  paragraph  of  said  section  13,  as 
so  appearing,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  af- 
ter the  word  "authority",  in  line  1,  the  words:  or  council. 

Section  28.  Said  section  1 3  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
ing the  fourth  paragraph,  as  so  appearing,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

If  the  carrying  out  of  the  project  will  involve  the  de- 
struction or  rehabilitation  of  buildings  occupied  in  whole 
or  in  part  as  dwellings,  the  authority  and  the  neighbor- 
hood council  having  jurisdiction  shall  also  determine 
whether  or  not  there  is  a  feasible  method  for  the  tempo- 
rary relocation  of  families  displaced  from  the  project  area 
and  whether  or  not  there  are,  or  are  being  provided,  in  the 
project  area  or  in  other  areas  not  generally  less  desirable 
in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  public  and  commercial 
facilities  and  at  rents  or  prices  within  the  financial  means 
of  the  families  displaced  from  the  project  area,  decent, 
safe  and  sanitary  dwellings  equal  in  number  to  the  num- 
ber of,  and  available  to,  such  displaced  families  and  rea- 
sonably accessible  to  their  places  of  employment;  and 
unless  they  find  that  there  is  such  a  feasible  method  and 
that  such  dwellings  exist  or  are  being  provided,  they  shall 
not  approve  the  project. 

Section  29.  The  fifth  paragraph  of  said  section  13,  as  so 
appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"authority",  in  line  3,  the  words:  and  council. 

Section  30.  Said  section  13  is  further  amended  by 
striking  out  the  sixth  and  seventh  paragraphs,  as  so  ap- 
pearing, and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  par- 
agraphs: 

The  authority  and  neighborhood  council  having  juris- 
diction each  shall  prepare,  adopt  and  make  open  to  public 
inspection  a  report  approving  or  disapproving  the  appli- 
cation and  setting  forth  their  reasons  for  approval  or  dis- 
approval. If  the  authority  or  council  disapproves  the  ap- 


plication, it  may  suggest  changes  in  the  application,  in 
the  project,  or  in  the  plans  therefor,  which  if  adopted, 
would  meet  its  objections.  If  the  persons  intending  to  as- 
sociate as  aforesaid  or  an  insurance  company,  savings 
bank  or  group  of  savings  banks,  or  a  charitable  corpora- 
tion organized  under  chapter  180  of  the  General  Laws 
intending  to  carry  out  a  project  in  Boston  determine  to 
proceed  in  accordance  with  the  changes  suggested,  they 
shall  amend  their  application  accordingly.  If  the  pro- 
posed change  is  not  a  fundamental  one,  the  authority  and 
council  may  approve  or  disapprove  the  application  as 
amended  without  further  hearing  or  report;  otherwise, 
the  authority  and  council  shall  proceed  as  if  it  were  a  new 
application. 

Whenever  the  authority  approves  an  application,  it 
shall  make  and  embody  in  its  report  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  setting  minimum  standards  for  the  financing, 
construction,  maintenance  and  management  of  such 
project  insofar  as  the  same  are  not  specified  in  and  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  application  for  the  approval  thereof; 
provided,  that  the  authority  shall  give  the  neighborhood 
council  having  jurisdiction  thirty  days  notice,  or  such 
other  notice  to  which  the  council  consents,  prior  to  ap- 
proving such  rules  and  regulations,  during  which  time 
the  authority  may  not  take  such  action,  unless  the  council 
makes  its  recommendations  for  the  authority  to  consider 
in  its  decision. 

Section  3 1 .  The  eighth  paragraph  of  said  section  1 3 ,  as 
so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "application",  in  line  2,  the  words:  and  after  the 
neighorhood  council  having  jurisdiction  has  approved 
the  application. 

Section  32.  The  eleventh  paragraph  of  said  section  13, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  words: 
;  provided,  that  the  authroity  shall  give  the  neighborhood 
council  having  jurisdiction  thirty  days  notice,  or  such 
other  notice  to  which  the  council  consents,  prior  to  any 
such  declaration,  during  which  time  the  authority  may 
not  take  such  action,  unless  the  council  makes  its  recom- 
mendations for  the  authority  to  consider  in  its  decision. 

Section  33.  Said  section  13,  as  so  appearing,  is  further 
amended  by  striking  the  twelfth  paragraph  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

After  approval  of  a  project  by  the  authority  and  neigh- 
borhood council  having  jurisdiction,  the  corporation,  in- 
surance company,  savings  bank  or  group  of  savings 
banks,  individuals  or  associations,  carrying  out  such 
project  may  apply  to  the  authority  and  said  neighborhood 
council  for  leave  to  change  the  type  and  character  of  the 
buildings  on  such  project;  and  the  authority  and  said 
neighborhood  council  may  grant  such  application  unless 
in  their  opinion  the  proposed  change  is  a  fundamental 
one,  in  which  case  the  authority  and  council  shall  pro- 
ceed as  if  such  application  to  change  were  an  application 
for  the  original  approval  of  the  project. 

Section  34.  The  thirteenth  paragraph  of  said  section 
13,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "authority",  in  lines  1,2,  and  9,  the  words:  or 
council. 

Section  35.  Said  chapter  652  is  further  amended  by 
striking  section  13A,  as  most  recently  amended  by  sec- 
tion 6  of  chapter  42 1  of  the  acts  of  1 966.  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  1 3A.  Three  or  more  persons  wishing  to  associ- 
ate themselves  by  written  agreement  of  association,  in  a 
form  furnished  or  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  cor- 
porations and  taxation,  and  individuals,  and  associations 
of  individuals  in  the  form  of  joint  ventures,  partnerships, 
limited  partnerships  or  trusts  resident  or  organized  in  the 
commonwealth,  or  a  charitable  corporation  organized 
under  chapter  180  of  the  General  Laws  may  apply  to  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  neighborhood 
council  having  jurisdiction  for  their  approval  of  the  ac- 
quisition of  a  project  which  has  been  authorized  and  ap- 
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proved  and  which  has  been  developed  or  is  being  devel- 
oped in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing 
section,  or  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  any  severable 
portion  of  such  project.  The  application  shall  specify  the 
project  or  portion  thereof  which  it  is  proposed  to  acquire, 
the  terms  upon  which  the  same  is  to  be  acquired,  and  the 
amount  of  capital  which  it  is  intended  to  raise.  If  it  is 
proposed  that  any  changes  in  the  project  be  made,  the 
application  shall  include  such  information  concerning 
the  proposed  changes  that  the  authority  and  neighbor- 
hood council  shall  require.  If  the  authority  and  the  neigh- 
borhood council  determine  that  such  persons  or  associa- 
tions appear  to  have  the  ability  requisite  to  perform  the 
obligations  and  carry  out  the  duties  imposed  by  chapter 
1 2 1 A  of  the  General  Laws  with  respect  to  the  project,  and 
if  they  determine  that  none  of  the  proposed  changes,  if 
any,  in  the  project  are  fundamental,  they  shall  approve  the 
application  and  the  authority  shall  issue  a  certificate  that 
it  approves  the  application.  The  agreement  of  associa- 
tion, if  any,  shall  not  be  presented  to  the  state  secretary 
for  filing,  nor  shall  he  or  she  file  it,  unless  it  is  accom- 
plished by  such  certificate.  If  any  changes  in  the  project 
are  porposed  in  the  application,  and  if  the  authority  and 
the  neighborhood  council  determine  that  any  such 
changes  are  fundamental,  they  shall  proceed  as  if  such 
application  to  change  were  an  application  for  the  original 
approval  of  the  project.  Any  person  receiving  approval 
under  this  section  shall  have  all  of  the  powers,  rights, 
privileges,  benefits  and  exemptions  and  shall  be  subject 
to  all  the  duties  of  a  corporation  organized  under  chapter 
121 A  of  the  General  Laws;  provided,  however,  that  the 
periods  of  forty  years  set  forth  in  sections  lOand  16  shall 
be  computed  from  the  date  of  organization  of  the  corpo- 
ration which  initiated  the  project  regardless  of  any  de- 
fault upon  the  part  of  such  corporation  which  initiated 
such  project. 

Section  36.  Section  14  of  said  chapter  652  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "that",  in  line  14, 
the  words:  the  authority  in  performing  said  duties  shall 
give  thirty  days  notice,  or  such  other  notice  to  which  the 
neighborhood  council  consents,  to  the  council  having  ju- 
risdiction prior  to  exercising  said  power  with  respect  to 
these  projects,  during  which  time  the  authority  may  not 
take  such  action,  unless  the  council  makes  its  recommen- 
dations for  the  authority  to  consider  in  its  decision. 

Section  37 .  Any  contract  executed  by  the  city  of  Boston 
by  authority  of  section  6A  of  chapter  12 1 A  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  also  be  filed  with  the  neighborhood  council 
having  jurisdiction.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  contract 
is  filed  with  the  council,  the  council  may  petition  the  su- 
perior court  sitting  in  Suffolk  County  for  declaratory 
judgment  nullifying  any  provisions  of  any  such  contract 
that  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  appli- 
cation for  the  project  as  approved  by  the  council. 

Section  38.  The  second  paragraph  of  section  12  of 
chapter  652  of  the  acts  of  1960  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  the  first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  sentences:  The  authority  shall  further  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time  con- 
ferred or  imposed  on  planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massa- 
chusetts by  section  70  of  chapter  4 1  of  the  General  Laws 
and  by  other  general  laws  applicable  to  Boston.  For  the 
purposes  of  section  48  of  chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  authority  in  performing  the  duties  of  a  plan- 
ning board  with  respect  to  urban  renewal  plans  or 
changes  therein  shall  give  thirty  days  notice,  or  such 
other  notice  to  which  the  council  consents,  to  the  neigh- 
borhood council  having  jurisdiction  prior  to  making  any 
determination  required  by  said  section,  during  which 
time  the  authority  may  not  take  such  action,  unless  the 
council  makes  its  recommendations  for  the  authority  to 
consider  in  its  decision. 

Section  39.  Upon  deciding  to  consider  making  any  de- 
termination or  to  consider  preparing  any  plan  under  the 


provisions  of  clauses  (a),  (b),  or  (c)  of  section  46  of  said 
chapter  1 2 1 B,  the  authority  shall  immediately  give  notice 
to  the  neighborhood  council  having  jurisdiction  of  such 
intention  to  consider  such  action.  The  authority  shall  not 
take  the  action  until  at  least  thirty  days  after  the  neighbor- 
hood council  has  been  so  notified. 

Section  40.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary  provision  of 
the  General  Laws  or  special  statutes,  the  neighborhood 
council  having  jurisdiction  shall  have  the  power  to  ap- 
prove, in  addition  to  any  other  approval  as  may  be  re- 
quired, any  relocation  plan  under  chapter  79A  of  the 
General  Laws  necessitated  by  the  taking  of  any  property 
by  eminent  domain  by  the  authority  under  clause  (d)  of 
section  1 1  and  section  47  of  said  chapter  12  IB.  The  au- 
thority shall  not  take  property  by  eminent  domain  under 
said  clause  (d)  of  said  section  1 1  and  said  section  47,  and 
shall  not  take  any  action  under  clause  (e)  of  said  section 
1 1  that  is  not  part  of  a  project  approved  by  the  neighbor- 
hood council  having  jurisdiction,  without  giving  the 
council  thirty  days  notice  or  such  other  notice  to  which 
the  council  consents,  of  such  action,  during  which  time 
the  authority  may  not  take  such  action,  unless  the  council 
makes  its  recommendations  for  the  authority  to  consider 
in  its  decision. 

Section  4 1 .  For  the  purposes  of  sections  4 1  to  45  of  this 
act,  the  following  definitions  shall  apply: 

a)  municipal  agency:  any  agency,  board,  bureau, 
commission,  council,  department,  division,  institution, 
office,  or  tribunal  or  other  instrumentality  of  the  city  of 
Boston  that  acquires,  holds,  leases,  develops  or  sells  land 
or  buildings  for  the  city,  including  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  the  Public  Facilities  Department  and  the 
Real  Property  Department,  which  municipal  agencies 
shall  not  dispose  of  publicly  owned  property  except  in 
accordance  with  this  act,  notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  clause  (d)  of  section  1 1  of  chapter  12  IB  of  the  General 
Laws,  section  12  of  chapter  642  of  the  acts  of  1966,  sec- 
tion 3  of  chapter  434  of  the  acts  of  1943,  or  of  any  other 
statutes  authorizing  any  municipal  agency  to  acquire 
publicly  owned  property;  provided,  that  where  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  is  otherwise  required,  the  term  mu- 
nicipal agency  shall  include  the  mayor; 

b)  project:  the  erection  or  extension  of  any  structure  or 
part  thereof,  or  the  change  of  use  of  any  structure  or  land, 
for  which  a  building  or  use  permit  is  required,  except  for 
any  such  activities  subject  to  the  duties,  powers  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  chapter  121Aof  the  General  Laws,  and, 
further,  except  for  public  benefit  and  public  capital  proj- 
ects; 

c)  publicly  owned  property:  vacant  land  or  abandoned 
buildings  in  the  possession  of  any  municipal  agency; 

d)  request  for  proposal:  solicitation  of  project  pro- 
psals  that  may  outline  any  of  the  development  concept 
and  use,  density,  design,  and  affordability  guidelines  for 
a  project,  except  that  the  affordability  guidelines  shall 
comply  with  or  specify  a  greater  percentage  of  affordable 
units  as  then  required  and  defined  by  the  policy  on  affor- 
dable housing  of  the  municipal  agency  having  jurisdic- 
tion. 

Section  42 .  Upon  obtaining  title  and  possession  of  pub- 
licly owned  property,  every  municipal  agency  shall  im- 
mediately notify  the  neighborhood  council  having  juris- 
diction thereof.  At  least  thirty  days,  or  such  other  time  to 
which  the  council  consents,  prior  to  determining  or 
changing  the  municipal  purpose  for  which  publicly 
owned  property  is  held,  or  acquiring  by  purchase,  hold- 
ing, leasing  or  selling  publicly  owned  property  other  than 
for  the  purpose  of  undertaking  or  causing  the  undertaking 
of  a  project,  a  municipal  agency  shall  notify  the  neigh- 
borhood council  having  jurisdiction,  during  which  time 
the  agency  may  not  take  such  action,  unless  the  council 
makes  its  recommendations  for  the  agency  to  consider  in 
its  decision. 

Section  43.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  clause 
(d)  of  section  46  of  said  chapter  12  IB,  sections  31,  31 A 
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and  3 1 B  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909,  clause  (b)  of 
section  1 1  of  chapter  643  of  the  acts  of  1983,  or  any  other 
statute  authorizing  any  municipal  agency  to  undertake  or 
cause  the  undertaking  of  a  project  on  publicly  owned 
property,  no  municipal  agency  shall  either  lease  or  sell 
publicly  owned  property  for  the  purpose  of  causing  the 
undertaking  of  a  project,  or  undertake  a  project  on  pub- 
licly owned  property  except  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section;  provided,  that  where  a  state  board  or 
department  has  authority  to  promulgate  regulations  gov- 
erning such  leasing,  sale  or  project,  such  regulations  may 
deviate  from  the  provisions  of  this  section  except  to  re- 
duce the  authority  of  neighborhood  councils;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  municipal  agencies  where  otherwise 
authorized  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  in  conform- 
ity with  this  section. 

a)  At  least  thirty  days,  or  such  other  time  to  which  the 
council  consents,  prior  to  deciding  to  lease,  sell  or  de- 
velop publicly  owned  property  for  the  purposes  of  under- 
taking or  causing  the  undertaking  of  a  project,  every  mu- 
nicipal agency  shall  notify  the  neighborhood  council 
having  jurisdiction,  during  which  time  the  agency  may 
not  take  such  action,  unless  the  council  makes  its  recom- 
mendations for  the  agency  to  consider  in  its  decision. 

b)  In  the  case  of  a  project  initiated  by  the  agency,  a 
municipal  agency  shall  prepare  and  approve  a  request  for 
proposals,  which  shall  not  be  made  public  in  final  form 
until  the  neighborhood  council  having  jurisdiction  has 
approved  it. 

c)  After  the  receipt  of  proposals  for  an  agency- 
initiated  project  or  of  a  privately  initiated  proposal  or 
proposals,  the  municipal  agency  shall  reject  those  pro- 
posals that  do  not  evidence  the  technical  qualifications 
and  financial  resources  to  undertake  the  project  as  de- 
scribed in  the  request  for  proposals.  Thereafter,  the  mu- 
nicipal agency  and  the  neighborhood  council  having  ju- 
risdiction may  tentatively  designate  one  or  more 
remaining  proposals  to  receive  further  consideration. 
The  agency,  and  any  public  body  specially  designated  by 
law,  shall  consider  in  their  review  of  any  design  elements 
of  any  such  project  or  projects  the  recommendations  of 
the  council  submitted  within  a  reasonable  time  after  such 
tentative  designation. 

d)  After  completion  of  the  design  or  subject  to  ap- 
proval of  the  completed  design  for  the  project,  the  munic- 
ipal agency  and  the  neighborhood  council  having  juris- 
diction may  give  final  designation  or  approval  to  one  of 
the  remaining  proposals.  Thereafter,  the  municipal  ag- 
ency may  prepare  in  conformity  with  the  final  design 
and,  after  review  by  the  council  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  their  preparation,  execute  any  contracts  necessary 
to  the  leasing  or  sale  of  or  undertaking  of  the  finally  des- 
ignated project  on  the  publicly  owned  properly. 

e)  Any  changes  in  the  project  as  approved  and  con- 
tracted for  shall  require  the  approval  of  the  municipal 
agency  and  of  the  neighborhood  council  having  jurisdic- 
tion. 

Section  44.  At  least  thirty  days,  or  such  other  time  to 
which  the  neighborhood  council  consents,  prior  to  initi- 
ating or  taking  any  action  set  forth  in  paragraphs  (a)-(g) 
below,  the  appropriate  municipal  agency  shall  notify  the 
neighborhood  council  having  jurisdiction,  during  which 
time  the  agency  may  not  take  such  action,  unless  the 
neighborhood  council  makes  its  recommendations  for 
the  agency  to  consider  in  its  decision: 

a)  the  delivery  of  services,  including  but  not  limited  to 
services  performed  by  the  Public  .Works,  Parks  and  Rec- 
reation, Inspectional  Services,  Transportation,  Police, 
Fire,  and  Public  Facilities  Departments; 

b)  adoption  or  revision  of  capital  plans  and  develop- 
ment of  public  buildings  by  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment under  sections  3  and  4  of  chapter  642  of  the  acts  of 
1966; 


c)  allocation  of  community  development  block  grants 
by  the  Public  Facilities  Department  pursuant  to  sub-part 
D  of  part  570  title  24  of  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations, 
or  any  comparable  federal  program; 

d)  approval,  renewal,  revocation,  change  or  transfer  a 
license  by  the  Licensing  Board,  whether  under  chapter 
138  or  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  or  section  4  of 
chapter  291  of  the  acts  of  1906,  as  amended; 

e)  adoption  or  revision  of  traffic  plans  by  the  transpor- 
tation department  under  section  2  of  chapter  263  of  the 
acts  of  1929,  as  amended; 

f)  designation  of  a  location  for  and  development  of 
other  public  benefit  and  public  capital  projects;  and 

g)  taking  by  eminent  domain,  whether  under  section 
3 1  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909,  clause  (a)  of  section 
1  of  chapter  474  of  the  acts  of  1946,  or  chapters  79  and 
80A  of  the  General  Laws,  or  approval  of  a  relocation  plan 
under  chapter  79 A  of  the  General  Laws,  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  45.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law,  every  neighborhood  council  shall 
have  access  to,  upon  reasonable  request  to  any  municipal 
agency,  such  information  as  is  necessary  to  formulate 
each  decision  and  recommendation  that  the  council  has 
the  authority  to  make  under  this  act.  Such  information 
shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to  data,  studies,  surveys, 
reports,  contracts,  proposals,  specifications,  or  such 
other  material  as  the  council  deems  necessary.  In  all 
cases,  the  neighborhood  council  shall  follow  the  determi- 
nation of  the  municipal  agency  providing  the  information 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  information  constitutes  a  public 
record  under  clause  26  of  section  7  of  chapter  4  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Every  municipal  agency,  to  which  a  neighborhood 
council  has  the  right  under  this  act  to  give  recommenda- 
tions within  a  specified  time  period  prior  to  the  making  of 
a  decision  by  the  agency,  shall  give  great  weight  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  council  in  making  its  decision. 
Such  municipal  agency  shall  provide  to  the  council 
within  ten  days  of  such  decision  a  written  explanation  of 
its  reasons  for  any  substantial  deviation  in  its  decision 
from  such  recommendations. 

Section  46.  In  addition  to  any  general  or  specific 
powers  granted  in  this  act,  each  neighborhood  council 
shall  have  authority  to: 

a)  accept  grants,  gifts  and  other  aid  from  the  federal 
government  or  any  agency  thereof,  the  commonwealth  or 
any  agency,  authority,  division  or  subdivision  thereof,  or 
any  charitable  foundation,  private  corporation  or  indi- 
vidual and,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  53 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or  the  provisions  of 
section  2  of  chapter  434  of  the  acts  of  1 909 ,  as  amended , 
to  expend  the  same  without  appropriation;  provided,  that 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  authorize  a 
neighborhood  council  to  undertake  development  proj- 
ects; 

b)  sue  and  be  sued,  including  to  bring  suit  against 
other  municipal  agencies  and  governmental  bodies,  and 
to  have  standing,  unless  otherwise  barred  by  the  General 
Laws,  to  bring  suit  for  enforcement  of  any  of  its  decisions 
or  rules  or,  where  applicable  to  the  neighborhood  within 
its  jurisdiction,  for  enforcement  of  any  coantracts  to 
which  the  City  of  Boston  or  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  is  a  party  under  chapters  1 2 1 A  and  1 2 1 B  zon- 
ing regulations,  building  codes,  and  permits  and  licenses 
issued  by  the  City  of  Boston ;  or  for  protection  of  its  rights 
under  law  or  equity; 

c)  conduct  investigations,  make  studies,  surveys  and 
plans,  undertake  theoretical  and  empirical  research,  and 
disseminate  information  relative  to  community  develop- 
ment and  any  other  matter  deemed  by  it  to  be  material  to 
the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  duties  under  this  act; 

d)  execute  all  contracts,  including  contracts  for  office 
space,  and  do  all  other  things  necessary  or  convenient  for 
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the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  performance  of  its  duties 
under  this  act;  and 

e)  delegate  any  of  its  powers  to  any  other  department, 
officer,  board,  commission  or  authority  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  47.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  or- 
dinances of  the  City  of  Boston  or  the  provisions  of  chapter 
418  of  the  acts  of  1890,  as  amended,  each  neighborhood 
council  may  employ  and  remove  such  clerks,  stenogra- 
phers, office  employees,  interpreters  for  deaf  or  hearing- 
impaired  persons,  language  interpreters,  urban  planners, 
and  legal  counsel  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  and,  not- 
withstanding the  provisions  of  section  2  of  chapter  484  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  as  amended,  the 
expense  thereof  and  all  incidental  expenses  incurred  by 
each  neighborhood  council  in  the  performance  of  its  du- 
ties and  the  exercise  of  its  powers  under  this  act  shall  be 
paid  by  the  city  of  Boston  upon  requisition  of  the  neigh- 
borhood council;  provided,  that  the  annual  expenditures 
of  each  neighborhood  council  may  not  exceed  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  without  appropriation  of  a  greater 
amount  for  any  council  by  the  city  council  and  mayor.  All 
fees  and  revenue  collected  by  each  neighborhood  coun- 
cil, except  those  received  in  accordance  with  clause  a)  of 
section  46  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
city.  The  provisions  of  chapter  3 1  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  not  apply  to  employees  of  any  neighborhood  coun- 
cil. Each  neighborhood  council  may  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  its  employees  and  may  delegate  any  of  its  author- 
ity under  this  section  to  its  employees. 

Section  48.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Boston  a  Resi- 
dents Advisory  Committee,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
committee.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  14 
of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended,  of  chapter 
418  of  the  acts  of  1890,  or  of  any  other  special  act,  the 
committee  shall  consist  of  representatives  appointed  and 
removed  for  cause  by  neighborhood  councils  in  the  city. 
The  election  commission  shall  determine  the  number  of 
representatives  each  neighborhood  council  may  appoint 
to  the  committee  immediately  upon  creation  of  the  first 
neighborhood  council  under  this  act  and  thereafter  by 
January  first  of  the  second  year  commencing  after  the 
date  of  the  federal  decennial  census  of  the  population. 
The  number  of  representatives  shall  be  determined  by 
dividing  the  population  of  each  neighborhood  by  ten 
thousand,  rounding  the  fraction  to  the  nearest  integer, 
with  the  fraction  one-half  being  rounded  to  the  higher 
integer;  provided,  that  each  neighborhood  council  shall 
appoint  at  least  one  representative.  Members  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  serve  without  compensation  and  for  a  term  of 
one  year  beginning  March  first. 

The  committee  shall  have  power  to: 

a)  organize  educational  and  technical  training  pro- 
grams for  members  of  neighborhood  councils  in  the  city ; 

b)  facilitate  communication  and  negotiations  between 
neighborhood  councils  and  municipal  agencies,  and 
among  neighborhood  councils; 

c)  request  master  and  general  plans  for  the  city  from 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority; 

d)  make  recommendations,  after  receiving  thirty  days 
notice  thereof,  on  the  adoption  of  citywide  plans  for  pub- 
lic benefit  projects; 

e)  monitor  and  report  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  on 
neighborhood  compliance  with  the  provisions  and  fulfill- 
ment of  the  goals  of  this  act;  and 

0  represent  the  neighborhood  councils  to  the  city 
council,  the  mayor,  the  General  Court  the  governor  on 
matters  affecting  the  powers  and  responsibilities  of  the 
neighborhood  councils. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  ordinances  of 
the  city  of  Boston  or  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  418, 
the  committee  may  employ  and  remove  clerks,  stenogra- 
phers, office  employees,  interpreters  for  deaf  or  hearing- 
impaired  persons,  language  interpreters  and  urban  plan- 


ners as  it  may  deem  necessary.  Chapter  3 1  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  not  apply  to  the  employees  appointed  by  the 
committee.  The  committee  shall  submit  at  the  start  of  the 
annual  city  budget  process  a  request  for  an  appropriation 
to  the  city  council  and  mayor,  who  shall  appropriate  the 
amount  requested  or  a  lesser  amount  within  sixty  days 
after  the  request  is  filed  with  the  city  clerk;  provided,  that 
if  the  city  council  and  mayor  fail  to  so  act,  the  requested 
appropriation  shall  be  in  effect  as  if  formally  adopted  by 
the  city  council  and  approved  by  the  mayor,  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  the  city  council  and  mayor  shall  ap- 
propriate to  the  committee  no  less  than  four  thousand 
dollars  per  neighborhood  council  appointing  representa- 
tives to  the  committee. 

Section  49.  As  the  first  order  of  business  at  its  first 
meeting  each  year,  each  neighborhood  council  and  the 
committee  shall  elect  from  its  members  a  chairperson,  a 
vice-chairperson  and  a  clerk  for  a  term  of  one  year,  and 
shall  consider,  as  its  second  order  of  business,  its  bylaws. 
Each  neighborhood  council  and  the  committee  shall 
adopt  rules  of  procedure  for  exercising  its  authority,  sub- 
ject to  the  specific  requirements  of  this  act  and  of  sections 
23A,  23B  and  23C  of  chapter  39  of  the  General  Laws; 
provided,  that  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  council 
or  of  the  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  coun- 
cil or  committee,  unless  otherwise  specifically  provided 
in  this  act;  and  provided,  further,  that  an  affirmative  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  a  given  council  or  of  the 
committee  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  of  the  respective 
council  or  of  the  committee  shall  be  required  to  take  any 
action  otherwise  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  in  this  act.  At 
her  or  his  convenience,  the  mayor  or  her  or  his  designee 
may  attend  and  address  any  meeting  of  a  neighborhood 
council  or  the  committee. 

The  clerk  of  each  neighborhood  council  and  of  the 
committee  shall  cause  notices  of  meetings  and  hearings, 
including  hearings  held  pursuant  to  section  8  of  chapter 
665  of  the  acts  of  1956.  to  be  published  in  community 
newspapers  and  shall  post  them  on  the  official  bulletin 
board  of  the  neighborhood  council  or  the  committee,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  in  municipal  buildings  in  the  neigh- 
borhood or  in  the  city,  as  the  case  may  be,  at  least  ten  days 
in  advance  of  the  meeting  or  hearing.  The  clerk  of  each 
neighborhood  council  and  of  the  committee  shall  cause 
notice  and  agenda  of  such  meetings  and  hearings  to  be 
sent  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  any  person  filing  writ- 
ten request  for  such  agenda,  such  request  to  be  renewed 
annually  in  January,  to  the  mayor,  to  the  district  city 
councillor,  to  the  Public  Facilities  Department  and  to  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  Meetings  of  the  neigh- 
borhood councils  and  of  the  committee  shall  be  held  in 
buildings  accessible  to  physically  handicapped  persons, 
as  specified  in  the  regualtions  adopted  pursuant  to  section 
13A  of  chapter  22  of  the  General  Laws.  If  a  resident  of 
the  neighborhood  or  of  the  city,  as  the  case  may  be,  so 
requests  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  meeting,  the  neigh- 
borhood council  or  the  committee  shall  provide  at  its 
meeting  a  qualified  interpreter  for  deaf  or  hearing- 
impaired  persons,  as  defined  in  section  92A  of  chapter 
221  of  the  General  Laws,  or  an  appropriate  language  in- 
terpreter, as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  22 1C  of  the 
General  Laws.  If  a  neighborhood  council  or  the  commit- 
tee fails  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  paragraph,  it 
may  not  take  any  action  at  such  meeting  or  hearing,  but 
may  by  proclamation  adjourn  to  another  reasonable  time 
and  place,  at  which  time  and  place  it  may  proceed  with 
the  meeting  or  hearing  if  it  has  subsequently  rectified 
said  failure. 

The  records  of  each  neighborhood  council  and  of  the 
committee  shall  be  subject  to  section  10  of  chapter  66  of 
the  General  Laws  to  the  extent  that  they  are  public  re- 
cords, as  defined  in  clause  26  of  section  7  of  chapter  4  of 
the  General  Laws. 
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Section  50.  No  neighborhood  council  or  the  committee 
shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  any  offi- 
cer or  board,  except  as  provided  by  this  act.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  chapter  258  of  the  General  Laws,  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  constitute  the  public  employer  of  the  mem- 
bers and  employees  of  each  neighborhood  council  and  of 
the  committee.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  members  and  employees  of  neighbor- 
hood councils  and  of  the  committee  shall  be  considered 
special  municipal  employees  of  the  city  of  Boston,  and 
the  mayor  shall  be  considered  the  official  responsible  for 
the  appointment  of  neighborhood  councillors  and  com- 
mittee members.

Construction  of  an  approximately  27,675  square-foot 
building  at  47  Kemble  Street,  Roxbury,  Mass. ,  to  enclose 
a  licensed  refuse  transfer  station  located  thereon  and  the 
construction  of  an  approximately  39,750  building  at  20-

Whereas,  The  User  presently  employs  43  persons  and 
the  Project,  upon  completion  as  projected  by  the  User, 
will  provide  employment  for  approximately  18  addi- 
tional employees  of  the  User  at  the  Project  site  within  the 
next  two  years,  and  thereby  contribute  to  the  alleviation 
of  unemployed  in  the  City,  provide  security  against  future 
employment  and  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy  of  the  City 
and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  believes  that  the  Project  and 
the  financing  therefor  will  result  in  a  public  benefit, 
namely  the  alleviation  of  unemployment  in  the  City;  and 

Whereas,  The  User  has  undertaken  to  cooperate  with 
public  and  community  agencies  engaged  in  manpower 
recruitment  and  training  to  pursue  as  a  goal,  to  the  extent 
consistent  with  state  and  federal  law,  and  to  the  extent 
appropriate  to  this  Project,  the  furnishing  of  at  least  50 
percent  of  new  jobs  at  said  Project  to  City  residents  of 
which  at  least  25  percent  of  new  jobs  or  new  hires  to 
minorities  and  at  least  25  percent  of  new  jobs  or  hires  to 
women;  and 

Whereas,  The  User  has  undertaken  to  cooperate  with 
public  and  community  agencies  engaged  in  fostering  mi- 
nority and  women  owned  business  enterprises  and  hereby 
pledges  to  pursue  as  a  goal  the  placement  of  contracts  for 
goods  and  services  with  Boston  based  enterprises;  and 

Whereas,  The  financing  in  part  or  in  whole  of  the  Pro- 
ject through  the  issuance  and  sale  of  industrial  revenue 
bonds  is  intended  to  be  inducement  for  the  User  to  con- 
struct and  equip  the  proposed  Project  in  the  City  for  its 
benefit;  and 

Whereas,  The  City,  by  adopting  this  Order  or  by  taking 
any  other  action  in  connection  with  the  Project  (including 
but  not  limited  to  conducting  or  participating  in  any  pub- 
lic hearings  on  the  Project)  or  the  proposed  bonds  does 
not  and  cannot  provide  any  assurance  that  the  Project,  the 
Borrower  or  the  User  is  financially  viable  or  sound,  that 
amounts  owing  on  any  debt  issued  on  behalf  of  the  Bor- 
rower for  the  Project  will  be  paid,  that  any  collateral 
which  may  be  pledged  to  secure  such  debt  will  be  suffic- 
ient to  repay  holders  of  such  debt  in  the  event  of  a  default 
and  foreclosure,  or  that  any  other  action  required  for  the 
Project  or  its  financing  to  be  taken  by  the  City  or  any 
agency  or  department  thereof  will  be  taken;  that  the  re- 
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quirements  of  any  state  or  federal  laws  with  respect  to  the 
construction,  improvement  or  operation  of  the  Project  or 
the  issuance  of  any  debt  thereof  will  be  complied  with;  or 
that  interest  on  the  bonds  will  be  exempt  from  federal  or 
Massachusetts  income  taxation;  and  neither  the  Bor- 
rower nor  the  User  nor  any  prospective  purchaser  of  such 
debt  nor  any  other  person  shall  rely  upon  the  City  with 
respect  to  such  matters;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Project  hereinabove  described,  its 
estimated  cost  and  the  financing  of  the  Project  through 
industrial  revenue  bonds  issued  by  the  City,  acting  by  and 
through  the  Authority,  pursuant  to  the  Act,  in  a  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $13,000,000  be,  and  the  same

SALERNO,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Committee 
on  the  Elderly,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0171,  ordinance  concerning  the 
restriction  of  bicycles,  skateboards,  roller  skates,  and 
similar  self-powered  vehicles  from  the  Downtown  Cross- 
989  ing  area  of  Boston  (referred  December  7.  1988)  —  rec- 

ommending passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following 
new  draft: 

Whereas,  Inconsiderate  operation  of  self-propelled  ve- 
hicles such  as  bicycles,  skateboards,  or  similar  devices 
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have  been  a  danger  to  pedestrians,  particularly  the  el- 
derly, in  crowed  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Some  flagrant  offenders  have  been  commer- 
cial messengers  who  travel  at  speeds  excessive  for  condi- 
tions on  Boston  in  town  streets;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  has  designated  a  portion  of  its  center 
city  retail  district  known  as  Downtown  Crossing  to  be  a 
plaza  area  free  of  motor  vehicle  traffic  where  pedestrians 
can  feel  safe;  and 

Whereas,  Restricting  cyclists  would  enhance  this  goal; 
therefore  be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Codes  is  amended  by  insert- 
ing as  a  new  section: 

CITY  OF  BOSTON  CODE  ORDINANCE  7,  SEC- 
TION 250:  DOWNTOWN  CROSSING  RESTRIC- 
TION ON  BICYCLE,  SKATEBOARD,  ROLLER 
SKATE,  AND  SIMILAR  SELF-PROPELLED  VE- 
HICLE OPERATION . 

Riding  a  bicycle  or  using  a  skateboard,  roller  skates, 
or  similar  devise  is  prohibited  within  the  area  known  as 
Downtown  Crossing  at  any  time. 
Section  2.  DEFINITIONS  —  Where  used  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, the  following  terms  shall  mean: 

"Bicycle"  -  a  vehicle  which  is  a  two-wheeled  device 
upon  which  an  individual  may  ride,  propelled  by  human 
power  through  a  belt,  a  chain  or  gears,  with  such  wheels 
in  tandem. 

"Commercial  bicycle  messenger  service"  -  any  firm, 
association,  corporation,  partnership  or  joint  venture 
which  hires  or  engages  bicyclists  for  local  pick-up,  trans- 
port, and  delivery  of  small  packages,  letters,  documents, 
or  other  articles,  including  food. 

"Commercial  messenger"  -  any  person  compensated 
for  using  a  bicycle  to  carry  or  transport  any  article  over 
the  public  ways  in  Boston. 

"Street  entrances  to  the  Downtown  Crossing  area"  - 
entrances  at  Summer  and  Hawley  street.  Washington  and 
Franklin  streets,  Tremont  and  Winter  streets,  and  Temple 
and  Washington  streets. 

Section  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  apply  to  recreational 
use.  commuter  use,  and  to  use  by  commercial  messen- 
gers delivering  packages.  Persons  engaged  in  such  trans- 
port shall  dismount  before  entering  Downtown  Crossing 
boundary  and  may  walk  or  carry  their  transportation  de- 
vice when  delivering  or  picking  up  articles  for  transmis- 
sion. 

The  Downtown  Crossing  area  shall  include  sidewalks 
and  roadways  encompassed  by  the  tract  containing  that 
portion  of  Winter  Street  between  Tremont  and  Washing- 
ton Streets;  Washington  Street  between  Temple  Place  and 
Bromfield/Franklin  Street;  and  Summer  Street  between 
Washington  and  Hawley  Street  and  alleyways  within  the 
tract  open  to  through  pedestrian  travel. 

Section  2.  -  ORDINANCE  7,  SECTION  251  -  EN- 
FORCEMENT 

A  police  officer  taking  cognizance  of  an  individual  rid- 
ing a  bicycle,  using  a  skateboard,  rollerskates  or  other 
similar  device  prohibited  within  the  Downtown  Crossing 
area  may  order  the  offender  to  halt  and  give  his  or  her 
name  and  address.  A  police  officer  may  issue  an  oral  or 
written  warning.  Notice  of  a  written  warning  shall  be  is- 
sued in  triplicate,  one  copy  given  to  the  offender  and  two 
surrendered  to  the  Police  Commissioner  or  his  or  her 
designee. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  police  officer,  the  violation 
warrants,  the  police  officer  shall  give  the  offender  a  no- 
tice, which  shall  be  in  tag  form,  under  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  85,  Section  1 1C. 
The  offender  may  be  treated  under  the  non-criminal  dis- 
position process  if  the  offender  remits  the  fine  to  the 
Boston  Municipal  Court  within  21  days  by  mail,  in  per- 
son, or  by  authorized  representative.  The  fine  shall  be 


stated  as  $20.  per  offense.  Failure  to  obey  the  notice  to 
appear  before  the  clerk  of  said  court  within  21  days  or 
pay  the  fine  within  that  period  shall  result  in  a  notice  for 
the  offender  to  appear  in  court  on  a  criminal  complaint. 

Section  3.  ORDINANCE  7,  SECTION  252  -  IM- 
POUNDMENT 

If  a  police  officer  who  observes  violation  of  this  Ordi- 
nance has  issued  a  fine,  he  or  she  shall  be  authorized  to 
order  temporary  impoundment  of  the  bicycle,  skate- 
board, roller  skates,  or  other  devices  used  by  the  opera- 
tor. Impoundment  may  be  ordered  if  reckless  or  danger- 
ous operation  of  the  device  has  been  observed  by  the 
police  officer  or  if  two  or  more  witnesses  substantiate 
such  operation  and  provide  their  names  and  addresses. 

An  impounded  article  shall  as  soon  as  convenient  be 
delivered  to  custody  of  the  Police  Commissioner  or  his  or 
her  designee  to  be  held  for  a  period  not  exceeding  30 
days.  The  owner  may  petition  for  return  of  the  im- 
pounded article  at  any  time  and  the  official  having  cus- 
tody of  the  impounded  article  may  release  the  same  at  any 
time  he  or  she  feels  is  appropriate.  The  article  shall  im- 
mediately be  released  upon  receipt  of  payment  of  the 
fine. 

A  parent  or  legal  guardian  may  act  for  the  principal  if 
the  person  charged  with  violating  this  Ordinance  is  six- 
teen years  of  age  or  under. 

Section  4.  ORDINANCE  7,  SECTION  253  -NOTICE 

If  a  bicycle  involved  in  a  violation  of  this  Ordinance  is 
registered  to  a  commercial  messenger  delivery  service  a 
copy  of  the  warning  or  the  fine  shall  be  sent  to  the  office 
of  the  service  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  Transportation  Com- 
missioner or  his  or  her  designee. 

Section  5.  ORDINANCE 7.  SECTION  254  -  EXCLU- 
SIONARY NOTICES  TO  BE  POSTED. 

This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  enforced  until  signs  have 
been  posted  at  street  entrances  to  the  Downtown  Crossing 
area.  The  Transportation  Commissioner  shall  cause  such 
signs  to  be  made  advising  bicyclists,  skateboarders, 
roller  skaters  and  users  of  similar  self-propelled  devices 
of  the  restrictions  against  operation  in  the  Downtown 
Crossing  area.  The  Transportation  Commissioner  shall 
also  cause  such  signs  to  be  made  advising  bicyclists, 
skateboarders,  roller  skaters  and  users  of  similar  self- 
propelled  devices  to  dismount  or  use  alternative  routes.

dinance. Enforcement  with  penalties  shall  commence  af- 
ter this  period. 

Section  6.  ORDINANCE  7.  SECTION  255  -  PLACE- 
MENT OF  NEW  BICYCLE  RACKS. 

The  Transportation  Commissioner  and  Public  Works 
Commissioner  shall  cause  such  bicycle  racks  to  be  in- 
stalled at  street  entrances  to  the  Downtown  Crossing 
area.  The  Transportation  Commissioner  shall  determine 
the  type  of  bicycle  rack  to  be  installed. 

Section  7.  ORDINANCE  7,  SECTION  256  -  EFFEC- 
TIVE DATE 

This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  60  days  after  passage. 

Section  8.  ORDINANCE  7,  SECTION  257  -  SEVER- 
ABILITY 

If  any  part  of  this  Ordinance  is  held  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid,  this  shall  not  affect  or  impair 
any  of  the  remaining  sections.

EMPLOYMENT  LEAVE

Whereas,  Many  states  have  recognized  the  need  for 
Family  Leave  and  have  proposed  and  passed  laws  per- 
taining to  extended  employment  leaves;  and 

Whereas.  The  State  of  Massachusetts  has  proposed 
Employment  Leave  Legislation  addressing  this  growing 
need;  and 

Whereas,  Every  parent  who  is  currently  employed  by 
the  City  of  Boston  should  be  entitled  to  a  fair  amount  of 
leave  from  work  to  take  care  of  their  family. 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  must  address  the  need  for 
Employment  Leave  among  its  own  employees;  now, 
therefore  be  it  ordered  that: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-Nine 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  Employment  Leave. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Any  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be 
entitled  to  employment  leave  at  partial  pay  in  the  event  of 
temporary  disability  of  the  employee,  or  in  order  to  pro- 
vide care  for  an  ill  or  disabled  family  member  as  defined 
in  section  2,  or  for  the  purpose  of  parental  leave. 

Section  2.  Definitions:  The  following  terms  shall  have 
the  meaning  prescribed  herein,  unless  the  context  of  this 
ordinance  demands  otherwise: 

Disability  means  the  inability  of  an  individual  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  or  her  employment  in  any  week 
because  of  illness  or  physical  condition  or  accident  other 
than  a  work  injury  compensated  under  Worker's  compen- 
sation; or  the  inability  of  an  emplpyee  to  perform  duties 
of  his  or  her  employment  in  any  week  because  of  the  need 
to  provide  direct,  full-time  care  for  an  ill  or  disabled 
family  member  who  is  unable  to  care  for  him  or  herself, 
provided,  however,  that  certification  is  provided  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  8. 

Family  Member  means  spouse,  child,  parent,  parent  of 
an  employee's  spouse,  or  a  person  living  in  the  immedi- 
ate household  of  an  individual  in  current  employment. 

Benefit  Year  with  respect  to  any  individual  means  the 
52-week  period  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  the  first 
week  of  leave  with  respect  to  which  the  individual  first 
files  a  valid  claim  for  employment  leave  benefits.  A  sub- 
sequent benefit  year  is  the  one  year  period  following  a 
preceding  benefit  year. 

Average  individual  weekly  wage  for  the  purpose  of 
computing  the  weekly  benefit  amount  shall  be  based 
upon  the  gross  wages  that  the  employee  receives  from  his 
employer  in  the  preceding  calendar  quarter. 

Employment  and  employed  means  service  performed 
for  wages  under  any  contract  of  hire,  written  or  oral,  ex- 
presses or  implied,  with  the  City  of  Boston. 

Weekly  benefit  amounts  means  the  amount  payable  un- 
der this  chapter  for  a  period  of  continuous  disability 
throughout  a  calendar  week.  If  the  period  of  disability  is 
less  than  a  full  work  week  then  the  benefits  amount  pay- 
able for  that  portion  shall  be  prorated. 

Period  of  disability  means  the  entire  period  of  time  dur- 
ing which  an  individual  is  unable  to  perform  the  duties  of 
his  or  her  employment  because  of  disability  as  defined 
above,  except  that  two  periods  of  disability  due  to  the 
same  or  related  cause  or  condition  and  separated  by  a 
period  of  not  more  than  14  days  shall  be  considered  as 
one  continuous  period  of  disability. 

Section  3.  An  employee  who  meets  the  eligiblity  re- 
quirements of  this  chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  a  leave  for 
temporary  disability  up  to  a  maximum  of  twenty-six 
weeks  within  a  benefit  year.  No  employment  leave  bene- 
fits shall  be  payable  during  the  first  seven  consecutive 


days  of  any  period  of  employment  leave  because  of  tem- 
porary disability. 

Section  4.  An  employee  who  meets  the  eligibility  re- 
quirements of  this  chapter  shall  be  entitled  to  leave  re- 
lated to  the  birth,  adoption,  or  placement  for  the  purpose 
of  adoption  of  a  child  for  sixteen  consecutive  weeks  or  its 
equivalent  as  follows: 

Leave  may  be  taken  (i)  on  a  full-time  basis  or  (ii)  on  a 
reduced  work  schedule,  at  not  less  than  fifty  percent 
(50+  )  of  the  employee's  regular  workweek  for  up  to  32 
weeks:  (iii)  or  a  combination  of  (i)  and  (ii)  but  not  to 
exceed  32  weeks.  The  weekly  benefit  for  persons  on  pa- 
rental leave  on  a  reduced  work  schedule  shall  be  pro- 
rated . 

Parental  leave  shall  commence  from  the  actual  date  of 
departure  of  the  employee,  provided,  however,  that  said 
leave  must  commence  within  12  months  after  the  date  of 
birth,  adoption  or  placement.  No  more  than  one  claim  for 
parental  leave  may  be  taken  in  any  benefit  year. 

Section  5.  An  employee  who  has  taken  pursuant  to 
this  chapter  shall  be  restored  to  his  or  her  previous  posi- 
tion, or  to  a  substantially  similar  position,  with  the  same 
status,  pay,  length  of  service  credit  and  seniority  as  of  the 
date  of  leave. 

An  employer  shall  not  be  required  to  restore  an  em- 
ployee on  employment  leave  to  the  previous  or  to  a  sub- 
stantially similar  position  if  other  employees  of  equal 
length  of  service  credit  and  status  in  the  same  or  substan- 
tially similar  position  have  been  laid  off  due  to  economic 
conditions  or  other  changes  in  operating  conditions  af- 
fecting employment  during  the  period  of  employment 
leave:  however,  that  the  employee  on  employment  leave 
shall  retain  any  preferential  consideration  for  another  po- 
sition to  which  he  or  she  was  entitled  as  of  the  date  of 
leave. 

Employment  leave  shall  not  affect  the  employee's  right 
to  receive  accrued  vacation  time,  sick  leave,  bonuses, 
advancement,  seniority,  length  of  service  credit,  bene- 
fits, plans  or  programs  for  which  he  or  she  was  eligible  at 
the  date  of  his  or  her  leave,  and  any  other  benefits  or 
rights  of  employment  incident  to  his  or  her  employment 
position;  provided,  however,  that  the  employer  shall  con- 
tinue to  provide  for  and  contribute  to  health  insurance 
benefits  for  the  duration  of  the  leave  under  the  same 
terms  and  conditions  as  those  existing  prior  to  leave,  un- 
less said  employee  and  dependents  are  eligible  for  equiv- 
alent benefits  under  a  group  insurance  plan  of  a  spouse 
who  is  not  on  leave.  The  employer  need  not  provide  for 
the  costs  of  any  other  benefits,  plans  or  programs  during 
the  period  of  leave  unless  the  employer  so  provides  for  all 
employees  on  leave  of  absence. 

Nothing  in  this  section  or  chapter  shall  be  construed  as 
to  affect  any  bargaining  agreement,  company  policy,  or 
other  state  or  federal  law  which  provides  for  greater  or 
additional  benefits  than  those  required  under  this  section. 

Section  6.  An  employee  who  intends  to  utilize  the  right 
to  parental  leave  shall  notify  the  employer  at  least  four  (4) 
weeks  prior  to  the  date  when  said  leave  is  expected  to 
commence  as  to  the  anticipated  commencement  of  leave, 
the  length,  and  the  expected  date  of  return.  If  such  notice 
cannot  be  given,  it  shall  be  provided  as  soon  as  it  is  practi- 
cable and  shall  not  adversely  affect  the  entitlement  to  or 
length  of  leave. 

Section  7.  Any  eligible  individual  in  current  employ- 
ment who  takes  leave  for  the  purpose  of  disability  or  pa- 
rental leave  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  temporary  leave 
benefits  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  chapter. 

An  individual  in  current  employment  is  eligible  to  re- 
ceive employment  leave  benefits  if  she  or  he  has  been 
employed  for  the  employment  leave  base  period  of  one 
year.  The  weekly  benfit  amount  shall  be  equal  to  66%  of 
the  individual's  average  weekly  wage,  but  not  to  exceed 
60%  of  the  city's  average  weekly  wage. 
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Section  8.  Certification  by  physician  or  appropriate  li- 
censed professional  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Office  of 
Personnel  Management  within  seven  working  days  from 
commencement  of  employment  leave  and  on  regularly 
established  subsequent  dates  as  may  be  required. 

Section  9.  An  individual  shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive 
temporary  disability  benefits  if  the  individual  has  will- 
fully made  a  false  statement  or  representation  or  withheld 
a  material  fact  in  order  to  obtain  any  benefits  under  this 
chapter. 

Section  10.  No  individual  may  receive  employment 
leave  wage  replacement  benefits  under  this  Section  who 
is  receiving  for  the  same  period  or  any  part  of  the  period, 
wage  replecement  benefits  under  any  governmental  pro- 
gram or  law,  including  but  not  limited  to  unemployment 
insurance  and  worker's  compensation. 

Section  II.  An  "Empoyment  Leave  Commission" 
shall  hereby  be  established  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  study 
alternative  funding  mechanisms  for  the  purpose  of  this 
ordinance.  The  ELC  shall  consist  of  nine  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  except  otherwise  designated,  to 
serve  a  term  that  is  co-terminous  with  that  of  the  Mayor. 
The  appointments  shall  be  made  within  one  month  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance.  The  members  of  the  ELC  shall 
be  as  follows: 

1.  A  member  of  the  City  Council  designated  by  the 
President  of  the  City  Council  to  serve  as  ex  officio. 

2.  The  director  or  an  advisor  to  the  Mayor  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Women  to  serve  ex  officio  or  an  appointee  of 
the  Mayor  who  is  familiar  with  issues  concerning  family 
leave. 

3.  The  director  of  the  City  of  Boston  Personnel  Depart- 
ment to  serve  ex  officio. 

4.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  familiar  with  is- 
sues affecting  elder  care. 

5.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  expert  on  issues  of 
workmen's  compensation  and  disability. 

6.  Two  appointees  of  the  Mayor  who  are  representa- 
tives of  labor  unions  currently  under  contract  with  the 
City  of  Boston. 

7.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  representative  of 
the  business  community  and  who  is  familiar  with  the  is- 
sues of  employment  leave. 

8.  A  parent/employee  of  the  City  of  Boston  with  an 
interest  in  issues  of  employment  leave. 

Members  of  the  ELC  shall  serve  without  compensation 
and  ex  officio  members  shall  serve  without  increase  in 
their  salary. 

Section  12.  The  ELC  shall  be  empowered  to  conduct  a 
study  to  investigate,  hold  hearings,  take  testimony,  re- 
search and  report  on  possible  funding  mechanisms  to 
carry  out  this  ordinance.  Said  study  shall  be  in  the  form 
of  a  report  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  to  be  transmitted  to 
the  mayor  and  the  City  Council  within  six  months  of  the 
appointment  of  the  commission  members. 

Section  13.  Each  of  the  provisions,  sections,  and  sub- 
sections of  this  Ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its 
provisions,  sections,  or  subsections  shall  be  held  uncon- 
stitutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decisions  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sections,  or  sub- 
sections. 

Section  14.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

Dear  Councilors: 

I  transmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1990  Op- 
erating Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  County  of 
Suffolk. 

The  budget  I  am  proposing  recommends  appropriation 
levels  which  are  supported  by  available  revenues.  This 
represents  the  fifth  consecutive  balance  budget  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  reversing  a  history  of  chronic  overspend- 
ing which  included  ten  consecutive  years  of  red  ink  and 
budget  deficits. 

This  budget  is  in  balance,  however,  only  because  of 
cuts  and  reductions  in  the  appropriation  of  over  forty 
agencies  and  departments  —  cuts  which  will  significantly 
reduce  service  and  employment  levels  throughout  city 
government.  Departments  scheduled  for  appropriation 
reductions  include  Jobs  and  Community   Services 
(-10.0%),  Library  (-5.0%),  Public  Facilities  (-7.3%), 
Elderly  (-9.2%),  Assessing  (-16.2%),  Real  Property 
(-8.6%).  Transportation  (-4. 1  %).  Parks  and  Recreation 
(-3.9%),  Business  and  Cultural  Development  (-17.1%), 
Inspectional  Services  (-3.6%),  Registry  (-3.6%),  May- 
or's Office  (-5.1%),  City  Council  (-0.9%).  Election 
(-5. 1  %),  Press  Office  (-13.7%),  Neighborhood  Services 
(-7.6%),  Rent  Equity  (-7.6%),  Arts  and  Humanities 
(-5.6%),  Fair  Housing  (-6.4%,  Cemetery  (-8.1%),  and 
Intergovernmental  Relations  (-10.2).  In  addition,  fund- 
ing for  the  Consumer  Affairs  Office  and  the  Freedom 
Trail  Commission  has  been  entirely  eliminated,  as  has  a 
seperate  appropriation  for  the  Arson  Commission,  which 
is  scheduled  to  be  merged  with  the  Fire  Department. 

These  reductions  in  City  departmental  appropriations 
are  a  direct  result  of  the  pending  state  budget  for  FY90 
which  cuts  more  than  $25  million  in  proposed  local  aid 
levels  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  negative  impact  of  the  local  aid  cuts  is  further  ex- 
acerbated by  increased  expenditure  burdens  in  county 
correctional  budgets  and  solid  waste  disposal  contracts. 
The  proposed  appropriations  for  the  Suffolk  County  Jail 
and  the  Penal  Department,  for  example,  are  up  33.8% 
and  7.5%,  respectively,  over  FY89  levels.  Despite  assur- 
ances from  state  officials  since  1985  that  county  correc- 
tional costs  would  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth,  the 
City  of  Boston  will  spend  at  least  $23.5  million  in  the 
coming  year  to  cover  such  expenses. 

While  the  vast  majority  of  City  agencies  are  facing 
cuts,  I  am  recommending  funding  increases  for  the  Po-

lice  and  Fire  Departments  to  ensure  that  public  safety 
protection  is  adequately  maintained  in  the  neighborhoods 
of  the  city. 

In  addition,  we  have  made  every  effort  to  protect  the 
City's  youth  programs  and  youth  services  from  the  im- 
pact of  budget  cuts.  The  Peer  Leadership  and  Youth  Out- 
reach programs  in  Community  Schools  are  targeted  for 
increased  funding.  We  will  provide  additional  support  for 
the  summer  work  program  we  operate  through  the  Boys 
and  Girls  Clubs  of  Boston,  and  for  the  Camp  Joy  pro- 
gram for  children  with  physical  handicaps.  In  addition, 
youth  recreational  services,  including  the  Boston  Neigh- 
borhood Basketball  League  and  the  network  of  20  swim- 
ming pools  throughout  the  city,  will  receive  additional 
support  in  the  coming  year.  Finally,  and  perhaps  most 
importantly,  we  will  place  a  major  emphasis  on  our  new 
"Boston  Youth  Campaign:  Making  Connections,"  an  ef- 
fort to  secure  volunteer  time,  financial  support  and  other 
resources  for  the  children  of  Boston's  neighborhoods. 

I  am  also  recommending  increases  in  the  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department  and  School  Department  appropri- 
ations of  $9.1  million  and  $12.6  million,  respectively. 
This  will  increase  the  School  Department's  share  of  the 
overall  City  appropriation  from  3  1 .8%  in  FY89  to  33.8% 
in  FY90.  Even  with  these  additional  funds,  department 
officials  in  both  agencies  estimate  that  hundreds  of  posi- 
tions will  be  eliminated  in  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

This  budget  can  best  be  understood  in  the  context  of  the 
City's  recent  financial  history. 

In  1984,  the  City  of  Boston  was  mired  in  deficits  and 
suffering  from  deep  reductions  in  service  levels  follow- 
ing the  Tregor  crisis  and  the  early  impacts  of  Proposition 
2-1/2.  We  set  ourselves  to  the  task  of  putting  Boston's 
fiscal  house  in  order  by  imposing  strong  fiscal  and  man- 
agement controls,  reducing  unnecessary  expenditures, 
developing  a  capital  improvements  plan  and  by  improv- 
ing the  City's  budget  process. 

In  1985,  we  were  successful  in  convincing  the  state 
legislature  to  grant  to  cities  and  towns  for  the  first  time 
ever  the  authority  to  impose  two  small  local  option  excise 
measures.  A  comprehensive  review  of  all  departmental ly 
generated  revenue  was  performed  that  year  with  a  view 
toward  assisting  ourselves  before  we  asked  the  Common- 
wealth for  help.  Hiring  was  slowed  and  several  agencies 
were  abolished  or  absorbed  by  other  agencies.  In  sum, 
Boston  tightened  its  belt,  cut  out  waste  and  became  a 
tougher,  leaner  government. 

By  1986,  Boston  had  finally  balanced  its  operating 
budget.  The  City  also  began  to  receive  bond  rating  in- 
creases reflecting  the  improvement  management  prac- 
tices of  the  City  and  our  commitment  to  achieving  a  bal- 
anced budget.  Boston  went  back  into  the  bond  market, 
and  improvements  to  City  parks,  police  stations  and 
roadways  became  evident.  City  services  also  began  to 
improve  and  new  services  to  neighborhoods  were  added. 
In  FY87  and  FY88.  Boston,  for  the  second  and  third 
years,  continued  its  new  tradition  of  balanced  budgets 
and  targeted  improvements  in  essential  services.  In- 
creases in  budget  and  staffing  was  permitted  in  several 
key  areas,  such  as  schools,  public  safety,  libraries,  and 
parks. 

By  1989,  Boston  had  received  five  bond  rating  in- 
creases and  Massachusetts  capital  city  continued  to  be 


the  economic  engine  driving  much  of  the  state's  explosive 
growth.  Fire  stations  that  had  been  closed  reopened,  new 
district  stations  were  built  and  staffed,  parks  were  rebuilt 
and  maintained,  youth  oriented  services  initiated,  AIDS 
treatment  funded  and  millions  of  dollars  directed  toward 
the  homeless.  The  City  also  began  the  long  process  of 
developing  both  traditional  and  affordable  new  housing, 
and  significant  resources  were  placed  in  the  Police  De- 
partment in  order  to  control  the  spread  of  drugs.  Services 
for  the  elderly  improved,  and  Boston's  community 
schools  enjoyed  new  or  rehabilitated  recreation  centers. 
For  the  last  four  fiscal  years  Boston  has  been  accomplish- 
ing its  twin  strategic  goal  of  stable,  accountable  and  pre- 
dictable spending,  along  with  measured  improvements 
and  increases  in  programs  and  services. 

Those  accomplishments  are  now  in  jeopardy,  and  the 
key  factor  is  local  aid.  The  pending  state  budget  proposes 
to  increase  state  spending  by  over  one-half  billion  dollars 
in  the  coming  year,  with  not  one  dime  of  that  increase 
dedicated  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Instead,  we  are  being  asked  to  cope  with  cuts  and  reduc- 
tions and  to  shoulder  a  disproportionate  share  of  the 
state's  fiscal  burden. 

Such  a  proposal  is  clearly  unfair.  While  we  will  con- 
tinue our  efforts  to  reverse  these  proposed  local  aid  re- 
ductions, we  must  prepare  for  their  impact  and  make 
those  cuts  necessary  to  protect  the  financial  integrity  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

I  respectfully  submit  this  budget  proposal  to  City 
Council  and  liik  foward  to  discussing  it  with  you  in  the 
weeks  ahead.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  waiv- 
ing, as  to  John  P.  Sullivan,  Jr.,  the  residency  require- 
ments of  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5,  sec- 
tion 101  A,  as  made  applicable  to  Boston  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission  (the  "Commission")  officers  and 
employees  by  section  4  of  c .  436  of  the  Acts  of  1 977 . 

The  position  of  Chief  Engineer  has  now  remained  open 
for  a  full  year.  In  the  interim  Mr.  Sullivan  has  ably  filled 
that  position  on  an  acting  basis.  Mr.  Sullivan  has  worked 
in  the  City's  Public  Works  Department.  Water  Division. 
He  has  also  worked  as  a  Senior  Civil  Engineer  and  as 
Director  of  Engineering  for  the  Commission,  heading 
the  Commission's  planning,  design  and  construction  ef- 
forts.

Attached,  please  find  crime  statistics  prepared  by  the 
Boston  Police  Department's  Bureau  of  Administrative

It  should  be  noted  that  these  statistics  provide  "a  snap 
shot  of  crime"  in  Boston  for  the  reporting  week.  In  some 
cases,  several  of  these  incidents  may  be  further  investi- 
gated and  determined  to  be  unfound  claims.  Thus,  these 
statistics,  when  compiled  for  a  one  month  period  or  for  a 
year  long  period  will  differ,  to  some  degree,  from  the 
Uniform  Crime  Report  tallies  that  take  into  account  such 
unfounded  or  reclassified  cases. 

District  One  covers  Downtown,  Chinatown,  the  wa- 
terfront and  Beacon  Hill  areas.  District  Two  covers 
Roxbury  and  parts  of  Dorchester.  District  Threee  covers 
Mattapan,  District  Four  covers  the  South  End,  Back 
Bay,  and  the  Fenway.  District  Five  encompasses  the 
Hyde  Park,  West  Roxbury  and  Roslindale  area.  District 
Six  is  South  Boston,  District  Seven  is  East  Boston.  Dis- 
trict Eleven  covers  Dorchester  and  District  Thirteen  cov- 
ers Jamaica  Plain,  District  Fourteen  encompasses  Brigh- 
ton, Allston  and  Kenmore.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  Boston  is  suffering  from  a  high  incidence  of 
drug  related  crime;  and 

Whereas,  drug  related  violence  is  a  public  health,  as 
well  as  a  public  safety  issue  for  the  City's  residents,  par- 
ticularly our  youth;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  experiencing  severe 
financial  constraints  in  the  face  of  State  budget  cuts,  par- 
ticularly in  local  aid;  and 

Whereas,  Millions  of  dollars  of  the  money  spent  on 
drugs  come  from  communities  which  are  suffering  from 
the  most  tragic  consequences  of  the  drug  trade;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  cannot  afford  to  finance 
adequate  treatment  for  the  majority  of  drug  addicted  in- 
dividuals seeking  such  treatment;  and 

Whereas,  Community  support  is  an  essential  require- 
ment to  effective  strategies  to  combat  drug-related 
crimes;  and 

Whereas,  Rewards  for  individuals  providing  informa-

Section  1 .  Legislative  Intent. 

That  all  assets  acquired  through  the  confiscation 
from  drug-related  criminals  be  used  by  the  City  of 
Boston  to  fight  drug  abuse,  drug-related  crime,  to  pro- 
vide youth  intervention  services,  to  fund  drug  rehabili- 
tation efforts  and  neighborhood  crime  watch  programs 
within  the  communities  impacted  by  this  activity. 
Section  2.  Forfeiture  of  Property. 

(a)  All  properties,  cash  and  other  assets  seized  pur- 
suant to  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapter  94C, 
section  47,  as  amended,  including,  but  not  limited  to 
the  following,  which  are  seized  within  the  City  of 
Boston: 

(1)A11  controlled  substances  which  have  been 
manufactured,  delivered,  distributed,  dispensed  or 
acquired  in  violation  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws94C. 

(2)  All  materials,  products,  and  equipment  of  any 
kind  which  are  used,  or  intended  for  use,  in  manu- 
facturing compounding,  processing,  delivering,  dis- 
pensing, distributing,  importing  or  exporting  any 
controlled  substance  in  violation  of  M.G.L.  94C. 

(3)  All  conveyances,  including  aircraft,  vehicles, 
or  vessels,  which  are  used,  or  are  intended  for  use. 


to  transport,  conceal,  or  otherwise  to  facilitate  the 
manufacture,  dispensing,  or  distribution  of,  or  pos- 
session with  intent  to  manufacture,  dispense,  or  dis- 
tribute, a  controlled  substance  in  violation  of  the 
provision  of  M.G.L.  94C. 

(4)  All  books,  records,  and  research,  including 
formulas,  microfilms,  tapes  and  data  which  are  used 
or  intended  for  use  in  violation  of  M.G.L.  94C. 

(5)  All  monies  used,  or  intended  for  use  in  the 
procurement,  manufacture,  compounding,  process- 
ing, delivery,  or  distribution  of  any  controlled  sub- 
stance in  violation  of  M.G.L.  94C;  all  monies  which 
are  the  proceeds  of  any  sale  of  any  controlled  sub- 
stance in  violation  of  M.G.L.  94C. 

(6)  All  drug  paraphernalia. 

(7)  No  forfeiture  under  this  petion  shall  extinguish 
a  security  interest  held  by  a  creditor  in  a  convey- 
ance. 

(b)  Property  subject  to  forfeiture  under  subpara- 
graphs (1),  (2),  (4),  (5)  and  (6)  of  subsection  (2)  shall 
be  declared  forfeit  by  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
over  said  property  or  having  final  jurisdiction  over  any 
related  criminal  proceeding  brought  under  any  provi- 
sion of  this  petition.  Property  subject  to  forfeiture  un- 
der subparagraph  (1)  of  subsection  (a)  of  this  section 
shall  be  destroyed,  regardless  of  the  final  disposition 
of  such  related  criminal  proceeding,  if  any,  unless  the 
court,  for  good  cause  shown,  orders  otherwise. 

(c)  After  the  court  has  ordered  the  forfeiture  of  ail 
conveyances  subject  to  the  provisions  of  subparagraph 
(3)  of  section  (a)  of  this  section,  except  as  follows: 

(1)  No  conveyance  used  by  any  person  as  a  com- 
mon carrier  in  the  transaction  of  business  as  a  com- 
mon carrier  shall  be  forfeited  unless  it  shall  appear 
that  the  owner  or  other  person  in  charge  of  such  con- 
veyance was  a  consenting  party  or  privy  to  a  viola- 
tion of  this  petition. 

(2)  No  conveyance  shall  be  forfeited  by  reason  of 
any  act  or  omission  established  by  the  owner  thereof 
to  have  been  committed  or  omitted  by  any  person 
other  than  such  owner  while  such  conveyance  was 
unlawfully  in  the  possession  of  a  person  other  than 
the  owner  in  violation  of  the  criminal  laws  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  of  any 
state. 

(3)  No  conveyance  shall  be  subject  to  forfeiture 
unless  the  owner  thereof  knew  or  should  have 
known  that  such  conveyance  was  used  in  and  for  the 
business  of  unlawfully  manufacturing,  dispensing 
or  distributing  controlled  substances.  Proof  that  the 
conveyance  was  used  to  facilitate  the  unlawful  dis- 
pensing, manufacturing,  or  distribution  of,  or  pos- 
session with  intent  unlawfully  to  manufacture,  dis- 
pense or  distribute  controlled  substances  on  three  or 
more  different  dates  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
that  the  conveyance  was  used  in  and  for  the  business 
of  unlawfully  manufacturing,  dispensing  or  distrib- 
uting controlled  substances. 

Section  3.  Use  of  Confiscated  Assets. 

Furthermore,  these  confiscated  funds  may  be  used 
to  fund  neighborhood  crime  watch  programs  and  anti- 
drug educational  programs,  youth  programs  would 
also  be  eligible  for  funding  out  of  these  funds.  Any 
monies  or  other  property  confiscated  during  a  "drug 
bust"  within  the  City  of  Boston  «hall  be  turned  over  to 
the  Confiscated  Assets  Reinvestment  Commission  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  said  money  to  be  then  placed  in  a 
special  escrow  account  and  used  as  follows: 

(a)  twenty  percent  of  the  monies  shall  be  used  to  con- 
tinue fighting  the  war  on  drugs  by  grants  to  neighbor- 
hood crime  watch  organizations  and  anti-drug  pro- 
grams, such  as  "Drop-A-Dime"; 
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(b)  twenty-five  percent  of  the  monies  shall  be  used 
to  fund  drug  rehabilitation  agencies,  such  as  "First, 
Inc.";  serving  the  community  where  the  confiscation 
has  taken  place; 

(c)  twenty  percent  of  the  monies  shall  be  used  to  fund 
youth  programs  designed  to  provide  positive  alterna- 
tives to  criminal  and  drug  related  activities,  such  as  the 
"Boston  Community  Schools  Program"; 

(d)  twenty  percent  of  the  monies  shall  be  used  by  the 
Boston  Police  Department  to  further  its  efforts  to  fight 
drug  related  crime  and  violence; 

(e)  five  percent  of  the  confiscated  funds  shall  be  used 
by  the  CONFISCATED  ASSETS  REINVESTMENT 
COMMISSION  for  administrative  expenses;  and 

(0  ten  percent  of  the  monies  shall  be  awarded  to  the 
person  or  persons  who  identify  to  the  appropriate  au- 
thority, the  criminal  and  criminals  involved  in  drug 
related  crime  and  the  site  where  drugs  are  confiscated. 
Section  4.  Establishment  of  the  Confiscated  Assets  Re- 
investment Commission. 

The  Commission  shall  have  authority  to  oversee, 
manage  and  distribute  all  monies  forfeited  to  local  law 
enforcement  agencies  as  a  result  of  illegal  drug  activi- 
ties as  provided  for  in  section  3  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  5.  Composition  of  the  Confiscated  Assets  Re- 
investment Commission. 

The  Confiscated  Assets  Reinvestment  Commission 
shall  consist  of  seven  members.  One  member  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston.

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  47  of 
chapter  94C  of  the  General  Laws  or  any  other  law  to 
the  contrary,  all  monies  forfeited  to  state  or  local  law 
enforcement  agencies  as  a  result  of  illegal  drug  activi- 
ties shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Confiscated  Assets  Re- 
investment Commission  authorized  by  section  2. 
Section  7.  Severability. 

If  any  section  or  subsection  or  part  thereof  shall  be 
held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  remaining  sections,  sub- 
sections or  parts  shall  not  be  affected  thereby.

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Au- 
thority Act  created  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources 
Authority  "to  operate,  regulate,  finance  and  improve  the 
delivery  of  water  and  sewage  collection,  disposal  and 
treatment  systems  and  services  and  to  encourage  conser- 
vation"; and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Au- 
thority has  been  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  clean- 
ing up  Boston  Harbor;  and 

Whereas,  Prevention  of  pollution  is  the  necessary  first 
step  to  this  cleanup;  and 

Whereas,  Special  collections  of  household  hazardous 
wastes  help  safeguard  the  environment  through  con- 
trolled disposal  practices;  and 

Whereas,  Alternative  disposal  of  these  substances  into 
the  sewer  waste  system  greatly  burdens  the  treatment 
process  which  is  the  ultimate  responsibility  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Water  Resources  Authority;  and 

Whereas,  Source  collection  of  these  hazardous  wastes 
proves  the  most  economical  and  safe  disposal;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Au- 
thority is  expressly  charged  with  providing  "efficient 
and  economical  operation  of  .  .  .  sewage  collection,  dis- 
posal and  treatment  systems  including  programs  for .  .  . 
reduction  of  infiltration  and  inflow  ..."  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Au- 
thority is  empowered  to  provide  grants  to  "local 
bodies  ...  in  furtherance  of  the  management  or  im- 
provement of  .  .  .  sewage  collection,  disposal  and  treat- 
ment services  ..."  and 

Whereas,  To  prevent  a  large  volume  of  disposal  of 
these  substances  in  the  waste  treatment  system,  it  would 
be  prudent  for  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Au- 
thority to  help  to  underwrite  the  cost  of  Boston's  hazard- 
ous waste  collection  program;  now  therefore  be  it  or- 
dered as  follows.

Section  1  IB  further  provides  that  bicycle  operators  shall 
be  subject  to  the  traffic  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, with  some  exceptions,  and  the  regulations 
contained  in  s.  1  IB.  to  the  extent  that  the  ban  applies  to 
ways  protected  under  the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.85, 
s.l  IB,  and  the  City  wishes  to  be  exempted  from  those 
provisions,  approval  by  the  state  legislature  is  required.

Enclosed  is  the  reply  to  your  17F  request  regarding 
visual  artists  live/work  space. 

In  the  first  section,  we  have  attempted  to  explain  the 
crises  faced  by  Boston's  visual  artists,  why  their  plight  is 
different  from  other  artists  and  other  segments  of  our 
community,  and  the  contributions  made  by  our  visual  art- 
ists to  the  community  at  large.  In  the  second  section,  spe- 
cific projects  are  listed  with  the  assistance  that  has  been 
given.  As  noted,  a  total  of  90  visual  artists  live/work 
space  units  have  been  created  (or  are  in  the  process  of 
being  created)  with  public  assistance  since  1983. 

No  official  City  or  BRA  policy  exists  in  relation  to  vis- 
ual artists  live/work  space.  However,  in  the  ordinance 
that  created  the  Office  of  Arts  and  Humanities  it  states 
that  "the  executive  director  shall:  .  .  .  coordinate  with 
public  and  private  agencies  the  development  of  the  arts  in 
the  City  of  Boston;  serve  as  liaison  with  all  other  local, 
state  and  federal  departments  and  public  and  private 
agencies  connected  with  the  arts;  .  .  ."  We  have  inter- 
preted this  to  apply  to  our  advocacy  efforts  on  behalf  of 
visual  artists  who  are  facing  displacement. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  question  of  who  determines 
the  definition  of  an  "artist."  This  office  has  entered  into 
discussions  with  the  Massachusetts  Artists  Foundation 
regarding  this  question.  Determinations  of  who  is  and 
who  is  not  an  artist  are  made  by  that  agency.  The  Artists 
Foundation  was  established  to  represent  artists  and  to 
award  public  funds  (state  grants)  to  individual  Massachu- 
sets  artists.  Their  criteria  in  relation  to  the  definition  of 
"artists"  is  considered  a  national  model. 

Only  in  two  instances  have  artists  been  designated  as 
the  developers  or  codevelopers  of  projects.  The  first  oc- 
curred at  782-788  Parker  St.,  Mission  Hill.  In  that  case, 
land  was  conveyed  for  the  development  of  12  visual  art- 
ists units,  9  of  which  are  to  be  affordable  to  low  and  mod- 
erate income  individuals.  The  second  case  related  to  the 
building  at  1 134  Washington  St.,  South  End.  In  that  case 
the  Artists  Tenants  of  the  South  End  were  designated  co- 
developers  of  a  mixed  use  development  which  includes  7 
visual  artists  units  in  addition  to  light  industry  and  retail. 
The  artists  involved  are  all  South  End  residents  who  were 
facing  displacement.  They  worked  with  my  office  and  the 
BRA  for  over  four  years  on  this  project. 

This  agency  and  the  BRA  have  been  working  on  an 


ancillary  use  amendment  to  the  zoning  code  which  would 
make  visual  artists  live/work  space  an  allowed  use  in 
commercial  and  industrial  zoned  sections  of  the  City.  We 
have  completed  an  extensive  community  review  and 
comment  process  and  this  amendment  is  now  pending 
before  the  BRA  Board.  In  addition,  through  the  efforts  of 
EDIC.  visual  artists  live/work  space  is  now  an  allowed 
use  in  Light  Manufacturing  Zones  (LMZ).

Visual  Artists  Live/Work  Space 

The  role  of  visual  artists  in  the  housing  market  is  differ- 
ent from  that  of  other  low-income  households  —  and  dif- 
ferent from  the  roles  of  other  segments  of  the  arts  com- 
munity, such  as  dancers,  actors,  musicians,  and  writers. 

First,  visual  artists'  space  needs  present  a  unique  prob- 
lem: in  their  work,  visual  artists  (painters,  sculptors,  ce- 
ramicists,  printmakers,  etc.)  need  large,  undivided, 
well-ventilated  spaces  in  light  industrial-type  buildings 
possessing  freight  elevators,  high  ceilings,  large  win- 
dows that  provide  copious  natural  light,  and  good  load- 
bearing  capacity.  As  these  requirements  and  structural 
characteristics  are  not  shared  by  the  average  low-income 
family  —  or  even  by  the  average  performing  artists  or 
writer  —  the  Administration  pursues  other  strategies  in 
addressing  their  different  problems  indifferent  manners. 
For  low-income  families,  initiatives  have  been  under- 
taken to  increase  the  number  of  rental  and  ownership 
housing  units  available;  for  performing  artists  and  writ- 
ers, initiatives  have  been  undertaken  to  created  new  col- 
laboratively usable  work  spaces  in  the  Midtown  Cultural 
District. 

Second,  due  to  their  low  income  levels  (Northeastern 
University  department  of  economics  1989  survey  found 
the  average  annual  income  of  an  artist  in  Massachusetts 
to  be  $12,000)  visual  artists  cannot  afford  to  rent  two 
spaces  —  one  for  home  and  one  for  work.  In  Boston,  a 
1986  Friends  of  Boston  Art  survey  for  60%  of  Boston 
artists  living  where  they  work,  often  doing  so  in  indus- 
trial and  commercial  buildings  where  the  costs  are  rela- 
tively low  and  the  structures  are  amenable  to  studio  use  as 
described  above. 

Third,  in  every  U.S.  city,  artists  move  to  areas  consid- 
ered residential ly  undesirable  by  most  other  people, 
make  the  areas  more  desirable,  and  often  find  themselves 
ultimately  displaced  as  they  have  been  in  New  York's 
SoHo  and  in  San  Francisco's  South  of  Market  district.  In 
Boston,  this  pattern  is  most  evident  in  the  South  End, 
where  visual  artists  were  among  the  first  to  move  into  an 
abandoned  light-industrial  area  more  than  20  years  ago. 
Landlords  —  who  typically  consider  artists  to  be  excel- 
lent transitional  tenants  willing  to  live  and  work  in  mar- 
ginal areas  —  are  finding  that  their  now  fashionable  prop- 
erties can  be  rented  or  sold  at  prices  that  are  not 
affordable  by  most  visual  artists. 

Third,  it  is  especially  difficult  for  visual  artists  to  relo- 
cate. Visual  artists  invest  a  great  deal  in  "sweat  equity" 
and  fixtures  (i.e.  time  and  money)  to  make  their  spaces 
habitable,  and  the  artist'  equipment  and  frequently  diffi- 
cult and  expensive  to  move.  In  addition  to  the  financial 
loss  that  occurs  to  a  displaced  artist,  it  is  impossible  to 
assess  the  emotional  trauma  that  accompanies  periodic 
and  simultaneous  displacement  from  one's  home  and 
workplace,  especially  for  the  36%  of  Boston  artists  with 
children. 
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Lastly,  most  visual  artists  live  and  work  in  areas  zoned 
for  commercial  and  industrial  uses  —  areas  where  hous- 
ing is  not  legally  permitted.  New  York,  Minneapolis,  San 
Diego,  Los  Angeles,  Seattle,  and  Dallas  are  among  U.S. 
cities  that  have  initiated  zoning  provisions  to  ameliorate 
this  problem  (a  similar  zoning  amendment  is  currently 
understudy  for  Boston).  Because  visual  artists  have  com- 
mercial leases,  landlords  frequently,  and  erroneously, 
claim  that  the  buildings  do  no  have  to  comply  with  the 
sanitary  code's  occupancy  standards.  Artists  and  their 
families  are  often  left  without  such  basic  human  necessi- 
ties as  heat  on  winter  evenings  and  weekends,  by  com- 
mercial nature  of  the  tenancies. 

Assuring  the  long-term  availability  of  light  industrial 
live/work  space  for  Boston's  more  than  7,000  visual  art- 
ists also  assures  that  this  population  will  not  be  compet- 
ing for  scarce  residential  units  —  especially  rentals  — 
that  meet  neither  the  artists'  professional  needs  nor  the 
building  code's  light  industrial  provisions  for  storage  of 
materials,  fire  rating,  and  so  on.  The  visual  artists'  com- 
munity in  Boston  produces  other  benefits  for  the  City  as  a 
whole,  as  well.  For  example,  a  1985  survey  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  found  that  artists  produce  jobs 
in  related  uses  —  galleries,  hardware  and  art  supply 
stores,  museums,  frame  shops,  etc.  —at  the  rate  of  two  to 
one.

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  public 
good  notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  an  annual  pension  shall  be  paid  by  the  state 
Boston  retirement  system  in  monthly  installments  to 
Stanley  G.  Pugsley,  Sr. .  who  is  totally  and  permanently 
incapacitated  as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  him  in 
the  course  of  and  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  as  a 
patrolman  in  the  Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
on  September  25,  1968.  Said  pension  shall  at  all  times  be 
equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation  which 
would  have  been  payable  to  him  by  said  City  had  he  con- 
tinued in  service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of 
his  retirement.  Upon  Stanley  G.  Pugsley,  Sr's  death,  his 
wife  Evelyn  should  she  survive  him,  shall  be  paid  in 
monthly  installments  an  annual  benefit  equal  to  three- 
quarters  of  the  amount  of  the  annual  benefit  that  would 
have  been  payable  to  Stanley  G.  Pugsley,  Sr.  had  he  con- 
tinued to  live. 

Section  2.  On  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  all  amounts 
standing  to  the  credit  of  Stanley  G.  Pugsley,  Sr.  in  the 

annuity  savings  fund  of  the  State-Boston  Retirement  Sys- 
tem shall  be  paid  to  him. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  eligibility  provisions  of

2)  If  any  schools  is  above  the  compliance  level,  which 
is  4  Picocuries  per  liter  (pCi/1).  We  will  take  proper  cor- 
rective action. 

3)  The  Department  of  Public  Health  will  assist  us  with 
appropriate  corrective  action,  if  necessary. 

4)  If  any  school  is  above  twenty  picocuries  per  liter 
(pCi/1).  The  Department  of  Public  Health  will  support 
us  by  providing  immediate  testing  Mitigation. 

5)  We  will  provide  training  for  appropriate  STAFF 
members  on  Radon  prior  to  testing. 

6)  This  Assignment  will  be  coordinated,  implemented

Attached,  please  find  crime  statistics  prepared  by  the 
Boston  Police  Department's  Bureau  of  Administrative 
Services  for  the  period  covering  April  22  through  April 
25,  1989.  We  experienced  a  computer  problem  and  were 
unable  to  compile  the  statistics  for  the  full  week.  The 
next  report  will  include  the  days  which  we  were  not  able 
to  forward  to  you  in  this  report. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  statistics  provide  "a  snap 
shot  of  crime"  in  Boston  for  the  reporting  week.  In  some 
case,  several  of  these  incidents  may  be  further  investi- 
gated and  determined  to  be  unfound  claims.  Thus,  these 
statistics,  when  compiled  for  a  one  month  period  or  for  a 
year  long  period  will  differ,  to  some  degree,  from  the 
Uniform  Crime  Report  tallies  that  take  into  account  such 
unfounded  or  reclassified  cases. 

District  One  covers  Downtown,  Chinatown,  the  wa- 
terfront and  Beacon  Hill  areas.  District  Two  covers 
Roxbury  and  parts  of  Dorchester.  District  Three  covers 
Mattapan,  District  Four  covers  the  South  End,  Back, 
Bay.  and  the  Fenway.  District  Five  encompasses  the 
Hyde  Park,  West  Roxbury  and  Roslindale  area.  District 
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Six  is  South  Boston,  District  Seven  in  East  Boston.  Dis- 
trict Eleven  covers  Dorchester  and  District  Thirteen  cov- 
ers Jamaica  Plain .

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  autho- 
rizing the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  to  expend,  con- 
sistent with  the  purposes  of  the  Trust,  linkage  funds 
which  were  accepted  by  the  Trust  pursuant  to  an  order 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  December  14,  1988, 
and  approved  by  me  January  3,  1989. 

On  February  14,  1989,  the  Neighborhood  Housing 
Trust  voted  to  grant  $1 ,740,820  of  funds  previously  ac- 
cepted by  the  Trust  to  six  housing  developments  with 
housing  for  low-and  moderate-income  households  in  the 
City  of  Boston: 

Garrison  Trotter  Homes  Project,  a  15-unit  affordable 
homeownership  project  located  at  22-52  Hollander 
Street  in  Roxbury.  Due  to  problems  encountered  in  de- 
velopment, the  final  cost  per  unit  has  risen  to  $126,000. 
Shawmut  Bank,  seeking  to  become  owner  of  the  property 
through  foreclosure  sale,  will  seek  to  sell  each  unit  for 
$75,000,  in  part  by  commiting  $26,000  per  unit  plus 
other  forms  of  assistance.  The  Trust  voted  to  grant 
$375,000,  or  $25,000  per  unit,  to  further  guarantee  the 
affordability  of  the  units  to  moderate-income  house- 
holds. 

Fountain  Hill  Square  Project  (Phase  One),  a  46-unit 
housing  project  of  which  eighteen  units  will  be  afforda- 
ble to  low-and  moderate-income  households  at  costs  be- 
tween $55,105,  and  $96,150.  Cost  overruns  and  de- 
creasing projects  of  market-rate  housing  sales 
necessitated  the  developer  to  request  financial  assistance 
over  and  above  the  $169,000  (present  value)  previously 
allocated  under  a  Housing  Creation  Agreement.  The 
Trust  voted  to  grant  the  additional  amount  of  $281 ,000 
necessary  to  complete  the  project. 

Audubon,  Baker  and  Logue  Project,  a  project  involv- 
ing the  conversion  of  three  surplus  City  of  Boston  school 
buildings  into  37  Section  8  units  of  affordable  rental 
housing  for  large  families  and  families  with  incomes 
within  50  percent  of  median  income,  the  Trust  voted  to 
grant  $275,000  for  the  conversion  of  the  three  schools, 
located  on  two  sites  in  the  Dorchester/Mattapan  area, 
into  one-,  two-and  three-bedroom  units. 

Bricklayers-Charlestown  Navy  Yard  Project,  a  project 
involving  50  one.  two-and  three-bedroom  townhouses 
and  condominiums,  all  of  which  will  be  affordable  to 
first-time  homebuyers  earning  between  $20,000  and 
$43,000  per  year,  the  Trust  voted  to  grant  $390,000,  part 
of  a  total  public  subsidy  of  approximately  $1  million,  to 
help  ensure  the  affordability  of  the  $6.5  million  project. 
Deed  restrictions  on  all  50  units  will  ensure  that  the  units 
remain  affordable. 

Bricklayers-Back-of-the-Hill  Townhouses  Project,  a 
165-8unit,  mixed-income  housing  development  on  Mis- 
sion Hill,  of  which  106  units  will  be  affordable  to  very 
low-,  low-/moderate-,  and  middle-income  families. 
Nine  units  have  been  reserved  for  handicapped  residents, 
and  all  units  will  be  sold  with  deed  restrictions  to  assure 
long-term  affordability.  The  Trust  voted  to  grant 
$275,000  as  part  of  a  total  public  subsidy  of  $2.56  mil- 
lion toward  the  total  development  cost  of  $2 1 ,57 1 .500. 

Bridge  over  Troubled  Water  Project,  a  project  involv- 
ing six  100  percent  affordable  rental  units  in  two  build- 
ings owned  by  Bridge,  Inc.  The  Trust  voted  to  grant 
$144,820  toward  the  development  cost  of  $963,000  for 
the  supervised  accommodations  for  18  homeless  teenag- 
ers. 

In  total,  these  six  housing  developments  offer  232 
units  affordable  to  very  low-,  low-/moderate-  and  middle 
income  households  in  five  Boston  neighborhoods  for  a 
combined  total  of  $1,740,820  in  linkage  funds. 

Approval  of  the  City  Council  is  necessary  for  the 

Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  to  expend  the  $1 ,740.920 
in  funds  which  are  essential  for  the  rehabilitation  and 


construction  of  afforable  housing  units  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  order  as  expe- 
ditiously as  possible  in  order  that  these  funds  may  be 
expended.

BENEFIT  OF  BOSTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY

panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  ( 1 )  of  section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  The  following  words  as  used  herein  shall. 


unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Attendance,"  the  registration  by  a  student  for  one 
or  more  courses,  for  credit  towards  a  degree  of  any 
kind,  or  a  certification  in  an  occupation,  beyond  a  high 
school  diploma,  or  the  equivalent  thereof,  for  a  dura- 
tion of  six  weeks  or  more. 

Institution  of  higher  education,"  any  school,  col- 
lege, university,  vocational  school,  training  school, 
trade  school  or  other  institution  offering  courses  for 
credit  towards  a  degree  or  a  certification  beyond  a  high 
school  diploma,  or  the  equivalent  thereof,  whether 
public  or  private,  and  any  branch,  extension  or  annex 
thereof. 

"Student,"  any  individual  in  attendance  at  institu- 
tions covered  by  this  act. 

"Treasurer,"  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  may,  by  ordinance, 
impose  an  excise  on  the  privilege  of  attending  an  insti- 
tution of  higher  education  located  within  said  city  on 
all  students  in  attendance  at  such  institution  at  a  rate  not 
to  exceed  $60  per  academic  year  for  a  full-time  student 
nor  more  than  $20  per  academic  year  for  a  parttime 
student. 

Section  3.  Such  shall  be  collected  by  each  institution 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  from  students 
in  attendance  at  such  institution.  The  full  amount  of  the 
excise  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  collected  at  such 
time  as  each  institution  normally  collects  tuition,  fees 
or  other  charges  owed  the  institution;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  an  institution  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act  apportions  the  payment  of  tuition,  fees  or  other 
charges  owed  to  it  by  a  student,  whether  such  appoint- 
ment be  semiannually,  quarterly,  monthly,  or  for  any 
other  portion  of  a  year,  such  institution  shall  collect  an 
amount  bearing  the  same  proportion  to  the  excise  due 
for  the  whole  academic  year  as  the  payment  period 
bears  to  the  whole  academic  year.  Any  student  in  at- 
tendance at  more  than  one  institution  of  higher  educa- 
tion at  one  time  shall  pay  such  excise  to  the  institution 
in  which  he  is  registered  for  the  greater  number  of 
credits  or,  if  he  is  registered  for  an  equal  number  of 
credits  at  each  institution,  to  any  of  them.  Any  institu- 
tion enrolling  such  a  student  which  does  not  collect  the 
excise  imposed  by  this  chapter  shall  require  such  stu- 
dent to  sign  a  sworn  statement,  under  penalties  of  per- 
jury, attesting  to  the  fact  that  such  student  has  paid  the 
excise  due  under  this  chapter  to  another  institution  at 
which  he  is  in  attendance,  and  the  same  shall  be  con- 
firmed on  its  face  by  the  financial  officer  of  the  institu- 
tion actually  collecting  the  same.  Each  such  statement 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Treasurer. 

Section  4.  Such  excise  shall  be  stated  and  charged 
separately  from  tuition,  fees  or  other  charges  and  shall 
be  shown  separately  on  any  record  thereof  at  the  time 
payment  is  made. 

Section  5.  Every  institution  of  higher  education  col- 
lecting such  excise  under  this  chapter  shall  make  a  re- 
turn of  the  excise  prescribed  by  section  2  to  the  trea- 
surer on  or  before  January  1 5  of  each  year,  for  amounts 
collected  during  the  six-month  period  ending  on  De- 
cember 1  of  the  preceding  year,  and  on  or  before  July 
15  of  each  year  for  amounts  collected  during  the  six- 
month  period  ending  on  the  preceding  June  first.  The 
excise  so  computed  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon  the 
due  date  for  filing  the  return.  The  form  of  return  here- 
under shall  be  prescribed  by  the  treasurer  and  shall 
contain  such  information  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  proper  administration  of  this  chapter.  Such  re- 
turn shall  be  signed  under  oath  by  a  principal  officer  of 
such  institution. 
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Section  6.  All  sums  due  under  this  chapter  shall  con- 
stitute a  debt  owed  by  the  student  to  the  City  of  Boston 
and  may  be  recovered  by  the  City  of  Boston  in  an  action 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  treasurer.  Except  as  other- 
wise provided,  any  institution  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  which  bestows  an  academic  degree  or 
certification  on  a  student  with  respect  to  whom  it  has 
not  collected  such  excise  shall  be  liable  therefor,  except 
that  this  sentence  shall  not  apply  to  an  institution  which 
is  owned  or  operated  by  the  United  States  of  America. 
In  the  case  of  such  liability  on  the  part  of  the  common- 
wealth for  any  of  its  institutions  of  higher  education, 
any  reimbursement  to  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  appropriation  therefor. 

Section  7.  The  proceeds  of  the  excise  provided  for  by 
this  act  shall  be  collected  by  the  Collector-Treasurer  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  shall  be  expended  by  the  city 
solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  Boston  Public  Library. 
Within  thirty  days  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the 
City  Auditor  will  certify  to  the  City  Clerk  the  amount 
of  money  collected  under  this  act  in  the  previous  fiscal 
year  and  shall  further  certify  as  to  the  disposition  of 
such  funds.

RENEWAL  AND  BE  THEREAFTER  PASSED  BY 
LEGISLATURE 

Couns.  SCONDRAS,  McLAUGHLIN,  SALERNO, 
BOLLING,  TRAVAGLINI  and  YANCEY  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas,  Elvira  Hunter  was  killed  by  multiple  gunshot 
wounds  on  May  9,  1989,  and  her  death  should  not  be  in 
vain;  and 

Whereas,  Elvira  Hunter  had  availed  herself  of  every 
existing  protection  under  state  laws  designed  to  protect 
victims  of  spousal  abuse;  and 

Whereas,  Alfred  Hunter,  III,  the  alleged  murderer  of 
Elvira  Hunter  received  a  Firearms  Identification  Card  af- 
ter being  convicted  of  beating  two  men;  and 

Whereas,  Possession  of  a  Firearms  Identification  Card 
allowed  Alfred  Hunter  III  to  purchase  a  semi-automatic 
assault  rifle  in  Salisbury,  Mass.;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  alleged  that  Alfred  Hunter  used  his  as- 
sault weapon  to  murder  his  wife  and  to  strafe  sections  of 
District  8  such  as  the  Prudential  Tower  and  Newbury 
Street,  as  well  as  other  downtown  Boston  locations;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Police  Department's  Bureau  of 
Special  Operations  reports  that  domestic  violence  in 
Boston  is  increasing  precipitiously,  from  5,023  incidents 
in  1986  to  6,345  in  1987,  and  to  8,136  in  1988,  a  62 
percent  increase  in  two  years;  and 

Whereas.  The  Bureau  of  Special  Operations  reports 
that  domestic  violence  related  homicides  in  Boston  has 
almost  doubled  in  two  years,  from  8  in  1886  to  12  in 
1987,  and  to  15  in  1988;  and 

Whereas,  The  Bureau  of  Special  Operations  reports 
that  domestic  violence  related  homicides  in  Boston  are 
increasing  sharply  as  a  percentage  of  total  homicides  in 
Boston,  from  7.5  percent  in  1986  to  16  percent  in  1987 
and  1988;  and 

Whereas,  In  recognition  of  the  need  to  strengthen  the

Persons  possessing  Firearms  Identification 
Cards  are  not  required  to  renew  those  cards,  and  felony 
convictions  occurring  after  Firearms  Identification 
Cards  are  issued  do  not  result  in  their  revocation;  and 

Whereas,  The  Greater  Boston  Church  Leaders  Cove- 
nant has  called  upon  the  State  Legislature  to  pass  laws 
restricting  assault  weapons;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  H.  4385,  An  Act  to  Further  Protect 
Abused  Persons,  should  be  strengthened  to  require  re- 
newal of  Firearms  Identification  Cards  and  review  of 
conviction  records  upon  renewal,  and  should  thereafter 
be  passed  by  the  State  Legislature  and  signed  into  law  by 
the  Governor;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Boston's  Home  Rule  Peti- 
tion, An  Act  Regarding  Assault  Weapons  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  similar  provisions  of  the  statewide  act  pro- 
posed by  Governor  Dukakis,  should  be  made  law  as  soon 
as  possible.

Whereas,  In  1988  the  Boston  Police  Department  drug 
detectives  made  7,496  drug  related  arrests;  and 

Whereas,  Violent  and  drug-related  crimes  are  pre- 
dicted to  increase  particularly  as  the  summer  ap- 
proaches; and 

Whereas,  The  assignment  of  the  same  uniformed  po- 
lice personnel  to  patrol  specific  neighborhoods  each  day 
has  been  determined  to  be  a  common  sense  approach  to 
address  the  problems  of  illegal  drug  trafficking  and  vio- 
lent and  drug-related  crimes;  and 

Whereas.  A  sector  integrity  program  has  been  in  plan- 
ning by  the  Boston  Police  Department  command:  and 

Whereas,  A  comprehensive  anti-drug  plan  would  in- 
clude the  implementation  of  a  sector  integrity  program  by 
the  Boston  Police  Department;  therefore,  be  it  ordained 
by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows:

On  or  before  June  15,  1989,  the  Police  Commissioner 
shall  implement  a  fixed  sector  integrity  deployment  of 
uniformed  personnel  in  those  sectors  where  there  is  a 
high  rate  of  violent  and  drug-related  crimes  within,  but 
not  limited  to,  the  Roxbury,  Mattapan,  Dorchester,  South 
End,  and  Jamaica  Plain  neighborhoods.  Sector  assign- 
ments in  the  high  crime  areas  shall  be  filled  during  two  of 
the  three  daily  work  shifts. 

The  Commissioner  shall  issue  a  report  by  December. 
1989  detailing  how  a  fixed  sector  integrity  deployment 
for  all  neighborhoods  in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  im- 
plemented. 


Sector  integrity  shall  mean  assignment  of  an  individual 
uniformed  police  officer  or  uniformed  police  officers  in 
pairs  on  foot,  in  an  automobile,  or  on  a  motorcycle(s)  to 
remain  in  the  sector  parameters  for  their  entire  work 
shift.  Those  assigned  may  be  called  out  of  the  sector  by 
the  shift  commander  only  to  assist  in  an  emergency  oc- 
curring in  another  sector.  The  same  uniformed  personnel 
shall  be  assigned  to  the  same  sectors  each  duty  shift.  Per- 
sonnel assigned  to  patrol  sectors  shall  visit  or  revisit  all 
parts  of  their  jurisdiction  daily  to  maintain  a  visibility  and 
police  presence  in  the  neighborhoods.

$343,000  in  new  real  estate  property  taxes  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  and, 

Whereas,  Emerson  College  has  been  a  part  of  Boston 
for  108  years,  without  paying  property  taxes  or  entering 
into  a  payment-in-lieu-of  tax  agreement  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  and, 

Whereas,  Boston  continues  to  suffer  from  a  lack  of 
affordable  housing,  due  in  part  to  the  market  pressure 
caused  by  universities;  and  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  calls  on  the

Couns.  BOLLING  and  TRAVAGLINI  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  ( 1 )  of  section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Consitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 


Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Au- 
thority (hereinafter  referred  to  as  MWRA)  supplies  wa- 
ter on  a  retail  basis  to  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Com- 
mission (hereinafter  referred  to  as  BWSC);  and 

Whereas,  The  BWSC  provides  water  distribution, 
wastewater  collection,  and  storm  drainage  services  on  a 
retail  basis  to  customers  throughout  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  BWSC  service  are  includes  an  esti- 
mated residential  population  of  576,300,  a  figure  which 
increases  by  485,000  business  visitors,  tourists,  shop- 
pers and  commuters  each  day;  and 

Whereas.  The  MWRA  water  supply  is  principally  de- 
rived from  the  Quabbin  Reservoir,  which  has  a  capacity 
of  412  billion  gallons,  and  a  safe  yield  of  300  million 
gallons  per  day  (mgpd);  and 

Whereas,  The  MWRA  service  area  water  customers 
are  currently  consuming  an  average  of  324  million  gal- 
lons per  day;  and 

Whereas,  Ideal  Quabbin  Reservoir  level  is  84  percent, 
however  in  January  1989  Quabbin  levels  fell  to  69.4  per- 
cent of  capacity,  and  Quabbin  is  at  its  lowest  level  since 
1967; and 

Whereas,  If  current  weather  and  consumption  patterns 
continue,  Quabbin  Reservoir  levels  could  fall  to  40  per- 
cent of  capacity  or  less  by  the  summer  of  1990,  a  danger- 
ously low  level;  and 

Whereas,  The  year  1988  was  the  fifth  consecutive  year 
and  the  1 9th  of  the  past  20  years  during  which  the  amount 
of  water  consumed  by  the  communities  served  by  the 
MWRA,  including  the  City  of  Boston  and  43  other  cities 
and  towns,  has  significantly  exceeded  safe  yield;  and 

Whereas,  The  largest  water  consumers  in  the  City  of 
Boston  include  commercial,  municipal,  industrial  and 
institutional  customers;  and 

Whereas,  In  1988  metered  water  billings  for  the  City 
of  Boston  were  $1,249,000,  unmetered  billings  were 
$1,564,000,  Boston  Housing  Authority  water  billings 
were  $3,343,000  and  Economic  Development  Industrial 
Corporation  water  billings  were  $160,500;  and 

Whereas,  The  1988  total  billed  city  water  for  the  City 
of  Boston,  including  sewer  rates,  was  $6,316,500;  and 

Whereas,  In  1988  the  BWSC  paid  $18,416,000  in  wa- 
ter billings  and  $24,779,000  in  sewer  billings,  for  a  total 
of  $43, 195,000  in  water  assessments  to  the  MWRA;  and 

Whereas,  Water  conservation  measures  and  audit  pro- 
grams for  commercial,  municipal,  industrial  and  institu- 
tional BWSC  customers  in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  aid  in 
system  conservation  efforts  by  providing  the  means  for 
demand  to  be  comparable  to  available  supply,  while  en- 
suring a  continued  water  supply  of  high  quality  at  ade- 
quate pressure  for  fire  protection  use  and  consumption 
by  MWRA  and  BWSC  customers  within  the  City  of 
Boston; 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  following  provi- 
sion pertaining  to  water  conservation  shall  be  in  effect  in 
the  City  of  Boston  and  chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of  1977 
(the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Reorganization  Act)  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  new  Section 
20A: 

Section  1.  DEFINITIONS: 

a.  "Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission"  (BWSC) 
Is  a  Commission  established  by  chapter  436,  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Reorganization  Act  of  1977. 

b.  "Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority" 
(MWRA)  is  an  Authority  established  by  chapter  372  of 
the  Acts  of  1984. 

c.  "Customers  in  the  City  of  Boston"  or  "BWSC  wa- 
ter customers,"  are  defined  as  public  and  private  sec- 
tor structures,  including  but  not  limited  to  commer- 
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cial,  municipal,  industrial  and  institutional  consumers 
which  purchase  water  from  the  MWRA  and  BWSC. 

d.  "Significant  water  user"  is  defined  as  any  BWSC 
water  customer  within  the  City  of  Boston  with  average 
water  consumption  of  over  fifty  thousand  gallons  per 
day  or  twenty  million  gallons  per  year. 

e.  "Tracking  Audit  Program"  (T.A.P.)  is  defined  as  a 
series  of  water  auditing  procedures  accomplished  by 
the  BWSC  and  established  in  order  to  assist,  inform 
and  guide  significant  water  users  in  implementing  wa- 
ter conservation  devices,  policies  and  methods. 

f.  "Conservation  Action  Plan"  (C.A.P.)  is  defined  as 
planned  initiatives  to  be  authored  and  implemented  by 
a  significant  water  user,  within  the  recommended  con- 
servation guidelines  of  the  BWSC,  established  in  order 
to  effectively  conserve  water. 

g.  "Temperature  control  valve"  pertains  to  a  plumb- 
ing fixture  that  opens  or  closes  depending  on  the  tem- 
perature of  the  fluid  flowing  in  the  pipeline. 

h.  "Neoprene  joint  gasket"  is  defined  as  a  synthetic 
rubber  seal  used  to  join  pipes  together  in  order  to  elim- 
inate leakage. 

i.  "Moisture  meter"  is  defined  as  a  device  which  mea- 
sures the  amount  of  moisture  in  the  ground, 
j.  "Cooling  tower"  is  defined  as  a  large  piece  of 
equipment  which  circulates  water  in  order  to  reduce 
temperature  by  evaporation. 

k.  "Low  flow  toilets"  are  defined  as  toilets  which  use 
1 .6  gallons  of  water  or  less  per  flush. 
I.   "Low  flow  showerheads"  are  defined  as  sho- 
werheads  which  use  two  gallons  of  water  per  minute  or 
less. 

m.  "Faucet  aerator"  is  defined  as  a  uniform  flow  re- 
strictor  for  water  faucets. 

n.  "Portable  water  pumps"  are  defined  as  those 
pumps  which  increase  pressure  and  reduce  volume 
while  maintaining  the  necessary  temperature, 
o.  "Water  reclaim  system"  is  defined  as  a  system 
which  captures  used  rinsewater  in  underground  tanks, 
where  it  is  filtered  and  treated  in  order  to  remove  sus- 
pended solids. 

p.  "Retrofitting"  is  defined  as  installation  of  techno- 
logically advanced  plumbing  fixtures,  machinery  and 
other  devices  which  reduce  water  flow  or  otherwise 
conserve  water. 

q.  "Safe  yield"  is  defined  as  the  amount  of  water 
which  can  be  safely  and  dependably  withdrawn  for  wa- 
ter supply  use  during  a  prolonged  dry  period, 
r.  "Municipal  buildings"  are  defined  as  structures 
which  are  used  for  public  or  government  purposes  as 
distinguished  from  private  purposes, 
s.  "Contributory  negligence"  is  defined  as  the  act  or 
omission  of  an  act  amounting  to  want  of  ordinary  care 
on  part  of  the  complaining  party,  which,  concurring 
with  defendant's  negligence,  is  proximate  cause  of  in- 
jury. 

t.  "Proximate  cause"  is  defined  as  that  which,  in  a 
natural  and  continuous  sequence,  unbroken  by  any  ef- 
ficient intervening  cause,  produces  injury,  and  without 
which  the  result  would  not  have  occurred, 
u.  "Uniform  water  conservation  standards"  are  de- 
fined as  those  water  conservation  methods  and  devices 
which  are  implemented  by  a  significant  water  user  as 
substitution  for  the  Tracking  Audit  Program  (T.A.P.), 
and  which  match  or  comply  with  said  program  in  sub- 
stance and  action,  but  which  are  accomplished  by  a 
qualified  private  entity. 

v.  "Qualified  private  entity"  shall  be  defined  as  any 
privately  owned  and  operated  agent  which  has  been 
duly  approved  by  the  BWSC  as  a  qualified  water  audi- 
tor. 


Section  2. 

(a)  The  BWSC  shall  offer  to  conduct  Tracking  Audit 
Program  (T.A.P.)  for  all  BWSC  significant  water  us- 
ers, the  cost  of  which  shall  be  passed  on  to  the  audited 
user.  Significant  water  users  may  choose  to  conduct 
their  own  water  audits,  provided  that  such  audits  com- 
ply with  all  BWSC  uniform  water  conservation  stand- 
ards. 

(b)  A  Tracking  Audit  Program  (T.A.P.)  shall  have  a 
targeted  goal  of  30  percent  water  savings  and  shall 
consist  of  the  following: 

(1)  Inspection  of  the  facility  in  order  to  inventory 
equipment  and  hardware  and  observe  water  use  pat- 
terns; 

(2)  Identification  of  preferred  water  saving  device 
placement  and  suggestions  for  altering  water  use 

patterns  to  achieve  maximum  conservation; 

(3)  Estimate  of  total  retrofitting  expenditures; 

(4)  Estimate  of  the  amount  of  water  and  financial 
resources  which  could  be  saved  through  retrofitting; 

(5)  A  comparison  of  the  total  expense  of  retrofitting 
to  the  total  anticipated  savings; 

(6)  Information  on  water  demand  and  use. 

(c)  All  significant  water  users  within  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  notified  at  the  time  of  their  first  water  billing  of 
the  year,  beginning  on  or  before  January  1 ,  1990,  and 
proceeding  every  year  thereafter,  that  Tracking  Audit 
Programs  (T.A.P.)  shall  be  offered  and  the  BWSC 
shall  make  efforts  to  comply  with  the  scheduling  pref- 
erence of  the  water  customer. 

(d)  Upon  completion  of  the  Tracking  Audit  Program 
(T.A.P.),  the  BWSC  shall  report  to  the  audited  indus- 
try within  ten  business  days. 

(e)  A  Conservation  Action  Plan  (C.A.P.)  shall  consist 
of  a  written  proposal  authored  by  the  audited  water 
user  or  its  agents  which  shall  include  but  not  be  limited 
to  a  targeted  goal  of  thirty  percent  water  savings,  and 
three  or  more  of  the  following:  | 

(1)  Reduction  of  outdoor  watering  and  plantings 
which  are  not  water  efficient; 

(2)  Employee  education  regarding  water  conserva- 
tion and  efficient  water  use; 

(3)  Leak  detection  and  repair; 

(4)  Development  of  a  commercial,  municipal,  in- 
dustrial or  institutional  water  policy; 

(5)  Installation  of  water  efficient  machinery,  includ- 
ing but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

(aa)  Cooling  towers  or  evaporative  coolers; 
(bb)  Water  cooled  refrigeration  units,  compres- 
sors and  vacuum  pumps  altered  with  temperature 
control  valves; 

(cc)  Recirculated  steam  condensate  from  heating 
systems; 

(dd)  Low  flow  toilets  or  toiler  water  displacement 
fixture  installation; 
(ee)  Low  flow  showerheads; 
(ff)  faucet  aerators; 
(gg)  Portable  water  pumps; 
(hh)  Temperature  regulators; 
(ii)  Filtration  systems  using  low  flow  spray  noz- 
zles, drip  trays  and  counter  flow  rinses; 
(jj)  Water  reclaim  systems  to  recycle  and  treat 
wastewater; 

(kk)  Moisture  meters  used  to  trigger  water  flow; 
(11)  Neoprene  joint  gaskets; 
(0  The  BWSC  shall  approve  a  Conservation  Action 
Plan  (C.A.P.)  based  on  accurate  installation  of  BWSC 
recommended  water  conservation  fixtures,  implemen- 
tation of  recommended  water  saving  methods  and  ac- 
tivities pursuant  to  uniform  water  conservation  stand- 
ards or  the  T.A.P.  evaluation  for  each  individual 
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audited  significant  water  user.  Conservation  Action 
Plans  shall  be  approved  or  disapproved  by  the  BWSC 
within  thirty  days  following  submission,  and  shall  con- 
sist of  the  following: 

(1)  Written  agreement  by  the  water  consumer  to  the 
BSWC  to  cooperate  in  annual  facility  water  audits 
by  the  T. A. P.; 

(2)  Written  agreement  to  perform  specific  water 
conservation  activities  and  install  specific  water 
conservation  machinery  and  devices  as  recom- 
mended by  the  BWSC  T.A.P.  and  to  maintain  such 
activities,  machinery  and  devices  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  one  year;

(a)  The  BWSC  shall  provide  information  on  individual 
water  demand  and  use  to  any  water  user,  public  or  pri- 
vate, within  the  City  of  Boston,  in  order  to  promote 
voluntary  water  conservation.

Whereas,  The  cost  of  the  Central  Artery  project,  Third 
Harbor  Tunnel  project,  Boston  Harbor  clean-up  project, 
and  other  construction  projects  is  estimated  to  be  $  1 1 
billion;  and 

Whereas,  The  Central  Artery  project,  Third  Harbor 
Tunnel  project  and  Boston  Harbor  clean-up  project,  as 
well  as  other  construction  projects  will  produce  thou- 
sands of  jobs  and  job  training  opportunities  in  the  con- 
struction trades,  drafting,  and  engineering  related  cleri- 
cal skills;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  between  600  and  700  men 
and  women  will  be  trained  annually  during  the  next  three 


to  five  years  for  jobs  on  these  projects;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  of  Massachusetts  and  the  City  of

REPORT  ON  ORDER  FOR  ANNUAL  APPROPRIA- 
TION AND  TAX  ORDERS  FOR  FY90 

Coun.  MENINO,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  submitted  the  following: 

The  City  Council's  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  has 
examined  the  Mayor's  proposed  FY90  budget  through  an 
extensive  public  hearing  process  begun  in  April  and  con- 
tinuing into  June.  The  Committee  is  in  agreement  with 
the  Administration  on  the  parameters  of  the  proposal. 
The  revenue  estimates  presented  appear  to  be  attainable 
and,  in  some  cases  may  be  conservative.  The  Committee 
believes  that  a  conservative  approach  at  this  point  in  time 
is  a  sound  fiscal  policy. 

Although  the  Committee  agrees  with  the  expenditure 
amount  in  total,  it  questions  the  reasoning  for  certain  de- 
partmental allocations.  When  the  effect  of  the  State's  fis- 
cal crisis  on  the  City's  revenues  was  made  known,  depart- 
ments were  given  dollar  amounts  and  personnel  numbers 
to  comply  with  by  July  1,  1989.  It  is  the  conclusion  of  the 
Committee  that  these  dollar  amounts  and  staffing  levels 
were  not  clearly  related.  Testimony  during  the  budget 
hearings  failed  to  identify  any  clear  or  consistent  ration- 
ale for  the  cuts.  The  Committee  believes  that  the  Admin- 
istration has  not  prioritized  certain  agencies  and  pro- 
grams in  a  way  that  best  serves  the  citizens  of  Boston. 

During  the  month  of  March,  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  visited  the  nine  districts  of  the  City  to  explain 
the  budget  process  and  to  get  a  better  understanding  for 
what  residents  wish  to  see  in  the  FY90  appropriations. 
Overwhelmingly,  people  staunchly  supported  the  pro- 
grams offered  by  Community  Schools  -  particularly  the 
Youth  Outreach  component.  The  Committee  fears  that 
the  increased  financial  responsibilities  related  to  the  City 
Hall  day  care  center,  coupled  with  an  overall  FY90 
budget  cut,  Community  Schools  will  not  be  able  to  de- 
liver the  services  that  are  so  desperately  needed  by  those 
in  the  neighborhoods.  In  his  1989  State  of  the  City  ad- 
dress the  Mayor  gave  the  youth  of  the  City  a  promise  of 
support;  the  Committee  is  now  requesting  that  the  Ad- 
ministration back  up  that  promise  by  making  the  Com- 
munity Schools  Program  a  priority  in  the  FY90  budget. 
We  agree  with  those  who  stated  at  the  neighborhood  hear- 
ings that  money  spent  wisely  on  high  successful  youth 
programs  will  save  public  resources  in  the  future  by  in- 
vesting in  young  pepople  now. 

Education  has  been  included  in  the  Mayor's  stated  list 
of  priorities;  the  Committee  is  in  agreement.  The  Com- 
mittee believes  that  the  public  library  system  must  be 
viewed  as  an  integral  part  of  any  education  agenda.  The 
residents  of  Boston,  along  with  the  City  Council  as  a 
whole,  have  indicated  their  support  for  a  more  reason- 
able Library  budget.  Much  time,  effort  and  financial  re- 
sources have  been  invested  in  the  restoration  of  the  City's 
library  system.  While  it  may  be  prudent  to  put  the  resto- 
ration process  on  hold,  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  take 
steps  backwards.  The  Committee  advises  the  Mayor  to 
re-examine  the  Library's  FY90  proposal  with  the  intent 
of  providing  some  additional  support.  The  Administra- 
tion should  also  caution  against  jeopardizing  state  funds 
by  not  providing  enough  City  funds.  An  amendment  in- 
troduced in  the  Senate  which  would  increase  the  per  cap- 
ita amount  of  state  aid  for  regional  libraries,  also  man- 
dates that  the  City  increase  the  FY90  budget  by  two  and

one-half  percent  of  the  FY89  budget  of  lose  all  assist- 
ance. If  the  amendment  passes,  the  City  would  not  only 
have  to  restore  the  $970,280  cut.  but,  would  have  to  add 
$487,000  more  in  order  to  keep  its  state  funding. 

The  Committee  also  looks  to  Library  Director  Arthur 
Curley  to  work  with  each  branch  library  to  identify  the 
most  efficient  and  cost-effective  ways  to  provide  the  best 
possible  service  within  the  confines  of  a  tight  budget.  For 
example,  a  careful  analysis  must  be  given  to  the  hours 
that  branches  are  most  heavily  used  and  schedules  ad- 
justed accordingly.  Cut  backs  in  hours  should  be  made  in 
direct  correlation  to  usage. 

In  addition  to  Communtiy  Schools  and  the  Library,  the 
Committee  is  concerned  about  the  budgets  proposed  for 
Inspectional  Services,  where  health  inspector  positions 
are  being  eliminated,  and  for  Health  and  Hospitals, 
where  direct  services  are  sure  to  be  negatively  affected  by 
the  funding  level,  despite  the  effort  of  Commissioner 
Kurland.  The  Transportation  Department  will  be  elimi- 
nating parking  meter  supervisors.  These  are  positions 
that  not  only  assist  in  keeping  streets  clean ,  clear  for  pub- 
lic safety  vehicles,  and  accessable  for  people  in  resident 
parking  areas,  but  also  bring  in  substantial  amounts  of 
revenue  through  enforcement  of  parking  regulations. 
This  is  an  example  of  personnel  reductions  that  could 
actually  cause  a  reduction  in  revenue. 

All  of  these  departments  need  re-examination.  The 
funding  levels  proposed  by  the  Mayor  may  not  allow 
them  to  provide  the  basic  services  expected  and  deserved 
by  City  residents. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  Committee  is  not  advo- 
cating an  increase  in  the  "bottom  line"  of  the  Mayor's 
proposal.  The  request  now  being  made  is  for  a  re-shaping 
of  the  expenditure  side  to  better  reflect  the  wishes  and  the 
best  interests  of  the  residents  of  Boston. 

The  Committee  recommends,  at  minium,  two  mea- 
sures for  immediate  review.  It  is  our  recommendation 
that  all  departments  be  thoroughly  scrutinized  as  to  the 
necessity  of  appropriations  for  travel,  furniture,  equip- 
ment, motor  vehicle  use,  and  other  non-essential  items  to 
determine  if  some  saving,  however  small,  can  be  found. 

There  is  also  a  "fixed  cost"  account  that  the  Commit- 
tee also  recommends  for  closer  analysis  -  the  Debt  Serv- 
ice account.  Historically,  this  account  has  been  over- 
funded  and  then  tapped  as  early  as  the  first  quarter  of  the 
fiscal  year  as  the  source  of  funding  for  the  mayor's  $3 
million  reallocation  account.  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of 
1982,  section  9  states  "the  mayor  may  reallocate  no  more 
than  three  million  dollars  of  nonpersonnel  appropriations 
other  than  school  appropriations  during  a  fiscal  year  to 
other  departmental  purposes..."  It  is  the  Council's  inter- 
pretation that  the  source  of  funding  for  the  reallocation 
account  should  be  departmental  appropriations  already 
approved  by  the  Council,  not  the  Debt  Service  account. 
By  using  the  debt  service  account  the  Mayor  is  actually 
appropriating,  not  transferring,  additional  funds  for  the 
total  departmental  operating  budget  above  and  beyond 
the  spending  authority  approved  by  the  Council. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  in  view  of 
historical  trends,  that  the  debt  service  account  be  reduced 
by  at  least  two  million  dollars  and  that  two  million  dollars 
be  distributed  as  fairly  as  possible  among  the  unde- 
rfunded programs  referred  to  above. 

In  addition  to  the  problems  cited  above,  the  Committee 
is  concerned  by  the  fact  that  the  School  Department  has 
yet  to  submit  a  spending  plan  that  comes  within  the 
spending  authority  allowed  by  the  Mayor's  budget  pro- 
posal. It  is  also  concern  to  the  Committee  that  the  budget 
being  proposed  by  the  School  Committee  does  not  in- 
clude funding  for  collective  bargaining. 

It  is  with  these  points  and  recommendations  in  mind 
that  the  City  Council's  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 


respectfully  recommends  that  Docket  No.  0602  —  Order 
for  the  FY90  operating  budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  County  of  Suffolk  —  ought  not  to  pass.

ACT  RELATIVE  TO  THE  EXCISE  FUND  AND 
THE  OPERATION  OF  THE  SUMNER  AND  CAL- 
LAHAN TUNNELS,  SO-CALLED 

Couns.    IANNELLA,    KELLY,    McCORMACK, 
MENINO,  O'NEIL,  SALERNO,  and  TRAVAGLINI  of- 
fered the  following: 
An  act  relative  to  the  excise  fund  and  the  operation  of 

the  Sumner  and  Callahan  Tunnels,  so-called 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  ( 1 )  of  section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Section  8  of  chapter  1 90  of  the  Acts  of  1 982 , 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the  third  paragraph 
thereof,  and  inserting  in  its  place,  the  following: 
"Notwithstanding  the  second  paragraph,  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  excise  provided  in  this  section  shall  cease 
when  all  bonds,  notes,  and  other  evidences  of  in- 
debtedness authorized  and  issued  to  refund  any  such 
indebtedness,  shall  be  paid  or,  if  earlier,  when  such 
indebtedness  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  un- 
der any  trust  or  other  security  agreement  securing 
the  same.  Thereafter,  such  excise,  together  with  any 
monies  then  credited  to  the  Excise  Fund  shall  be  ded- 
icated to  the  City  of  Boston  and  spent  solely  for  the 
following  purpose:- First,  for  the  operation,  mainte- 
nance and  repair  of  the  Sumner  and  Callahan  Tun- 
nels, including  the  approaches  thereto  and  any  land 
and  buildings  used  in  connection  with  such  opera- 
tion, maintenance  and  repair.  Second,  for  sound 
buffers,  trees,  traffic  controls,  air  scrubbers  and  the 
like,  and  other  public  undertakings  to  mitigate  the 
impact  of  the  operation,  maintenance  and  repair  of 
the  Sumner  and  Callahan  Tunnels  on  the  residents  of 
the  East  Boston  and  North  End  sections  of  said  city. 
Third,  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
Freedom  Trail,  visitor  information  facilities,  and  for 
the  promotion  of  tourism  and  conventions.  Except  to 
the  extent  required  to  pay  interest  and  principal  on 
any  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
authorized  and  issued  to  refund  any  such  indebted- 
ness, for  any  of  the  foregoing  purposes,  monies 
credited  to  the  Excise  Fund  shall  be  spent  only  upon 
appropriation  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Boston." 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  may,  from  time  to  time, 
borrow  for  capital  projects  in  connection  with  undertak- 
ings payable  from  the  Excise  Fund  upon  the  affirmative 
vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  City  Councillors 
and  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  Bonds,  notes,  and  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
city  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  for  such  purposes 
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shall  be  payable  within  such  period  or  periods  as  estab- 
lished by  the  Emergency  Finance  Board,  shall  not  be  in- 
cluded in  determining  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
as  established  by  law,  may  be  issued  as  serial  bonds,  term 
bonds,  or  any  combination  thereof,  may  be  redeemable 
prior  to  their  maturity  at  the  option  of  the  city,  with  or 
without  premium,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
section  17  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  relative  to 
temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the  issues  of  bonds  and 
notes,  may  be  secured  by  funds  credited  or  to  be  credited 
to  the  Excise  Fund  by  an  agreement  entered  into  by  the 
city,  acting  by  its  treasurerwith  the  approval  of  its  Mayor, 
and,  shall  be  securities  in  which  all  insurance  companies, 
trust  companies,  banking  associations,  savings  banks, 
cooperative  banks,  investment  companies,  executors, 
trustees  and  other  fiduciaries  and  all  other  persons  may 
properly  and  legally  invest  funds,  including  capital,  de- 
posits or  other  funds  in  their  control  or  belonging  to 
them. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chapter 
598  of  the  Acts  of  1958,  after  the  effective  date  hereof, 
the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  shall  neither  is- 
sue, re-issue  or  re-finance  any  loan  secured  by  revenues 
of  the  tunnels  commonly  called  the  Sumner  and  Callahan 
tunnels,  being  those  defined  in  said  chapter  598  as  "tun- 
nels," nor  otherwise  pledge  or  hypothecate  the  said  reve- 
nues, the  tunnels  or  any  land,  buildings,  machinery  or 
equipment  used  in  connection  therewith.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  provisions  of  section  16  of  said  chapter,  when  all 
bonds  and  interim  receipts  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
said  chapter  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  have  been  paid, 
or  a  sufficient  amount  for  the  payment  of  all  such  bonds 
and  interim  receipts  and  the  interest  thereon  to  the  matu- 
rity thereof  shall  be  set  aside  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the 
bondholders,  the  tunnels  and  all  machinery,  equipment, 
land,  buildings  and  other  property  of  the  said  Authority 
used  in  connection  with  said  tunnels  shall  be  vested  in, 
and  delivered  to,  the  City  of  Boston,  the  same  thereafter 
to  be  maintained  and  operated  by  said  city  free  of  tolls. 

Section  4.  The  City  of  Boston  may  make  prudent  ordi- 
nances with  respect  to  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
the  tunnels  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  inci- 
dental to  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  same  and 
heretofore  excercised  by  the  Authority  pursuant  to  chap- 
ter 598  of  the  Acts  of  1958.  Employees  of  the  city  en- 
gaged in  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  tunnels 
shall  not  be  subject  to  chapter  3 1  of  the  General  laws.  In 
the  first  three  years  following  delivery  of  the  tunnels  to 
the  city,  before  filling  any  position  involving  the  mainte- 
nance and  operation  of  the  tunnels,  the  city  shall  offer  the 
position  to  the  person  or  persons  having  the  same  or  simi- 
lar duties  with  the  Authority  immediately  prior  to  the 
delivery,  and  shall  employ  the  most  senior  of  them  will- 
ing to  accept  the  same,  any  ordinance,  contract  or  agree- 
ment to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  unless  for  good 
cause  shown  the  appointing  authority  determines  it  not  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  city  to  do  so.  Upon  delivery  of  the 
tunnels,  the  same  shall  be  public  ways  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  all  laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances 
pertaining  thereto  shall  apply. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE:  AN 
ACT  AUTHORIZING  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 
TO  TAKE  POSSESSION  OF  CERTAIN  FOR- 
FEITED PROPERTY 

Couns.  YANCEY,  SCONDRAS,  BOLLING,  SA- 
LERNO, HENNIGAN  CASEY  and  McCORMACK:  of- 
fered the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  of  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be. 
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and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  ( 1 )  of  section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 
Changes  of  form  only : 

Section  1 .  GENERAL  PURPOSE. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  47  of  chapter 
94C  of  the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general  or  special 
law  to  the  contrary,  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  empow- 
ered to  use  all  assets  acquired  through  the  confiscation  of 
property  from  drug-related  criminals  to  fight  drug  abuse 
and  drug-related  crime;  to  provide  youth  intervention 
services;  and  to  fund  drug  rehabilitation  efforts  and 
neighborhood  crime  watch  programs  within  the  Boston 
communities  impacted  by  this  activity. 

All  monies  forfeited  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 47  of  chapter  94C  of  the  General  Laws  to  state  or 
local  law  enforcement  agencies  as  a  result  of  illegal  drug 
activities  in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
Confiscated  Assets  Reinvestment  Commission  which  is 
created  and  authorized  by  this  act. 

Section  2.  THE  CONFISCATED  ASSETS  REIN- 
VESTMENT COMMISSION. 

There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  Confiscated  As- 
sets Reinvestment  Commission  which  shall  consist  of 
seven  members.  One  member  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston.  At  least  two 
members  shall  represent  drug  treatment  centers  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  two  members  shall  represent  neighbor- 
hood crime  watch  programs  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 
two  members  shall  represent  neighborhood  youth  pro- 
grams within  the  City  of  Boston.  All  members  of  the 
Confiscated  Assets  Reinvestment  Commission  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  Boston 
City  Council.  Each  Commissioner  shall  be  unpaid.  Each 
Commissioner  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  ex- 
cept that,  of  the  initial  appointments,  three  members 
shall  serve  for  one  year,  two  members  shall  serve  for  two 
years,  and  two  members  shall  serve  for  three  years.  The 
Confiscated  Assets  Reinvestment  Commission  shall  have 
the  authority  to  oversee,  manage  and  distribute  all  mon- 
ies forfeited  to  local  law  enforcement  agencies  in  Boston 
as  a  result  of  illegal  drug  activities  as  provided  for  in 
Section  Three  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  USE  OF  CONFISCATED  ASSETS. 

Any  monies  or  other  property  turned  over  to  the  Con- 
fiscated Assets  Reinvestment  Commission  pursuant  to 
this  act  shall  be  placed  by  the  city  treasurer  in  an  interest 
bearing  account  and  used  as  follows: 

(a)  twenty  percent  of  the  monies  shall  be  used  to  pro- 
vide grants  to  neighborhood  crime  watch  organiza- 
tions and  anti-drug  programs; 

(b)  twenty-five  percent  of  the  monies  shall  be  used  to 
fund  drug  rehabilitation  agencies  serving  the  commu- 
nity where  the  confiscation  has  taken  place; 

(c)  twenty  percent  of  the  monies  shall  be  used  to  fund 
youth  programs  designed  to  provide  positive  alterna- 
tives to  criminal  and  drug  activities; 

(d)  twenty  percent  of  the  monies  shall  be  used  by  the 
Boston  Police  Department  to  further  combat  drug  re- 
lated crime  and  violence; 

(e)  five  percent  of  the  confiscated  funds  shall  be  used 
by  the  Confiscated  Assets  Reinvestment  Commission 
for  administrative  expenses;  and 

(f)  ten-percent  of  the  monies  shall  be  awarded  to  the 
person  or  persons  who  identify  to  the  appropriate  au- 
thority, the  criminal  or  criminals  involved  in  drug  re- 
lated crime  and  the  site  where  drugs  are  confiscated.

Whereas,  A  preliminary  report  issued  by  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  suggested  that  low/moderate  in- 
come neighborhoods  receive  a  disproportionately  small 
amount  of  loans  compared  to  other  city  neighborhoods 
and  additionally  that  there  may  be  a  racial  pattern  of  lend- 
ing by  area  banks;  and 

Whereas,  Denying  loans  and  resources  to  certain 
groups  and  particular  neighborhoods  only  serves  to  stifle 
economic  mobility  for  many  Boston  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  invests  approximately  $400  million 
of  its  funds  in  Boston  banks;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  should  leverage  its  resources  to  pro- 
mote equitable  distribution  of  financial  resources  in 
every  neighborhood;  and 

Whereas,  Municipal  government  should  therefore 
conduct  business  only  with  those  banks  who  are  respon- 
sible in  servicing  all  of  Boston  communitites;  and 

Whereas,  This  ordinance  would  allow  the  city  to  evalu- 
ate the  lending  performance  of  banks  who  wish  to  receive 
municipal  investment  funds;  therefore  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
chapter  43B.  section  13,  and  any  other  applicable  law,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions. 

(a)  Applicant  shall  mean  any  person  who  applies  for  a 
mortgage  loan,  commercial  loan,  home  equity,  con- 
sumer, or  home  improvement  loan  as  defined  in  this  sec- 
tion, whether  or  not  the  loan  is  granted. 

(b)  Census  tract  shall  mean  a  standard  statistical  area 
as  established  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Census. 

(c)  Collector-Treasurer  shall  mean  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(d)  Commercial  loan  shall  mean  a  loan  of  $  1 00,000  or 
less  which  is  secured  by  commercial  property. 

(e)  Financial  institution  shall  mean  any  commercial 
bank,  savings  bank,  savings  and  loan  association,  credit 
union,  cooperative  bank,  mutual  bank,  trust  company,  or 
other  entity  which  makes  mortgage,  consumer,  commer- 
cial, community  development  or  home  improvement 
loans. 

(0  Boston  SMSA  shall  mean  the  Standard  Metropoli- 
tan Statistical  Area  of  the  Greater  Boston  Region  as  de- 
fined by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Census. 

(g)  Home  improvement  or  rehabilitation  loan  shall 
mean  a  loan,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  repairing,  rehabilitating  or  remodeling  an  ex- 
isting residential  dwelling. 

(h)  Mortgage  loan  and  home  equity  loan  shall  mean  a 
loan  which  is  secured  by  residential  property. 

(i)  Consumer  loan  shall  mean  a  loan  which  is  secured 
by  an  individual  or  families  to  finance  personal  consump- 
tion. 

(j)  Community  Development  loan  shall  mean  a  loan 
which  is  secured  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  reha- 
bilitating commercial  or  residential  property. 

(k)  Redlining  shall  mean  the  practice  of  systematically 
denying  credit  on  the  basis  of  the  geographic  location  of 
the  borrower  or  property  to  be  borrowed  against. 

Section  2.  Disclosure  of  Lending  Information. 

Prior  to  the  deposit  of  any  city  monies  in  any  financial 
institution,  as  authorized  by  the  collector-treasurer  in  ac- 
cordance and  in  conjunction  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 5b  of  chapter  40,  sections  36, 44  and  46  of  chapter  4 1 
and  sections  53-55  of  chapter  44  of  the  MGLA,  such  fi- 
nancial institution  shall  disclose  the  following  informa- 
tion and  data  on  forms  approved  by  the  collector- 
treasurer  for  each  census  tract  within  the  City  of  Boston 
and  outside  the  City  of  Boston  within  the  Boston  SMSA: 


(A)  the  number  of  loans  and  total  dollar  amount; 

(B)  the  median  effective  interest  rate; 

(C)  the  median  down  payment; 

(D)  the  median  amortization; 

(E)  the  percentage  of  such  applicants  whose  applica- 
tions were  denied  for  the  following  types  of  loans: 

1 .  Residential  loans:  Data  shall  be  reported  separately 
for  property  containing  (1)  one  to  four  dwelling  units; 
and  (2)  five  to  eight  dwelling  units;  and  (3)  more  than 
eight  dwelling  units.  Only  loans  closed  within  the  pre- 
vious calendar  year  shall  be  reported.  The  information 
and  data  for  mortgage  loans  shall  be  further  itemized  list- 
ing the  following  separately: 

a.  Conventional  mortgage  loans  and; 

b.  Mortgage  loans  which  are  insured  under  Title  II  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  or  which  are  guaranteed  un- 
der chapter  37  of  Title  38,  United  States  Code  (FHA. 
FMHA,  or  VA  loans). 

c.  Mortgage  loans  which  are  insured  or  financed  by 
the  Massachusetts  Housing  Financing  Agency 
(MHFA). 

2.  Home  improvement  loans  or  rehabilitation  loans 
made  on  residential  properties. 

3.  Home  Equity  loans. 

4.  Commercial  loans. 

5.  Consumer  loans. 

6.  Community  development  loans. 

Additional  material  may  be  submitted,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  the  financial  institution's  participation  in 
local  community  development  projects  or,  financing  of 
low-  and  middle-income  housing. 
Section  3.  Failure  to  Provide  Information. 
If  any  financial  institution  refuse's  to  provide  any  of  the 
information  or  data,  the  collector-treasurer  shall  report 
such  refusal  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council.  If  such 
institution  has  previously   been  designated  by  the 
collector-treasurer  as  a  city  depository,  the  city  shall 
withdraw  such  designation.  The  treasurer  shall  also 
maintain  a  list  of  any  financial  institutions  which  refuse 
to  provide  such  information,  which  list  shall  be  a  public 
record. 
Section  4.  Pledge. 

Beginning  in  January  of  1990.  prior  to  the  deposit  of 
any  city  monies  in  any  financial  institution,  the  city 
collector-treasurer  shall  obtain  the  following  pledges 
from  an  authorized  official  of  said  institution: 
(a)  Not  to  discriminate  against  any  individual  or  group 
seeking  a  mortgage,  commercial,  consumer,  home  im- 
provement, or  community  development  loan  in  the  fix- 
ing of  the  amount,  interest  rate,  duration,  down  pay- 
ment or  other  terms  or  conditions  of  such  loan ,  because 
of  race,  color,  religion,  sex  or  national  origin  of  such 
individual  or  group  or  of  any  individual  or  group  asso- 
ciated with  him  or  her  in  connection  with  such  loan  or 
other  financial  assistance  or  the  purposes  of  such  loan 
or  other  financial  assistance,  or  the  dwelling  or  dwell- 
ings, if  any  in  relation  to  which  such  loan  or  other  fi- 
nancial assistance  is  to  be  made  or  given;  and 

(b)  Not  to  indulge  in  redlining  activities  against  any 
city  neighborhood,   including  arbitrarily  rejecting 
mortgage  loans  for  residential  properties  within  a  spe- 
cific geographic  area  in  Boston  because  of  the  location 
and/or  age  of  the  property;  and  to  make  and  affirma- 
tively market  loans  available  on  low-  and  moderate- 
income  residential  property  in  all  the  neighborhoods  of 
the  city  of  Boston  within  the  limits  of  legal  restrictions 
and  prudent  financial  practices. 
Section  5.  Municipal  Banking  Commission, 
(a)  There  shall  be,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  acommission 
known  as  the  Municipal  Banking  Commission  for  the 
purposes  of  analyzing  data  and  information  submitted  to 
the  treasurer  by  financial  institutions  wishing  to  become 
city  depositories. 
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(b)  The  commission  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by 
the  City  Council.  The  members  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation; provided,  however,  that  each  member  may  be 
reimbursed  by  the  Commission  for  all  expenses  reasona- 
bly incurred  by  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
The  Commission  shall  consist  of  the  following  persons: 

( 1 )  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex- 
officio  or  his  or  her  designee 

(2)  the  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council  ex-officio 
or  his  or  her  designee 

(3)  one  individual  from  an  organization  that  seeks  to 
address  community  reinvestment  needs 

(4)  one  individual  from  a  financial  institution  doing 
business  in  the  City  of  Boston 

(5)  one  individual  from  a  non-profit  organization 
which  seeks  to  address  the  housing  needs  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

(c)  The  term  for  each  commissioner  shall  be  three  (3) 
years;  provided,  however,  that  of  the  members  first  ap- 
pointed to  the  commission,  two  shall  serve  for  two  years 
and  two  shall  serve  for  one  year.  The  commissioners  shall 
appoint  a  chairperson,  provided,  however,  that  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  not  serve  as  chairperson  of  the 
commission.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  and 
confirmed  by  the  City  Council. 

Section  6.  Evaluation  of  Data. 

Each  year,  prior  to  the  authorization  of  deposits  of  city 
monies  with  any  financial  institutions,  the  commission 
shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council 
detailing  the  information  submitted  by  each  lender  and 
recommend  to  the  Treasurer  those  institutions  whose 
performance  best  reflects  the  city's  goal  of  encouraging 
lending  within  the  community. 

The  commission's  report  and  recommendations  shall 
be  based  on  review  of  the  information  submitted  pursuant 
to  section  2  of  this  ordinance  including: 

(a)  evaluation  of  each  lender's  performance  in  grant- 
ing mortgage,  home  improvement,  home  equity,  com- 
mercial, consumer  and  community  development  loans. 

(b)  the  lender's  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977,  including  the 
duty  to  educate  the  public  regarding  CRA  requirements. 

(c)  current  activity  in  low  and  moderate  income  neigh- 
borhoods and  the  availability  of  bank  personnel  to  serv- 
ice low  income  loans. 

(d)  initiatives  in  areas  such  as  commercial  lending  and 
low  and  moderate  income  housing. 

Section  7.  Severability  Clause. 

Each  of  the  provisions,  sections,  and  subsections  of 
this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions, 
sections,  or  subsections  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or 
otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  decisions  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any 
of  the  remaining  provisions,  sections,  or  subsections. 

Section  8.  Publication. 

The  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Code.  Ordi- 
nances, Title  2,  section  12.3,  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  City 
Clerk  upon  passage  of  the  same.

I  retransmit  herewith  an  appropriation  order,  in  the 
amount  of  $355,200,000,  for  General  School  Purposes 
for  FY90,  submitted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  amended  by  chapter  190  of  the 
Acts  of  1982,  as  further  amended  by  chapter  701  of  the 
Acts  of  1986  and  chapter  613  of  the  Acts  of  1987. 

This  requested  appropriation  for  the  Boston  School 
Department  represents  a  $12.6  million  or  3.7  percent  in- 
crease over  the  current  fiscal  year  appropriation.  When 
combined  with  discretionary  revenue  this  appropriation 
will  support  an  authorized  spending  level  of  $362  mil- 
lion. The  Department  projects  another  $45  million  will 
be  available  in  categorical  grant  funds,  for  a  total  operat- 
ing budget  of  $407  million  for  FY90. 

The  appropriation  will  provide  $2.1  million  in  repair 
and  maintenance  funding,  in  conjunction  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Maintenance  Improvement  Program. 
In  addition,  the  City  of  Boston  has  committed  $164.8 
million  in  capital  improvements  for  school  facilities. 

The  appropriation  will  support  the  implementation  of 
the  Student  Assignment  Plan  initiatives,  thus  providing 
parental  choice  and  fostering  educational  equality. 

The  appropriation,  while  fiscally  prudent,  reflects  my 
continued  commitment  to  protect  public  education  from 
the  severe  cuts  in  local  aid  funds.  I  respectfully  ask  your 
support  for  this  appropriation  of  $355.2  million  for  the 
Boston  School  Department  for  FY90.

I  transmit  herewith  my  proposed  amended  FY  1990 
Operating  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  County 
of  Suffolk. 

This  budget  recommends  appropriation  levels  which 
are  supported  by  available  revenues  of  $1 .301  billion  as 
recommended  to  you  on  April  12.  It  represents  the  fifth 
consecutive  balanced  budget  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

Unfortunately,  actions  to  date  by  the  State  Legislature 
have  not  provided  any  relief  from  the  reduction  in  local 
aid  projected  in  the  budget  submitted  to  you  in  April.  I 
note  that  the  City  Council's  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  recognized  the  appropriateness  of  the  total  level  of 
planned  expenditures,  given  available  revenues  for 
FY90. 

This  budget  represents  my  priorities  for  the  City  of 
Boston  —  funding.to  maintain  FY89  service  levels  within 
the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  increased  appropria- 
tions to  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  and  the  Penal  Department 
to  respond  to  increased  number  of  inmates,  and  increases 
over  FY89  funding  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hos- 
pitals and  the  School  Department.  Given  the  failure  of  the 
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Commonwealth  to  adequately  hind  local  aid,  most  other 
city  departments  still  face  reductions  from  FY89  appro- 
priation levels. 

The  enclosed  budget  differs  from  that  submitted  on 
April  12th  in  five  areas.  First,  I  am  increasing  appropria- 
tions to  the  Community  Schools  Division  by  $545,000. 
Funds  are  added  to  expand  the  number  of  staff  working 
directly  with  at  risk  youth  at  the  neighborhood  level  and 
to  provide  additional  support  to  the  Peer  Leader  pro- 
gram. I  am  also  recommending  increasing  the  number  of 
City  sponsored  summer  jobs  for  Boston  youth.  It  is  only 
through  a  range  of  efforts  including  summer  jobs,  street 
workers,  increased  volunteer  work,  and  focused  police 
activities  that  we  can  deal  effectively  with  the  needs  of 
our  young  people.  Finally,  funds  are  appropriated  to  sup- 
port a  multi-year  effort  to  provide  additional  services  to 
residents  of  the  City's  public  housing. 

The  appropriation  to  the  Boston  Public  Library  is  in- 
creased by  $1 .457  million,  to  bring  the  total  Library  ap- 
propriation to  $19,957,300.  These  additional  funds  will 
fully  support  the  department's  request  for  branch  library 
staff,  thereby  allowing  the  Library  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  hours  the  branches  are  open  in  FY90  and  to  restore 
the  cuts  proposed  by  the  Trustees  for  the  coming  year. 
School  visits  by  librarians  can  nearly  double,  the  Adult 
Literacy  Center  at  the  Dudley  Branch  can  be  opened,  and 
West  Roxbury  can  become  a  fourth  library  district.  The 
increase  includes  an  additional  $395,000  which  can  be 
used  for  books,  films,  and  periodicals  (more  than  twice 
the  required  statutory  match  for  book  purchases),  and 
$165,000  for  maintenance,  repairs,  supplies,  and  equip- 
ment. 

Since  FY86  we  have  increased  the  budget  for  the 
Boston  Public  Library  system  by  more  than  70  percent. 
In  addition,  we  have  mounted  the  largest  capital  improve- 
ment program  the  Library  has  experienced  in  decades.  In 
light  of  this  continued  commitment  of  financial  re- 
sources, at  a  time  when  the  Commonwealth  is  increas- 
ingly shifting  its  fiscal  priorities  away  from  cities  and 
towns,  it  is  appropriate  that  Library  officials  take  steps  to 
generate  internal  savings  in  administrative  areas  in  order 
to  allocate  more  funds  to  neighborhood-based  services. 

An  additional  $400,000  is  added  to  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  for  medical  supplies.  The  growing 
number  of  AIDS  patients  will  put  particular  demands  on 
this  account. 

There  is  a  $1 80,000  increase  in  the  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Inspectional  Services  in  order  to  maintain 
some  of  the  positions  which  were  deleted  as  part  of  the 
overall  plan  to  cope  with  reductions  in  local  aid.  These 
positions  are  reinstated  to  reflect  the  priority  which  I 
place  on  maintaining  basic  building  and  health  inspection 
services  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  Boston  resi- 
dents. 

Finally,  a  total  of  $130,000  is  added  to  the  Auditing 
and  Treasury  Departments  to  help  maintain  the  City's  fis- 
cal management  staff.  Given  the  serious  financial  con- 
straints facing  the  City,  I  must  insure  that  resources  are 
available  to  responsibly  manage  City  funds. 

The  enclosed  budget  contains  deletions  in  two  ac- 
counts. First,  the  Public  Works  Department  budget  is  re- 
duced by  $2  million  because  the  actual  cost  of  the  collec- 
tion portion  of  the  City's  sanitation  contracts  will  be 
lower  than  was  estimated  when  the  April  1 2th  budget  was 
prepared.  As  you  know,  cost  of  the  disposal  portion  of 
this  contract  was  established  shortly  before  April  12  and 
some  corresponding  adjustments  were  made  at  that  time. 

In  addition,  the  amount  set  aside  for  debt  service  has 
been  reduced  by  $712,000.  A  review  of  the  City's  bor- 
rowing needs  in  FY90  assures  me  that  the  funds  remain- 
ing in  this  account  should  be  adequate  to  cover  our  debt 
service  obligations. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  more  funds  have  not  become 
available  from  the  Commonwealth  to  support  basic  serv- 


ices provided  by  cities  and  towns.  Despite  the  increases 
noted  above,  the  great  majority  of  City  agencies  and  de- 
partments will  have  appropriations  below  FY89  levels  in 
the  coming  year. 

We  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  both  in  establishing 
sound  financial  management  practices,  as  evidenced  by 
five  increases  in  the  City's  bond  rating,  and  in  making  a 
broad  range  of  measurable  improvements  in  City  pro- 
grams and  services.  I  will  not  jeopardize  these  accom- 
plishments by  ignoring  the  fiscal  constraints  that  we  face 
in  the  coming  year.  Until  the  Commonwealth  recognizes 
both  the  fundamental  need  for  basic  municipal  services 
and  the  legal  contraints  on  our  ability  to  increase  City 
revenues,  we  must  make  those  cuts  in  City  appropriations 
necessary  to  protect  the  financial  integrity  to  the  City  of 
Boston.

I  attach  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  authoriz- 
ing the  City  to  apply  for  approximately  $1,000,000  in 
Urban  Development  Action  Grant  (UDAG)  funds  to  as- 
sist in  the  80  Dudley  Street  Office  Building  project.  The 
project  consists  of  the  development  of  26,568  square  feet 
of  office  space  in  the  building  located  at  80  Dudley 
Street,  Roxbury  (formerly,  the  Boys'  Club). 

The  Dudley  Square  Business  District  has  experienced 
three  decades  of  decline,  substantial  disinvestment,  high 
vacancy  rates,  and  little  new  private  investment  in  recent 
years.  The  City  has  a  Dudley  Square  Business  District 
revitalization  program.  A  goal  of  this  revitalization  pro- 
gram is  the  investment  in  vacant  and  substantially  deteri- 
orated buildings.  This  project  would  redevelop  one  of  the 
vacant  buildings. 

The  developer,  Cruz  Development  Corporation,  has 
identified  a  gap  between  the  projected  development  costs 
and  the  mortagage  attainable  from  private  sources.  To  fill 
this  gap,  additional  funds  will  be  required  in  the  form  of  a 
UDAG,  not  to  exceed  $  1 ,000,000,  from  the  United  States 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

The  UDAG  will  allow  the  City  to  reach  several  impor- 
tant goals: 

—  It  will  encourage  private  development  in  the 
Dudley  Square  Business  District. 

—  It  will  redevelop  a  vacant  and  deteriorated  build- 
ing. 

—  It  will  create  new  construction  and  permanent 
jobs. 

—  It  will  be  an  important  sign  of  the  area's  ability  to 
attract  significant  private  investment  and  thus 
spur  additional  development  in  the  neighbor- 
hood.

Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0929 

FY90  Annual  Appropriation  and  Tax  Order 

Both  Boston  and  the  Commonwealth  have  enjoyed  un- 
paralleled prosperity  and  economic  well  being  over  the 
past  several  years.  In  less  than  a  year,  however,  the  Com- 
monwealth has  gone  from  a  position  of  surplus  to  that  of 
unprecedented  deficit.  The  State's  revenue  shortfall  has 
resulted  in  a  severe  cut  back  of  local  aid.  Cities  and  towns 
that  have  relied  on  local  aid  for  a  significant  percentage 
of  their  operating  budgets  in  the  past,  must  now  reduce  or 
eliminate  services.  Thirty  seven  percent  of  Boston's 
budget  in  FY '89  was  supported  by  local  aid  dollars  which 
helped  fund  many  established  and  vital  services.  The  re- 
duction of  direct  local  aid  to  Boston,  coupled  with  cut 
backs  in  other  state  grants  and  reimbursements,  places 
significant  constraints  on  the  City's  spending  in  FY'90. 
Nonetheless,  the  Administration  has  successfully  pre- 
sented its  fifth  consecutive  balanced  budget. 

The  Mayor's  original  submission  cut  deeply  into  sev- 
eral departments.  The  Committee  agreed  with  the  budget 
parameters  in  total.  However,  based  on  testimony  from 
residents  in  the  nine  Council  Districts  and  on  information 
gathered  during  fifty-six  departmental  budget  hearings, 
the  Committee  determined  that  resources  should  be  real- 
located to  address  certain  critical  needs  more  adequately. 
Community  Schools.  Libraries,  Health  and  Hospitals, 
and  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  were  clearly 
underfunded  and  would  not  be  able  to  provide  the  serv- 
ices that  are  imperative.  The  Committee  recommended 
that  the  proposed  budget  be  sent  back  to  the  Mayor  for 
revision. 

The  Administration  and  the  Committee,  working  to- 
gether, have  negotiated  revisions  which  address  these  is- 
sues. Community  Schools,  originally  slated  for  a 
$75,000  cut,  has  been  allocated  an  additional  $545,000. 
The  revised  budget  will  ensure  the  viability  of  existing 
youth  outreach  programs  and  allow  the  hiring  of  addi- 
tional outreach  workers.  The  Library  budget  has  also 
been  revised.  The  addition  of  $1 .4  million  over  the  May- 
or's original  submission  will  maintain  the  level  of  service 
now  being  provided  in  the  branches.  ISD  was  allocated  an 
additional  $180,000  that  will  be  used  to  restore  health 
inspector  positions.  Health  and  Hospitals  has  been  allo- 
cated an  additional  $400,000  to  cover  some  of  the  cost  of 
supplies. 

Health  care  for  the  poor  and  uninsured  will  be  the  most 
visible  victim  of  the  State's  fiscal  crisis.  The  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals  will  be  forced  to  operate  under 
very  tight  fiscal  controls.  However,  many  services  must 
be  provided  for  the  City's  residents  —  services  which 
cannot  be  cut  and,  in  some  cases,  may  need  expanding. 
The  Committee  expects  to  work  closely  with  the  Admin- 
istration to  continue  to  seek  needed  additional  funds  for 
the  Hospitals.  Possible  sources  of  revenue  which  may  be 
used  for  this  purpose  have  been  noted  in  a  following  sec- 
tion of  this  report.  The  Committee  urges  the  Administra- 
tion to  take  these  options  under  immediate  consideration. 

Although  the  Committee  is  satisfied  that  the  current 
appropriations  are  adequate  to  meet  basic  service  and 
program  needs  through  the  next  fiscal  year,  there  are  sev- 
eral issues  that  need  to  be  raised.  Since  the  city  must  learn 
to  do  more  with  less,  practices  that  will  help  to  manage 
available  resources  more  efficiently  must  be  stressed.  We 
should  begin  to  see  results  from  the  new  management 
performance  program  with  better  management  systems 
and  more  sophisticated  use  of  technology  in  place.  The 
Committee  offers  the  following  observations  and  recom- 
mendations.

Health  and  Hospitals 

Commissioner  Kurland  has  testified  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  severe  underfunding  of  the  Health  and  Hos- 
pital Department  for  FY90.  The  Committee  is  award  that 
downsizing  of  the  Department  is  necessary  to  obtain 
FHA  financing  for  the  new  Boston  City  Hospital.  The 
Department  was  to  follow  a  five  year  plan  to  reach  the 
level  of  staffing  required  by  the  FHA.  However,  the  level 
of  funding  currently  before  the  Council  will  force  the 
Commissioner  to  go  beyond  the  cuts  necessary  for  that 
downsizing  and  reduce  the  current  level  of  service  deliv- 
ery to  a  point  that  may  be  unacceptable. 

The  Committee  is  recommending  at  this  time  that  the 
City  close  the  books  as  soon  after  June  30th  as  possible  in 
order  to  determine  if  there  will  be  any  free  cash  to  be 
certified  that  would  then  become  available  for  appropria- 
tion. The  Committee  also  urges  the  Administration  to 
examine  thoroughly  all  non-specific  reserve  accounts 
and  to  re-examine  the  debt  service  account  for  any 
amounts  that  may  be  available  for  transfers. 

In  addition  to  the  sources  referred  to  above,  the  Admin- 
istration should  consider  targeting  the  surplus  in  the  Tre- 
gor  Excise  Fund,  when  it  is  determined,  to  the  Health 
and  Hospitals  budget.  The  Council  would  be  more  than 
willing  to  consider  a  supplemental  appropriation  that 
would  restore  some  of  the  services  slated  for  cuts.  The 
Department  should  be  allowed  to  defer  layoffs  in  those 
service  areas,  in  order  of  priority,  that  may  have  a  chance 
of  restoration  if  monies  become  available  for  a  supple- 
mental. 

The  Committee  also  urges  the  Mayor  to  target  any 
funds  that  may  be  transferred  to  the  Mayoral  Realloca- 
tion Account  to  Health  and  Hospitals. 

Cost  Saving  Measures 

The  Committee  is  recommending  that  the  following 
cost  saving  measures  be  applied  immediately  to  the  FY90 
budget.  The  items  targeted  are  non-essential  and  al- 
though the  measures  may  generate  only  a  small  savings 
when  compared  with  the  entire  budget,  they  show  an  ef- 
fort to  reduce  non-essential  spending.  The  Committee 
will  monitor  related  expenditures  and  will  hold  a  hearing 
after  the  first  quarter  to  review  compliance  with  each  rec- 
ommendation. 
Out-of-State  Travel. 

All  out-of-state  travel  accounts  should  be  frozen  unless 
the  travel  is  considered  vital,  e.g.,  travel  to  Washington 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  FHA  financing  for  the  new 
Boston  City  Hospital.  Although  we  may  all  agree  that 
conferences  and  seminars  are  helpful  to  department 
heads  and  staff,  they  are  not  always  necessary  and  can  be 
eliminated  without  affecting  service  delivery. 
Vehicles. 

Vehicles,  except  for  those  relating  to  public  safety, 
should  not  be  assigned  to  departments  and/or  specific 
personnel.  The  Transportation  Department  should  main- 
tain a  motor  pool  sufficient  to  cover  requests  for  war- 
ranted travel  using  City  vehicles. 
Furniture  and  Equipment. 

All  accounts  should  be  frozen  with  purchases  to  be 
made,  upon  approval  of  the  Mayor,  only  for  those  items 
considered  necessary  for  the  safety  or  proper  job  per- 
formance of  employees. 
Contractual  Services. 

The  Committee  is  also  recommending  that  the  use  of 
personal  service  contracts  for  legal  work  and  consulting 
services  be  reviewed. 
Legal  Counsel. 

The  Committee  stresses  again  this  year  that  the  use  of 
contracts  for  lawyers  in  various  departments  should  be 


looked  at  more  closely.  The  City's  Law  Department 
should  include  some  specialized  attorneys  who  can  han- 
dle issues  that  are  unique  to  the  City,  but  can  be  expected 
to  recur. 

Consulting 

The  Administration  should  also  rethink  its  use  of  con- 
sultants for  research  and  management  reports.  Contracts 
for  reports  that  will  not  be  used,  such  as  the  Lynch,  Ryan 
report  on  workman's  compensation,  appear  to  be  a  waste 
of  the  taypayers'  money.  Other  contracts  seem  to  include 
services  that  should  be  performed  by  departmental  staff. 

During  the  hearing  held  on  the  FY90  budget  request 
for  the  Policy  Office,  the  Committee  was  informed  that  a 
personal  service  contract  was  awarded  to  a  consultant 
who  follows  State  legislation.  The  City  currently  has  a 
whole  division  —  Intergovernmental  Relations  —  whose 
duties  include  tracking  and  reporting  on  legislation. 

A  recent  request  for  proposals  sent  out  by  the  Assess- 
ing Department  includes  in  the  scope  of  work  to  be  pro- 
vided "the  compilation  and  presentation  of  descriptive 
statistics  for  various  reports  on  property  taxes"  and  "the 
formulation,  preparation  and  pursuit  of  state  legislation 
affecting  assessing  policies  and  procedures."  These  and 
other  services  being  requested  in  the  RFP,  are  duties  that 
should  be  performed  by  City  personnel . 

Overtime  Expenditures 

During  the  past  five  years,  overtime  spending  by  City 
and  County  departments  has  increased  by  62  percent  (See 
Graph  A).  More  than  90  percent  of  this  spending  is  in- 
curred by  five  departments  (See  Graph  B).  Despite  these 
staggering  overtime  costs,  only  one  of  these  five  depart- 
ments lists  overtime  containment  as  a  priority  for  FY90 
in  the  objectives  outlined  in  the  budget  proposal. 

Although  overtime  spending  can  often  be  a  cost  effec- 
tive alternative  to  the  hiring  of  permanent  personnel,  the 
Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  some  City  departments 
reply  too  heavily  on  overtime.  Changes  in  the  role  and 
responsibility  of  some  departments  have  not  been  met 
with  changes  in  workers'  schedules  to  accommodate 
weekend  and  off-hours  work.  For  example,  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Transportation  Department  have  increased 
in  recent  years,  but  schedules  have  not  reflected  the  need 
for  non-traditional  shifts  and  overtime  has  increased  by 
over  500  percent  since  FY85.  It  is  clear  from  information 
provided  at  these  hearings  that  the  City  of  Boston  has  no 
consistent  overtime  policy. 

The  rising  cost  of  overtime  prompted  the  Boston  Mu- 
nicipal Research  Bureau  (MRB)  to  investigate  Boston's 
overtime  spending  and  a  report  was  issued  in  December 
of  1988.  The  MRB  made  a  number  of  recommendations, 
none  of  which  have  been  implemented  by  the  City.  One 
notable  exception  to  the  increasing  overtime  spending  is 
the  Penal  Department.  Through  a  combination  of 
changes  in  shifts  and  tighter  approval  procedures ,  the  Pe- 
nal Department  has  been  able  to  reduce  overtime  spend- 
ing by  13  percent  in  the  past  five  years  and  will  end  FY89 
with  a  surplus  in  the  overtime  account.  The  Committee 
commends  the  Penal  Department  for  its  efforts  and 
wholeheartedly  endorses  the  recommendations  made  by 
the  MRB.  The  Committee  believes  that  implementation 
of  those  recommendations,  combined  with  implementa- 
tion of  the  Committee's  workers'  compensation  recom- 
mendations will  enable  the  City  to  contain  overtime 
costs. 

The  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Evaluation  (OBPE) 
should  establish  a  set  of  control  variables,  such  as  over- 
time as  a  percentage  of  salary  to  identify  excessive  spend- 
ing. 

The  Administration  should  seek  more  flexibility  in 
scheduling  employees  for  off-hours  and  weekend  work 
on  a  straight  time  basis.  These  efforts  should  be  coordi- 
nated through  the  Office  of  Labor  Relations  to  ensure  that 
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changes  in  schedules  do  not  conflict  with  collective  bar- 
gaining agreements.  In  addition,  flexible  schedules 
should  be  negotiated  in  future  collective  bargaining 
agreements. 

Management  systems  which  track  overtime  spending 
by  function  and  program  should  be  implemented.  These 
management  systems  should  include  changes  in  overtime 
approval  procedures. 


The  Administration  should  develop  and  implement  an 
automated,  mainframe  resource  system  that  would  be 
able  to  capture  overtime  and  other  salary  expenses  by 
program  and  type  on  a  more  timely  basis.  The  system 
should  be  able  to  pay  an  employee  for  overtime  worked 
on  a  weekly  basis.

Workmen's  Compensation 

Departmental  appropriations  (excluding  School  De- 
partment) for  workers'  compensation  have  increased  by 
1 12  percent  since  FY87  (See  Graph  Q.  Over  80  percent 
of  the  City's  workers'  compensation  costs  are  incurred  by 
five  departments  (See  Graph  D).  In  addition,  past  budget 
requests  for  workers'  compensation  have  not  been  ade- 
quate to  cover  claims,  requiring  transfers  of  funds  from 
other  accounts.  For  example,  during  the  past  two  fiscal 
years,  FY88  and  FY89,  workers'  compensation  expendi- 
tures have  exceeded  appropriations  by  59.7  percent  and 
41 .4  percent,  respectively  (See  Graph  E). 

The  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Evaluation  (OBPE) 
and  the  Workmen's  compensation  Service  commissioned 
a  study  of  the  City's  workers'  compensation  system  in  an 
attempt  to  contain  these  spiraling  costs.  The  study,  com- 
pleted by  Lunch,  Ryan  and  Associates,  Inc.,  included  a 
number  of  recommendations  to  improve  the  cost  effec- 
tiveness of  the  current  system.  During  the  budget  hearing 
the  Committee  learned  that  none  of  the  Lynch,  Ryan  rec- 
ommendations are  contained  in  the  FY90  budget  pro- 
posal. The  Committee  finds  this  lack  of  action  unaccepta- 
ble and  recommends  that  the  following  measures, 
outlined  in  the  Lynch,  Ryan  study,  be  implemented  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Office  of  Personnel  Management's  Managing  Attend- 
ance Program  should  be  revised  to  include  all  lost  time 
due  to  injuries.  In  addition,  injury  reporting  should  be 
consistent  with  OSH  A  reporting  requirements  so  that  ac- 
curate comparisons  may  be  made  with  other  states,  cities 
and  industries.

Office  of  Personnel  Management  should  develop  a 
city-wide,  on-site  training  program  for  employees  and 
supervisors  on  accident  prevention. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Service  should  aggres- 
sively promote  temporary  limited  duty  for  those  workers 
who  are  able. 

Office  of  Labor  Relations  should  work  with  those  un- 
ions which  have  provisions  for  safety  committees  on  the 
creation  of  such  committees  if  they  do  not  currently  exist. 
In  addition,  the  Office  of  Labor  Relations  should  work 
with  individual  departments  to  ensure  that  scheduling  of 
light  duty  assignments  does  not  conflict  with  collective 
bargaining  agreements. 

Each  department  should  designate  an  individual  from 
existing  staff  to  serve  as  its  workers'  compensation  ad- 
ministrator. 

Workman's  Compensation  Service  should  develop  an 
on-line  case  tracking  system  servicing  its  own  claims  ad- 
ministration staff  as  well  as  qualified  personnel  in  other 
departments. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Service  should  set  targets 
for  resolution  of  all  open  cases  for  which  settlements  are 
appropriate,  and  develop  a  strategy  for  resolving  these 
cases  in  two  to  three  years. 

Implementation  of  the  above  measures,  aimed  at  in- 
creasing coordination  among  the  many  departments  that 
deal  with  workers'  compensation  claims  and  administra- 
tion, will  not  only  save  the  City  money,  but  will  better 
enable  department  managers  to  estimate  workers'  com- 
pensation costs  during  the  budget  preparation  process. 


Workers'  Compensation  Appropriations 
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FY90  Workers'  Compensation 
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Collective  Bargaining 

A  significant  percent  of  the  City's  operating  budget  is 
driven  by  the  provisions  of  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ments for  the  various  unions.  Over  the  past  several  years, 
the  Administration  has  negotiated  a  number  of  generous 
multi-year  contracts  that  obliged  the  City  to  fund  large 
personnel  increases  over  three  years.  The  Committee  is 
of  the  firm  opinion  that  now  is  the  time  to  refine  the  entire 
negotiation  process  in  order  for  the  Administration  to 
make  more  informed  decisions  on  the  long-term  implica- 
tions of  contract  provisions. 

To  that  end,  the  Committee  recommends  that: 

1.  The  Administration  move  toward  negotiating  all 
union  contracts  in  the  same  year  and  for  the  same 
periods  of  time. 

2.  The  Administration  has  contracts  in  place  when  a 
new  budget  is  being  prepared  so  that  the  incremen- 
tal costs  may  be  provided  for  in  the  tax  order,  and 
not  in  a  supplemental  appropriation. 

These  measures  would  permit  the  Administration  to 
determine  more  accurately  the  total  effects  of  all  collec- 
tive bargaining  over  the  terms  of  the  contracts,  and  to 
predict  more  closely  if  all  contracts  can,  in  face,  be  sup- 
ported over  multi-year  periods. 

The  Committee  further  recommends  that  the  Adminis- 
tration seek  to  negotiate  provisions  that  could  reduce 
overtime  and  other  additional  costs.  For  example,  substi- 
tuting non-traditional  work  hours  for  regular  work  shifts 
in  departments  that  warrant  such  a  change,  and  ensuring 
that  extra  provisions  such  as  travel  allowances  are  both 
reasonable  and  necessary  may  contain  costs  of  agree- 
ments. 

Agreements  should  be  fair.  However,  it  is  equally  im- 
portant that  the  cost  of  collective  bargaining  agreements 
be  realistic  given  the  current  fiscal  restraints.  Again,  the 
Committee  stresses  the  importance  of  a  multi-year  reve- 
nue and  expenditure  forecast  as  a  critical  factor  in  the 
collective  bargaining  process. 

Consolidation  of  City  Services 

With  cutbacks  in  state  aid  to  the  City  of  Boston,  it  is 
essential  that  City  services  be  provided  in  the  most  cost 
effective  manner  as  possible.  Information  contained  in 
the  FY90  budget  proposal  and  information  provided  by 
department  managers  during  the  budget  hearing  process 
leads  the  Committee  to  believe  that  consolidation  of  some 
City  services  is  warranted. 

The  Committee  recognizes  that  the  work  of  the  Human 
Rights.  Fair  Housing  and  Womens  Commissions  as  well 
as  the  linguistic  minority  and  gay  and  lesbian  liaisons  in 
the  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services  is  essential  to  en- 
sure that  all  of  Boston's  residents  are  afforded  equal  op- 
portunities for  employment  and  housing.  A  new  um- 
brella agency,  protecting  Bostonians  from  harassment 
and  discrimination  in  housing  and  employment,  would 
enable  the  City  to  focus  its  efforts  more  closely  on  these 
problems.  It  is  also  possible  that  this  new  agency  would 
be  able  to  receive  additional  funding  from  outside 
sources  because  of  its  broadened  mandate. 

The  Committee  urges  the  Administration  to  explore 
the  creation  of  such  an  umbrella  agency  and  report  its 
findings  to  the  Council  within  three  months. 

The  Committee  found  extensive  duplication  of  effort  in 
the  Offices  of  Neighborhood  Services.  Many  of  the  ob- 
jectives outlined  in  Neighborhood  Services'  FY90 
budget  proposal  are  identical  or  very  similar  to  the  objec- 
tives of  other  departments  such  as  Public  Facilities,  Pub- 
lic Works,  Real  Property  and  Transportation.  The  Com- 
mittee believes  that  much  of  the  work  which  is  presently 
performed  by  neighborhood  liaisons  should  be  done  by 
staff  in  other  City  departments.  Neighborhood  liaisons 
cannot  and  should  not  be  expected  to  be  able  to  speak  as 


experts  on  the  countless  issues  which  affect  Boston's 
neighborhoods.  The  Committee  urges  that  staff  in  the 
departments  responsible  for  the  delivery  of  basic  city 
services,  such  as  Public  Works,  Transportation  and  Parks 
and  Recreation,  should  become  more  involved  and  not 
rely  on  Neighborhood  Services  as  heavily  as  they  have  in 
the  past.  The  Committee  suggests  that  representatives 
from  the  major  City  departments  schedule  monthly  meet- 
ings in  the  neighborhoods  to  answer  residents'  questions 
and  address  their  concerns. 

The  Committee  will  continue  to  investigate  those  areas 
where  duplication  of  effort  exists  and  make  recommen- 
dations to  the  Administration  when  it  deems  necessary. 

Legislative  Remedies 
Health  Insurance 

The  Committee  urges  the  Administration  to  fully  sup- 
port legislation  designed  that  would  require  cities  and 
towns  to  provide  an  equal  percentage  payment  of  premi- 
ums, not  an  equal  dollar  amount.  The  75  percent  —  25 
percent  payment  split  on  Blue  Cross  premiums  has 
forced  the  City  to  cover  almost  all  of  the  cost  of  HMO 
premiums  since  those  premiums  are  almost  equal  to  75 
percent  of  the  Blue  Cross  premiums.  This  results  in  virtu- 
ally no  contribution  from  the  younger,  and  for  the  most 
part,  healthier  employees  who  usually  choose  HMO 
plans.  The  change  to  the  equal  percentage  coverage 
would  allow  for  contributions  from  those  on  HMO  plans 
and  would  ease  some  of  the  strain  put  on  the  operating 
budget  by  escalating  health  insurance  costs. 
Contract  Bid  Limit 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  has  been  working 
on  a  home  rule  petition  to  increase  the  current  $2,000  no 
bid  limit  to  $10,000.  Meeting  were  held  to  obtain  input 
from  the  School  Department,  Contract  Management, 
Purchasing,  the  Law  Department  and  the  Municipal  Re- 
search Bureau.  The  project  came  to  a  standstill  when 
agreement  could  not  be  reached  on  what  restrictions 
should  be  included  in  the  law.  The  Committee,  with  the 
local  aid  crisis,  then  found  it  necessary  to  focus  all  of  its 
attention  on  the  FY90  budget.  However,  the  project  will 
continue  into  the  summer  and  a  home  rule  petition  will  be 
submitted  to  the  full  Council  before  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter  of  FY90. 
Extended  Court  Hours 

In  the  battle  to  gain  more  control  over  escalating  Police 
Department  overtime,  which  is,  in  part,  due  to  the 
amount  of  time  officers  spend  in  court,  the  Administra- 
tion should  continue  to  push  for  evening  and  weekend 
court  hours.  Appropriate  legislation  should  be  filed  at  the 
State  level  and  support  for  passage  should  be  actively 
pursued. 
State  Mandates 

The  City  should  urge  the  State  to  review  all  mandates 
that  must  be  carried  out  at  the  local  level  because  they 
were  in  effect  prior  to  the  passage  of  chapter  580  of  the 
Acts  of  1980,  and  are  therefore  not  reimbursable,  and  to 
end  or  make  major  changes  in  these  mandates. 

Capital  Plan 
The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Administration 
include  in  its  five-year  capital  plan  a  maintenance  budget 
(and  other  effects  on  the  operating  budget)  as  well  as  the 
cost  of  a  capital  improvement.  It  is  difficult  to  make  capi- 
tal investment  decisions  without  knowing  if  maintenance 
of  that  investment  can  be  supported  over  the  long  term.  In 
some  cases  a  capital  project  many  result  in  reduced  oper- 
ating costs  —  that  information  should  also  be  clearly  pro- 
vided with  the  capital  plan. 

Multi-Year  Financial  Forecasts 
The  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Evaluation  (OBPE) 
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currently  has  the  tools  necessary  to  project  revenue  and 
expenditures  in  a  multi-year  forecast.  A  consultant  (Data 
Resources,  Inc.)  was  hired  to  produce  a  model  that  would 
allow  such  forecasting  based  on  various  assumptions. 

A  contraact  with  DRI  was  included  in  the  FY89  budget 
for  "the  maintenance  and  development  of  an  integrated, 
detailed  revenue  and  expenditure  system";  the  amount 
was  $84,000.  The  FY90  budget  submission  includes  a 
provision  for  a  contract  for  "the  development  and  main- 
tenance of  a  revenue  and  expenditure  modeling  system" 
for  $90,000. 

The  program  budget  submitted  for  OBPE  for  FY88 
listed  as  one  of  its  Program  Three  objectives  "to  support 
long-term  operational  planning  by  creating  a  multi-year 
revenue  plan  and  updating  it  on  a  regular  basis",  and  as 
the  related  criteria  and  promised  level  of  service,  a  three 
year  revenue  forecast  by  October  of  1987  with  three  up- 
dates during  FY88.  The  same  objective  was  listed  for 
FY89  with  a  forecast  completion  date  of  March,  1989. 
During  the  hearings  on  that  FY89  budget,  the  Committee 
was  told  by  the  budget  director  that  OBPE  was  70-80 
percent  toward  completion  of  the  project.  To  date,  the 
Committee  has  not  seen  a  multi-year  forecast  for  the  op- 
erating budget. 

A  number  of  cities  and  towns  across  the  country  are 
turning  to  multi-year  resource  allocation  planning  in  or- 
der to  budget  more  effectively.  Again  this  year,  the  Com- 
mittee strongly  recommends  that  the  City  use  its  DRI 
contract  more  productively  and  begin  to  formally  budget 
on  a  multi-year  basis.  Although  no  one  can  accurately 
project  all  future  costs  and  revenues,  the  City  should 
present  multi-year  projections  based  on  certain  assump- 
tions, including  an  inflation  factor  and  collective  bar- 
gaining effects.  The  forecast  should  be  analyzed  periodi- 
cally and  revised  annually.  Collective  bargaining 
agreements  should  be  negotiated  within  the  confines  of 
the  multi-year  plan. 

A  multi-year  operating  budget  forecast,  when  coupled 
with  a  multi-year  capital  plan  and  its  effects  on  the  oper- 
ating budget,  would  allow  the  City  to  show  more  clearly 
where  the  priorities  of  the  Administration  lie  and  where 
resources  will  be  allocated  over  the  long-term.  Such  a 
presentation  would  allow  the  Council,  and  the  general 
public  as  well,  to  look  at  a  more  clearly  defined  "big 
picture"  and  to  have  additional  insight  into  what  policies 
the  Administration  is  committed  to  supporting  finan- 
cially. The  Committee  could  also  make  more  informed 
decisions  when  approving  annual  appropriations  by 
knowing  the  projected  effects  of  those  appropriations  on 
future  years'  budgets. 

Fees  and  Fines 
The  fees  and  fines  charged  by  various  City  depart- 
ments were  last  updated  in  1985.  The  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  City  Council,  in  accordance  with  chapter 
11  of  the  Ordinances  of  1976  section  3,  review  all  fees 
charged  by  various  departments  of  the  City  every  two 
years.  In  reviewing  these  fees  the  Council  must  evaluate 
the  cost  of  the  services  rendered.  The  Committee  will 
introduce  legislation  to  require  the  Office  of  Budget  and 
Program  Evaluation  to  provide  the  Council  biennially 
with  an  analysis  of  the  costs  incurred  by  these  depart- 
ments which  would  justify  any  alterations  in  these  fees 
and  charges. 

BRA  Surplus 
It  is  only  in  the  past  few  years  that  the  BRA  has  not  had 
to  request  a  subsidy  from  the  City  for  its  operating 
budget.  In  view  of  this  fact,  the  City  should  now  turn  to 
the  BRA  for  assistance  in  dealing  with  the  budget  prob- 
lems caused  by  the  State's  fiscal  crisis.  The  Council  com- 
mends the  BRA  for  its  $1M  contribution  for  jobs  for  the 
youth  of  the  City  in  FY90.  However,  considering  that  the 
BRA  has  generated  a  substantial  reserve,  the  City  should 


seek  to  come  to  an  agreement  with  the  Authority  that 
would  provide  the  City  with  some  percentage  share  of  a 
surplus  resulting  from  operations  in  any  one  year. 

Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  (PILOTS) 
Many  of  the  world's  finest  universities,  hospitals  and 
museums  are  located  in  Boston.  In  addition,  Boston  is  the 
Commonwealth's  capital  city  and  the  largest  city  in  New 
England,  many  federal,  state  and  county  offices  are  lo- 
cated in  the  City.  Because  Boston  is  home  to  so  many 
religious,  cultural,  educational  and  medical  facilities  and 
government  buildings,  5 1 .6  percent  of  the  land  in  Boston 
is  exempt  from  property  taxes  (See  Graph  F).  Although 
the  entire  Commonwealth  benefits  from  these  institu- 
tions, it  is  the  City  of  Boston  that  must  bear  the  financial 
burden  of  their  tax  exempt  status. 

The  Committee  commends  the  Administration  for  the 
increase  in  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  (PILOT)  agree- 
ments. PILOT  payments  have  increased  significantly 
since  1984  (See  Graph  G).  While  much  progress  has 
been  made,  the  City  still  loses  almost  four  times  as  much 
revenue  due  to  the  tax  exempt  status  of  those  institutions 
making  PILOT  payments  as  it  collects  through  those  PI- 
LOT agreements  (See  Graph  H).  It  those  institutions  that 
do  not  make  PILOT  payments  were  included,  the  loss  to 
the  City  would  be  many  times  greater.  The  Committee 
urges  the  Tax  Exempt  Property  Steering  Committee  to 
pursue  additional  PILOT  agreements. 

A  portion  of  the  tax  exempt  land  and  property  in  the 
City  of  Boston  is  held  by  semi-autonomous  agencies  such 
as  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  and  MassPort. 
Although  MassPort  makes  annual  payments  in  lieu  of 
taxes  to  the  City,  some  parcels  owned  by  MassPort  are 
leased  to  commercial  enterprises.  To  remedy  this,  the 
Committee  will  draft  and  file  legislation  which  will  allow 
the  City  to  tax  public  land  leased  for  commercial  pur- 
poses. The  Turnpike  Authority,  which  owns  property  in 
the  City  valued  at  $365,146,504,  makes  no  payments  in 
lieu  of  taxes.  The  Committee  urges  the  Assessing  De- 
partmtne  to  aggressively  pursue  a  PILOT  agreement 
with  the  Turnpike  Authority. 
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Increasing  the  Role  of  the  Council  in  the  Budget  Process 
Budget  Resolution 

With  revenue  restraints  becoming  tighter  the  Council 
should  be  playing  an  earlier  and  more  active  role  in  the 
formation  of  the  operating  budget.  The  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  will  prepare  a  budget  resolution  this 
fall,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor,  to  help  establish  priori- 
ties for  the  fiscal  1991  budget. 

As  the  formation  of  the  budget  progresses,  the  Com- 
mittee will  follow  up  with  meetings  with  the  Administra- 
tion's fiscal  managers  to  determine  if  the  budget  resolu- 
tion is  being  supported. 

Neighborhood  Hearings 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  initiated  the  prac- 
tice of  neighborhood  hearings  during  the  FY90  budget 
review  process.  This  process  should  be  continued;  how- 
ever, the  Committee  will  held  the  hearings  earlier  in  or- 
der to  solicit  public  input  before  the  formation  of  the 
FY91  budget  is  completed. 

Budget  Format 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  recommends  that 
the  following  format  revisions  be  considered  by  OBPE: 

Budget  projections  for  the  current  year  should  be  in- 
cluded for  each  department. 

Current  salaries  should  be  shown  for  each  position 
with  the  increases  needed  shown  as  additions. 

A  section  showing  a  revenue  history  and  projection 
should  be  included  with  the  budget  for  those  departments 
that  are  revenue  producing. 

External  funds  should  be  incorporated  with  such  de- 
partment's budget  submission  as  opposed  to  being  pre- 
sented in  a  separate  volume. 


Objectives  should  be  listed  in  order  of  priority  for  each 
program. 

Couns.  O'NEIL,  KELLY,  HENNIGAN  CASEY,  and 
BYRNE  offered  the  following  amendment:

I  transmit  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  June 
7,  1989,  Docket  No.  0840,  which  would  require  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  to  produce  uni- 
form conservation  standards,  to  conduct  water  audits  and 
a  capital  analysis,  and  to  develop  a  specific  implementa- 
tion plan  related  to  water  conservation. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  the  Boston  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission  is  a  body  politic  and  corporate  cre- 
ated by  state  law,  St.  1977,  c.  436.  The  City  Council  has 
no  authority  under  that  statute  to  mandate  that  the  Com- 
mission take  the  specified  action.  Moreover,  the  statute 
states  that  no  law  "affecting  the  powers,  rights,  duties,  or 
obligations  of  the  commission",  as  the  Council's  order 


purports  to  do,  shall  be  effective  unless  it  shall  apply  to 
water  and  sewer  districts  generally  or  shall  have  been  ap- 
proved under  the  provisions  of  Article  2  of  the  Amend- 
ments to  the  Massachusetts  Constitution,  which  pertains 
to  home  rule  authority.

Below  are  the  answers  to  the  questions  asked  in  the 
order  of  City  Council  dated  5  April  1989.  submitted  un- 
der the  provisions  of  section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948  as  amended. 

1.  The  only  materials  subject  to  Police  Department 
seizure  are  contraband,  instrumentalities  and  fruits  of  the 
crime  (MGLCh  276). 

2.  Under  Ch  94C,  sec.  47(d)  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment may  benefit  from  a  civil  procedure  initiated  by 
the  District  Attorney  or  the  Attorney  General  to  order  the 
forfeiture  of  "property  or  conveyance."  The  use  of  such 
forfeited  assessts  is  limited  to  law  enforcement  purposes 
by  Ch94C.  sec.  47(d). 

3.  The  Boston  Police  Department  has  not  moved  to 
have  any  real  property  other  than  "conveyance"  for- 
feited under  Chapter  94C,  sec.  47. 

4.  The  value  of  the  vehicles  obtained  (see  attached  list) 
would  be  subject  to  appraisal.  These  vehicles  were  not 
sold  but  were  used  in  undercover  investigations.  The  total 
amount  of  forfeited  monies  for  the  years  1987,  1988.  and 
1989  (to  date)  is  slightly  in  excess  of  $575,000. 

5.  The  forfeited  money  was  deposited  in  a  trust  fund 
established  for  this  purpose  as  required  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Ch  94C,  sec.  47(d). 

6.  Funds  are  distributed  under  the  provisions  of  Ch 
94C.  sec.  47(d)  with  the  authorization  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner. Corporation  Counsel  and  Collector 
Treasurer.  Specific  expenditures  are  authorized  by  the 
Chief,  Bureau  of  Investigative  Services.

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  the  order  is  in  conflict 
with  state  law.  To  the  extent  that  it  purports  to  order  a 
City  department,  the  Public  Works  Department,  to  take 
certain  action,  it  runs  afoul  of  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,as 
appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1,  which  forbids  the 
City  Council  from  taking  part,  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative 
businesses  of  the  City.  In  addition,  the  order  purports  to 
require  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  to  take 
certain  action.  This  violates  St.  1977,  c.  436,  s.  3,  which 
creates  and  empowers  the  Commission,  and  exempts  the 
Commission  from  nearly  all  City  supervision. 

Furthermore,  the  Public  Works  Department  and  the 
Water  and  Sewer  Commission  presently  have  in  place  an 
adequate  system  for  returning  opened  streets  to  their  pre- 
excavation  conditions.

An  Ordinance  Creating  for  a  Limited  Time 
a  Special  Commission  on  Water  Conservation 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  43B.  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  known  as  the  Special  Com- 
mission on  Water  Conservation,  consisting  of  nine  mem- 
bers, seven  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as 
follows:  one  from  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commis- 
sion; one  from  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority;  one 
from  the  Boston  Housing  Authority;  one  from  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Facilities;  one  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Works;  one  from  the  Environment  Department 
and  one  from  the  Law  Department.  The  President  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  shall  appoint  two  councillors  to  the 
Commission,  one  of  whom  shall  serve  as  Chairman. 
Each  appointee  shall  have  knowledge  of  water  usage 
within  the  city  and  shall  have  demonstrated  interest  in  the 
conservation  of  water. 

Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties.  The  Commission  is 
hereby  charged  with  conducting  a  study  of  the  amount  of 
water  consumed  in  municipal  buildings  with  particular 
regard  to  the  exploration  of  any  and  all  water  conserva- 
tion methods,  development  of  uniform  water  conserva- 
tion standards,  and  guidelines  for  implementation  of  said 
standards  in  municipal  buildings.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 


Whereas,  Capital  punishment  has  not  occurred  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  since  1947; 

Whereas,  Rigid  procedures  in  statute  which  discour- 
age reimposition  effectively  make  this  a  no  capital  pun- 
ishment state  since  1976; 

Whereas,  A  report  that  "execution  equipment"  is  be- 
ing manufactured  within  the  City  of  Boston  puts  a  blot  on 
our  city's  name; 

Whereas,  Boston,  known  for  its  culture  and  enlighten- 
ment, should  not  also  be  known  as  the  "death  machine 
capital,"  now,  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  No  person  or  persons  shall  sell,  design,  pro- 
duce or  manufacture  or  assist  in  the  sale,  design,  produc- 
tion or  manufacture  within  the  City  of  Boston  of  any  ma- 
chine, equipment,  instrumentality  or  device  solely 
intended  for  the  purpose  of  execution  of  individuals.  This 
ordinance  shall  apply  whether  or  not  such  punishment  is 
sanctioned  by  government  here  or  abroad.  Such  ma- 
chines, equipment,  instrumentalities  or  devices  shall  in- 
clude, but  not  be  limited  to.  electric  chairs,  gas  cham- 
bers, gallows,  lethal  injection  implements. 

Section  2.  Nothing  contained  herein  is  intended  to  pro- 
hibit design,  manufacture,  production,  sale  or  distribu- 
tion of  any  component  parts  intended  for  use  unassoci- 
ated  with  execution  equipment. 

Section  3.  Upon  discovery  or  notification  that  any  firm 
or  firms  operating  in  Boston  are  engaged  in  manufacture, 
design,  sale  or  distribution  of  execution  equipment,  the 
Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  shall  serve  notice 
on  any  official  of  such  firm  that  its  activities  in  such  par- 
ticulars cease  within  six  months  of  notification.  Nothing 
shall  prohibit  the  firm  from  altering  its  operations  to  an- 
other line  of  manufacture  or  continuing  an  existing  busi- 
ness in  other  lines. 

Violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  subject  the  offender 
firm  and  its  principal  officer  to  penalty  of  $300  fine  for 
each  day  of  existence.  The  penalty  provision  shall  be  au- 
thorized under  General  Laws,  chapter  40,  section  2 1 . 

Section  4.  If  any  section  or  part  of  this  ordinance  is 
held  unconstitutional  by  a  proper  court  of  law,  the  re- 
maining sections  shall  not  be  affected.

to  Regulate  Private  Dormitories 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1:  City  of  Boston,  Ordinances,  chapter  10, 
section  6,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following 
new  sections: 
10-6.11 
Declaration  of  Emergency. 

A  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston 
accentuated  or  aggravated  by  the  use  by  tax-exempt  edu- 
cational institutions  of  buildings  potentially  having  a  res- 
idential use  to  accommodate  matriculating  undergradu- 
ate students  in  de  facto  dormitories.  Such  use  has 
contributed  to  the  shortage  of  residential  housing  for  low- 
and  moderate-income  residents,  created  areas  of  the  city 
where  public  order  is  difficult  or  impossible  to  enforce, 
contributed  to  the  decay  and  decline  of  affected  residen- 
tial neighborhoods,  created  areas  of  the  city  in  which  the 
rights  of  tenants  to  quiet  enjoyment  of  their  homes  are 
consistently  violated.  Such  dormitories  without  proper 
supervision  detract  from  the  growth  of  the  city's  tax  base, 
threaten  the  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston.  Public  regulation  of  these  dormi- 
tories is  necessary  in  order  to  provide  residents  with  a 
sufficient  supply  of  decent,  affordable  housing,  to 
strengthen  residential  neighborhoods,  to  encourage  pub- 
lic order  and  to  preserve  the  city's  tax  base.  Now  there- 
fore, pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law  includ- 
ing without  limitation  Article  2.  as  amended  and  Articles 
47  and  89  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the 
Acts  of  1969  as  amended,  chapter  450  of  the  Acts  of 
1889,  chapter  355  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  chapter  256  of  the 
Acts  of  1953,  chapter  22,  Acts  of  1949,  chapter  473  Acts 
of  1953,  chapter  314  Acts  of  1962,  M.G.L.  chapter  140, 
ss  22-26.  M.G.L.  chapter  40,  sec.  21-D,  be  it  ordained 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows: 
10-6.21  Definitions  as  used  in  this  section. 

1.  "College  or  University"  shall  mean  any  educa- 
tional organization  for  exemption  from  taxation  under 
M.G.L.  ch.  50,  s.5  capable  of  granting  an  undergraduate 
degree. 

2.  "Private  Dormitory"  shall  mean  any  structure  con- 
taining residential  units,  50  percent  of  which  units  are 
tenanted  by  a  majority  of  undergraduate  students. 

3.  "Student"  shall  mean  a  resident  of  the  City  of 
Boston  who  is  attending  a  college  or  university  in  a  regu- 
lar program  toward  the  completion  of  requirements  es- 
tablished by  said  institution  for  the  securing  of  an  under- 
graduate degree,  unless  that  resident  has  occupied  their 
unit  for  at  least  one  year  prior  to  attending  said  program.

The  contents  of  such  files 
shall  be  considered  in  deciding  whether  to  grant  a  li- 
cense to  a  dormitory  or  a  private  dormitory  pursuant  to 
this  section."

Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  shall  issue  a  li- 
cense for  each  such  building"  with  the  words 
"The  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  shall  is- 
sue a  license  for  each  dormitory." 
Section  10-6.9  (b)  is  further  amended  by  adding  the 
words  "written  petition  often  (10)  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston."  the  words 
"bl .  The  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  shall 
issue  a  license  for  each  private  dormitory  following 
inspection  thereof  provided: 

(1)  it  complies  with  the  State  Building  Code,  State 
Sanitary  Code,  and  the  Boston  Zoning  Code  as  evi- 
denced by  an  appropriate  established  legal  occupancy 
for  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

(2)  The  owner  of  the  private  dormitory  provides  clear 
and  convincing  evidence  of  its  ability  to  operate  such 
structure  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  public  health, 
safety,  and  welfare.  In  order  to  ensure  that  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  have  been  fully  satisfied,  the

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO 
DAMAGES  IN  THE  CASE  OF  CERTAIN  UN- 
DERTAKINGS AND  PUBLIC  TAKINGS

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  "Relative  to  Damages  in  the  Case  of 
Certain  Undertakings  and  Public  Takings"  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  July  19,  1989,  Docket  Number 
0119.  The  ordinance  would  require  certain  City  of 
Boston  boards  and  officers  to  take  various  steps  to  secure 
remuneration  for  possible  damages  to  any  owner  or  ten- 
ant of  an  estate  abutting,  adjacent  to  or  near  certain  un- 
dertakings or  takings  involving  public  property. 

Although  I  agree  with  and  support  the  spirit  behind  the 
ordinance,  the  reason  for  my  disapproval  is  that  the  ordi- 
nance would  impose  serious  legal  and  administrative  bur- 
dens on  City  boards  and  officers  requiring  that  they  re- 
view every  proposed  taking  or  undertaking  involving 
public  property,  without  regard  to  the  magnitude  of  the 
proposal  in  question.  Furthermore,  the  ordinance  re- 
quires the  Corporation  Counsel  to  bring  an  action ,  when- 
ever necessary,  to  secure  or  recover  damages  on  behalf  of 
private  parties.  Such  representation  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  would  be  beyond  the  scope  of  municipal  author- 
ity. Also,  the  ordinance  contains  several  technical  flaws 
which  would  greatly  impede  the  effectiveness  of  its  oper- 
ation if  it  were  enacted. 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  compelled  to  disapprove  this 
ordinance.

ORDER  TO  PLACE  NONBINDING  PUBLIC  POLICY 
QUESTION  ON  REORGANIZATION  OF 
BOSTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  ON  CITY 
ELECTION  BALLOT

Dear  Councillors: 

We  all  agree  that  the  education  of  our  children  is  of 
primary  importance  to  the  future  of  our  city.  For  this  rea- 
son, I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  advisory 
referendum  question  to  be  placed  on  the  November  7th 
ballot.  The  advisory  question  solicits  the  input  of  the 
city's  voters  in  changing  the  current  thirteen  member 
school  committee  structure  to  a  new  seven  member 
school  board,  appointed  by  the  mayor  from  a  list  of 
Boston  residents  selected  by  a  nominating  panel  com- 
prised of  parents,  educators,  community  leaders,  busi- 
ness and  labor  leaders. 

After  months  of  commission  hearings,  public  hearings 
and  public  debate,  it  is  time  to  act.  Clearly,  no  one  is 
satisfied  with  the  status  quo.  The  current  13-member 
structure  is  unwieldly  and  unfocused  and  has  failed  to 
make  key  decisions  in  a  timely  and  orderly  manner.  The 
school  committee  members  individually  have  the  best  of 
intentions  for  our  children.  However,  the  governing 
structure  itself  has  proven  to  be  a  significant  barrier  to 
change.  There  is  consensus  on  the  need  for  a  smaller 
school  board,  more  diverse  in  race,  background  and  pro- 
fessional expertise,  more  accountable  to  the  public  for 
getting  results. 

We  need  both  a  new  school  board  and  a  new  vision  for 
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public  education  in  Boston.  Fundamental  change  will  not 
happen  without  a  clean  break  with  the  past.  In  developing 
this  proposal.  I  considered  a  path  of  less  political  resist- 
ance, a  new  school  board  with  both  appointed  and  elected 
members.  In  the  end.  I  decided  that  this  approach  was  too 
tentative  and  educationally  compromising.  Our  school 
s\  stem  needs  leadership  and  accountability  now  to  regain 
the  confidence  of  parents  and  taxpayers.  We  will  make 
our  best  case  for  what  we  believe  is  the  best  proposal  tor 
the  school  children  of  our  city. 

The  change  we  seek  is  in  the  classroom.  We  must  in- 
spire our  children  by  giving  them  the  self-esteem  and 
academic  skills  they  need  to  succeed.  We  must  involve 
parents  by  giving  them  an  informed  and  participatory 
role  in  the  education  of  their  children.  We  must  motivate 
teachers  by  respecting  their  creativity  and  professional 
skills.  We  must  move  key  decisions  closer  and  closer  to 
the  classroom  so  that  we  respond  to  the  diverse  needs  of 
the  children  we  serve.  We  must  make  sure  that  quality 
education  for  our  children  is  the  single  focus  for  decision 
making  in  our  schools.  We  must  never  lower  our  expecta- 
tions because  of  the  socio-economic  conditions  facing 
many  of  our  school  children.  Our  public  schools  can  and 
must  rise  to  the  challenge  of  equal  opportunity  for  all. 
Anything  less  is  unacceptable. 

This  change  in  governance  is  merely  the  route  we  must 
take  to  achieve  fundamental  school  reform.  The  status 
quo  protects  the  entrenched.  It  does  not  allow  for  the  fun- 
damental change  necessary  to  make  the  classroom  and 
the  individual  school  the  central  focus  for  education  in 
Boston. 

I  have  come  to  this  position  in  consultation  with  a 
broad  range  of  parents,  educators  and  community  lead- 
ers. Last  fall.  I  appointed  a  Mayor's  Advisory  Committee 
on  School  Reform,  chaired  by  Dean  Hubie  Jones.  The 
Advisory  Committee  made  three  recommendations: 
school  choice  for  parents,  school-based  management, 
and  an  appointed  school  board.  In  the  words  of  the  Advi- 
sory Committee's  final  report.  "All  three  priorities  must 
be  addressed  for  any  one  of  these  to  have  the  fundamental 
impact  we  seek.  At  each  level  of  the  system,  from  top  to 
bottom,  there  must  be  a  commitment  to  change  which 
results  in  clear  lines  of  authority,  responsibility  and  ac- 
countability." 

Subsequently,  the  City  Council  established  a  Special 
Commission  on  Public  Schools,  chaired  by  Professor 
James  Jennings.  The  Special  Commission  detailed  a  his- 
tory of  failed  decision-making  in  the  areas  of  vocational 
education,  special  education,  student  assignment,  school 
closings  and  consolidations,  the  drop  out  rate,  and  the 
budget.  To  quote  this  second  report,  "The  Commission 
believes  that  it  is  now  more  important  than  ever  to  end  the 
legacy  of  inaction  and  get  decisive  action  on  pressing  pol- 
icy issues.  Decisions  will  get  harder,  not  easier;  re- 
sources will  get  tighter,  not  looser."  The  Special  Com- 
mission report  calls  for  a  fundamental  change  in  the  role 
of  the  school  board.  The  school  board  should  set  basic 
policy  and  educational  goals  for  the  system.  Subsequent 
budget  and  policy  decisions  should  be  made  in  the  con- 
text of  this  educational  vision,  not  in  the  fragmented  and 
crisis-oriented  manner  that  now  prevails. 

Some  have  argued  that  the  move  to  an  appointed  board 
undermines  democratic  participation  in  the  governing  of 
our  schools.  I  contend  just  the  opposite.  Democracy  is 
not  something  we  exercise  just  one  day  every  two  years. 
Democracy  is  an  ongoing  process  which  respects  the  in- 
put of  parents  and  the  community  on  a  daily  basis.  The 
recent  school  closing  controversy  demonstrates  just  how 
undemocratic  the  current  structure  has  become. 

Through  the  Nominating  Panel  process,  parents  and 
community  leaders  will  play  a  public  role  in  recruiting  a 
diverse  school  board  which  will  function  as  a  team,  mak- 
ing sure  that  educational  concerns  always  prevail.  We 


will  mandate  that  the  new  school  board  develop  its  central 
policies  in  a  timely  manner  so  that  specific  decisions  can 
be  delegated  to  zone  councils  and  school  site  councils. 
We  will  build  a  broad  based  coalition  dedicated  to  quality 
education  for  our  children. 

I  urge  swift  passage  of  this  order  placing  this  pressing 
public  policy  question  before  the  voters  this  November.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
July  26,  1989,  Docket  Number  0977,  which  would  cre- 
ate for  a  limited  time  a  special  commission  on  water  con- 
servation. 

The  reason  for  my  disapproval  is  that  the  City  Charter 
requires  that  the  Mayor  appoint  all  the  members  of  such  a 
commission.  See  St.  1909,  c.  486,  Sec.  9.  The  provision 
in  the  proposed  ordinance  whereby  the  President  of  the 
City  Council  appoints  two  City  Councillors  to  the  com- 
mission violates  that  section  of  the  Charter. 

In  addition,  the  City  of  Boston  has  dramatically  re- 
duced its  water  consumption  over  the  last  several  years, 
going  from  150  million  gallons  of  water  a  day  to  121.5 
million  gallons  a  day.  Further,  the  Boston  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission,  in  cooperation  with  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  the  Massachusetts  Water  Re- 
source Authority  and  City  agencies,  is  already  undertak- 
ing the  measures  set  forth  in  the  ordinance,  such  as  the 
introduction  of  new  water  conservation  methods  and  the 
development  of  uniform  water  conservation  standards. 
Therefore,  this  ordinance  is  not  needed  to  accomplish 
our  mutual  goal  of  reduced  water  use.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July 
26,  1989,  Docket  Number  0984,  which  orders  the 
Collector-Treasurer  to  begin  procedures  to  end  all  finan- 
cial dealings  with  Shawmut  National  Corporation  until 
the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America  ends  its  strike 
against  the  Pittston  Company. 

The  Law  Department  advises  me  that  the  order  con- 
flicts with  the  City  Charter  on  at  least  two  points,  and  this 
is  my  reason  for  disapproval.  The  Charter  prohibits  the 
Council  from  directly  or  indirectly  taking  part  in  the 
making  of  contracts.  The  Charter  also  prohibits  the 
Council  from  taking  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive 
or  administrative  business  of  the  City.  (See,  St.  1948,  c. 
452,2.  17G  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1). 

As  the  City  Council  knows,  I  recently  travelled  to  Vir- 
ginia, met  with  the  striking  mine  workers  and  their  fami- 
lies, and  witnessed  firsthand  the  crippling  effects  of  that 
dispute  on  the  poor  and  working  families  of  Appalachia. 
As  people  of  good  will,  we  cannot  look  the  other  way 
when  this  particular  coal  company  attempts  to  destroy 
the  collective  bargaining  process  and  thereby  crush  a 
way  of  life  that  has  sustained  families  in  Appalachia  for 
generations. 

Therefore,  I  want  to  assure  you  that,  notwithstanding 
the  necessity  of  my  disapproval  of  the  order  on  legal 
grounds,  I  intend  to  use  my  influence  and  authority  to 
seek  an  equitable  solution  to  this  matter.  Rather  than 
abruptly  withdrawing  City  funds  from  Shawmut  at  this 
time,  an  action  that  would  cause  unnecessary  cost  to  the 
City,  I  have  ordered  Lee  Jackson,  Treasurer  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  to  refrain  from  increasing  the  amount  of  City 
funds  held  on  deposit  at  the  Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston 
until  Shawmut  Vice-President  William  Craig,  in  his  ca- 
pacity as  board  member  of  the  Pittston  Coal  Company, 
takes  positive  steps  to  bring  about  face-to-face  negotia- 
tions with  the  United  Mineworkers  of  America.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  home  rule  peti- 
tion relating  to  the  investment  of  public  pension  funds  of 
the  City  of  Boston  in  financial  institutions  and  corpora- 
tions relative  to  Northern  Island.  The  petition  is  in  keep- 
ing with  the  City  of  Boston's  commitment  to  fairness  and 
to  equal  opportunity  and  is  based  upon  adherence  to  the 
MacBride  Principles. 

The  first  part  of  the  legislation  pertains  to  the  divest- 
ment of  City  of  Boston  public  pension  funds  in  corpora- 
tions which  manufacture,  distribute  or  sell  firearms  or 
munitions  for  use  in  Northern  Ireland,  as  well  as  divest- 
ment of  such  funds  in  financial  institutions  making  loans 
to  those  corporations. 
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The  second  part  of  the  legislation  pertains  to  American 
corporations  operation  in  Northern  Ireland.  City  of 
Boston  public  pension  funds  henceforth  shall  be  invested 
only  in  those  corporations  which  adhere  to  principles  of 
nondiscrimination  in  employment  and  freedom  of  work- 
place opportunity . 

I  am  pleased  to  have  in  this  effort  the  support  of  the 
Irish-American  Labor  Coalition  of  the  Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO,  along  with  that  of  Inez  McCormack,  Re- 
gional Director  of  the  National  Union  of  Public  Employ- 
ees (the  largest  public  sector  union  in  Northern  Ireland) 
and  one  of  four  original  signatories  to  the  MacBride  Prin- 
ciples. Both  have  long  stood  with  me  in  our  joint  efforts 
in  support  of  investment  with  fairness  in  Northern  Ire- 
land. 

The  City  of  Boston  has  a  very  legitimate  interest  in 
ensuring  that  our  pension  funds  are  used  to  encourage  the 
very  principle  of  investment  with  fairness  and  not  to  help 
sustain  that  society  of  evident  inequality  that  Northern 
Ireland  has  been  since  its  inception  69  years  ago.  The 
MacBride  Principles  represent  a  reasonable  criterion  for 
progress  in  the  area  of  fair  employment.  The  Principles 
include  the  following  standards: 

1)  Equal  success  to  employment,  promotion,  and  job- 
preservation  without  regard  to  religious  affiliation  or 
other  minority  status. 

2)  The  banning  of  provocative  religious  or  political 
emblems  from  the  workplace. 

3)  That  all  job  openings  should  be  publicly  advertised 
and  special  recruitment  efforts  should  be  made  to  attract 
applicants  from  under-represented  religious  groups. 

4)  Layoff,  recall  and  termination  procedures  should 
not,  in  practice,  favor  particular  religious  groupings. 

5)  The  appointment  of  a  senior  management  staff 
member  to  oversee  the  company's  affirmative  action  ef- 
forts and  the  setting  up  of  timetables  to  carry  out  affirma- 
tive action  principles. 

6)  The  development  of  training  programs  to  prepare 
members  of  the  minority  community  in  Northern  Island 
for  skilled  jobs  and  for  skills  improvement. 

7)  The  abolition  of  job  reservations,  apprenticeship  re- 
strictions and  different  employment  criteria  which  dis- 
criminate on  the  basis  of  religion  or  ethnic  origin. 

In  a  Northern  Ireland  society  where  adult  Catholic 
males  are  more  than  two  and  one-half  times  more  likely 
to  be  unemployed  than  their  Protestant  counterparts,  and 
where  adult  unemployment  for  Catholics  is  more  than  40 
per  cent  in  urban  areas  such  as  Strabane  and  Newry,  the 
need  for  more  American  investment  with  fairness  is 
compelling.  The  criterion  for  fairness  represented  by  the 
MacBride  Principles  provides  a  clear  framework  for 
American  companies.  The  need  for  adherence  to  the 
MacBride  Principles  is  underscored  by  the  failure  of  the 
British  Government  this  year  to  enact  fair  employment 
legislation  that  provides  for  affirmative  action  and  for  the 
setting  of  goals  and  timetables  for  the  hiring  of  more 
members  of  the  Catholic  community. 

Fair  employment  in  Northern  Ireland  is  neither  a 
"British  domestic  issue"  nor  an  "Irish  issue."  It  is  an 
issue  of  fundamental  human  rights. 

In  the  legislation  submitted  today,  the  City  of  Boston 
has  the  unique  opportunity  to  lead  the  way  on  the  ques- 
tion of  investment  with  fairness  in  Northern  Ireland.  As  a 
member  of  Boston  City  Council  in  1981 ,  I  conducted  a 
hearing  on  employment  discrimination  in  Northern  Ire- 
land. At  that  time,  first-hand  testimony  was  taken  from 
Fr.  Brady  of  Belfast.  It  is  a  stark  indictment  of  the  British 
Government's  record  in  Northern  Ireland  that  the  situa- 
tion has  not  improved  since  I  heard  that  testimony  and 
that  Northern  Ireland  still  has  not  seen  the  need  for  fun- 
damental change.  The  City  of  Boston  must  be  part  of  the 
solution  as  agents  for  change. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  home  rule 


petition.  Furthermore,  I  shall  be  issuing  an  Executive 
Order  which  will  direct  that  no  City  agency  shall  contract 
with  a  corporation  doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland 
unless  such  corporation  adheres  to  the  MacBride  Princi- 
ples.

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law 
or  regulations  to  the  contrary,  and  subsequent  to  a  deter- 
mination made  in  accordance  with  section  two  of  this  act, 
no  public  pension  funds  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  re- 
main invested  in  or  remain  deposited  in  any  bank  or  fi- 
nancial institution  which  directly  or  through  its  subsidi- 
aries has  outstanding  loans  to  any  individual  corporation 
engaged  in  the  manufacture,  distribution  or  sale  of  fire- 
arms or  munitions,  including  but  not  limited  to  rubber  or 
plastic  bullets,  tear  gas,  armored  vehicles,  or  military 
aircraft  for  use  or  development  in  any  activity  in  North- 
ern Ireland.  Further,  consistent  with  sound  financial 
practices  and  after  reasonable  notice  and  an  opportunity 
to  comply ,  no  public  pension  funds  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  remain  invested  in  the  stocks,  securities  or  other 
obligations  of  any  corporation  so  engaged. 

Section  2.  No  public  pension  funds  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  invested  in  or  remain  invested  in  corpora- 
tions organized  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the 
several  states  and  operating  in  Northern  Ireland  unless 
corporations  so  engaged  adhere  to  principles  of  non- 
discrimination in  employment  and  freedom  of  workplace 
opportunity.  In  making  such  a  determination,  the  Retire- 
ment Board  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  consider,  without 
limitation,  the  following  standards  for  corporate  activ- 
ity: 

(1)  equal  access  to  employment,  promotion,  and 
job-preservation  without  regard  to  religious  affiliation 
or  other  minority  status; 

(2)  the  promotion  of  religious  tolerance  within  the 
workplace,  and  the  eradication  of  any  manifestations 
of  religious  and  other  illegal  discrimination; 

(3)  adherence  to  other  legal  and  regulatory  guide- 
lines for  nondiscrimination  and  equality  of  opportunity 
existing  in  Northern  Ireland;  and 

(4)  adherence  to  the  MacBride  Principles  for  North- 
em  Ireland,  so-called. 

Section  3.  In  making  such  a  determination,  said  Retire- 
ment Board  may  conduct  its  own  initial  and  subsequent 
investigations  or  may  utilize  and  rely  upon  any  other  reli- 
able investigation  or  information  available  relative  to 
similar  pension  plans. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances  Title ,  is  hereby 

amended  by  inserting  the  following: 

Section  1.  Composition.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of 
Boston  a  Youth  Services  Commission  consisting  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
and  Hospitals,  the  Police  Commissioner,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Parks  and  Recreation,  the  director  of  the  Com- 
munity School  program  and  the  director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Job  and  Community  Services,  ex  officio  or 
their  respective  designees,  the  Chairman  of  the  City 
Council  Special  Committee  on  Youth  Services,  ex  offi- 
cio, and  eight  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  each  for 
a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  fol- 
lowing the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a 
Mayor  is  elected.  In  making  appointments  to  the  com- 


mission, the  Mayor  shall  appoint  persons  with  demon- 
strated experience  in  counseling,  advising  or  employing 
youth;  experience  as  a  supervisor  or  director  of  a  youth 
program  or  agency  in  Boston;  experience  in  traditional 
or  alternative  educational  programs  for  youth;  or  experi- 
ence in  the  delivery  of  health  or  drug  abuse  prevention 
services  to  children  or  adolescents.  At  least  one  of  the 
Mayor's  appointees  to  the  commission  shall  be  a  young 
person  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  nineteen.  At  least 
one  of  the  Mayor's  appointees  to  the  Commission  shall 
be  a  parent  of  a  child  or  children  under  age  eighteen.  At 
least  one  of  the  Mayor's  appointees  shall  be  a  Boston 
Housing  Authority  tenant. 

The  Mayor  shall  designate  one  member  of  the  commis- 
sion as  chairman.  All  members  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation, but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  neces- 
sarily incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties.  The  Commission  shall 
evaluate  the  delivery  of  youth  services  in  Boston;  shall 
advise  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  on  ways  to  expand 
and  coordinate  counseling,  employment,  health,  educa- 
tional and  recreational  programs  for  the  youth  in  Boston 
and  to  minimize  drug  abuse  and  violence  among  children 
and  adolescents;  shall  work  to  coordinate  the  delivery  of 
youth  services  by  the  various  departments  and  agencies 
of  the  city;  shall  work  to  coordinate  the  delivery  of  youth 
services  in  Boston  by  other  governmental  and  private 
agencies;  shall  work  to  coordinate  and  encourage  private 
sponsorship  and  investment  in  youth  programs  in  Boston 
and  shall  direct  and  oversee  the  annual  compilation  and 
publication  of  a  comprehensive  directory  of  youth  serv- 
ices in  Boston.

I  retransmit  herewith  an  appropriation  order,  in  the 
amount  of  $355,200,000,  for  General  School  Purposes

Whereas,  Since  adoption  of  the  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment, this  Council  has  established  a  policy  of  utilizing 
classification  to  tax  residential  properties  at  the  lowest 
level  permitted  by  statute;  and 

Whereas,  This  policy,  and  the  Council's  annual  action 
to  declare  a  residential  exemption  in  the  greatest  amount 
permitted  by  the  General  Laws  has  resulted  in  substantial 
protection  —  and  substantial  savings  —  for  both  home- 
owners and  tenants  from  the  effects  of  revaluation;  and 

Whereas,  Action  in  this  regard  for  Fiscal  Year  1990 
must  be  taken  prior  to  certification  of  the  tax  rate  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue,  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  pursuant  to  chapter  40,  section  56,  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  residential  factor  in  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1990  shall  be  the  minimum 
residential  factor  as  determined  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Revenue  under  section  1A  of  chapter  58  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  pursuant  to  chapter  59,  section  5C  of 
the  General  Laws,  a  residential  exemption  in  the  amount 
of  value  equal  to  20  percent  of  the  average  assessed  value 
of  all  Class  One-Residential  parcels  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  for  Fiscal  Year 
1990.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  BOSTON   PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS  ATHLETIC  PROGRAM  TRUST 

Coun.  MENINO  offered  the  following: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applicable 
law,  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  19,  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  the  following: 

Boston  Public  Schools 
Athletic  Program  Trust 

Section  1.  Establishment  of  Boston  Public  Schools 
Athletic  Program  Trust. 

The  Collector-Treasurer  shall  establish  the  "Boston 
Public  Schools  Athletic  Program  Trust,"  which  trust 
shall  be  established  in  the  form  and  manner  of  the  at- 
tached Declaration  of  Trust.  Subject  to  approval  by  the 
City  Council  and  the  Mayor,  the  Boston  Public  Schools 
Athletic  Program  Trust  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept 
and  expend  any  and  all  funds  contributed  to  it  consistent 
with  the  purposes  of  the  attached  Declaration  of  Trust. 


Declaration  of  Trust 

The  Boston  Public  Schools 

Athletic  Program  Trust 

The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  hereby 
declares  that  he  has  received  on  behalf  of  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Schools  Athletic  Program  Trust  ("Trust"),  one  dol- 
lar ($1 .00)  from  a  donor,  whose  name,  together  with  the 
names  of  all  other  donors  to  this  trust  and  the  amounts 
contributed  by  each,  shall  be  kept  by  him  as  Trustee  as 
part  of  the  Trust's  permanent  records,  and  that  he  shall 
hold  said  contributions  and  all  other  amounts  paid  to  him 
hereunder,  for  the  uses  and  purposes,  and  subject  to  the 
duties  and  powers  herein  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I 
Name  and  Purpose 

Section  1.1  Name. 

The  Trust  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Public  Schools 
Athletic  Program  Trust.  Its  address  shall  be:  Office  of 
the  Collector-Treasurer,  One  City  Hall  Plaza,  City  Hall, 
Boston,  MA  02201. 
Section  1.2  Purpose. 

This  trust  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  ensuring 
that  the  athletic  programs  offered  by  the  Boston  Public 
School  system  to  its  students  will  continue  despite  any 
fiscal  problems  that  the  system  may  encounter.  Toward 
that  end  the  Trust  shall  seek,  acquire  and  hold  by  gift, 
devise,  purchase  of  otherwise,  any  type  of  property,  real 
or  personal,  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustee  shall  deem 
best  suited  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  purpose.  All  Trust 
property  shall  be  used  only  for  supplementing  the  City 
appropriation  for  athletic  programs  in  the  Boston  Public 
Schools,  and  no  part  of  the  Trust  property  shall  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  any  private  individual  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

This  trust  shall  not  operate  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  a  trade  or  business  for  profit.  This  trust  shall  not  take 
part  in  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate 
for  public  office,  and  no  portion  of  the  Trust  funds  can  be 
expended  on  any  attempt  to  influence  legislation. 

ARTICLE  n 
Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal  and  Income 

Section  2.1  Method. 

All  distributions  shall  be  made  upon  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Trustees.  The  Trustees  shall  establish  prior  to  any 
disbursements  written  rules  and  regulations  for  ensuring 
that  the  funds  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of 
this  trust  and  for  no  other  purpose.  A  copy  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 
Section  2.2  Distributable  Amount. 

During  each  year  the  Trustee  may  disburse  as  a  grant 
to  the  School  Department  an  amount  equal  to  the  net  an- 
nual income  of  the  Trust. 
Section  2.3  Purposes  of  Distributions. 

All  distributions  of  this  trust  shall  be  made  only  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  Article  I  of  this  Declaration  of 
Trust. 
Section  2.4  Special  Gifts. 

Where  a  donor  has  expressed  the  desire  that  an  entire 
gift  be  distributed,  if  such  a  gift  is  accepted,  the  Trustees 
shall  respect  such  expressed  desire. 
Section  2.5  Limitations. 

The  Trustees  shall  not  engage  in  any  activity  and  shall 
not  disburse  any  funds,  except  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  or  any  similar  provi- 
sions of  subsequent  revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to 
entities  organized  and  operating  exclusively  for  charita- 
ble purposes,  and  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  chapter  68  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 
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ARTICLE  in 
Board  of  Trustees 

Section  3.1  Composition. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  (the  "Board")  shall  consist  of 
three  (3)  members  (the  "Trustees")  who  shall  serve  in  a 
fiduciary  capacity  without  compensation;  provided, 
however,  that  each  Trustee  may  be  reimbursed  by  the 
Trust  for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  him  or  her 
in  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duties.  The  Board  shall 
consist  of  the  following  persons,  each  of  who  shall  re- 
main in  office  until  the  appointment  and  qualification  of 
his  or  her  successor: 

(a)  The  Superintendent  of  the  School  Department,  ex 
officio 

(b)  The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex 
officio;  and 

(c)A  member,  or  designee,  of  the  City  Council. 
Section  3.2  Fiduciary  Responsibility. 

The  Trustees'  powers  are  exercisable  solely  in  their 
fiduciary  capacity  consistent  with  and,  in  furtherance  of, 
purposes  specified  in  section  1 .2  and  not  otherwise. 
Section  3.3  Managing  Trustee. 

The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  ex  offi- 
cio, shall  serve  as  Managing  Trustee.  The  Managing 
Trustee  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining  the  financial 
and  other  records  of  the  Trust  and  administering  the 
Trust  property  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  or  enhanc- 
ing the  Trust  property,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
pertaining  to  the  Trust  management  which  are  granted  to 
a  trustee  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, unless  otherwise  restricted  by  the  terms  of  this 
trust. 
Section  3.4  Administrative  Costs. 

All  expenses  incidental  to  the  administration  of  the 
Trust  shall  be  borne  by  the  income  portion  of  the  Trust. 
Section  3.5  Trustees'  Powers. 

In  extension  and  not  in  limitation  of  the  common  law 
and  statutory  powers  of  trustees  and  other  powers  and 
limitations  set  forth  in  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  the 
Trustees  shall  have  the  following  discretionary  powers: 

(a)  To  receive  and  accept  property,  whether  real  or 
personal,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  appropriation  or  trans- 
fer from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corporation  or  other 
public  or  private  entity,  to  be  held,  administered  and 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
trust;  provided,  however,  that  no  gift,  grant,  devise  or 
transfer  of  property  shall  be  received  and  accepted  if  it 
is  so  conditioned,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustee,  as  to 
jeopardize  the  federal  income  tax  exemption  of  this 
trust  under  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Code,  as  now  in 
force  or  hereafter  amended. 

(b)  To  buy,  sell,  exchange,  transfer  or  convey  any  of 
the  Trust  property  upon  such  terms  and  conditions, 
and  such  manner  and  form  as  he  or  she  shall  deem  best, 
and  to  execute,  acknowledge,  deliver  and  record  any 
contract  or  other  instrument  relating  to  the  Trust  prop- 
erty which  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  appropri- 
ate. 

(c)  For  accounting  purposes  only,  to  determine  to  what 
extent  money  and  other  property  coming  into  his  or  her 
possession  shall  be  deemed  principal  or  income,  and  to 
apportion  the  same  between  principal  and  income  as 
determined  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  part 
of  the  Trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as  he 
or  she  shall  determine. 

(e)  To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  security 
given  to  the  Trust  for  as  long  a  period  as  he  or  she 
deems  advisable  subject  to  any  limitations  imposed 
upon  such  gift. 

(f)  To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorgani- 
zation of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  securi- 


ties shall  be  held  as  part  of  Trust  property;  to  pay  any 
call  and  assessments  imposed  upon  the  owner  of  such 
securities  as  a  condition  of  participating  therein;  and  to 
consent  to  any  contract,  lease,  mortgage,  purchase  or 
sale  of  property,  by  or  between  such  corporation  and 
any  other  corporation  or  person, 
(g)  To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  reor- 
ganization committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  commit- 
tee such  power  and  authority  with  relation  thereto  as 
the  Managing  Trustee  may  deem  proper,  and  to  agree 
to  pay,  out  of  the  property  of  this  trust,  such  portion  of 
the  expenses  and  compensation  of  such  committee  as 
he  or  she  may  deem  proper. 

(h)  To  vote  all  stock  and  to  execute  and  deliver  proxies 
or  powers  of  attorney  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the 
Managing  Trustee  may  deem  proper,  granting  to  such 
person  or  persons  such  power  and  authority  with  rela- 
tion to  any  property  or  securities  at  any  time  held  as 
part  of  the  Trust  property  as  the  Managing  Trustee 
shall  deem  proper. 

(i)  To  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription  or 
otherwise  which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  ownership 
of  securities  held  as  part  of  the  Trust  property . 
(j)  To  compromise,  arbitrate,  defend,  enforce,  re- 
lease, settle  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in  favor  of  or 
against  the  Trust,  including  claims  for  taxes,  and  to 
accept  any  property,  either  in  total  or  partial  satisfac- 
tion of  any  indebtedness  or  other  obligation  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  hereof,  to  continue  to  hold  the 
same  for  such  period  of  time  as  the  Trustees  may  deem 
appropriate. 

(k)  To  borrow  money  for  such  periods,  at  such  rates  of 
interest,  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  trustees  consider 
advisable,  and  as  security  for  such  loans  to  mortgage 
or  pledge  any  real  or  personal  property  with  or  without 
power  of  sale;  to  acquire  or  hold  any  real  or  personal 
property,  subject  to  any  mortgage  or  pledge  on  or  of 
property  acquired  or  held  by  this  trust. 
(1)  To  execute  and  deliver  deeds,  assignments,  trans- 
fers, mortgages,  pledges,  leases,  covenants,  con- 
tracts, promissory  notes,  releases,  and  all  other  instru- 
ments, sealed  or  unsealed,  necessary,  proper  or 
incident  to  any  transaction  in  which  they  engage  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  this  Trust  or  of  any 
of  the  powers  herein  granted. 

(m)  To  employ  a  bank  or  trust  company  as  custodian  of 
any  funds  or  securities  and  to  delegate  to  it  such 
powers  as  they  deem  appropriate;  to  hold  trust  prop- 
erty without  indication  of  fiduciary  capacity  but  only 
in  the  name  of  registered  nominee,  provided  the  trust 
property  is  at  all  times  identified  as  such  on  the  books 
of  the  trust  and  to  hold  any  securities  in  registered  or 
bearer  form  and  to  keep  any  or  all  of  the  trust  property 
or  funds  in  any  place  or  places  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

(n)  To  sell,  lease  or  exchange  any  personal,  mixed,  or 
real  property,  at  public  auction  or  by  private  contract, 
for  such  consideration  and  on  such  terms  as  to  terms  as 
to  credit  or  otherwise,  and  to  make  such  contracts  and 
enter  into  such  undertakings  relating  to  the  trust  prop- 
erty, as  they  consider  advisable,  whether  or  not  such 
leases  or  contracts  may  extend  beyond  the  duration  of 
the  trust. 
Section  3.5.1.  Instructions  to  Managing  Trustee. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  if  the  Board  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  shall  direct  the  Managing  Trustee  in  the  per- 
formance of  any  of  the  foregoing  powers,  the  Managing 
Trustee  shall  follow  such  instruction. 
Section  3.6  Indemnification. 

Neither  the  Managing  Trustee  nor  any  other  trustee 
shall  be  liable  for,  and,  to  the  extent  of  its  assets,  this 
trust  shall  indemnify  such  person  against  any  liabilities, 
including  actual  and  reasonable  attorney's  fees  incurred 
in  defending  against  such  liabilities,  arising  out  of  his  or 
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her  activities  on  behalf  of  and  for  the  Trust,  unless  such 
liabilities  are  the  result  of  the  willful  misconduct,  bad 
faith  or  gross  negligence  of  such  Trustee.  No  trustee 
shall  be  required  to  furnish  any  bond  or  surety  or  shall  be 
liable  for  the  act  or  omission  of  any  other  Trustee.  The 
Trustees  may  obtain  insurance  with  respect  to  the  Trust 
activities  and  pay  for  such  insurance  with  Trust  funds. 

Section  3.7  Meeting. 

The  Board  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of 
November  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  Trust  funds,  if 
any,  pursuant  to  Article  II  hereof.  The  Board  may  also 
meet  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  designated  for  Special 
Meetings  by  the  Managing  Trustee. 
Section  3.7.1  Votes. 

Each  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  one  ( 1 )  vote  on  each 
matter  brought  before  the  Board.  Except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  the  Board  shall  act  by  majority  vote  of 
the  Trustees. 
Section  3.7.2  Quorum. 

A  quorum  shall  be  constituted  at  each  meeting  if  at 
least  two  (2)  of  the  Trustees  are  present  in  person. 
Section  3.7.3  Actions  Taken  by  Written  Consent. 

Any  action  required  or  permitted  to  be  taken  by  the 
Board  may  be  taken  without  a  meeting  if  all  Trustees 
entitled  to  vote  consent  in  writing  to  the  taking  of  such 
action  without  a  meeting.  Such  written  consents  shall  be 
treated  for  all  purposes  as  a  vote  at  a  meeting,  and  shall 
become  part  of  the  permanent  records  of  the  Board. 
Section  3.8  Other  Matters  Affecting  the  Trust. 

From  time  to  time  by  majority  vote,  the  Trustees  may 
adopt  such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  Trust,  for  the  conduct  of  their 
meetings,  the  carrying  out  of  their  duties  and  powers 
hereunder  and  shall  in  any  event,  prior  to  the  approval  of 
any  distribution  pursuant  to  this  trust,  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  they  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  their 
powers  hereunder  in  accordance  with  applicable  law. 
Such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures  shall  be 
published  and  recorded  pursuant  to  Article  VI,  section 
6.4  herein. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Accounts 

Section  4. 1  Accounts. 

The  Managing  Trustee  shall  submit  to  the  Board  at  the 
annual  meeting  an  account  of  the  Trust  prepared  by  an 
independent  certified  public  accountant  and  shall  submit 
copies  thereof  to  the  Boston  City  Council,  Boston  City 
Clerk,  and  to  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of  the  Of- 
fice of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  or  to  such  other  office  of  said  Common- 
wealth as  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  accounts  of  pub- 
lic charities.  Such  annual  account  shall  be  published  and 
available  to  the  public.  The  Trust  may  charge  the  public  a 
nominal  fee  for  copies  of  the  annual  account. 

ARTICLE  V 
Dissolution  and  Amendment 

Section  5.1  Dissolution  and  Amendment  of  Trust. 

It  is  intended  that  this  trust  shall  continue  in  perpetuity; 
provided,  however,  if  for  any  reason  it  becomes  impos- 
sible to  do  so,  then  this  trust  may  be  terminated  upon 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees.  If  for  any  reason  this 
trust  is  voluntarily  or  involuntarily  dissolved  or  wholly 
inoperative,  all  the  property  of  the  Trust  shall  be  distrib- 
uted to  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  used  solely  for  purposes 
consistent  with  section  1 .2  of  this  trust. 

Amendments  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  made 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Trustees;  provided,  however, 
that  such  amendments  do  not  violate  the  purpose  of  this 
trust  pursuant  to  section  (1.2);  and  provided,  further, 
that  section  (1 .2)  itself  shall  not  be  amended. 


No  amendment  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  shall  au- 
thorize the  Trustees  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  trust  in 
any  manner  or  for  any  purpose  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Code.  Any  amendment  made 
pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  be  attached  to  each  original 
counterpart  of  this  instrument  and  shall  be  recorded  in 
section  6.5  hereof. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Miscellaneous 

Section  6. 1  Titles  and  Subtitles. 

Titles  of  the  articles  and  subtitles  for  the  sections  are 
placed  herein  for  reference  only,  and  in  case  of  any  con- 
flict, the  text  of  this  instrument,  other  than  such  titles  or 
subtitles,  shall  be  controlling. 
Section  6.2  Governed  by  Massachusetts  Law. 

This  trust  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by,  construed, 
regulated  and  administered  in  all  respects  under  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Section  6.3  Counterpart  Copies. 

This  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  printed  and  executed 
in  as  many  counterparts  as  deemed  desirable,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  to  be  recorded  as  herein 
provided.  At  least  one  (1)  copy  shall  always  be  kept  on 
file  and  open  to  public  inspection  in  the  Office  of  the 
Boston  City  Clerk. 
Section  6.4  Recording. 

Executed  counterparts  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Office 
of  the  Boston  City  Clerk,  the  Division  of  Public  Charities 
Office  and  Attorney  General  and  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.  Any  amendments  shall 
take  effect  only  when  so  recorded.

Whereas,  The  recent  New  England  Telephone  Com- 
pany strike  has  been  ongoing  for  the  past  several  weeks, 
affecting  workers  as  well  as  their  many  customers 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  relies  soley  on  New  En- 
gland Telephone's  service  which  may  be  affecting  the 
level  of  service  to  the  public,  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston's  many  employees  may 
be  unable  to  communicate  properly  with  its  constituents 
and  the  City's  services  may  be  in  jeopardy  due  to  delayed 
services;  and 

Whereas,  In  addition,  the  City  of  Boston  should  con- 
sider paying  a  minimum  or  deferred  payment  of  its  New 
England  Telephone  bill  until  a  fair  and  just  contract  is  in 
place;  therefore  be  It 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Government  Opera- 
tions hold  a  hearing  to  further  pursue  the  impact  the 
strike  has  on  delivering  service  to  the  City  of  Boston  and 
discuss  the  possibility  of  resolving  the  dispute  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Government  Opera- 
tions. 


ORDINANCE  RE  LINKED  DEPOSIT  BANKING 

Couns.  SCONDRAS,  SALERNO  and  BOLLING  of- 
fered the  following: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-nine. 

An  Ordinance  Linked  Deposit  Banking  Ordinance. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Legislative  policy  and  findings.  It  is  declared  and 
found  that: 

Whereas,  The  city  invests  approximately  $400  million 
of  its  funds  in  Boston  financial  institutions  and  the  Retire- 
ment Board  invests  $600  million  in  pension  funds;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  encourages  those  institu- 
tions in  which  it  invests  to  invest  in  Boston,  especially  in 
ways  that  create  affordable  housing  and  promote  eco- 
nomic development;  and 

Whereas,  Lending  practices  can  be  formulated  on  the 
basis  of  legitimate,  demonstrable  economic  criteria  that 
are  supportive  of  the  economic  growth  and  stability  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  positively  impact  on  the  quality  of 
life  within  the  City;  and 

Whereas,  Those  lending  practices  that  constitute  arbi- 
trary denials  of  financing  based  on  geographic  location, 
racial,  religious,  gender,  sexual  orientation  or  ethnic 
considerations,  low-or-moderate  income  or  any  consid- 


eration not  justified  on  the  basis  ot  legitimate,  demon- 
strable economic  criteria  are  inimical  to  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  welfare,  stifling  to  the  economic  mo- 
bility of  Boston  residents  and  antithetical  to  the  express 
public  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  articulated  in  the 
Boston  Human  Rights  Ordinance;  and 

Whereas,  Those  arbitrarily  inappropriate  lending 
practices  hasten  and  foster  the  instability  and  decay  of 
city  neighborhoods,  especially  minority  neighborhoods, 
destabilize  the  business  and  economic  environment  of 
the  city  and  drive  prospective  urban  home  buyers  and 
commercial  institutions  into  other  communities  where 
better  credit  terms  are  available,  thereby  reducing  and 
adversely  affecting  the  city's  property  tax  base  and  busi- 
ness climate  and  prevent  neighborhoods  from  develop- 
ing and  reaching  their  economic  potential;  and 

Whereas,  The  drive  to  eliminate  redlining,  the  practice 
of  systematically  denying  credit  on  the  basis  of  geo- 
graphic location  of  the  borrower  or  collateral  securing 
the  potential  loan,  began  more  than  25  years  ago;  and 

Whereas,  While  the  Community  Reinvestment  Act  of 
1977  requires  that  financial  institutions  meet  the  credit 
needs  of  the  communities  in  which  they  are  located,  evi- 
dence suggests  the  practice  of  redlining  unfortunately 
continues  to  persist;  and 

Whereas,  A  report  issued  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank 
of  Boston  suggested  that  minority  neighborhoods  receive 
a  disproportionate  amount  of  loans  compared  to  other 
city  neighborhoods  and  additionally  that  there  is  a  racial 
pattern  of  lending  by  area  financial  institutions;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  intention  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
stimulate  the  development  of  low  and  moderate  cost 
housing  throughout  the  city,  development  of  business, 
and  extension  of  banking  and  credit  services  to  all  resi- 
dents through  an  incentive  program  wherein  financial  in- 
stitutions that  show  a  strong  commitment  to  the  eco- 
nomic development  of  all  neighborhoods  of  the  city  are 
rewarded  with  the  deposit  of  city  funds;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  further  intention  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  end  redlining  and  discriminatory  financial 
practices;  and 

Whereas,  Municipal  government  should  theretore 
conduct  business  only  with  those  financial  institutions 
who  are  responsible  in  servicing  the  needs  of  all  of 
Boston's  communities  and  are  responsive  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  a  healthy  and  stable  economic  climate  through- 
out the  city;  and 

Whereas,  A  requirement  that  financial  institutions  dis- 
close certain  lending  data,  establish  financial  products 
enabling  funds  to  be  reinvested  within  the  city,  address 
the  special  needs  of  communities  that  have  had  less  ac- 
cess to  credit  and  banking  services,  and  make  certain 
pledges  as  a  condition  of  becoming  a  depository  of  city 
monies  is  a  necessary,  desirable,  practical  and  fiscally 
prudent  measure  to  protect  the  stability  of  city  neighbor- 
hoods and  the  property  values  of  city  inhabitants;  there- 
fore be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applicable  law ,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordi- 
nance the  following  words  and  phrases  shall  have  the 
meanings  hereinafter  set  forth  except  where  such  terms 
are  used  in  a  context  which  clearly  indicates  to  the  con- 
trary: 

(a)  APPLICANT  shall  mean  any  person  who  requests, 
applies  for  or  receives  a  mortgage  loan,  commercial 
loan,  home  equity  loan,  consumer  loan,  or  home  im- 
provement loan  as  defined  in  this  section,  whether  or  not 
the  loan  is  granted; 

(b)  CENSUS  TRACT  shall  mean  a  standard  statistical 
area  as  established  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Cen- 
sus; 
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(c)  COLLECTOR-TREASURER  shall  mean  the 
collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(d)  COMMERCIAL  LOAN  shall  mean  a  loan  which  is 
secured  by  commercial  property  or  is  otherwise  intended 
to  be  used  for  commercial  purposes; 

(e)  FINANCIAL  INSTITUTION  shall  mean  any  com- 
mercial bank,  savings  bank,  savings  and  loan  associa- 
tion, credit  union,  cooperative  bank,  mutual  bank,  mort- 
gage company,  trust  company,  or  other  entity  which 
makes  or  buys  mortgages,  or  makes  consumer,  commer- 
cial, community  development,  home  improvement  loans 
or  any  other  institution  with  which  the  City  of  Boston 
may  make  deposits  or  investments; 

(f)  BOSTON  SMSA  shall  mean  the  Standard  Metro- 
politan Statistic  Area  of  the  Greater  Boston  Region  as 
defined  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Census; 

(g)  HOME  IMPROVEMENT  OR  REHABILITA- 
TION LOAN  shall  mean  a  loan,  the  proceeds  of  which 
are  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  repairing,  rehabilitating, 
renovating,  or  remodeling  an  existing  residential  dwell- 
ing; 

(h)  MORTGAGE  LOAN  AND  HOME  EQUITY 
LOAN  shall  mean  a  loan  which  is  secured  by  residential 
real  property; 

(i)  CONSUMER  LOAN  shall  mean  a  secured  or  unse- 
cured loan  which  is  made  to  one  or  more  persons  primar- 
ily for  personal,  family  or  household  purposes; 

(j)  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  LOAN  shall 
mean  a  loan  or  permanent  financing  which  is  secured  for 
the  purposes  of  purchasing,  constructing  or  rehabilitat- 
ing commercial  or  residential  property  either  to  or  in 
conjunction  with  a  Community  Development  Corpora- 
tion as  chartered  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  or  an  organization  functioning  under  the 
auspices  of  such  a  Community  Development  Corpora- 
tion or  any  other  not-for-profit  organization  owning,  de- 
veloping or  providing  affordable  housing  for  persons  of 
low  and  moderate  income: 

(k)  REDLINING  shall  mean  any  practice  by  which  a 
financial  institution  may  designate  certain  areas  as  un- 
suitable for  the  making  of  mortgage  loans  or  for  provi- 
sion of  other  forms  of  credit  or  reject  applications  for 
credit  or  loans  or  vary  the  terms  of  credit  and  or  loans 
upon  property,  other  than  in  conjunction  with  an  affirma- 
tive action  program  to  redress  the  effect  of  discrimina- 
tory lending  practices,  within  such  areas  based  upon  the 
prevailing  income,  racial,  or  ethnic  characteristics  of 
such  area  or  because  of  the  age  of  structures  in  such  ar- 
eas. 

(1)  CITY  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachu- 
setts; 

(m)  COMMISSION  shall  mean  the  Community  In- 
vestment and  Financial  Services  Commission  as  created 
by  section  2  of  this  ordinance; 

(n)  QUALIFIED  CITY  DEPOSITORY  shall  mean  a 
financial  institution  that  has  been  approved  by  the  Com- 
munity Investment  and  Financial  Services  Commission 
to  submit  proposals  for  and  or  accept  city  deposits  and  or 
investments  and  or  to  provide  financial  services  to  the 
City; 

(o)  PERSON  shall  mean  any  individual,  partnership, 
trust,  corporation  or  any  other  business  relationship; 

(p)  INSURANCE  PROVIDER  shall  mean  any  Person 
engaged  as  a  principal  in  the  business  of  insurance  which 
provides  insurance  to  the  City  of  Boston  or  any  depart- 
ment, agency,  commission  thereof; 

(r)  NEIGHBORHOOD  shall  mean  a  neighborhood  as 
defined  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority; 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  Community  Investment 
Services  and  Financial  Services  Commission. 

That  the  City  of  Boston  Code  Ordinances  be,  and  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

Section 


(a)  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  Commission  to  be  called 
and  known  as  the  Community  Investment  and  Financial 
Services  Commission,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
Commission.  The  Commission  shall  have  sixteen  mem- 
bers, to  be  known  as  Commissioner,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  The  Commission  shall  be  made  up  of  the  follow- 
ing individuals: 

(i)  the  Collector-Treasurer,  ex  officio,  or  his  or  her 
designee; 

(ii)  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Fair  Housing  Com- 
mission, ex  officio,  or  his  or  her  designee; 

(iii)  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Boston  Human 
Rights  Commission,  ex  officio,  or  his  or  her  designee; 

(iv)  the  Chairperson  of  the  City  Council  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Community  Investment  and  Banking  Services, 
ex  officio,  or  his  or  her  designee; 

(v)  a  representative  nominated  by  Massachusetts  Ur- 
ban Reinvestment  Advisory  Group; 

(vi)  a  representative  of  the  Massachusetts  Bankers  As- 
sociation who  has  substantial  experience  in  providing  fi- 
nancial services  to  the  minority  community  in  the  City  of 
Boston; 

(vii)  a  representative  nominated  by  the  Dudley  Street 
Neighborhood  Initiative; 

(viii)  a  representative  nominated  by  the  Greater 
Roxbury  Neighborhood  Authority; 

(ix)  a  representative  nominated  by  the  Hotel  and  Res- 
taurant Workers'  Union,  Local  26; 

(x)  a  representative  nominated  by  the  Massachusetts 
Affordable  Housing  Alliance; 

(xi)  a  representative  nominated  by  Nuestra  Comuni- 
dad; 

(xii)  a  representative  nominated  by  Urban  Edge; 

(xiii)  a  representative  nominated  by  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Community  Development  Corporations; 

(xiv)  the  employees  elected  representative  to  the  Re- 
tirement Board,  ex  officio; 

(xv)  a  representative  nominated  by  the  insurance  in- 
dustry; 

(xvi)  a  representative  nominated  by  the  Minority  De- 
velopers Association; 

(b)  The  term  of  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  as 
lollows: 

(i)  all  members  of  the  Commission  who  serve  ex- 
officio  Commissioner  shall  serve  on  the  Commission  for 
as  long  as  they  serve  in  the  office  provided  a  seat  on  the 
Commission; 

(ii)  any  individual  serving  as  the  designee  of  an  ex- 
officio  member  of  the  Council  shall  so  serve  at  the  plea- 
sure of  that  ex-officio  member; 

(iii)  all  other  Commissioners  shall  serve  for  a  period  of 
three  years;  provided,  however,  that  of  the  members  first 
appointed  to  the  Commission,  the  representatives  nomi- 
nated by  the  Dudley  Street  Neighborhood  Initiative,  the 
Hotel  and  Restaurant  Workers'  Union  Local  26,  and  the 
Minority  Developers'  Association  shall  serve  for  two 
years  and  the  representatives  nominated  by  Nuestra  Co- 
munidad,  the  Massachusetts  Urban  Reinvestment  Advi- 
sory Group,  and  the  insurance  industry  shall  serve  for 
one  year. 

(c)  The  Commission  shall  meet  not  less  than  twelve 
times  annually.  The  Commission  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  chairperson  and  another  as  vice- 
chairperson.  The  Commission  shall  also  elect  a  secre- 
tary, who  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  Commission. 
However,  neither  the  Collector-Treasurer  nor  anyone 
representing  his  or  her  office  may  serve  as  Chairperson, 
Vice-Chairperson,  or  secretary.  The  Commission  shall 
cause  to  be  prepared  a  detailed  and  complete  record  of  its 
proceedings  within  a  reasonable  time  after  each  and 
every  meeting  of  the  Commission.  A  copy  of  such  record 
shall  be  provided  to  each  Commissioner  and  shall  be  kept 
available  for  inspection  upon  request  by  the  public.  The 
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Commission  shall  retain  all  data  and  information  com- 
piled and  received  by  it  for  a  period  of  five  years  and 
shall  make  such  data  available  for  inspection  by  the  pub- 
lic, upon  request.  The  Commission  shall  annually  pub- 
lish a  report  to  the  City  Council  indicating  its  ranking  of 
financial  institutions,  the  location  and  amount  of  city  de- 
posits, and  its  rationale  in  directing  such  deposits  and 
shall  make  copies  available  as  requested  by  Commission- 
ers. The  Report  shall  be  available  to  the  public  for  the 
cost  of  reproduction  only.  The  Commission  shall  annu- 
ally publish  and  publicize  and  its  rankings  of  financial 
institutions  so  at  to  encourage  other  socially  concerned 
investors  to  direct  funds  accordingly;  including,  without 
limitation,  publication  in  a  major  daily  newspaper  of 
general  circulation. 

(d)  The  Commissioners,  in  their  capacity  as  Commis- 
sioner, shall  be  classified  as  special  municipal  employees 
for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268 A  of  the  General  Laws. 
The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  necessary  ex- 
penses occurred  in  performance  of  their  duties.  These 
expenditures  shall  be  paid  from  the  budget  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

(e)  The  Commission  shall  have  the  following  powers: 

(i)  to  investigate  credit,  banking,  and  including  with- 
out limitation,  lending  and  mortgage  sale  practices,  and 
financial  service  practices  within  the  City  of  Boston. 

(ii)  to  publish  reports,  ratings  and  rankings  on  provi- 
sion of  credit,  banking  and  financial  services  within  the 
City  and  make  such  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  as  in  its  judgment,  will  effectuate  the  pol- 
icy in  this  chapter; 

(iii)  to  conduct  hearings,  subpoena  witnesses  and  doc- 
uments and  to  compel  their  appearance,  including  but  not 
limited  to  filing  contempt  proceedings  in  the  Superior 
Court,  administer  oaths,  take  the  testimony  of  any  per- 
son under  oath  and  in  connection  therewith  to  require  the 
production  for  examination  of  any  documents,  books, 
papers,  or  evidence  relating  to  any  matter  in  question  or 
under  investigation  by  the  Commission.  The  Commis- 
sion may  delegate  any  of  its  hearing  powers  to  individual 
commissioners  or  members  of  the  Commission  staff. 
Subpoena  power  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Chairperson  of 
the  Commission,  or  his  or  her  designee,  upon  majority 
vote  of  the  Commission.  At  any  hearing  before  the  Com- 
mission, or  any  committee  thereof,  a  witness  shall  have 
the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel; 

(iv)  to  levy  fines  against  institutions  that  violate  their 
pledge  agreement  and  any  other  fines  pursuant  to 
M.G.L.A.  chapater40,  sec.  21  D. 

(v)  to  enter  into  contracts  and  to  bring  suit  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction; 

(vi)  to  qualify  and/or  to  disqualify  financial  institutions 
as  city  depositories;  the  Commission  may  order  the  re- 
moval of  city  funds  from  and  or  a  cessation  of  any  and  all 
business  and  commercial  transactions  with  any  financial 
institution  that  has  been  disqualified  as  a  city  depository. 

(vii)  to  make  recommendations  for  preventing  dis- 
crimination against  city  neighborhoods  and  increasing 
the  availability  of  credit  and  banking  services  to  cur- 
rently under  served  neighborhoods  in  the  City  of  Boston; 

(viii)  to  conduct  testing  or  contract  with  an  outside  or- 
ganization for  testing  of  financial  institutions  to  ensure 
compliance  with  law  and  agreements; 

(ix)  to  recommend  investment  strategies  and  institu- 
tions to  the  retirement  board  that  would  provide  for  in- 
vestment in  accordance  with  the  guidelines  for  requests 
for  proposals  as  contained  in  section  6  of  this  Ordinance. 
The  Commission  may  order  the  removal  of  pension 
funds  from  institutions  that  have  been  disqualified  as 
City  Depositories. 

(x)  to  establish  bid  fees  for  institutions  submitting  a 
proposal  pursuant  to  section  6  of  this  Ordinance:  the 
Commission  may,  in  its  discretion  both  waive  such  bid 


fees  for  institutions  which  have  been  assigned  a  rating  of 
"Outstanding  record  of  meeting  community  credit 
needs"  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  507 
of  the  Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  (12  U.S.C. 
2901  et.  seq.)  and/or  establish  a  sliding  bid  fee  scale 
based  on  the  size  and  sources  of  the  financial  institution 
submitting  a  proposal. 

(xi)  to  investigate,  hold  hearings  and  publish  reports 
and  ratings  regarding  the  deposit  and  investment  of  city 
funds,  the  use  of  city  funds  to  purchase  financial  serv- 
ices, and  the  use  of  as  well  as  the  use  of  city  funds  to 
purchase  insurance;  and  to  direct  such  deposits,  invest- 
ments, purchases  and  expenditures  in  accordance  with 
the  Commission's  mandate; 

(xii)  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  which  it  deems  nec- 
essary to  the  function  of  the  Commission:  provided, 
however,  that  all  such  rules  and  regulations  shall,  for  a 
thirty  day  period  following  their  adoption  by  the  Com- 
mission, be  held  for  review  and  comment  by  the  City 
Council  in  an  open  public  hearing,  and  may  be  referred 
to  the  Corporation  Counsel  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
members  of  the  City  Council  for  a  ruling  on  the  appropri- 
ateness of  such  rules  or  regulations.  The  Commission 
may  recommend  to  the  Mayor  and  or  the  City  Council 
additional  legislation  to  aid  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  chapter. 

(f)  The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  and  funds  to 
employ  a  staff  of  not  less  than  one  central  staff  person  to 
aid  in  the  organization  and  analysis  of  data.  However,  no 
paid  staff  person  of  the  Commission  shall  be  a  member  of 
meComrnission. 

Section  3.  Disclosure  of  Lending  Information. 

All  financial  institutions  that  are  required  to  report 
pursuant  to  the  Home  Mortgage  Disclosure  Act  and  the 
Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  (12  U.S.C.  2901 
et.  seq.)  engaged  in  retail  banking,  and  or  the  provision 
of  mortgage  and  lending  services  within  the  City  of 
Boston  must  provide  the  Commission  with  copies  of  all 
data  submitted  to  federal  regulatory  agencies  and  all  rat- 
ings and  public  reports  prepared  by  such  agencies  pursu- 
ant to  Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  (12  U.S.C. 
2901  et.  seq.).  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
so  as  to  require  disclosure  of  confidential  material  as  de- 
fined by  the  Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  (12 
U.S.C.  2901  et.  seq.).  The  Commission  may  in  its  dis- 
cretion require  provision  of  information  pursuant  io  this 
section  shall  be  provided  upon  forms  approved  by  the 
Commission. 

All  such  disclosures  required  pursuant  to  this  section 
must  be  made  as  soon  as  reasonably  possible  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  and  on  or  before  July  9, 
1990. 

Failure  to  provide  such  required  information  shall  dis- 
qualify any  such  institution  from  being  qualified  as  a  pos- 
sible city  depository.  Additional  information  and  mate- 
rial may  be  submitted  by  or  in  reference  to  a  financial 
institution  for  the  Commission's  consideration. 

Section  4.  Requirements  for  and  Qualification  as  a 
City  Depository. 

Any  financial  institution  seeking  to  be  qualified  as  a 
depository  for  the  City  of  Boston,  after  providing  any 
and  all  disclosure  and  or  information  pursuant  to  section 
3  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  sign  a  pledge  agreement  as  set 
forth  in  section  5  of  this  ordinance.  The  pledge  shall  be 
signed  by  an  agent  of  the  corporation  authorized  to  com- 
mit the  institution.  No  financial  institution  may  be  quali- 
fied as  a  city  depository  that  has  not  entered  into  a  pledge 
agreement  as  set  forth  in  section  5  of  this  Ordinance. 

Any  financial  institution  which  has  received  an  "(A) 
Outstanding  Record  of  Meeting  Community  Credit 
Needs"  or  a  "(B)  Satisfactory  Record  of  Meeting  Com- 
munity Credit  Needs"  rating  pursuant  to  the  Community 
Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  (12  U.S.C.  2901  et.  seq.), 
upon  signing  such  a  pledge,  shall  be  qualified  as  a  city 
depository. 
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A  "(C)  Needs  to  improve  record  of  meeting  commu- 
nity credit  needs"  rating  pursuant  to  the  Community  Re- 
investment Act  of  1977  (12  U.S.C.  2901  et.  seq.)  shall 
create  a  rebuttable  presumption  of  disqualification  as  a 
city  depository.  The  Commission,  in  its  discretion,  may 
qualify  a  financial  institution  that  has  received  a  "(C)" 
rating  upon  a  showing  by  such  institution  that  is  has  insti- 
tuted a  plan  of  action  and  taken  significant,  tangible 
actions  to  carry  out  that  plan,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commission,  will  most  likely  qualify  the  institution  for  a 
"(B)"  or  better  rating  in  its  next  annual  rating.  The 
Commission  shall  consider  other  information  in  its  pos- 
session or  provided  to  it  in  making  its  determination. 

A  "(D)  Substantial  noncompliance  in  meeting  com- 
munity credit  needs"  rating  pursuant  to  the  Community 
Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  (12  U.S.C.  2901  et.  seq.) 
shall  constitute  prima  facie  evidence  of  disqualification 
as  a  city  depository  for  the  year  following  the  issuance  of 
the  rating.  The  Commission,  may,  in  its  discretion,  qual- 
ify a  "(D)"  rated  institution  if  and  only  if  said  institution 
can  demonstrate  by  clear  and  compelling  evidence  that  it 
received  such  a  rating  as  the  result  of  gross  error  or  mis- 
take. The  Commission  shall  consider  other  information 
in  its  possession  or  provided  to  it  in  making  its  determi- 
nation. 

The  Commission  may  from  time  to  time  update  the 
form  contained  in  section  5  of  this  Ordinance  only  in 
order  to  add  additional  requirements  for  qualification  of 
an  institution  as  a  city  depository .

This  institution 
further  pledges  not  to  engage  in  redlining  activities 
against  any  neighborhood  or  particular  census  tract 
within  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  and  to  be  sup- 
portive of  affirmative  marketing  to  maintain  and  im- 
prove urban  residential  living.  This  institution  also 
pledges  to  make  loans  available  on  property  owned  or 
occupied  by  low  and  moderate  income  residents  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  within  the  limits  of  the  institu- 
tion's legal  restrictions  and  prudent  financial  practices.

The  Form  for  the  Request  for  Proposals  shall  be  di- 
vided into  at  least  seven  sections:  Required  Financial 
Services;  Community  Service  Commitments;  Commu- 
nity Investment  Commitments;  Community  Reinvest- 
ment Act  Compliance  Reporting;  Affirmative  Employ- 
ment Policies  and  Practices;  Creation  and  Preservation 
of  Affordable  Housing  in  Neighborhoods  with  Higher 
than  Average  Incomes;  and  Additional  Disclosure.

Individual  scores  shall  be  given  for  all  subsections  of  sec- 
tion 7,  Part  D  and  shall  be  done  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  Uniform  Inter-Agency  Community  Reinvest- 
ment Act  (CRA)  Assessment  Rating  System.  Scoring  of 
HMDA  related  data  provided  pursuant  to  section  3  shall 
be  done  in  a  manner  consistent  with  that  of  the  rating 
system  used  by  evaluating  agencies  referenced  by  the 
Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  (12  U.S.C.  2901 
et.  seq.). 

Section  9.  Allocation. 

Qualified  financial  institutions  which  have  attained  the 
highest  rating  by  the  Commission  shall  receive  city  de- 
posits and/or  investments  up  to  their  legal  capacity,  un- 
less the  Collector-Treasurer  can  satisfy  the  Commission 
that  a  significant  and  substantial  increase  in  city  income 
will  result  from  allocating  deposits  and/or  investments 
through  an  auctioning  process.  In  the  case  that  the  Com- 
mission adopts  an  auctioning  process,  the  highest  rated 
financial  institution  shall  have  the  right  of  matching  the 
highest  bid  up  to  its  legal  limit.  The  second,  third  and 
fourth  highest  rated  financial  institutions  shall  in  turn 
have  a  right  of  matching  the  highest  bid  up  to  their  legal 
limit.

Section  11.  Severability  Clause. 

Each  of  the  provisions,  sections,  and  subsections  of 
this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions, 
sections,  or  subsections,  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or 
otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  decisions  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any 
of  the  remaining  provisions,  sections,  or  subsections.

MAYOR  TO  FILE  FOR  HEARING  BEFORE  PUBLIC 
SERVICE  COMMISSION  RE  NYNEX  STRIKE 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  New  England  Telephone  Company  has 
been  granted  a  monopoly  over  local  telephone  service  in 
the  City  of  Boston  pursuant  to  the  public  trust  afforded  its 
operation  as  a  public  utility  to  provide  a  necessary  and 
vital  function  to  the  citizens  and  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  policies  of  the  management  of  the  New 
England  Telephone  Company  and  its  parent  corporation, 
NYNEX,  resulted  in  a  strike  by  the  employees  of  that 
company  beginning  on  July  5,  1989;  and 


Whereas,  The  workers'  dispute  with  the  New  England 
Telephone  Company  and  NYNEX  relates  to  proposals  to 
dramatically  shift  the  cost  of  health  care  coverage  to  un- 
ion employees,  most  adversely  affecting  the  lowest  paid 
workers,  who  can  ill  afford  it;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  which  considers  ade- 
quate health  care  to  all  employees  of  prime  importance, 
wishes  to  see  its  telephone  dollars  continue  supporting 
workers'  health  care;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  recognizes  that  the  esca- 
lating cost  of  medical  care  is  a  crisis  impacting  all  peo- 
ple, businesses,  and  institutions,  and  the  City  believes 
that  the  solution  is  in  a  broader  policy,  not  one  that  sim- 
ply reduces  medical  care  or  shifts  its  cost  to  the  lowest 
paid;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  been  made  aware  that 
NYNEX  Corporation  earned  a  record  $1.3  billion  in 
profits  in  1988  due  to  the  hard  work  of  its  employees;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  previously  expressed 
its  support  for  the  striking  unions.  The  International 
Brotherhood  of  Electrical  Workers  (I.B.E.W.)  and  the 
Communication  Workers  of  America  (C.W.A.)  and 
called  for  the  New  England  Telephone  Company  and 
NYNEX  to  bargain  face  to  face  and  in  good  faith  with  its 
striking  employees  to  negotiate  a  fair  and  just  contract 
with  its  non-management  employees;  and 

Whereas,  The  policies  of  the  management  of  the  New 
England  Telephone  Company  and  NYNEX  have  re- 
sulted in  the  perpetuation  of  said  strike,  now  into  its  tenth 
week,  making  NYNEX  the  only  regional  telephone  com- 
pany in  the  nation  that  has  failed  to  reach  an  agreement 
with  its  employees;  and 

Whereas,  The  failure  on  the  part  of  the  management  of 
the  New  England  Telephone  Company  and  NYNEX  to 
successfully  negotiate  a  satisfactory  agreement  with  the 
striking  employees  has  resulted  in  a  serious  decline  and 
lapse  in  telephone  service  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  its 
residents  including,  but  not  limited  to  outrageous  delays 
in  installation  and  repair  and  in  reaching  operators  and 
directory  assistance;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  relies  heavily  on  tele- 
phone and  directory  service  in  carrying  out  its  necessary 
and  important  municipal  and  governmental  functions; 
and 

Whereas,  The  result  of  the  New  England  Telephone 
Company's  failure  to  negotiate  a  fair  and  just  contract 
with  its  non-management  employees,  rendering  said 
company  unable  to  adequately  provide  service  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Boston  and  limiting  its  capacity  to  install  and  re- 
pair equipment  and  telephone  lines,  has  been  that  numer- 
ous Boston  residents  have  been  left  without  telephone 
service;  and 

Whereas,  The  New  England  Telephone  Company's 
limited  capacity  to  provide  service  imperils  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  as  it  un- 
tenably  infringes  upon  the  public's  access  to  fire  and  po- 
lice services,  hospitals,  medical  care,  government,  and 
social  service  and  places  handicapped,  infirmed,  and  el- 
derly residents  of  Boston  in  particular  clanger;  and 

Whereas,  The  rates  and  tariffs  of  the  New  England 
Telephone  Company,  as  determined  by  the  Public  Serv- 
ices Commission,  are  based  on  the  provision  by  the  New 
England  Telephone  of  full  and  adequate  telephone  serv- 
ices; and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  pay 
for  only  those  services  for  which  it  receives;  now  there- 
fore be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  be,  and  hereby 
is,  directed  to  file  for  a  hearing  before  the  Public  Service 
Commission  and  to  determine  the  actual  fair  market 
value  of  the  decimated  telephone  service  that  the  City  of 
Boston  has  received  and  continues  to  receive,  since  the 
beginning  of  the  strike;  and  be  it  further 
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Ordered,  That  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  be,  and  hereby  is 
directed  to  withhold  all  payments  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
the  New  England  Telephone  Company,  and  any  parent 
or  subsidiary  corporation  thereof,  until  such  time,  and 
only  such  time  as  the  New  England  Telephone  has  nego- 
tiated a  settlement  of  its  dispute  with  the  striking  employ- 
ees in  good  faith,  restored  telephone  service  to  an  accept- 
able level  of  service  and  the  Public  Service  Commission 
has  made  a  determination  as  to  the  actual  amount  owed 
by  the  City  to  the  New  England  Telephone  Company.

ORDINANCE   STRENGTHENING   POWERS   OF 
BOSTON  FAIR  HOUSING  COMMISSION 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-nine. 
An  Ordinance  Strengthening  the  Powers  of  the  Boston 

Fair  Housing  Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  of  Boston,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chap- 
ter 43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applicable  law,  as 
follows: 
Whereas,  Numerous  recent  reports  and  surveys  have 
documented  discrimination  in  mortgage  lending  and  the 
sale  and  rental  of  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  should  not  tolerate  prac- 
tices creating  barriers  to  safe  and  decent  housing  for  any- 
one because  of  his/her  race,  color,  religious  creed,  mari- 
tal status,  handicap,  children,  national  origin,  sex,  age, 
ancestry,  sexual  preference  or  source  of  income;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  was 
created  to  ensure  equal  access  to  housing  for  the  people 
of  Boston  through  the  enforcement  of  existing  fair  hous- 
ing laws;  and 

Whereas,  The  powers  of  the  Boston  Fair  Housing 
Commission  are  not  equal  to  those  of  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD),  the 
federal  fair  housing  enforcement  agency;  and 

Whereas,  Recent  amendments  to  federal  fair  housing 
law  require  cities,  including  Boston,  to  strengthen  and 
expand  their  enforcement  powers  to  become  "substan- 
tially equivalent"  with  HUD; 

Whereas,  Amendments  to  the  Boston  Fair  Housing 
Commission  Ordinance  are  necessary  for  continued  fed- 
eral funding;  therefore  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applicable  law,  as 
follows; 

Section  1 .  The  first  sentence  of  subsection  2,  of  section 
152  of  chapter  10  of  the  Ordinances  of  1982  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  the  word  ' 'Commission' ' : 
and  to  issue  orders,  temporary,  equitable  and  legal, 
including  the  award  of  compensatory  and  punitive 
damages  and  attorneys'  fees. 
Section  2.  Subsection  2,  of  section  152  of  chapter  10  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1982  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
adding  after  the  second  sentence  the  following  new  sen- 
tence: 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  seek  re- 
lief, and  enforce  its  orders,  on  oehalf  of  itself,  an- 
d/or on  behalf  of  any  aggrieved  person  or  parties,  in 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Section  3.  Section  152  of  chapter  10  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1982  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  subsection  8, 
the  following  new  subsection  9: 

9.  To  implement  and  oversee  the  City  of  Boston's 
Affirmative  Fair  Housing  Marketing  Policy,  pursu- 
ant to  the  Mayor's  "Fair  Housing  and  Employment 


Plan,"  for  all  City-assisted  housing  developments 
sponsored  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority ,  and  the  Public  Facili- 
ties Department.  The  Affirmative  Marketing  Policy 
shall  apply  to  all  City-assisted  housing  develop- 
ments, excluding  any  residential  building  or  struc- 
ture containing  no  more  than  two  dwelling  units,  or 
containing  no  more  than  three  dwelling  units,  one  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  his/her 
permanent  residence,  which  receive  city-held  land, 
zoning  relief,  financial  assistance  or  state  and  fed- 
eral pass-through  funds. 

The  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  shall  adopt 

rules  and  regulations  consistent  with  this  Ordinance 

and  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  carry  out  this 

Affirmative  Marketing  Policy. 

Section  4.  The  third  paragraph  of  section  154,  the 

chapter  10  of  the  Ordinances  of  1982  is  hereby  amended 

by  adding  after  the  word  "themselves"  and  before  the 

word  "shall"  the  following  new  phrase: 

of  constitutional,  or  statutory  guarantees,  including 
those  granted  under  this  ordinance,  shall  not  be 
threatened,  coerced,  interferred  with  or  intimidated 
for  having  exercising  these  rights,  and 
Section  5.  The  third  paragraph  of  section  154,  of  chap- 
ter 10  of  the  Ordinances  of  1982  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  sentence  after  the 
word  "constitutional"  the  words  "or  statutory." 

Section  6.  The  fourth  paragraph  of  section  154,  of 
chapter  10  of  the  Ordinances  of  1982  is  hereby  amended 
by  deleting  the  words  "one  hundred  and  eighty  (180) 
days"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "one  (1) 
year".

Discrimination  in  the  sale  or  rental  housing 
on  the  basis  of  the  distinctions  specified  in  the  ordinance 
creating  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  (BFHC) 
is  hearby  declared  to  be  unlawful.  In  any  proceeding  be- 
fore the  BFHC  in  which  the  BFHC  finds  that  a  respon-

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special 
law  or  regulations  to  the  contrary,  no  public  funds  of 
the  city  of  Boston  shall  remain  invested  in  or  remain 
deposited  in  any  bank  or  financial  institution  orga- 
nized under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the  sev- 
eral states,  which  has  been  determined  in  accordance 
with  section  3  of  this  act,  directly  or  through  its  sub- 
sidiaries, to  have  outstanding  loans  to  any  individual 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  the  several  states  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture, distribution  or  sale  of  firearms  or  munitions,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  rubber  or  plastic  bullets, 
tear  gas,  armored  vehicles,  or  military  aircraft  for 
use  or  development  in  any  activity  in  Northern  Ire- 
land. Further,  no  public  funds  of  the  city  of  Boston 
shall  remain  invested  in  the  stocks,  securities  or 
other  obligations  of  any  corporation  so  engaged.  The 
term  "public  funds"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  include, 
without  limitation,  pension  funds  and  trust  funds  ad- 
ministered by  the  city  of  Boston,  unless  the  terms  of 
the  trust  can  reasonably  be  interpreted  as  being  in- 
consistent with  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  No  public  funds  of  the  city  of  Boston 
shall  be  invested  in  or  remain  invested  in  a  corpora- 
tion organized  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or 
the  several  states  and  operating  in  Northern  Ireland 
unless  it  has  been  determined  that  the  corporation  so 
engaged  adheres  to  principles  of  non-discrimination 
in  employment  and  freedom  of  workplace  opportu- 
nity. In  making  such  a  determination,  the  retirement 
board  of  the  city  of  Boston  as  to  pension  funds  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  and  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city 
of  Boston  as  to  all  other  public  funds  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  shall  consider,  without  limitation,  the  follow- 
ing standards  for  corporate  activity: 

(1)  equal  access  to  employment,  promotion,  and 
job  preservation  without  regard  to  religious  affiliation 
or  other  minority  status; 

(2)  the  promotion  of  religious  tolerance  within  the 
workplace,  and  the  eradication  of  any  manifestations 
of  religious  and  other  illegal  discrimination; 

(3)  adherence  to  other  legal  and  regulatory  guide- 
lines for  nondiscrimination  and  equality  of  opportu- 
nity existing  in  Northern  Ireland;  and 

(4)  adherence  to  the  MacBride  Principles  for 
Northern  Ireland,  so-called. 

Section  3.  In  making  determinations  relative  to 
sections  1  and  2  of  this  act,  said  retirement  board  or 
said  collector-treasurer  may  conduct  their  own  initial 
and  subsequent  investigations  or  may  utilize  and  rely 
upon  any  other  reliable  investigation  or  information 
available  relative  to  similar  pension  plans  or  other- 
wise. 

Section  4.  As  to  any  divestiture  pursuant  to  this

The  City  of  Boston  ("the  City")  and  the  Bank  of  New 
England  ("the  Bank'  }  hereby  enter  into  the  following 
agreement  for  the  provision  of  banking  services. 
AUTHORITY: 

This  agreement  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  Gen- 
eral Laws,  chapter  44,  section  53F,  and  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 
TERM  OF  THE  AGREEMENT: 

This  agreement  shall  be  valid  for  a  term  of  one  year 
starting  on  July  1,  1989,  and  terminating  on  June  30, 
1990. 
GENERAL  PROVISIONS: 

Payment  for  the  service  to  be  performed  by  the  Bank 
will  be  effected  solely  through  the  maintenance  of  a  com- 
pensating balance  by  the  City  in  its  accounts  with  the 
Bank. 

If  in  any  month  or  at  year  end,  account  balances  in  any 
account  are  deficient  to  the  extent  that  the  cost  of  the 
banking  services  is  not  covered  by  average  collected  bal- 
ances, the  City  will  deposit,  in  the  following  month,  an 
amount  formulated  as  provided  herein  for  the  calculation 
of  credits  to  be  agreed  to  by  both  the  City  and  the  Bank  to 
make  up  the  deficit.  Conversely,  if  in  any  month  or  at 
year  end,  there  is  a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  City  will 
notify  the  Bank  that  it  is  reducing  the  balances  to  a  more 
appropriate  level  in  accordance  with  the  formula  pro- 
vided herein  for  the  calculation  of  credits. 

In  the  event  that  the  City  fails  to  maintain  balances 
sufficient  to  meet  its  obligations  under  this  agreement, 
the  Bank's  only  remedy  shall  be  the  right  to  terminate  the 
provision  of  services  under  this  agreement. 

The  Bank  shall  exercise  its  right  to  terminate  its  service 
obligations  by  notifying  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the 
City  in  writing  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  re- 
quested, of  its  intent  to  cancel  the  contract.  The  Bank's 
obligations  to  provide  services  under  the  contract  shall 
terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth  day  fol- 
lowing the  day  of  which  notice  of  cancellation  is  given. 
In  no  event  shall  the  City  be  liable  to  pay  the  Bank  any 
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sums  on  account  for  services  rendered  under  this  con- 
tract or  on  account  of  any  deficiency  in  the  amounts 
maintained  in  the  compensating  balance  account. 

Upon  termination  of  services  of  a  bank,  the  City  will 
maintain  in  the  account(s)  an  average  collected  balance 
to  pay  for  any  outstanding  services.  In  addition  if  there  is 
a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  Bank  will  issue  a  check  to 
the  City  for  said  amount. 

The  City  shall  have  the  right  to  cancel  the  contract  by 
giving  written  notice  signed  by  the  Collector-Treasurer 
and  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  to  an 
officer  of  the  Bank  to  be  designated  herein.  In  the  event 
of  cancellation  by  the  City,  all  obligations  by  the  Bank 
and  the  City  shall  terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the 
thirtieth  business  day  after  the  notification  is  given  to  the 
Bank  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided  for  additional 
services. 

Either  party  may  call  a  meeting,  within  seven  days  af- 
ter a  notice  of  termination  given  by  either  party,  to  at- 
tempt to  resolve  the  problem  which  led  to  the  termina- 
tion. Any  subsequent  adjustment,  modification,  or 
renegotiation  of  the  contract  terms  shall  require  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.

Agreement  for  the  Provision

The  City  of  Boston  ("the  City")  and  the  Boston  Bank 
of  Commerce  ("the  Bank")  hereby  enter  into  the  follow- 
ing agreement  for  the  provision  of  backing  services. 
AUTHORITY: 

This  agreement  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  Gen- 
eral Laws,  chapter  44,  section  53F,  and  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 
TERM  OF  THE  AGREEMENT: 

This  agreement  shall  be  valid  for  a  term  of  one  year

GENERAL  PROVISIONS: 

Payment  for  the  service  to  be  performed  by  the  Bank 
will  be  effected  solely  through  the  maintenance  of  a  com- 
pensating balance  by  the  City  in  its  account  with  the 
Bank. 
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If  in  any  month  or  at  year  end,  account  balances  in  any 
account  are  deficient  to  the  extent  that  the  cost  of  the 
banking  services  is  not  covered  by  average  collected  bal- 
ances, the  City  will  deposit,  in  the  following  month,  an 
amount  formulated  as  provided  herein  for  the  calculation 
of  credits  to  be  agreed  to  by  both  the  City  and  the  Bank  to 
make  up  the  deficit.  Conversely,  if  in  any  month  or  at 
year  end,  there  is  a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  City  will 
notify  the  Bank  that  it  is  reducing  the  balances  to  a  more 
appropriate  level  in  accordance  with  the  formula  pro- 
vided herein  for  the  calculation  of  credits.

Agreement  for  the  Provision 
of  Banking  Services 
The  City  of  Boston  ("the  City")  and  the  Bay  Bank 
("the  Bank")  hereby  enter  into  the  following  agreement 
for  the  provision  of  banking  services. 
AUTHORITY: 
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This  agreement  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  Gen- 
eral Laws,  chapter  44,  section  53F,  and  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Boston.

Agreement  for  the  Provision  of  Banking  Services 

The  City  of  Boston  ("the  City")  and  the  Bank  of 
Boston  ("the  Bank")  hereby  enter  into  the  following 
agreement  for  the  provision  of  banking  services. 
AUTHORITY: 

This  agreement  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  Gen- 
eral Laws  Chapter  44  section  53F,  and  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Boston.

ORDER  REQUIRING  CITY  TO  PURCHASE 
RECYCLED  PAPER  PRODUCTS 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-nine. 
An  Ordinance  Requiring  the  City  to  Purchase  Recycled 

Paper  Products. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
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Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
encourage  recycling  and  the  reduction  of  waste;  and 

Whereas,  The  use  of  recycled  of  materials  protects  the 
environment,  reduces  the  amount  of  trash,  and  encour- 
ages markets  for  recycled  products;  therefore  be  it  or- 
dered that  the  C.B.C.  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  5-1.8,  the  following  new  section  to  be  en- 
coded by  the  City  Clerk: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  "Recycled  paper  products" 
shall  mean  any  paper  product  consisting  of  not  less  than 
fifty  percent  of  secondary  waste  material  by  weight. 

Section  2.  Whenever  the  purchasing  agent  shall  invite 
proposals  to  supply  the  city  with  paper  products,  the  pur- 
chasing agent  shall  request  that  any  such  proposals  spec- 
ify the  use  of  recycled  paper  products  when  appropriate. 
The  purchasing  agent  shall  also  ensure  that  ten  percent  of 
the  paper  products  purchased  during  a  fiscal  year  are  re- 
cycled paper  products.  The  ten  percent  figure  shall  be 
derived  from  the  total  cost  of  all  paper  products  pur- 
chased by  the  city  during  a  fiscal  year. 

In  awarding  contracts  to  supply  the  city  with  paper 
products,  the  purchasing  agent  shall  award  the  contract  to 
the  lowest  bidder  who  would  supply  recycled  paper  prod- 
ucts, provided  that  such  bid  is  no  more  than  ten  percent 
higher  than  the  lowest  bidder  whose  paper  products  are 
not  recycled. 

The  purchasing  agent  shall  whenever  possible  coordi- 
nate contracts  with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
"blanket  contract  program"  for  the  procurement  of  recy- 
cled paper  products  for  the  City.

SUPPORTING  PASSAGE  OF  S-52,  "ACT  RELATIVE 
TO  SAFETY  TESTING  OF  COSMETIC  PROD- 
UCTS" 

Coun.  SALERNO  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  "Act  Relative  To  The  Safety  Testing  of 
Cosmetic  Products"  (S-52),  would  prohibit  the  use  of 
two  types  of  cosmetic  safety  procedures,  the  Draize  eye 
irritation  test  and  the  Lethal  Dose  test,  which  are  notori- 
ous for  their  cruelty  to  animals  and  their  unreliability  as 
scientific  proof  of  cosmetic  safety;  and 

Whereas,  The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  does  not 
require  the  Lethal  Dose  test  or  the  Draize  test  for  cos- 
metic testing;  and 

Whereas,  Courts  have  proven  that  cosmetic  animal 
testing  is  irrelevant  and  unnecessary  because  the  results 
are  unreliable  and  do  no  significantly  apply  to  humans 
due  to  structural  differences  between  animals  and  hu- 
mans; and 

Whereas,  Toxicologists  have  concluded  that  the  con- 
tinued use  of  unreliable  testing  procedures  on  anifnals 
does  not  insure  that  products  are  safe  for  human  use;  and 

Whereas,  The  rabbits  used  in  Draize  eye  irritancy  tests 
are  not  treated  after  the  conclusion  of  these  tests  therefore 
the  caustic  substances  are  allowed  to  remain  in  their  eyes; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Lethal  Dose  test  is  inhumane  and  sub- 
jects animals  to  extreme  suffering  and  cruelty  by  repeat- 
edly administering  doses  of  chemicals  to  groups  until 
they  find  the  dose  that  causes  50  percent  of  the  animals  to 
die  within  two  weeks;  and 

Whereas,  Modern  alternative  tests  exist  such  as  cell 
and  tissue  culture  tests  and  in  vitro  ocular  irritancy  tests 
which  are  more  efficient,  more  accurate,  more  relevancy 
to  humans  and  involve  less  cruel  research;  and 

Whereas,  The  country's  largest  selling  perfume,  Eliz- 
abeth Taylor's  Passion,  is  an  example  of  a  successful  cos- 
metic product  that  was  developed  and  marketed  without 
the  use  of  animal  testing;  and 


Whereas,  Scientists,  physicians  and  manufacturers 
have  presented  extensive  testimony  in  favor  of  this  legis- 
lation; and 

Whereas,  The  passage  of  this  bill  would  serve  the  dual 
purpose  of  encouraging  better  cosmetic  safety  testing 
therefore  better  consumer  protection  from  unsafe  prod- 
ucts, and  it  would  preserve  the  rights  of  life  and  humanity 
for  animals;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  does  hereby  support  the  passage  by  the  Mass- 
achusetts Senate  of  the  "Act  Relative  To  The  Safety  Test- 
ing of  Cosmetic  Products";  and  be  it  further, 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  does  hereby  request  that  the  City  Clerk  for- 
ward a  copy  of  this  Resolution  to  the  members  of  the 
Boston  Delegation  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature.

I  transmit  herewith  a  supplemental  appropriation  in  the 
amount  of  $198,000  to  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals. 

I  am  requesting  that  these  funds  be  appropriated  to  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  to  support  a  pilot 
program  to  provide  health  care  for  homeless  Boston  fam- 
ilies housed  in  area  motels,  services  to  assist  homeless 
families  and  others  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  shelter, 
and  support  for  the  City's  literacy  and  job  training  serv- 
ices for  the  homeless. 

The  cutbacks  in  state  programs  to  aid  homeless  indi- 
viduals and  families  will  have  an  immediate  impact  on 
the  City  of  Boston,  as  well  as  other  municipalities  in  the 
Commonwealth.  While  the  city  simply  cannot  afford  to 
take  over  the  commitment  which  has  been  abandoned  by 
the  Commonwealth,  we  are  very  conscious  of  the  human 
impacts  of  these  cuts.  This  one-time  assistance  can  only 
provide  limited  stopgap  assistance  to  families  in  greatest 
need. 

This  supplemental  appropriation  is  supported  by  unan- 
ticipated revenues  of  $198,000  in  funds  returned  by  de- 
fendants accused  and  convicted  of  stealing  parking  meter 
revenues  from  the  City . 

The  difficult  fiscal  attention  the  City  facing  in  FY90 
will  be  even  more  problematic  in  FY91.  When  even 
small  additional  revenues  are  made  available,  I  will  con- 
tinue to  channel  them  expeditiously  to  address  high  pri- 
ority needs.  However,  in  light  of  the  poor  prospects  for 
FY91 ,  both  these  recommended  appropriations  can  only 
be  one-time  efforts  because  of  the  uncertainty  of  future 
revenues. 

I  will  continue  to  work  aggressively  to  seek  out  new 
recurring  revenues  to  support  City  services.  However,  it 
is  obvious  that  the  City  of  Boston  will  be  facing  increas- 
ingly difficult  funding  decisions  without  new  revenues  in 
the  form  of  either  additional  local  aid,  or  new  options  for 
generating  revenues  from  other  sources.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  1985  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  household  survey  determined  there  were  almost 
50,000  Hispanics  living  in  the  City;  and 

Whereas,  Hispanics  have  the  youngest  age  distribution 
in  the  City,  with  nearly  half  aged  19  or  younger  and  70 
percent  under  age  30; 

Whereas,  Hispanics  are  the  fastest  growing  population 
in  the  City,  as  well  as  the  Commonwealth  and  the  nation; 
and 

Whereas;  The  BRA  projects  the  City's  Hispanic  popu- 
lation will  increase  by  a  rate  of  41  percent  over  the  next 
20  years;  and 

Whereas,  Hispanics,  as  a  group,  are  severely  impacted 
by  the  problems  of  unemployment,  poverty  and  lack  of 
quality  education  programs;  and 

Whereas,  A  1987-88  survey  of  Boston's  low  income 
neighborhoods  found:  49  percent  of  Hispanic  families 
are  impoverished;  47  percent  of  Hispanics  not  living  in 
families  are  impoverished;  and  70  percent  of  Hispanic 
children  come  from  poor  families;  and 

Whereas,  Hispanics  have  the  highest  drop-out  rate  in 
the  city's  school  system  and,  in  1987,  half  of  all  Hispanic 
family  heads  of  households  had  no  high  school  diploma;

Whereas,  The  Hispanic  community  has  never  had 
elected  representation  in  Boston  city  government;  and 

Whereas,  A  Commission  with  knowledge  of  the  needs 
and  concerns  of  Hispanics  should  be  established  to  iden- 
tify problems  unique  to  Hispanic  communities  and  de- 
velop detailed,  comprehensive  city-wide  solutions  to

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  within  the  city  a  commission, 
to  be  known  as  the  Commission  on  Hispanic  Affairs, 
consisting  of  nine  (9)  members:  a  person  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  who  is  familiar  with  issues  concerning  the 
Hispanic  community;  the  President  of  the  City  Council 
or  his/her  designee;  a  representative  from  a  Hispanic  ad- 
vocacy group;  a  representative  from  a  social  service  ag- 
ency which  serves  the  Hispanic  community;  a  represent- 
ative from  an  educational  agency  or  group  which  serves 
the  Hispanic  community;  a  representative  from  the  His- 
panic business  community  and  three  representatives 
from  the  Hispanic  community;  one  of  which  shall  repre- 
sent the  Puerto  Rican  community,  one  of  which  shall  rep- 
resent the  Dominican  community  and  one  of  which  shall 
represent  the  Central  American  community.  Members 
shall  serve  terms  of  two  years.  Members  shall  serve 
without  compensation  but  may  be  reimbursed  for  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred.  The  Commission  shall  meet 
monthly,  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings  to  be  set  so 
as  to  maximize  the  ability  of  persons  living  and  working 
in  the  Hispanic  community  to  participate  in  commission 
deliberations.

PREAMBLE 

Whereas,  The  Assessing  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  responsible  for  gathering  data  on  residential 
and  commercial  property  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  Assessing  Department's  records  are  uti- 
lized by  all  city  departments  for  locating  property  own- 
ers; and 

Whereas,  At  present,  the  Assessing  Department  does 
not  require  non-occupant  owners  to  provide  a  bona-fide 
principal  mailing  address,  which  is  the  principal  address 
at  which  the  owner  actually  resides,  and  this  often  results 
in  tax  bills  being  mailed  to  vacant  lots,  vacant  buildings, 
and  tax  delinquent  non-occupant  owner  dwellings;  and 

Whereas,  This  practice  of  allowing  property  owners  to 
list  any  address,  including  P.O.  boxes,  with  the  Assess- 
ing Department,  as  the  mailing  address  for  Assessing 
purposes,  presents  a  serious  threat  to  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston  inasmuch  as  non-occupant  owners  often 
cannot  be  located  by  agencies  or  departments  of  the  city 
responsible  for  enforcement  of  city  regulations,  laws  and 
state  statutes;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  clearly  in  the  public  safety,  well-being 
and  health  that  one  centralized  city  record,  showing  the 
bona-fide  residential  address  of  owners  of  residential 
property  located  in  the  city  of  Boston  be  available  to  all 
city  departments,  especially  the  police,  fire,  inspectional 
services,  code  enforcement  and  health  and  hospital  de- 
partments; and 

Whereas,  In  the  absence  of  this  information  important 
investigations  are  delayed,  and  in  some  instances  inno- 
cent lives  are  placed  in  jeopardy  because  of  the  city's 
inability  to  quickly  locate  non-occupant  owners;  and 

Whereas,  Under  c.  59,  section  39D  of  the  Mass.  Gen- 
eral Laws,  the  board  of  assessors  may  request  property 
owners  to  provide  under  oath  such  information  as  may  be 
reasonably  required  by  it  to  determine  the  fair  cash  valu- 
ation of  property,  and 

Whereas,  In  the  City  of  Boston  the  existence  of  a  large 
number  of  non-occupant  owner  dwellings  makes  it  diffi- 
cult and  in  some  instances  impossible  for  the  assessing 
department  to  locate  actual  owners,  and  this  inability  to 
locate  such  a  large  number  of  non-occupant  owners 
makes  it  impossible  in  cases  where  taxes  are  due  for  the 
assessing  department  to  make  a  timely  effort  to  collect 
taxes,  and  this  situation  can  be  corrected  by  simply  re- 
questing owners  of  assessed  residential  property  in  the 
City  of  Boston  to  provide  the  principal  address  of  all  le- 
gal and  beneficial  owners  for  each  parcel  of  property

CBC,  Ordinances,  Revised,  6-2.2  is  hereby  amended 

by  adding  the  following  new  section,  6-2. 2A. 

Section  1 .  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  in  the  interest  of 
the  City  of  Boston  for  all  owners  of  residential  property 
located  in  the  city,  to  provide  the  city  Assessing  Depart- 
ment with  an  affidavit  of  principal  address,  said  principal 
address  being  the  address  at  which  each  legal  and/or  ben- 
eficial owner  actually  resides. 

Section  2.  Due  to  the  large  number  of  non-occupant 
owner  dwellings  in  the  city  of  Boston,  the  city  hereby 
declares  it  to  be  consistent  with  c.  59,  section  39D  of  the 


Mass.  General  Laws  for  the  Assessing  Commissioner  to 
request  that  all  owners  of  residential  property  assessed  in 
the  city  of  Boston  file  under  oath,  for  each  dwelling  they 
own  in  the  city  of  Boston,  an  affidavit  of  principal  ad- 
dress of  the  owner,  said  affidavit  stating  the  address  at 
which  each  legal  and/or  beneficial  owner  of  said  dwell- 
ing actually  resides. 

Section  3.  Consistent  with  this  policy,  the  Assessing 
Commissioner  shall,  to  the  best  of  his  or  her  ability,  en- 
sure that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  strictly  en- 
forced for  all  residential  transaction  which  come  before 
the  Assessing  Department,  and  to  ensure  that  the  Suffolk 
County  Registry  of  Deeds  office,  all  relevant  agencies 
and/or  departments  of  the  city  of  Boston,  all  banks  and 
mortgage,  or  other  lending  institutions,  be  made  knowl- 
edgable  of  the  provision  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  The  Assessing  Commissioner  shall  cause  to 
be  sent  to  each  non  occupant  owner,  an  affidavit  stating 
the  requirements  under  this  ordinance. 

Section  5 .  Where  the  Commissioner  has  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  a  non  occupant  owner  has  not  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the  Commissioner  may, 
under  the  provisions  of  c.

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  amended  chapter  34  on 
several  occasions  when  it  has  learned  that  the  language 
adopted  perpetuated  unreasonable  disadvantage  to  land-

(n)(ii)  of  chapter  34,  governing  adjoining  structures  was 
interpreted  last  year  by  the  housing  court  to  mean  struc- 
tures on  adjoining  lots;  and 

Whereas,  Last  year,  when  the  housing  committee 
strove  to  amend  the  language  to  provide  relief  for  small 
property  owners,  usually  family  members,  who  owned 
two  separate  homes  on  adjoining  lots,  the  council  re- 
ferred the  matter  back  to  committee  to  ensure  that  the 
exemption  only  applied  to  small  property  owners  and  not 
large  developers  who  owned  several  buildings  on  adjoin- 
ing lots;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  historically  recog- 
nized the  financial  difficulty  encountered  by  small  prop- 
erty owners;  be  it  therefore  ordained  by  city  council  as 
follows: 

Section  1  (n)(ii)  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended,  by  includ- 
ing the  following  new  language  after  the  last  sentence  in 
section  l(n)(ii): 

"provided  further,  that  two,  two-family  homes,  a 
single-family  and  an  owner-occupied  three-family,  or  a 
two-family  and  an  owner-occupied  three-family  home 
that  are  adjoining,  shall  be  considered  exempt  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  where  the  legal  or  beneficial

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  OFFICE  OF  DRUG 
CZAR  FOR  CITY  OF  BOSTON

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-nine. 
Ordinance  Establishing  the  Office  of  Drug  Czar  for  the 

City  of  Boston 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follow: 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  Title ,  is 

hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  the  Office  of 
Drug  Czar  for  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Office  of  Drug 
Czar  shall  be  coordinated  by  a  Drug  Czar  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  upon  approval  by  the  Boston 
City  Council.  The  Czar  shall  have  the  powers  of  a  depart- 
ment head  shall  be  paid  a  salary,  established  by  the 
Mayor,  comparable  to  other  city  directors.  The  Czar 
shall  appoint  such  personnel  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  two  policy  analysts  and  one  administrative  assistant. 
The  staff  of  the  Office  of  Drug  Czar  shall  be  large  enough 
to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance.  The  Czar 
shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Office  staff  subject  to 
the  appropriations  by  the  City  Council. 

Section  2.  The  Office  of  the  Drug  Czar  will  develop 
and  implement,  and  coordinate  a  Comprehensive  Anti- 
Drug  plan  for  Boston  that  shall  include,  but  not  to  be 
limited  to,  programs  in  the  areas  of  Drug  Prevention, 
Drug  Treatment,  Job  Training  and  Employment,  Police 
Enforcement,  and  Criminal  Justice.  Such  a  plan  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Boston  City  Council  by 
March  1,  1990.  Implementation  of  the  plan  shall  begin 
by  June  1 ,  1990.  The  Office  of  the  Drug  Czar  shall  moni- 
tor the  implementation  of  the  Plan  and  shall  issue  a  quar- 
terly report  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  regarding 
the  Plan. 

Section  3.  The  Drug  Prevention  programs  in  the  Plan 
shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to: 

—  a  comprehensive  life  skills  and  ethics  program  in 
Boston  Public  Schools  Grades  K  through  12, 

—  a  family  support  program  providing  resources  and 
training  to  parents, 

—  a  city  wide  youth  outreach  program  including  an  ex- 
panded number  of  street  workers  and  peer  leaders,  youth 
councils,  and  youth  counseling, 

—  a  citywide  counseling  center  providing  guidance 
and  counseling  to  at  risk  youth  in  the  schools,  off  the 
streets,  and  coming  out  of  the  criminal  justice  system, 
and 

—  a  comprehensive  program  to  train  students  and 
adults  to  work  with  prevention  specialists,  family  coun- 
selors, streetworkers,  and  social  workers  involved  in  the 
four  programs  listed  above. 

Section  4.  The  Drug  Treatment  programs  in  the  Plan 
shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to: 

—  a  satellite  youth  treatment  program(s)  to  provide 
treatment  in  the  neighborhoods  most  impacted  by  drugs 
and  crime,  and 

—  a  residential  youth  treatment  program. 

Section  5.  The  Job  Training  and  Employment  pro- 
grams in  the  Plan  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to: 

—  a  evening  vocational  training  program  at  the  Hubert 
Humphrey  Occupational  Resource  Center  for  youths 
who  have  dropped  out  of  school  and  for  adults  who  need 
vocational  training  in  order  to  obtain  full-time  employ- 
ment, and 
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—  a  vocational  compact  with  the  business  community 
and  trade  unions  that  will  commit  them  to  hiring  gradu- 
ates from  the  Humphrey  Center  training  program. 

Section  6.  The  Police  Enforcement  programs  of  the 
Plan  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to: 

—  a  neighborhood  police  system  that  will  allow  the 
same  police  officers  to  work  the  same  shifts  in  the  same 
neighborhoods  and  which  would  necessitate  the  hiring  of 
200  more  police  officers,  and 

—  an  expansion  of  neighborhood  crime  committees  in 
each  neighborhood  to  work  with  streetworkers  and  the 
police  to  develop  anti-drug  strategies  specific  to  each 
neighborhood. 

Section  7.  The  Criminal  Justice  programs  of  the  Plan 
shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to: 

—  evening  and  weekend  courts  that  will  allow  for 
quick  processing  of  arrests  resulting  from  the  use  and 
distribution  of  drugs, 

—  increase  prison  capacity  to  house  convicted  drug 
dealers,  and 

—  a  comprehensive  restitution  and  community  service 
program  to  provide  an  alternative  to  incarceration  for 
selected  offenders. 

Section  8.  The  czar  is  hereby  empowered  to  seek  and 
make  applications  for  any  and  all  state  and/or  federal 
funds  that  are  or  become  available  for  a  municipality  to 
fund  programs  included  in  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  9.  The  services  of  all  city  departments,  agen- 
cies, and  commissions  shall  be  made  available  to  the 
Czar  for  the  purposes  of  effectuating  any  provisions  of 
this  ordinance.  The  head  of  any  department,  agency,  or 
commission  shall  furnish  information  in  the  possession 
of  such  department,  agency,  or  commission  when  the 
Czar  so  requests  and  where  such  information  relates  to 
the  duties  of  the  Office  of  the  Drug  Czar. 

Section  10.  The  Office  of  Drug  Czar  shall  work  with 
any  private  agencies  or  organizations,  with  any  state  or 
federal  offices  or  commissions,  and  with  any  area  col- 
leges and  universities  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Czar  in 
order  to  effectuate  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  1 1 .  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
liberally  construed  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  poli- 
cies and  purposes  hereof. 

Section  12.  If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, then  such  provision  or  section  shall  be  consid- 
ered separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining  provisions 
or  sections  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect. 


Section  13.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  Oc- 
tober 18,  1989,  Docket  Number  1340.  That  order  would 
appear  to  direct  the  City  Auditor  to  take  certain  action 
with  respect  to  the  payment  of  telephone  bills  and  to  fur- 
ther direct  that  the  Mayor  initiate  certain  legal  action. 

As  the  Council  is  well  aware,  and  as  I  have  had  occa- 
sion to  specifically  state  from  time  to  time  on  many  other 
matters,  the  City  Charter  prohibits  the  Council  from  tak- 
ing part  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative 
business  of  the  City.  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  appear- 
ing in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1.  Nor  is  the  Council  permit- 
ted, directly  or  indirectly,  to  take  part  in  the  making  of 
contracts.  Id.  Further,  adherence  to  the  terms  of  the  Or- 
der is  nearly  impossible  because  the  language  of  the  or- 
der is  so  vague.  It  does  not  reveal  the  types  of  "dam- 
ages" to  which  the  order  refers,  and  does  not  state 
whether  or  under  what  circumstances  such  damages  may 
exist,  how  or  when  those  damages  were  incurred,  or  who 
incurred  them. 

Notwithstanding  the  above,  the  intent  of  the  Council's 
Order  before  me  seems  clear:  The  Council  wishes  the 
administration  to  present  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  information  about  loss  of  service  and  service 
reductions  within  Boston. 

In  addressing  that  legitimate  concern,  I  wish  to  inform 
the  Council  that  this  administration  is  an  intervening 
party  in  a  pending  rate  case  brought  by  the  New  England 
Telephone  Company  at  the  Department  of  Public  Utili- 
ties. That  case  allows  for  any  party,  including  the  City,  to 
bring  service  related  issues  to  the  attention  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities.  Given  the  now  three-month  long 
work  stoppage  at  New  England  Telephone  and  the  signif- 
icant service  curtailments  that  the  Company  itself  has 
cited,  the  City  will  present  in  that  case  any  relevant  infor- 
mation concerning  loss  of  service  or  damages  suffered 
that  is  brought  to  its  attention.  Once  that  information  is 
before  that  Department,  you  can  be  assured  that  the  City 
will  seek  whatever  remedies  are  available  from  the  De- 
partment.

proved  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
October  25,  1989,  Docket  No.  1385,  which  would  pro- 
hibit the  opening  to  the  public  of  an  enclosed  swimming 
pool  within  the  City  of  Boston  except  pursuant  to  a  per- 
mit issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Serv- 
ices Department. 

The  Law  Department  has  advised  me  that  in  its  present 
form  the  ordinance  is  so  vague  as  to  render  it  defective 
and  unenforceable.  For  example,  the  ordinance  requires 
pool  owners  to  provide  "proof  of  inspection  by  a  regis- 
tered engineering  firm."  However,  it  fails  to  specify 
what  type  of  proof  will  suffice,  what  standards  for  in- 
spections must  be  followed,  or  what  type  of  engineering 
firm  must  conduct  such  inspections.  Presumably,  any 
party  meeting  the  indefinite  standard  of  proof  required 
by  the  ordinance  would  be  absolutely  entitled  to  a  permit. 
As  a  result  of  its  vagueness,  the  ordinance  would  poten- 
tially make  the  Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services' 
duties  merely  ministerial,  leaving  him  without  the  ability 
to  exercise  sufficient  discretion  and  control  over  the  issu- 
ance of  permits. 

Further,  it  is  my  understanding  that  the  main  intent  of 
the  ordinance  is  to  insure  the  annual  inspection  of  roofs 
and  ceilings  over  public  and  semi-public  pools.  As 
worded,  however,  the  ordinance  only  requires  the  in- 
spection of  pools  themselves.  When  read  in  conjunction 
with  applicable  building  regulations  it  would  not  be  in- 
terpreted to  specifically  or  implicitly  require  the  inspec- 
tion of  roofs  or  ceilings  over  pools. 

Although  I  would  fully  support  the  enactment  of 
stronger  measures  providing  for  more  stringent  inspec- 
tion of  public  pool  areas,  I  feel  that  to  be  fully  effective 
any  such  measures  must  be  more  narrowly  drawn  and 
specifically  worded  than  the  ordinance  now  proposed.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  Oc- 
tober 25,  1989,  Docket  Number  1365,  which  would  re- 
quire additional  space  in  the  Dock  Square  garage  be  set 
aside  for  handicapped  parking. 

The  City  of  Boston  has  a  variety  of  parking  programs 
which  allow  disabled  citizens  full  access  to  Boston  City 
Hall.  First,  any  disabled  resident  who  requests  a  space  in 
the  Dock  Square  garage  in  order  to  conduct  business  at 
City  Hall  receives  authorization  to  park  there  for  the  time 
necessary  to  complete  the  transaction.  Secondly,  the 
Boston  Transportation  Department  has  designated 
thirty-five  handicapped  spaces  in  the  area  immediately 
adjacent  to  City  Hall  and  this  designation  is  strictly  en- 
forced. Also,  there  are  an  additional  one  hundred  and 
fifty  reserved  handicapped  spaces  within  a  one  mile  ra- 
dius of  City  Hall  subject  to  the  same  rigorous  enforce- 
ment. Lastly,  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations,  Article  IV, 
Section  IV,  states  that  "No  fee  shall  be  required  to  be 
deposited  in  a  parking  meter  as  provided  in  this  Section 
for  the  parking  of  any  vehicles  owned  and  driven  by  a 
disabled  veteran  or  by  a  handicapped  person  and  bearing 


a  distinctive  number  plate  authorized  by  Section  II  of 
Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws. ' ' 

I  agree  with  the  concern  expressed  by  the  Council  per- 
taining to  access  for  our  handicapped  citizens,  and  I  will 
continue  to  maintain  a  handicapped  parking  program  that 
safeguards  parking  privileges  for  handicapped  persons  at 
City  Hall.

"The  executive  powers  of  said  city  .  .  .  shall  be  and 
hereby  are  vested  in  the  mayor,  to  be  exercised 
through  the  several  officers  and  boards  of  the  city  in 
their  respective  departments,  under  his  general  super- 
vision." CBC  St.  5,  c.  3,  s.  100. 

"The  several  officers  and  boards  of  the  city  shall  be 
at  all  times  accountable  for  the  proper  discharge  of 
their  duties  to  the  mayor,  as  chief  executive  officer  .  . 
."CBCSt.  5,c.  3,s.  101." 

An  executive  order  is  simply  a  mayoral  directive  as  to 
how  any  or  all  of  the  officers  and  boards  of  the  city  shall 
discharge  their  duty.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  directive 
be  stated  in  writing.  Were  an  officer  or  board  to  refuse  to 
comply  with  an  executive  order,  they  could  be  presumed 
to  be  falling  to  properly  discharge  their  duties,  and  this  or 
any  other  mayor  could  discipline  them  accordingly. 

Some  Executive  Orders  are  reduced  to  writing,  typi- 
cally those  which  embody  major  executive  policy,  and 
which  more  directly  impact  the  public.  Often  the  written 
Executive  Order  will  spell  out  what  penalties  the  officer 
or  board  is  to  impose  if  the  policy  is  not  complied  with.

Whereas,  in  Northern  Ireland,  adult  Catholic  males 
are  more  than  two  and  one-half  times  more  likely  to  be 
unemployed  than  adult  Protestant  males;  and 

Whereas,  the  unemployment  rate  for  Catholics  is  over 
forty  percent  in  certain  areas  of  Northern  Ireland;  and 

Whereas,  the  British  government  this  year  failed  to  en- 
act fair  employment  legislation  that  provides  in  actual 
substance  for  affirmative  action  and  for  the  setting  of 


goals  and  timetables  for  the  hiring  of  more  members  of 
the  Catholic  community;  and 

Whereas,  social  harmony  in  our  City  is  promoted  by  a 
policy  which  expresses  the  serious  concerns  many  of  our 
residents  have  regarding  the  lack  of  improvement  in  the

3.  That  all  job  openings  should  be  publicly  adver- 
tised and  special  recruitment  efforts  should  be  made  to 
attract  applicants  from  under-represented  religious 
groups. 

4.  Layoff,  recall  and  termination  procedures  should 
not,  in  practice,  favor  particular  religious  groupings. 

5.  The  appointment  of  a  senior  management  staff 
member  to  oversee  the  company's  affirmative  action 
efforts  and  the  setting  up  of  timetables  to  carry  out  af- 
firmative action  principles. 

6.  The  development  of  training  programs  to  prepare 
members  of  the  minority  community  in  Northern  Ire- 
land for  skilled  jobs  and  for  skills  improvement. 

7.  The  abolition  of  job  reservations,  apprenticeship 
restrictions  and  different  employment  criteria  which 
discriminate  on  the  basis  of  religion  or  ethnic  origin. 
Therefore,  I  do  hereby  Order  that  the  following  shall 

immediately  take  effect: 

1 .  That  all  City  departments  and  agencies  are  hereby 
prohibited  from  purchasing  or  contracting  to  purchase 
any  goods  or  services  from  any  corporation,  company  or 
partnership  organized  under  the  la  ws  of  the  United  States 
or  the  several  states  and  operating  in  Northern  Ireland 
which  fails  to  adhere  to  guarantees  of  nondiscrimination 
in  employment  and  freedom  of  workplace  opportunity, 
including  those  embodied  in  the  MacBride  Principles; 
and 

2.  That  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  in 
consultation  with  the  City  of  Boston  Treasurer  and  Audi- 
tor, shall  establish  a  method  for  determining  which  cor- 
porations, companies  and  partnerships  are  not  in  compli- 
ance with  the  guarantees  cited  above,  and,  in  making 
such  determination,  (s)he  shall  consider,  without  limita- 
tion, the  following  standards  of  corporate  and  partner- 
ship activity: 

(1)  equal  access  to  employment,  promotion,  and 
job-preservation  without  regard  to  religious  affiliation 
or  other  minority  status;

Whereas,  The  City  wishes  to  institute  a  linked  deposit 
policy  which  furthers  the  policy  goals  of  the  City  and 
safeguards  the  safety  of  public  funds  and  is  consistent 
with  prudent  financial  management  of  City  of  Boston

Whereas,  The  City  wishes  to  encourage  and  promote 
financial  institutions  to  take  an  active  role  in  promoting 
the  following  critical  policy  goals; 

1 .  Equality  in  mortgage  lending  and  banking  serv- 
ices in  all  Boston  neighborhoods  as  required  by  the 
Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  as  amended 
and  other  laws. 

2.  Participation  by  financial  institutions  in  city, 
state,  and  federal  programs,  and  with  local  nonprofit 
community  development  corporations  and  with 
public/private  partnerships  to  promote  economic  de- 
velopment and  the  creation  and  preservation  of  affor- 
dable housing. 

3.  Participation  by  financial  institutions  in  job  crea- 
tion and  training  programs  for  Boston  residents  and 
active  participation  in  programs  such  as  the  "Boston 
for  Boston' '  hiring  plan. 

4.  The  provision  of  credit  facilities  to  small  manu- 
facturing and  other  commercial  enterprises  striving  to 
remain  or  become  established  in  the  city,  including 
SB  A  loans. 

5.  The  provision  of  credit  facilities  to  minority- 
owned  and  women-owned  businesses. 

6.  The  active  recruitment  and  promotion  of  minority 
and  women  employees. 

7.  The  provision  of  student  loans  to  residents  of 
Boston. 

Therefore,  I  do  hereby  Order  that  the  following  shall 
immediately  take  effect: 

1 .  In  order  to  effectuate  the  heretofore  stated  policies 
the  Collector-Treasurer  is  directed  to  establish  an  annual 
evaluation  process  which  is  designed  to  determine  the 
extent  to  which  current  and  potential  depositories  of  City 
of  Boston  funds  or  providers  of  banking  services  are  en- 
gaging in  activities  and  practices  in  furtherance  of  the 
heretofore  stated  policies.  This  evaluation  may  include 
requesting  from  depositories  or  service  providers  infor- 
mation including  but  not  limited  to  the  following  catego- 
ries: 

(1)  Residential  Lending 

(2)  Commercial  Lending 

(3)  Provision  of  Banking  Services 

(4)  Deposit  Information 

(5)  Lending  Application  and  Rejection  Data 

(6)  Student  Loans 

(7)  Hiring  and  Promotion  of  Women  and  Minorities 

(8)  Hiring  and  Promotion  of  Boston  Residents 


2.  The  Collector-Treasurer  may  review  any  additional 
information  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  in  evaluating 
the  performance  of  financial  institutions  including  but 
not  limited  to  the  public  sections  of  evaluations  and  re- 
ports prepared  by  federal  and  state  agencies  pursuant  to 
the  Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  as  amended 
and  other  statutes.  The  Collector-Treasurer  may  also  re- 
quest any  other  information  deemed  necessary  in  order 
to  evaluate  the  extent  to  which  financial  institutions  are 
meeting  the  City's  policy  goals  stated  herein. 

3.  The  Collector-Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  make 
all  information  collected  available  to  the  public.

cies as  set  forth  herein.  The  Collector-Treasurer  may 
hire  consultants,  request  the  assistance  of  the  Commu- 
nity Banking  Commission  (the  "Commission")  estab- 
lished pursuant  to  an  executive  order  entitled  "Executive 
Order  Regarding  Creation  of  a  Community  Banking 
Commission"  dated  concurrently  herewith,  or  request 
the  assistance  of  any  department  or  agency  of  the  City  to 
execute  this  directive.  The  Collector-Treasurer  shall, 
consistent  with  sound  fiscal  practice  and  applicable  law, 
include  as  a  factor  in  the  choice  of  financial  institutions 
for  the  deposit  of  City  funds  and  the  provision  of  banking 
services,  the  extent  of  active  engagement  in  activities  and 
practices  that  are  in  furtherance  of  the  policies  as  set 
forth  herein.  In  furtherance  of  these  goals,  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  may  take  the  following  measures: 

(1)  Increase  the  level  of  City  of  Boston  deposits  held 
by  a  financial  institution. 

(2)  Freeze  City  of  Boston  deposits  in  the  institution 
at  their  then  current  level. 

(3)  Withdraw  City  of  Boston  deposits  from  a  finan- 
cial institution. 

(4)  Enter  into  negotiations  with  a  financial  institu- 
tion aimed  at  promoting  institutional  programs  and  be- 
havior that  are  consistent  with  the  public  policy  goals 
heretofore  stated. 

(5)  Take  such  other  steps,  consistent  with  sound  fis- 
cal practice  and  applicable  law,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
desirable. 

5.  All  departments  and  agencies  of  the  City  are  hereby 
ordered  to  assist  the  Collector-Treasurer  in  evaluating 
any  information  gathered  pursuant  to  this  executive  or- 
der in  accordance  with  a  request  by  the  Collector- 
Treasurer. 

6.  The  Collector-Treasurer  may  seek  appropriate  as- 
surances from  executive  management  and/or  the  govern- 
ing bodies  of  a  financial  institution  regarding  the  institu- 
tion's commitment  to  the  furtherance  of  the  City's  policy 
goals.  These  assurances  may  take  the  form  of  a  pledge, 
affidavit,  or  corporate  resolution.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  (the  "City")  has  imple- 
mented programs  to  promote  the  economic  health  and 
viability  of  Boston's  neighborhoods,  particularly  those 
suffering  from  high  unemployment,  shortages  of  affor- 
dable housing,  underdevelopment  and  other  ills  that 
threaten  neighborhood  viability;  and 

Whereas,  The  positive  effects  of  the  City's  efforts  are 
jeopardized  by  the  lack  of  fair,  equal  and  adequate  access 
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to  credit  and  banking  services;  and 

Whereas,  A  study  commissioned  by  the  Federal  Re- 
serve Bank  of  Boston  concluded  that  predominately 
black  neighborhoods  in  Boston  have  unequal  access  to 
mortgage  credit  and  that  banks  and  thrifts  have  an  affirm- 
ative legal  obligation  to  serve  the  credit  needs  of  their 
entire  community;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  desires  to  encourage  financial  in- 
stitutions to  fulfill  their  legal  duties  and  responsibilities 
under  the  Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  and 
other  statutes  to  make  equity  investments,  credit,  and 
banking  services  available  to  all  City  residents  on  a  fair 
and  equal  basis;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  has  established  a  linked  deposit 
program  pursuant  to  an  executive  order  dated  concur- 
rently herewith  and  henceforth  intends  to  evaluate  the 
policies  and  practices  of  financial  institutions  to  deter- 
mine whether  such  institutions  are  engaging  in  activities 
that  are  in  furtherance  of  certain  policy  objectives  of  the 
City  as  stated  herein,  and  to  create  a  forum  to  discuss  the 
evolving  credit  needs  of  under-served  Boston  neighbor- 
hoods; and 

Whereas,  The  City  wishes  to  encourage  financial  insti- 
tutions to  take  an  active  role  in  promoting  the  following 
critical  policy  goals: 

1 .  Equality  in  mortgage  lending  and  banking  serv- 
ices in  all  Boston  neighborhoods  as  required  by  the 
Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977  as  amended 
and  other  laws. 

2.  Participation  by  financial  institutions  in  city, 
state,  and  federal  programs,  and  with  local  nonprofit 
community  development  corporations  and  with 
public/private  partnerships  to  promote  economic  de- 
velopment and  the  creation  and  preservation  of  affor- 
dable housing. 

3.  Participation  by  financial  institutions  in  job  crea- 
tion and  training  programs  for  Boston  residents  and 
active  participation  in  programs  such  as  the  "Boston 
for  Boston"  hiring  plan. 

4.  The  provision  of  credit  facilities  to  small  manu- 
facturing and  other  commercial  enterprises  striving  to 
remain  or  become  established  in  the  city,  including 
SB  A  loans. 

5.  The  provision  of  credit  facilites  to  minority- 
owned  and  women-owned  businesses. 

6.  The  active  recruitment  and  promotion  of  minority 
and  women  employees. 

7.  The  provision  of  student  loans  to  residents  of 
Boston. 

Therefore,  I  do  hereby  order  that  the  following  shall 
take  effect  immediately: 

1 .  The  Mayor  hereby  creates  a  Community  Banking 
Commission  (the  "Commission")  which  shall  consist  of 
five  members,  four  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  and  shall  serve  without  compensation.  The  fifth 
member  shall  be  the  Collector-Treasurer,  ex-officio,  or 
his  designee.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall 
have  expertise  or  experience  in  community  develop- 
ment, economic  development,  financial  services  and  af- 
fordable housing  development.  Members  shall  serve  for 
three  terms;  provided  however,  that  of  the  members  first 
appointed  to  the  Commission,  one  shall  serve  for  three 
years,  one  shall  serve  for  two  years  and  two  shall  serve 
for  one  year.  Any  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall 
serve  only  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  Mayor  shall  des- 
ignate a  chairperson. 

2.  The  Mayor  hereby  declares  the  following  to  be  the 
duties  of  the  Commission: 

(a)  to  conduct  community  meetings  and  public  fo- 
rums to  discuss  the  evolving  credit  needs  of  under- 
served  communities  in  the  City; 

(b)  to  advise  the  Mayor  of  community  credit  needs 
and  to  make  recommendations  for  developing  strate- 
gies to  address  these  needs; 


(c)  to  assist  the  Collector-Treasurer  in  compiling  the 
information  requested  pursuant  to  the  executive  order 
entitled  "Executive  Order  Regarding  Linked  De- 
posits," dated  concurrently  herewith,  and  to  aid  the 
Collector-Treasurer  in  his  analysis  of  such  informa- 
tion. 

3.  The  Commission  may  promulgate  such  rules  as  may 
be  necessary  or  desirable  to  govern  its  internal  opera- 
tions.

(180)  days  before  the  next  municipal  election  is  to  be 
held,  the  city  clerk  shall  officially  notify  the  city  council 
of  such  vacancy.  At  the  first  city  council  meeting  after 
the  notice  has  been  read  in  the  city  council,  the  city  coun-

The  FHC  will 
cooperate  with  HUD  in  the  handling  of  housing  dis- 
crimination complaints  under  Title  VIE  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1968,  as  amended,  and  the  fair  housing 
law  enforced  by  the  jurisdiction  in  accordance  with 
the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  entered  into  be- 
tween HUD  and  the  FHC,  and  any  amendments  or 
revisions  thereto  executed  during  the  course  of  this 
agreement  by  the  signatories.  The  FHC  also  agrees 
to  augment  its  fair  housing  enforcement  efforts  by 
engaging  in  outreach,  education,  training  and  techni- 
cal assistance  pursuant  to  the  Memorandum  of  Un- 
derstanding. 

(b)  $3,000  will  be  paid  to  the  FHC  for  attendance 
at  HUD-sponsored  training  at  National  and  Regional 
training  sites.  These  monies  may  also  be  used  to  sup- 
port additional  in-house  training  by  agencies  for 
agency-specific  problems  and  for  training  of  staff  un- 
able to  attend  National  or  Regional  training,  subject 
to  approval  of  the  GTM.  Failure  to  send  the  specified 
number  of  participants  to  training  (minimum  of  3), 
will  result  in  a  $1,000  deduction  for  each  non- 
attendant  below  the  minimum. 

(c)  $10,000  to  support  Incentive  Funds  activities  in 
accordance  with  the  criteria  established  in  24  CFR 
Section  111.105  (b)  (3)  and  the  RFA. 
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Whereas,  The  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission 
was  created  in  1982  by  City  ordinance;  and

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  for 
the  release  of  certain  restrictions  ("Restrictions")  to 
the  Public  Facilities  Commission  which  benefit  and 
burden  a  parcel  of  land  on  Ailandale  Street  in  West 
Roxbury. 

The  City  acquired  an  approximately  5.185  acre 
parcel  for  conservation  purposes  by  an  Order  of  Tak- 
ing dated  June  4,  1975.  Prior  to  die  taking,  the  par- 
cel was  one  of  several  that  were  benefitted  and  bur- 
dened by  certain  private  restrictions,  created  under  a 
will,  which  related  to  use,  set-back,  diminsions  and 
size  requirements. 

An  abutting  parcel  was  recendy  developed  under  a 
Planned  Development  area  Plan  under  which  106 
housing  units  are  to  be  created  (the  "Ailandale  Pro- 
ject"). In  connection  with  the  development,  the  De- 
veloper granted  to  the  Boston  Conservation  Commis- 
sion a  Conservation  Restriction  of  approximately  17 
acres. 

The  Restrictions,  which  run  with  the  land  taken 
under  the  Order  of  Taking,  are  inconsistent  with  the 
Ailandale  Project  and  the  Conservation  Restriction 
gTanted  by  the  Developer.  The  grant  of  the  Conserva- 
tion Restriction  of  approximately  17  acres  of  land  to 
the  Conservation  Commission  is  substantially  more 
beneficial  and  valuable  to  the  City  than  any  Restric- 
tions which  may  have  survived  the  Order  of  Taking. 

On  August  10,  1989,  the  Public  Facilities  Commis- 
sion, all  of  its  members  being  present,  voted  its  in- 
tent to  release  the  above-described  Restrictions.

ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  INSPECTION  OF 
ROOFS  AND  CEILINGS  OVER  CERTAIN 
SWIMMING  POOLS  IN  BOSTON 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY  offered  the  following: 
SECTION  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance,  Chap- 
ter D(,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following 
section :- 

Section  9-9.10  Inspections  of  Pool  Roofs  and  Ceil- 
ings. 

When  used  in  this  section,  unless  a  contrary  inten- 
tion clearly  appears,  the  following  words  shall  have 
the  following  meanings: 

(a)  "Constructed  swimming  pool":  any  swimming 
pool  which  has  been  built,  erected  or  fabricated  pri- 
marily with  manufactured  building  materials  includ- 
ing, but  not  limited  to:  cement,  concrete,  steel,  tile, 
fiberglass  or  any  combination  thereof;  and  which 
possesses  a  water  filtration,  treatment,  circulation  or 
drainage  system. 

(b)  "Enclosed  swimming  pool":  any  constructed 
swimming  pool  which  has  above  it  any  type  of  roof, 
ceiling  or  other  covering. 

(c)  "Private  swimming  pool":  Any  constructed 
swimming  pool  which  is  used,  or  which  is  built  for 
use,  in  connection  with  a  family  residence  consisting 
of  not  more  than  three  individual  residential  units  and 
available  only  to  the  family  of  the  householder  and 
his  or  her  private  guests. 

(d)  "Public  and  semi-public  swimming  pool":  any 
constructed  swimming  pool  which  is  not  a  private 
swimming  pool. 

No  person  or  entity  shall  open,  operate,  or  allow 
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the  use  of  a  public  or  semi-public  enclosed  swim- 
ming pool  unless  he  possesses  a  current  and  valid 
special  permit  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Inspectorial  Services  Department  ("Commis- 
sioner"). 

The  Commissioner  shall  issue  such  special  permit 
only  after  he  has  received  satisfactory  proof  of  in- 
spection by  a  registered  engineering  firm  which  at- 
tests to  the  structural  soundness  of  the  roof,  ceiling 
or  other  covering  over  the  pool.  The  Commissioner 
shall  have  the  authority  to  evaluate  the  sufficiency  of 
any  such  proof  and  to  refuse  to  issue  a  special  permit 
if,  in  his  sole  discretion,  he  determines  such  proof  to 
be  insufficient  or  such  attestation  to  be  inaccurate. 
The  Commissioner  shall  also  have  the  authority  to 
inspect  the  roof,  ceiling  or  other  covering  of  a  public 
or  semi-public  enclosed  swimming  pool  before  issu- 
ing or  renewing  a  special  permit.  The  special  permit 
required  under  this  section  is  in  addition  to,  and  not 
in  lieu  of,  any  other  permits  or  licenses  which  may 
be  required  by  the  Inspectorial  Services  Department 
or  other  public  authorities  with  respect  to  swimming 
pools. 

A  special  permit  shall  expire  one  year  from  the 
date  of  issuance  and  may  be  renewed  on  the  same 
terms  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  issu- 
ance. 

Any  person  or  entity  who  continues  to  operate  or 
allow  the  use  of  a  public  or  semi-public  enclosed 
swimming  pool  in  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
assessed  a  fine  pursuant  to  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  21  in  the 
amount  of  $25  for  each  day  of  non-compliance.  The 
Commissioner  is  authorized  to  impose  such  a  fine 
and  to  pursue  any  other  available  legal  or  equitable 
remedies  for  violation  of  this  ordinance. 
SECTION  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Chapter  XVIII,  Section  18-1.19,  paragraph  28,  is 
hereby  amended  by  by  adding  the  following  sentence 
at  the  end  thereof:-  There  shall  be  no  fee  required 
for  a  special  permit  granted  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Inspectional  Services  Department  (Commissioner) 
pursuant  to  CBC  Ord.  s.  9-9.10;  provided,  however, 
that  if  the  Commissioner,  in  his  sole  discretion,  de- 
termines that  he  or  his  designee  shall  inspect  the 
roof,  ceiling  or  other  covering  of  a  public  or  semi- 
public  enclosed  swimming  pool,  as  defined  in  that 
section,  before  issuing  a  special  permit  therefore,  the 
applicant  for  the  special  permit  shall  pay  an  inspec- 
tion fee  in  the  amount  of  $25.

In  order  to  fulfill  a  moral  obligation  to 
the  family  of  Sherman  Griffiths,  a  police  officer  of 
the  City  of  Boston  who  was  killed  while  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty  as  the  result  of  an  assault  on 
his  person  February  18,  1988,  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  section  26  of  chapter  31  of  the  general 
laws  or  of  any  other  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  a  brother  or  sister  of  said  Sherman  Griffiths 
who  passes  the  required  written  and  phisical  exami- 
nations for  entrance  to  the  police  service  shall  have 
his  or  her  name  certified  for  origianl  appointment  to 
the  Boston  Police  Force  before  all  other  persons  on 
the  eligible  list  for  such  appointment,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  more  than  one  person  is  deemed  to  be 
eligible  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
names  of  such  persons  shall  be  certified  in  the  order 
of  their  respective  scores  on  the  open  competitive 
civil  service  examinaiton  for  such  police  service.

MUNICIPAL  BUILDING  POLICE 
A  PROGRAM  THAT  MAKES  CENTS  FOR  BOSTON 

The  City  of  Boston  Municipal  Building  Police  Program 
is  a  non-traditional  Police  Agency  that  has  proven  to  be 
an  effective  counter  measure  to  incidents  of  vandalism, 
arson  and  theft  in  public  buildings.  The  program  is  ad- 
ministered by  the  City  of  Boston  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment and  was  designed  to  address  issues  such  as  Risk 
Analysis,  Loss  Prevention  and  Physical  Security. 

Essentially  the  program  began  in  1974  when  the  City 
of  Boston  purchased  a  JC/80  Computer  System  to  man- 
age Building  Automation  Systems  and  monitor  security 
violations  in  public  buildings.  Prior  to  this,  the  city  uti- 
lized private  alarm  companies  to  monitor  various  loca- 
tions and  the  Boston  Police  were  called  to  respond.  How- 
ever, as  the  system  grew  problems  developed  such  as 
access  to  locations,  key  control  and  a  high  rate  of  false 
alarms,  and  the  Boston  Police,  as  well  as  other  city  agen- 
cies felt  it  would  be  more  appropriate  to  utilize  the  serv- 
ices of  a  contract  security  force  to  respond  to  alarm  con- 
ditions rather  than  tie  up  Boston  Police  Units  on  nuisance 
alarms. 

During  the  period  of  1976  to  1979  the  number  of  city 
buildings  with  Intrusion  Alarm  Systems  increased  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  and  the  cost  for  security  contract  had 
increased  dramatically,  yet  the  city  had  very  little  data  to 
evaluate  the  cost  effectiveness  of  the  program.  Therefore 
in  1979  the  Director  of  Public  Facilities  appointed  Bob 
Francis  as  Chief  of  Security  to  co-ordinate  and  evaluate 
the  program  and  Detective  Ken  Ellis  was  assigned  by  the 
Boston  Police  Department  to  monitor  the  performance  of 
private  security  personnel.  The  results  of  their  evaluation 
is  as  follows: 

•  There  was  a  300%  turnover  in  personnel  with  the 
private  security  contractor. 

•  Response  time  to  alarm  conditions  was  in  most  cases 
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over  thirty  minutes  due  to  the  tact  security  officers 
were  not  city  residents  and  were  unfamiliar  with  the 
neighborhoods  of  the  city. 

•  Private  security  companies  failed  to  train  personnel 
as  required  in  the  City  Contract. 

•  Private  contractors  failed  to  comply  with  the  con- 
tract in  licensing  personnel  as  Special  Officers. 

•  Employee  absenteeism  was  excessive  leaving  many 
sectors  without  proper  coverage. 

•  Personnel  assigned  by  the  contractors  were  in  fact 
security  risks  in  themselves. 

•  Supervision  was  non-existent. 

•  The  average  number  of  arrests  were  under  ten  each 
year. 

•  Maintenance  and  repairs  to  Alarm  Systems  were  not 
co-ordinated  through  a  central  agency. 

As  a  result  of  these  findings,  as  well  as  knowledge  of 
the  fact  that  numerous  city  buildings  would  soon  be  clos- 
ing and  the  city  was  purchasing  millions  of  dollars  on 
high  technology  equipment  for  it's  buildings,  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  decided  a  more  professional  Police 
Unit  was  needed  with  the  capability  of  maintaining  and 
monitoring  Alarm  Systems  and  the  ability  to  respond 
rapidly  to  alarm  conditions.  Therefore  in  July,  1979,  the 
City  of  Boston  eliminated  the  use  of  Contract  Security 
and  established  a  proprietary  Security  Force  known  as 
the  Municipal  Building  Police. 

The  Municipal  Building  Police  Program  has  been  cred- 
ited with  reducing  losses  in  public  buildings  by  over  60% 
since  1979  and  is  responsible  for  security  in  over  three 
hundred  (300)  buildings.  The  Boston  School  Department 
has  stated  the  program  has  saved  the  School  Department 
close  to  a  million  dollars  a  year  in  damages  but  most  im- 
portantly, the  program  aided  the  School  Department  in 
carrying  out  its  educational  responsibilities  without  dis- 
ruption. The  success  of  the  program  can  be  directly  at- 
tributed to  the  manner  in  which  the  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment took  control  of  the  security  operation.  Through 
effective  crime  analysis,  directed  Police  Patrols  assigned 
to  high  risk  area;  alarm  problems  that  in  the  past  took 
weeks  to  address  were  now  corrected  immediately;  appli- 
cants for  employment  were  thoroughly  screened  before 
they  were  hired  and  are  required  to  an  an  Associates  De- 
gree in  Criminal  Justice  or  successfully  complete  a  four- 
teen week  Police  Academy  Program  at  the  Massachusetts 
Criminal  Justice  Training  Council  and  strong  emphasis 
was  placed  on  co-ordinating  services  with  other  public 
safety  agencies,  primarily,  the  Department  of  Safety 
Services  of  the  Boston  School  Department. 

The  Municipal  Police  Program  is  unique  in  that  it  not 
only  protects  the  assets  of  the  City  of  Boston,  but  the  cost 
of  the  program  is  minimal  compared  to  the  millions  of 
dollars  it  saves  the  City  of  Boston  on  security  and  related 
programs.  For  example: 

•  The  Municipal  Police  are  responsible  for  protecting 
over  four  hundred  (400)  pieces  of  property  and  are 
credited  with  reducing  vandalism,  arson  and  theft  in 
city  buildings  by  over  one  million  dollars  annually. 

•  City  agencies  that  in  the  past  experienced  major 
problems  with  contract  security  now  contract  with 
the  Municipal  Police  for  over  a  half  million  dollars 
annually. 

•  The  Municipal  Police  Communications  Division 
manages  the  Heating,  Ventilation  and  Air  Condi- 
tioning in  twelve  of  the  larger  buildings  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  has  been  successful  in  reducing  energy 
costs  in  these  buildings  by  over  $700,000.00  annu- 
ally. 

•  The  Municipal  Police  Communications  Division 
monitors  over  fifty  (50)  buildings  for  low  tempera- 
ture alarm,  boiler  flame-outs,  pump  alarms,  etc., 
and  has  saved  over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($100,000.00)  annually  in  deferred  damages  and 
overtime  costs. 

•  The  thirty-seven  (37)  ballparks  have  their  lighting 


controlled  by  the  Municipal  Police  Communications 
Division  to  eliminate  excessive  use  of  electricity  and 
overtime  costs  and  has  saved  the  City  in  excess  of 
fifty-seven  thousand  ($57,000.00)  dollars  annually. 

•  The  Municipal  Police  play  a  key  role  in  protecting 
vacant  and  abandoned  city  properties  until  such  time 
as  they  are  developed  and  placed  back  on  the  tax 
rolls  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Vacant  schools,  police 
and  fire  stations  and  abandoned  properties  have 
been  recycled  into  affordable  housing  contributing 
to  the  economic  rebirth  of  the  neighborhoods  of 
Boston. 

•  The  Municipal  Police  Communications  Division 
have  developed  the  first  Cable  Based  Security  Net- 
work in  the  country,  thus  saving  city  agencies  ap- 
proximately two  hundred  thousand  dollars  annually 
on  communication  costs  by  eliminating  the  use  of 
leased  telephone  lines  for  security  systems. 

•  The  Municipal  Police  generate  over  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  annually  in  Parking  Revenues  for 
the  City  of  Boston  by  strict  enforcement  of  parking 
violations  for  parking  violators  on  city  properties. 

•  The  Investigative  Division  of  the  Municipal  Police  is 
responsible  for  protecting  over  seven  million  dollars 
in  meter  revenues,  as  well  as  providing  for  the  safety 
and  security  of  Enforcement  Officers  of  the  Trans- 
portation Department. 

•  The  Municipal  Police  established  a  proprietary 
Alarm  Maintenance  and  Installation  Division  which 
will  save  the  City  of  Boston  in  excess  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  annually  for  costs  related  to  leasing 
systems  from  private  security  contractors. 

The  Municipal  Police  Program  has  developed  into  a 
cost  effective  program  by  co-ordinating  the  alarm  main- 
tenance monitoring  of  alarm  systems  and  providing  a 
highly  trained  Response  Unit  for  security  violations  in 
city  buildings.  Through  the  use  of  non-traditional  police, 
we  have  enabled  the  Boston  Police  Department  to  deploy 
their  personnel  to  deal  with  more  serious  crimes.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  always  recognized 
the  value  of  the  small  landlord;  and 

Whereas,  Tenants  who  reside  in  adjoining  buildings 
and  structures  have  received  the  protection  of  the  Rental 


Housing  Equity  Ordinance  and  its  predecessor  ordi- 
nances and  acts  since  1973, 

Ordained  by  City  Council  as  follows: 

Section  l(n)  (ii)  of  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984  as  amended,  is  hereby  stricken  in  its  entirety  and 
the  following  new  Section  l(n)  (ii)  is  hereby  substituted 
in  place  thereof: 

(ii)  (a)  Except  a  provided  in  Subpart  (b)  housing  ac- 
commodations in  any  building  or  structure  which  contain 
no  more  than  two  dwelling  units,  or  contain  no  more  than 
three  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the 
owner  thereof  as  his  permanent  residence;  provided, 
however,  that  two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or  struc- 
tures under  common  legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall 
constitute  a  single  building  or  structure  for  this  purpose. 

(b)  The  following  buildings  or  structures  which  are  ad- 
joining shall  not  constitute  a  single  building  or  structure 
as  defined  in  subpart  (a)  above 

1 .  Two  buildings,  one  of  which  contains  no  more  than 
two  dwelling  units; 

2.  Two  buildings,  one  of  which  contains  not  more  than 
three  dwelling  units  and  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  as  his  permanent  residence; 

(c)  For  purposes  of  Subparts  (a)  and  (b)  above,  no 
building  or  structure  shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the 
owner  thereof  unless  all  legal  and  beneficial  owners  oc- 
cupy one  or  more  dwelling  units  therein  as  their  perma- 
nent residence.

Archbishop  Romero  and  six  Jesuit  priests;  and 

Whereas,  Senator  John  Kerry,  Congressman  Joseph 
Kennedy,  Attorney  General  James  Shannon,  and  many 
others  have  called  for  the  boycott  of  Salvadoran  coffee;

Report  on  Docket  No.  0915,  ordinance  requiring  lend- 
ing information  of  municipal  depositories  (referred  June 
21)  recommending  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  fol- 
lowing new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-nine 
An  Ordinance  Requiring  Lending  Information  of  Munic- 
ipal Depositories. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  The  drive  to  eliminate  redlining,  the  practice 
of  systematically  denying  credit  on  the  basis  of  the  geo- 
graphic location  of  the  borrower  or  property  to  be  bor- 
rowed, began  more  than  twenty-five  years  ago;  and 

Whereas,  Even  though  the  Community  Reinvestment 
Act  of  1977  requires  that  banks  meet  the  credit  needs  of 
the  communities  in  which  they  are  located,  evidence  sug- 
gests the  practice  continues  to  exist;  and

Whereas,  A  preliminary  report  issued  by  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  suggested  that  low/moderate  in- 
come neighborhoods  receive  a  disproportionately  small 
amount  of  loans  compared  to  other  city  neighborhoods 
and  additionally  that  there  may  be  a  racial  pattern  of  lend- 
ing by  area  banks;  and 

Whereas,  Denying  loans  and  resources  to  certain 
groups  and  particular  neighborhoods  only  serves  to  stifle

Whereas,  The  city  invests  approximately  $400  million 
of  its  funds  in  Boston  banks;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  should  leverage  its  resources  to 
promote  equitable  distribution  of  financial  resources  in

Whereas,  Municipal  government  should  therefore 
conduct  business  only  with  those  banks  who  are  respon- 
sible in  servicing  all  of  Boston's  communities; 

Whereas,  This  ordinance  would  allow  the  city  to  eval- 
uate the  lending  performance  of  banks  who  wish  to  re- 
ceive municipal  investment  funds;  Therefore,  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applicable  law,  as 
follows: 

Section  One:  Definitions 

(a)  Applicant  shall  mean  any  person  who  applies  for  a 
mortgage  loan,  commercial  loan,  home  equity,  con- 
sumer, home  improvement  or  student  loan  as  defined  in 
this  section,  whether  or  not  the  loan  is  granted. 

(b)  Census  tract  shall  mean  a  standard  statistical  area 
as  established  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Census. 

(c)  Collector-Treasurer  shall  mean  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

(d)  Commercial  loan  shall  mean  a  loan  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  or  less  which  is  secured  by 
commercial  property. 

(e)  Financial  institution  shall  mean  any  commercial 
bank,  savings  bank,  savings  and  loan  association,  credit 
union,  cooperative  bank,  mutual  bank,  trust  company,  or 
other  entity  which  makes  mortgage,  consumer,  commer- 
cial, community  development  or  home  improvement 
loans. 

(f)  Boston  SMSA  shall  mean  the  Standard  Metropoli- 
tan Statistical  Area  of  the  Greater  Boston  Region  as  de- 
fined by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Census. 

(g)  Home  improvement  or  rehabilitation  loan  shall 
mean  a  loan,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  repairing,  rehabilitating  or  remodeling  an  ex- 
isting residential  dwelling. 

(h)  Mortgage  loan  and  home  equity  loan  shall  mean  a 
loan  which  is  secured  by  residential  property. 

(i)  Consumer  loan  shall  mean  a  loan  which  is  secured 
by  an  individual  or  families  to  finance  personal  con- 
sumption. 

(j)  Community  Development  loan  shall  mean  a  loan 
which  is  secured  for  the  purposes  of  constructing  or  reha- 
bilitating commercial  or  residential  property. 

(k)  Student  Loan  shall  mean  a  loan  which  is  secured  for 
the  purposes  of  financing  or  refinancing  a  student's  at- 
tendance at  any  degree  granting  educational  institution 
authorized  by  law  to  provide  a  program  of  education  be- 
yond the  high  school  level,  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  such 
an  institution  of  any  financial  institution. 

(1)  Redlining  shall  mean  the  practice  of  systematically 
denying  credit  on  the  basis  of  the  geographical  location 
of  the  borrower  or  property  to  be  borrowed  against. 

Section  Two:  Disclosure  of  Lending  Information 

Prior  to  the  deposit  of  any  city  monies  in  any  financial 
institution,  as  authorized  by  the  collector-treasurer  in  ac- 
cordance and  in  conjunction  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 5b  of  Chapter  40,  sections  36,  44  and  46  of  Chapter 
41  and  sections  53-55  of  Chapter  44  of  the  MGLA,  such 
financial  institution  shall  disclose  the  following  informa- 
tion and  data  on  forms  approved  by  the  collector- 


treasurer  for  each  census  tract  within  the  City  of  Boston 
and  outside  the  City  of  Boston  within  the  Boston  SMSA: 

A.  Loan  Activity 

( 1 )  the  number  of  loans  and  total  dollar  amount ;  (2)  the 
median  effective  interest  rate;  (3)  the  median  down  pay- 
ment; (4)  the  median  amortization;  (5)  the  percentage  of 
such  applicants  whose  applications  were  denied;  for  the 
following  types  of  loans: 

(a)  Residential  loans:  Data  shall  be  reported  sepa- 
rately for  property  containing  (1)  one  to  four  dwelling 
units;  and  (2)  five  to  eight  dwelling  units;  and  (3)  more 
than  eight  dwelling  units.  Only  loans  closed  within  the 
previous  calendar  year  shall  be  reported.  The  informa- 
tion and  data  for  mortgage  loans  shall  be  further  item- 
ized listing  the  following  separately: 

(i)  Conventional  mortgage  loans  and; 

(ii)  Mortgage  loans  which  are  insured  under  title  II 

of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  or  which  are  guaranteed 

under  chapter  37  of  title  38,  United  States  Code 

(FHA,  FMHA,  or  VA  loans). 

(iii)  Mortgage  loans  which  are  insured  or  financed 

by  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency 

(MHFA). 

(b)  Home  improvement  loans  or  rehabilitation  loans 
made  on  residential  properties. 

(c)  Home  Equity  loans 

(d)  Commercial  loans 

(e)  Consumer  loans 

(f)  Community  development  loans 

(g)  Student  loans 

B.  Participation  and  Services 

1.  the  financial  institution's  participation  in  local 
community  development  projects  or,  financing  of  low 
and  middle-income  housing; 

2.  the  availability  of  banking  services,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  the  location  of  branch  offices,  auto- 
mated teller  machines  (ATM)  and  the  availability  of 
bank  personnel  to  service  loans 

3.  the  hiring  and  promotion  of  women,  minorities 
and  Boston  residents 

4.  deposit  information,  including  but  not  limited  to, 
the  number  of  savings  and  checking  accounts  and  the 
total  dollar  balances  in  the  savings  and  checking  ac- 
counts 

Section  Three:  Failure  to  Provide  Information 

If  any  financial  institution  refuses  to  provide  any  of  the 
information  or  data,  the  collector-treasurer  shall  report 
such  refusal  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council.  If  such 
institution  has  previously  been  designated  by  the 
collector-treasurer  as  a  city  depository,  the  city  shall 
withdraw  such  designation.  The  treasurer  shall  also 
maintain  a  list  of  any  financial  institutions  which  refuse 
to  provide  such  information,  which  list  shall  be  a  public 
record. 

Section  Four:  Pledge 

Beginning  in  January  of  1990,  prior  to  the  deposit  of 
any  city  monies  in  any  financial  institution,  the  city 
collector-treasurer  shall  obtain  the  following  pledges 
from  an  authorized  official  of  said  institution: 

(a)  Not  to  discriminate  against  any  individual  or  group 
seeking  a  mortgage,  commercial,  consumer,  home  im- 
provement, or  community  development  loan  in  the  fix- 
ing of  the  amount,  interest  rate,  duration,  down  payment 
or  other  terms  or  conditions  of  such  loan,  because  of 
race,  color,  religion,  sex  or  national  origin  of  such  indi- 
vidual or  group  or  of  any  individual  or  group  associated 
with  him  or  her  in  connection  with  such  loan  or  other 
financial  assistance  or  the  purposes  of  such  loan  or  other 
financial  assistance,  or  the  dwelling  or  dwellings,  if  any 
in  relation  to  which  such  loan  or  other  financial  assist- 
ance is  to  be  made  or  given;  and 

(b)  Not  to  indulge  in  redlining  activities  against  any 
city  neighborhood,  including  arbitrarily  rejecting  mort- 
gage loans  for  residential  properties  within  a  specific  ge- 
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ographic  area  in  Boston  because  of  the  location  and/or 
age  of  the  property ;  and  to  make  and  affirmatively  mar- 
ket loans  available  on  low-  and  moderate-income  resi- 
dential property  in  all  the  neighborhoods  of  the  city  of 
Boston  within  the  limits  of  legal  restrictions  and  prudent 
financial  practices. 
Section  Five:  Municipal  Banking  Commission 

(a)  There  shall  be,  in  the  city  of  Boston,  a  commission 
known  as  the  Municipal  Banking  Commission  for  the 
purposes  of  analyzing  data  and  information  submitted  to 
the  treasurer  by  financial  institutions  wishing  to  become 
city  depositories. 

(b)  The  commission  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by 
the  City  Council.  The  members  serve  without  compensa- 
tion; provided,  however,  that  each  member  may  be  reim- 
bursed by  the  Commission  for  all  expenses  reasonably 
incurred  by  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The 
Commission  shall  consist  of  the  following  persons: 

(1)  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  city  of  Boston  ex- 
officio  or  his  or  her  designee 

(2)  the  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council  ex- 
officio  or  his  or  her  designee 

(3)  one  individual  from  an  organization  that  seeks  to 
address  community  reinvestment  needs 

(4)  one  individual  from  a  financial  institution  doing 
business  in  the  city  of  Boston 

(5)  one  individual  from  a  non-profit  organization 
which  seeks  to  address  the  housing  needs  in  the  city  of 
Boston 

(6)  two  (2)  individuals  residing  in  the  neighborhoods 
of  the  city  of  Boston  most  affected  by  redlining  activi- 
ties. 

(c)  The  term  for  each  commissioner  shall  be  three  (3) 
years;  provided,  however,  that  of  the  members  first  ap- 
pointed to  the  commission,  two  shall  serve  for  two  years 
and  two  shall  serve  for  one  year.  The  commissioners 
shall  appoint  a  chairperson,  provided,  however  that  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  not  serve  as  chairperson  of  the 
commission.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  and 
confirmed  by  the  City  Council. 

Section  Six:  Evaluation  of  Data: 

Each  year,  prior  to  the  authorization  of  deposits  of  city 
monies  with  any  financial  institutions,  the  commission 
shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council 
detailing  the  information  submitted  by  each  lender  and 
recommend  to  the  Treasurer  those  institutions  whose 
performance  best  reflects  the  city's  goal  of  encouraging 
lending  within  the  community. 

The  commission's  report  and  recommendations  shall 
be  based  on  review  of  the  information  submitted  pursu- 
ant to  Section  Two  of  this  ordinance  including: 

(a)  evaluation  of  each  lender's  performance  in  grant- 
ing mortgage,  home  improvement,  home  equity,  com- 
mercial, consumer  and  community  development  loans. 

(b)  the  lender's  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Community  Reinvestment  Act  of  1977,  including  the 
duty  to  educate  the  public  regarding  CRA  requirements. 

(c)  current  activity  in  low  and  moderate  income  neigh- 
borhoods and  the  availability  of  bank  personnel  to  serv- 
ice low  income  loans. 

(d)  initiatives  in  areas  such  as  commercial  lending  and 
low  and  moderate  income  housing. 

Section  Seven:  Severability  Clause 

Each  of  the  provisions,  sections,  and  subsections  of 
this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions, 
sections,  or  subsections  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or 
otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  decisions  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any 
of  the  remaining  provisions,  sections,  or  subsections. 

Section  Eight:  Publication 

The  provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Code,  Ordi- 
nances, Title  2,  section  12.3,  to  the  contrary  notwith- 


standing, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  City 
Clerk  upon  passage  of  the  same. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  YANCEY  moved  that  the  ordinance  be 
amended  in  Section  One  (Definitions)  (d)  by  striking  the 
following  language:  "of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($100,000)  or  less". 

The  motion  was  carried. 

YANCEY  moved  that  the  ordinance  be  further 
amended  as  follows: 

Section  Six:  Evaluation  of  Data,  shall  be  amended  by 
striking  subsection  (c)  and  inserting  the  following  new 
subsection  (c): 

"current  activity  in  minority,  low  and  moderate  in- 
come neighborhoods  and  the  availability  of  bank  person- 
nel to  service  loans  in  those  areas. ' '

Federal  regulations  and  Massachusetts  Executive  Or- 
der No.  227  requires  that  grant  recipients  —  e.g. ,  houses 
of  correction,  community  colleges,  school  districts,  col- 
laboratives,  and  Chapter  766  approved  private  schools 
—  file  a  statement  of  assurances  with  each  grant  applica- 
tion. In  addition,  Massachusetts  Executive  Order  No. 
227  requires  that  state  agencies  disbursing  grants  assure 
that  grant  recipients  undertake  affirmative  action  pro- 
grams subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Massachusetts  Com- 
mission Against  Discrimination.  In  an  effort  to  reduce 
paperwork,  the  Department  of  Education  is  requesting 
that  houses  of  correction  and  other  grant  recipients  annu- 
ally file  a  combined  statement  of  assurances,  which  cov- 
ers virtually  all  grants,  rather  than  file  assurances  with 
each  grant  application.

TION CONTROL

An  Ordinance  Workplace  Smoking  Pollution  Control 

Ordinance 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section   13,  and  any  other 
applicable  law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  the  use  of  tobacco  for  smoking  purposes 
is  found  to  be  increasingly  dangerous  and  life- 
threatening,  not  only  to  the  person  smoking,  but  also 
to  the  non-smoking  person  who  is  required  to  breathe 
air  contaminated  by  environmental  tobacco  smoke; 
and 

Whereas,  the  most  pervasive  intrusion  of  the  non- 
smokers'  right  to  a  healthy,  unpolluted  air  space  is 
the  uncontrolled  smoking  in  the  workplace;  and 

Whereas,  the  Boston  City  Council's  intent,  by  the 
passage  of  this  Ordinance,  is  to  protect  the  health 
and  welfare  of  the  non-smoker  by  regulating  smoking 
and  the  discomforting  effect  it  creates  in  the  confined 
environment  of  the  work  place;  Be  It  Therefore  Or- 
dained That: 

SECTION  ONE:  Title  —  This  Ordinance  shall  be 
known  as  the  Boston  Workplace  Smoking  Pollution 
Control  Ordinance. 

SECTION  TWO:  Scope  of  the  Ordinance  —  Because 
of  the  smoking  of  tobacco  or  any  other  weed  or  plant 
is  extremely  dangerous  to  health  and  is  a  cause  of 
material  annoyance  and  discomfort  to  those  employ- 
ees who  are  exposed  to  it  and  have,  of  economic  ne- 
cessity, to  work  in  the  confines  of  a  workplace,  the 
City  Council  hereby  declares  that  the  purposes  of  this 
act  are  (1)  to  protect  the  public  health  and  welfare  by 
regulating  smoking  in  the  workplace,  and  (2)  to  mini- 
mize the  toxic  effects  of  smoking  in  the  workplace  by 
requiring  an  employer  to  adopt  a  policy  that  will  ac- 
commodate, insofar  as  possible,  the  preferences  of 
non-smokers  and  smokers,  and  if  a  satisfactory  ac- 
commodation cannot  be  reached  for  all  employees,  to 
prohibit  smoking  in  the  workplace. 

This  Ordinance  does  not  prevent  an  employer  from 
totally  prohibiting  smoking  in  the  workplace.  If  an 
employer  allows  employees  to  smoke  in  the  work- 
place, the  employer  must  make  reasonable  accommo- 
dation for  the  preferences  of  both  non-smoking  and 
smoking  employees;  the  employer  must  give  particu- 
lar preference  to  employees  who.  as  a  result  of  either 
a  cardiovascular  illness,  pulmonary  illness,  or  any 
other  physical  condition  affecting  the  eyes,  nose  and 
throat,  are  sensitive  to  the  discomforts  of  tobacco 
smoke.  If  an  accommodation  satisfactory  to  all  af- 
fected non-smoking  empoyees  cannot  be  reached,  the 
employer  must  prohibit  all  smoking  in  the  workplace. 
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All  non-smoking  areas  must  be  designated  and  con- 
spicuously marked  with  signs. 

SECTION  THREE:   Definitions  —  As  used  in  this 
Ordinance: 

(1)  "Inspectional  Services  Department"  means  the 
municipal  department,  division,  unit,  or  body 
of  the  municipality  charged  with  regulating 
and/or  enforcing  the  health  laws  or  regulations 
in  the  City  of  Boston: 

(2)  "Person"  means  any  individual  person,  firm, 
partnership,  association,  corporation,  company, 
organization,  or  legal  entity  of  any  kind; 

(3)  "Employer"  means  any  person  who  employs 
one  or  more  individual  persons; 

(4)  "Employee"  means  any  person  who  is  em- 
ployed by  any  employer  in  consideration  for 
direct  or  indirect  monetary  wage  or  profit; 

(5)  "Place  of  Employment"  means  any  indoor  area 
or  portion  thereof  under  the  control  of  an  em- 
ployer in  which  employees  of  the  employer 
perform  services  but  which  is  not  generally  ac- 
cessible to  the  public; 

(6)  "Workplace"  means  an  area  in  a  place  of  em- 
ployment where  one  or  more  employees  are 
routinely  assigned  and  perform  services  for 
their  employer.  "Workplace"  includes,  but  is 
not  limited  to,  offices,  eating  areas,  as  well  as 
enclosed  motor  vehicles,  ships,  boats,  and  air- 
planes; 

(7)  "Smoking"  means  the  inhaling,  exhaling, 
burning  or  carrying  of  any  lighted  cigarette,  ci- 
gar, pipe,  or  other  article,  or  paraphernalia  for 
tobacco  or  any  other  weed  or  plant,  and; 

(8)  "Bar"  means  any  indoor  area  open  to  the  pub- 
lic devoted  to  the  sale  and  service  of  alcoholic 
beverages  for  on-premises  consumption  and 
where  the  service  of  food  is  only  incidental  to 
the  consumption  of  such  beverages.  Service  of 
food  shall  be  considered  incidental  if  the  food 
service  generates  less  than  forty  percent  of  to- 
tal annual  gross  sales.  Any  bar  that  generates 
forty  percent  or  more  of  total  annual  gross 
sales  from  the  sale  of  food  for  on-premises 
consumption  shall  be  a  food  service  establish- 
ment. 

(9)  "Enclosed"  means  an  area,  other  than  a  public 
lobby,  which  is  closed  in  by  a  roof  and  four 
walls  or  sides  or  partitions,  either  complete  or 
partial,  with  appropriate  openings  for  ingress 
and  egress. 

SECTION   FOUR:   Regulation  of  Smoking   in  the 

Workplace  — 
(1)  Each  employer  who  operates  a  workplace  in 
Boston  must  implement,  maintain,  and  conspic- 
uously post  for  all  employees  to  see,  a  written 
smoking  policy  which  will  contain,  at  a  mini- 
mum, the  following  provisions  and  require- 
ments: 

(a)  Any  employee  may  object  to  his  or  her 
employer  about  the  smoke  hazard  or  dis- 
comfort in  his  or  her  workplace.  Using  ex- 
isting means  of  ventilation  or  separation  or 
partition  of  the  work  space,  the  employer 
must  attempt  expeditiously,  within  thirty 
(30)  days  of  the  initial  date  of  objection,  to 
reach  a  reasonable  accommodation,  insofar 
as  possible,  between  the  preferences  of  all 
the  non-smoking  and  smoking  employees. 
However,  an  employer  is  not  required  by 
this  Ordinance  to  make  any  expenditures  or 
structural  changes  to  accommodate  the 
preferences  of  non-smoking  or  smoking 
employees. 

(b)  If  an  accommodation  which  is  satisfactory 
to  all  affected  non-smoking  employees  can- 


not be  reached  in  any  given  workplace,  the 
preference  and  right  of  the  non-smoking 
employees  to  work  in  a  healthy  atmosphere 
free  from  the  hazards  or  discomforts  of  to- 
bacco smoke  prevail  and  the  employer 
must  prohibit  all  smoking  in  the  workplace. 
Where  the  employer  prohibits  smoking  in 
either  the  entire  workplace  or  in  any  por- 
tion therein,  the  area(s)  in  which  smoking 
is  prohibited  must  be  clearly  and  conspicu- 
ously marked  with  signs. 

(2)  The  employer's  smoking  policy  must  be  an- 
nounced to  all  employees  and  posted  conspicu- 
ously in  all  workplaces  under  the  employer's 
jurisdiction  in  Boston. 

(3)  Anyone  who  becomes  an  employer  in  Boston 
after  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  must, 
within  three  (3)  months  of  becoming  an  em- 
ployer, adopt,  implement,  maintain,  and  con- 
spicuously post  for  all  employees  to  see,  a 
written  smoking  policy  with  all  the  provisions 
mentioned  herein. 

SECTION  FIVE:  Exemptions  —  This  Ordinance  is 
not  intended  to  regulate  smoking  in  the  following 
places  and  under  the  following  conditions  within 
Boston: 

(1)  A  private  home  which  may  serve  as  a 
workplace; 

(2)  Any  office  space  leased  or  rented  by  a  sole 
independent  contractor  for  his  or  her  own 
use; 

(3)  A  business  used  exclusively  for  the  sale  of 
tobacco  products; 

(4)  A  bar;  or 

(5)  This  Ordinance  shall  not  void  pre-existing 
collective  bargaining  agreements  affecting 
smoking  in  the  workplace.  Upon  the  ex- 
piration of  any  such  collective  bargaining 

agreements,  this  Ordinance  shall  be  imple- 
mented. 
SECTION  SIX:  Enforcement  - 

(1)  The  Inspectional  Services  Department,  hav- 
ing received  a  written  and  signed  letter  of 
complaint  from  an  employee  citing  a  viola- 
tion of  this  Ordinance,  must  enforce, 
within  thirty  (30)  days,  the  entire  Ordi- 
nance against  violations  by  either  of  the 
following  actions: 

(a)  Serving  written  notice  to  comply  to  an 
employer,  with  a  copy  of  the  notice  to 
the  complainant,  requiring  the  em- 
ployer to  correct,  within  ten  (10)  days, 
any  violation  of  any  section  of  this  Or- 
dinance. The  employer  must  also  be 
sent  a  copy  of  this  Ordinance  at  the 
time  notice  is  served.  Upon  receiving  a 
second  signed  complaint  at  the  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  for  the 
same  or  continued  violation  by  the 
same  employer,  and  failing  all  other  at- 
tempts by  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment to  expeditiously,  and  within 
thirty  (30)  days,  mediate  the  complaint, 
the  complaint  must  be  resoslved  by; 

(b)  Calling  upon  the  attorney  for  Boston  to 
maintain  promptly  an  action  for  an  in- 
junction to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance,  to  cause  the  correction 
of  any  violations  of  this  Ordinance  and 
for  assessment  and  recovery  of  a  civil 
penalty  for  any  such  violation; 

(2)  An  employer  who  violates  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  liable  for  a  civil  penalty,  not  to  be 
less  than  fifity  ($50.00)  dollars  or  to  ex- 
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ceed  three  hundred  ($300)  dollars,   which 
penalty  shall  be  assessed  and  recovered  in 
a  civil  action  brought  by  the  attorney  for 
Boston  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion. Each  day  such  violation  is  committed 
by  an  employer  or  permitted  to  continue  by 
an  employer  shall  constitute  a  separate  of- 
fense and  shall  be  punishable  as  such.  Any 
penalty  assessed  and  recovered  in  an  action 
brought  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall  be 
paid  over  to  the  treasury  of  Boston  and  be- 
come part  of  the  general  fund. 
(3)  In  undertaking  the  enforcement  of  this  Or- 
dinance, the  City  of  Boston  is  assuming  an 
undertaking  only  to  promote  the  health  and 
general  welfare  of  the  working  public.  It  is 
not  assuming,  nor  is  it  imposing  on  its  of- 
ficers and  employees,   an  obligation  for 
breach  of  which  it  is  liable  in  money  dam- 
ages to  any  person  who  claims  that  such 
breach  proximately  caused  injury. 
SECTION  SEVEN:  Nonretaliation  Clause  —  No  em- 
ployer shall  terminate,  without  due  cause,  or  discrim- 
inate against  any  employee  solely  because  the  em- 
ployee has  exercised  his  or  her  rights  under  this 
ordinance. 

SECTION  EIGHT:  Severability  —  If  any  provision  of 
this  Ordinance  is  declared  invalid  or  unenforceable 
by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  other  provi- 
sions of  the  act  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  but 
shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect. 
SECTION  NINE:  Effect  on  Other  Laws  —  Nothing 
in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  permit  smok- 
ing in  any  area  in  which  smoking  is  or  may  hereafter 
be  prohibited  by  law  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  any  provision  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  any  Ordinance  or  by- 
law or  any  fire,  health,  or  safety  regulation. 
SECTION  TEN:  Effective  Date  -  THIS  ORDI- 
NANCE SHALL  TAKE  EFFECT  90  DAYS  AFTER 
PASSAGE.

a)  "Consultants"  or  "Contractors"  shall  mean  any 
person  or  organization  who,  as  a  non-employee  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  gives  advice  in  the  field  of 
his/her  knowledge  or  training,  or  provides  a  serv- 
ice, and  whose  compensation  is  payable  from  other 
that  the  salary  and  wage  account  as  identified  in 
the  City  of  Boston  Budget  Code.  This  person  or 
organization  does  not  have  to  be  on  a  supervisory 
role  but  merely  identified  as  a  non-employee  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

b)  "Employee"  shall  mean  any  person  whose  com- 
pensation is  payable  from  the  salary  and  wage  ac- 
count as  identified  in  the  City  of  Boston  Budget 
Code  and  shall  not  include  people  on  the  Trustee 
Payroll  of  Boston  City  Hospital. 

Section  2 
Consultant  or  Contractor  contracts  shall  not  be 
used  to  replace  any  positions  currently  held  by 
unionized  employees  of  the  City  Boston  or  fill  any 
vacant  union  positions. 
Section  3 
After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  no  per- 
son shall  be  hired  by  the  City  as  a  consultant  or 
contractor,   so-called,   to  directly  or  indirectly  su- 
pervise another  temporary,  provisional  or  perma- 
nent employee  of  the  City  of  Boston.  This  shall  not 
apply  to  current  consultant/contractor  contracts  or 
their  reapproval. 
Section  4 
This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
The  report  was  accepted.
